Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  make  out  the 
tax  list  and  perform  all  duties  which  are  now  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  required  by  law  in  regard  to  the  making  out  of  the 
tax  lists  of  Wilson  County.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the 
auditor  to  diligently  inquire  into  all  delinquencies  as  to  the 
listing  of  taxable  prop-erty,  including  polls,  as  well  as  the  pay- 
ment of  all  taxes.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to 
assist  the  board  of  county  commissioners  or  such  other  boards, 
commissions,  or  other  persons  who  shall  by  law  have  charge 
of  the  listing  and  valuation  of  taxable  property,  both  as  to  the 
valuation  thereof  as  well  as  the  listing,  and  the  auditor  from 
time  to  time  as  the  occasion  shall  arise  shall  make  report  to 
the  board  of  commissioners  or  other  commission  or  body  having 
charge  of  the  valuation  and  listing  of  property  for  taxation,  as 
to  whether  or  not  any  particular  property  shall  be  valued  for 
taxes  at  less  or  more  than  it  should  be,  all  of  which  duties 
shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners as  well  as  such  other  body  as  may  by  law  have  the 
general  supervision  thereof.

hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property,  and  not  to  exceed  fifteen 
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cents  on  the  poll  for  the  sole  purpose  of  remodeling  the  county 
courthouse  at  Graham,  Alamance  County,  North  Carolina,  and 
shall  continue  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  for  said  purpose  at  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  taxes  for  other  county  and  State  pur- 
poses are  levied  and  collected,  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  or  for 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  required  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
remodeling  said  courthouse:  Provided,  however,  that  the  maxi- 
mum expense  of  the  improvements  herein  contemplated  shall  not 
exceed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.

and  maintain  the  same  in  good  condition  and  repair;  to  pay  off 
any  existing  indebtedness  contracted  by  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners for  general  county  purposes;  and  to  aid  and  assist  in 
meeting  the  current  expenses  of  said  county  for  the  said  two 
years. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  Repealing  clause, 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  29 

[C.  S.  3918.] 

AN  ACT   TO    INCREASE    THE    COMPENSATION    OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  CURRITUCK  COUNTY. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  members  of  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Currituck  County  shall  each  receive  as  compensation 
for  their  services  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  day  and  mileage  not  to  Per  diem, 
exceed  five  cents  per  mile  to  and  from  the  county  seat  for  each  Mileage, 
regular  and  special  meeting  attended  by  them. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  Repealing  clause, 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  3.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

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CHAPTER  30 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  UNIFORM  CONSTRUCTION, 
MAINTENANCE  AND  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  PUBLIC 
ROADS  OF  TYRRELL  COUNTY  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE  A 
SPECIAL  TAX  THEREFOR.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Tyrrell 
County  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  annually,  in 
the  manner  and  at  the  time  of  levying  the  regular  county  taxes, 
a  special  tax  of  not  more  than  fifteen  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  worth  of  property  subject  to  taxation  and  located  within 
the  said  Tyrrell  County.  The  amount  of  the  said  tax  shall  be 
determined  as  follows:  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission, 
hereinafter  created,  shall  determine  annually  the  amount  of  the 
special  tax  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  act  and 
shall  notify  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Tyrrell  County 
of  this  amount  in  writing  each  year,  prior  to  the  time  when  the 
general  county  taxes  are  levied  and  assessed ;  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Tyrrell  County  shall  levy  annually  the  tax 
so  requested  by  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission:  Provided, 
that  the  said  tax  shall  never  exceed  in  any  one  year  more  than 
fifteen  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property. 

Sec.  2.  The  tax  so  levied  shall  be  collected  as  the  other  county 
taxes  are  collected  and  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
Tyrrell  County  to  be  held  as  a  special  fund,  disbursed  as  here- 
inafter provided  and  applied  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  improving  the  public  roads  of  Tyrrell  County 
arid  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  special  tax  authorized  and  directed  by  section 
one  of  this  act  shall  replace  the  special  taxes  authorized  and 
levied  under  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-five,  Public  Laws, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine,  chapter  three  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,  Public-Local  Laws,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirteen,  chapter  six  hundred  and  eighty,  Public-Local  Laws, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  chapter  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  Public-Local  Laws,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty;  and  those  said  special  taxes,  authorized  by  the  several 
laws  mentioned  herein,  are  hereby  repealed  and  abolished  and 
replaced  by  the  special  tax  mentioned  in  section  one  of  this  act. 
However,  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  abolish  or 
prohibit  any  general  road  tax  or  special  tax  heretofore  levied, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  levied  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter seventy  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  or  any  special  taxes 
heretofore  authorized  or  levied  to  support  or  retire  any  road 
bonds  issued  in  Tyrrell  County. 
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Sec.  4.    Immediately  upon  the  ratification  of  this  act  the  jus-  Township  road 
tices  of  the  peace  of  each  of  the  several  townships  of  Tyrrell  commissloners- 
County  shall  meet  in  their  respective  townships  and  elect  three 
township  road  commissioners,  who  shall  be  residents  of  the 
township  for  which  they  are  elected  and  who  shall  hold  office  Term  of  office, 
for  two,  four  and  six  years,  respectively,  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.    Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  Election  and  term 
office  of  any  township  road  commissioner  his  successor  shall  he  of  successors- 
elected,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  for  a  term  of  six  years,  or 
upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  said  road  commissioner,  or  Vacancies, 
upon  any  vacancy  occurring  for  any  reason  whatever  in  said 
road  commission,  the  vacancy  shall  immediately  be  filled  by 
the  election  of  an  additional  road  commissioner  by  the  justices 
of  the  peace  of  the  township  in  which  the  said  commissioner 
held  office  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  commissioner  whose 
office  becomes  vacant.

The  chair- 
men of  the  several  township  road  commissions  of  Tyrrell  County 
shall  constitute  a  Tyrrell  County  road  commission,  which  shall  General  super- 
have  a  general  supervision  over  the  construction,  maintenance  visi0n  of  ^ork- 
and  repair  of  the  public  roads  of  Tyrrell  County  and  may  super- 
vise and  direct  the  work  of  the  several  township  commissions. 
The  said  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  shall  meet  as  soon  Meeting  for  or- 
as  may  be  practicable  after  the  ratification  of  this  act  and  shall  sanizatlon- 
organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  chairman  and  one  of 
their  number  secretary.     Thereafter  the  said  Tyrrell  County 
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road  commission  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Monday  in 
December,  March,  June  and  September,  at  the  county  seat,  and 
each  member  of  the  commission  shall  be  allowed  as  compensation 
for  his  services  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  meeting,  and 
mileage  of  five  cents  a  mile  for  each  mile  traveled.  The  said 
Tyrrell  County  road  commission  is  hereby  incorporated  under 
the  name  of  "The  Tyrrell  County  Road  Commission"  and  under 
that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  make  contracts  and  do  all  things 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  and  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  is  hereby 
given  all  such  powers,  as  may  be  needed  in  the  providing  of 
good  roads  in  said  county.  It  may  purchase  such  machinery, 
implements  and  supplies  as  may  be  needed,  and  may  employ  a 
practical  road  builder  or  road  superintendent  to  superintend  the 
working,  repairing  and  construction  of  roads  in  said  county.  The 
said  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  may  purchase  machinery 
for  one  township,  for  more  than  one  township,  or  for  the  whole 
county,  and  shall  pay  for  same  out  of  the  road  funds  of  the 
township  or  townships  for  which  the  said  machinery  is  pur- 
chased. The  aforesaid  road  funds  referred  to  above  means  the 
proceeds  of  the  special  tax  herein  authorized  collected  from  each 
township.  The  said  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  may  like- 
wise employ  a  practical  road  builder  or  superintendent  or  super- 
intendents for  any  one  township  in  Tyrrell  County  or  for  more 
than  one  township  or  for  the  whole  county  and  shall  pay  the 
said  road  builder,  superintendent  or  superintendents,  from  the 
road  funds  of  the  township  on  whose  roads  he  or  they  may 
work.  Provided,  that  the  practical  road  builder  or  superintend- 
ent of  roads  herein  provided  for,  may  at  any  time  be  removed  by 
the  board  of  road  commissioners  which  employ  him,  after  hav- 
ing been  given  ten  days  notice  and  a  hearing,  when  in  the 
opinion  of  such  board  there  exists  good  and  sufficient  cause  for 
such  action,  and  for  malfeasance  or  misconduct  in  office.  He 
may  be  removed  by  them  without  any  further  notice  than  may 
be  necessary  in  order  to  give  him  a  hearing.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  superintendent  of  roads,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  road  commissioners  employing  him,  to  supervise, 
direct,  and  have  charge  of  the  maintenance  and  building  of  all 
public  roads  in  such  township  or  townships,  or  county,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  shall  submit  to  the  Tyrrell  County  road  com- 
mission a  monthly  report  of  all  work  done  and  in  progress  and 
the  moneys  expended.  Said  practical  road  builder  or  superin- 
tendent of  roads  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  deposit  with  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission,  by 
whom  he  is  employed,  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  to  be  approved 
by  such  Tyrrell  County  road  commission,  in  the  sum  of  not 
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less  than  three  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  and 
honest  discharge  of  the  duties  he  is  employed  to  perform  and 
for  the  forthcoming  of  all  machinery,  implements,  and  property 
of  all  kinds  over  which  he  exercised  supervision  or  control. 

Sec.  7.    The  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  is  hereby  au-  Entry  on  land  for 
thorized  through  its  agents  to  enter  upon  any  land  in  said  material- 
township,  to  cut  and  carry  away  any  timber,  except  trees  or 
groves  on  improved  land  planted  or  left  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting straw  or  for  shade  or  ornament,  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug 
and  carried  away  gravel,  sand,  clay,  dirt  or  stone,  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  repair  and  construction  of  roads  in  said

Sec.  8.    The  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  from  the  date  Powers  under 
of  its  organization  shall  exercise  all  of  the  rights,  privileges  and  general  law- 
duties  conveyed  or  imposed  by  chapter  seventy  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Statutes  of  any  county  or  township  road  commission  or 
road  constructing  body.    It  is  the  purpose  of  this  act  to  create  Purpose  of  act. 
a  single  county  road  commission,  which  shall  have  complete 
charge  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  all  the 
public  roads  of  Tyrrell  County  to  the  complete  exclusion  of  all 
other  road  commissions  or  road  supervisors  in  Tyrrell  County, 
except  the  township  road  commissions  herein  authorized  and 
herein  directed  to  operate  under  the  control  of  the  said  Tyrrell 
County  road  commission.    Immediately  upon  the  election  and  Preceding  boards 
qualification  of  the  aforesaid  Tyrrell  County  road  commission 
every  preceding  board  of  township  or  county  road  commissioners, 
road  supervisors  or  road  overseers  shall  cease  to  exercise  any 
of  the  duties  heretofore  enjoined  upon  them  by  law  with  respect 
to  the  public  roads  of  such  township  or  county,  and  except  as 
modified  herein,  all  the  duties  and  powers  heretofore  possessed  Duties  and  powers 

devolved. 
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and  performed  by  the  road  supervisors  and  road  overseers  of 
such  township  shall  devolve  upon  and  be  performed  by  the 
board  of  road  commissioners  of  Tyrrell  County  by  this  act 
created.  The  aforesaid  road  commissioners  of  Tyrrell  County 
and  of  its  several  townships,  shall  receive  a  compensation  as 
hereinbefore  stated,  but  they  shall,  themselves,  be  subject  to 
work  on  the  roads  of  their  respective  townships  just  as  the  other 
citizens  of  the  county  are  subject  to  work.  The  board  of  road 
commissioners  of  Tyrrell  County  may  divide  the  roads  of  any 
township  into  sections  and  assign  road  hands  to  work  on  said 
sections,  or  may  assign  the  hands  to  work  on  the  roads  of  such 
township  without  dividing  the  roads  of  the  said  township  into 
sections;  and  all  work  on  the  public  roads  of  the  said  township, 
whether  done  by  contract  or  hired  labor  or  by  hands,  subject  to 
road  duty,  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  and  control  of 
said  board,  which  is  empowered  to  employ  supervisors  of  work  on 
the  roads  of  such  township.  All  persons  subject  under  the  gen-

one  year.  When  a  person  subject  to  road  duty  elects  to  pay 
five  dollars  and  obtain  exemption  from  road  work  for  one  year,  he 
shall  demand  and  receive  a  receipt  for  said  money.  If  a  receipt 
be  lost  or  destroyed,  upon  proof  thereof  satisfactory  to  the  per- 
son who  issued  the  same,  he  shall  issue  a  duplicate  receipt  to 
the  person  entitled  thereto.  Receipts  for  money  paid  for  exemp- 
tion from  road  work  shall  be  personal  and  not  transferable.  All 
receipts  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  bear 
date  of  issue  and  shall  cover  a  period  running  only  from  January 
first  to  December  thirty-first  of  the  year  of  issue. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  township  road  commissioners  for  each 
township  of  Tyrrell  County,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  shall  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  and 
shall  carry  out  and  execute  the  directions  and  orders  of  the  said 
Tyrrell  County  road  commission.  Each  of  the  said  boards  of 
township  road  commissioners  shall  make  such  reports  concern- 
ing their  work,  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Tyrrell  County  road  commission:  Provided,  that  at  least  four 
reports  must  be  made  each  year. 

Sec.  10.  All  moneys  raised  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  all  moneys  raised  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  seventy 
of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  or  raised  under  any  general  road 
tax,  and  all  moneys  in  any  way  coming  into  the  road  funds  of 
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Tyrrell  County  shall  be  expended  under  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  for  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  repair  of  the  public  roads  of  the  Vouchers, 
particular  township  from  which  the  said  moneys  were  raised 
and  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  treasurer  of  Tyrrell  County  upon 
the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission 
when  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  Tyrrell  County  road 
commission.    It  is  the  specific  purpose  and  direction  of  this  Expenditure  on

The  sheriff  of  Tyrrell  County  shall  pay  the  taxes  collected  under  Settlement  of 
this  act  to  the  treasurer  of  Tyrrell  County,  designating  from  taxes- 
which  township  the  taxes  were  collected,  the  said  treasurer  shall  Funds  kept  dis- 
deposit  same  to  the  credit  of  the  Tyrrell  County  road  commis-  tinct* 
sion,  designating  to  which  township  the  said  funds  are  to  be 
credited.     Provided  that  so  long  as  the  public  money  of  Tyrrell  Proviso :  deposit

Sec.  11.    The  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  shall  make  Reports  to  Supe-

the  Tyrrell  County  road  commission  shall  also  make  a  report 
quarterly  to   the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Tyrrell

each  township  during  each  of  the  four  quarters  of  the  year.  The  Time  of  reports, 
said  report  shall  be  made  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  the 
first  Monday  in  March,  the  first  Monday  in  June,  and  the  first 
Monday  in  September  of  each  year.    Each  report  shall  cover  Reports  itemized, 
the  preceding  quarter  and  shall  be  itemized.    A  copy  of  each  of  Publication  of 
said  itemized  reports  shall  be  posted,  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  reports- 
of  county  commissioners  of  Tyrrell  County,  in  the  most  public 
place  of  each  township  of  Tyrrell  County.

That  all  jurors  who  are  summoned  as  regular  jurors 
and  who  shall  serve  as  such  in  the  Superior  Courts  of  Stokes 
County,  shall  receive  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for 
each  day's  service  and  five  cents  (5c)  per  mile  each  way  for 
distance  traveled  from  and  to  their  homes,  the  usual  route  of 
travel;  that  jurors  summoned  on  a  special  venire,  and  who  ac- 
tually serve  as  such,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as 
regular  jurors;  that  all  persons  summoned  on  a  special  venire, 
and  who  attend  upon  the  court  as  such,  but  who  do  not  serve, 
shall  receive  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  day,  and  the  same  mileage 
as  regular  jurors;  that  tales  jurors  shall  receive  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per  day,  but  no  mileage. 

Sec  3.  That  all  witnesses  attending  the  terms  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Stokes  County,  under  subpoena,  shall  receive  two  dollars 
($2.00)  per  day,  and  five  cents  per  mile  each  way  for  distance 
traveled  from  and  to  their  homes,  the  usual  route  of  travel. 

That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

That  when  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  board  of  road  trustees  of 
any  township  in  Ashe  County  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  good  roads  commission  of  Ashe  County.  That  each  member 
of  the  board  of  road  trustees  of  the  township  shall  receive  as 
compensation  one  dollar  per  day  and  actual  expenses  while 
actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  said  office,  which  sum  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  township  funds  of  said  township.  That  said 
board  of  road  trustees  of  the  several  townships  shall  have  the 
exclusive  control  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the

That  there  shall  be  annually  levied  and  collected  in  each  of 
the  said  townships  a  special  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property,  and  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  each  taxable  poll,  to  be  used  exclusively  in  said 
township  where  collected  and  levied  for  the  maintenance  and 
construction  of  local  roads  in  the  said  township;  the  amount 
of  said  tax  to  be  so  annually  levied  to  be  determined  by  the 
good  roads  commission  at  their  regular  meeting  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Ashe 
County  for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  State  and  county  taxes, 
and  said  tax  so  requested  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  good  roads 
commission  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Ashe  County  on  or  before  the  said  meeting  of  said 
commissioners.

That  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  treasurer  of  the  town- 
ship board  of  trustees  except  under  order  of  the  board,  and  said 
treasurer  shall  be  required  to  file  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in 
an  amount  to  be  determined  by  said  board  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties  of  office,  and  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year  file  an  itemized,  verified  state- 
ment of  all  the  moneys  that  have  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue

That  the  board  of  road  trustees  of  each  township  is  hereby 
authorized  to  cause  to  appear  before  it,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  designate,  by  issuing  a  subpoena  duly  signed  by  the 
chairman  of  said  board  and  having  same  served  upon  any  former 
or  present  trustee,  treasurer  or  sheriff  of  Ashe  County,  or  any 
other  party  having  had  the  custody  or  control  of  any  road  tax 
of  said  county  or  township,  or  may  have  knowledge  thereof 
during  the  years  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  nineteen,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  and 
any  subsequent  years,  and  compel  said  parties  to  testify  under 
oath  in  regard  to  the  disposition  or  whereabouts  of  said  funds; 
and  any  party  failing  to  obey  such  subpoena,  after  having  been 
duly  subpoenaed,  and  after  having  been  duly  notified,  shall  be 
fined  by  said  board  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  eighty  dollars  and  punished  by  said  board  as  for  contempt. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  four  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  six  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed  and  free 
labor  on  the  roads  of  Ashe  County  is  hereby  abolished. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  seven  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  here- 
by amended  as  follows:  By  striking  out  the  words,  "either  with 
free  labor"  in  line  five  of  said  section,  and  also  by  striking  out 
the  words  "or  both"  at  the  end  of  the  last  line  of  said  section. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  eight  of  said  act  be  and  is  hereby  repealed 
and  the  following  inserted  in  lieu  thereof:  "That  all  main  high- 
ways or  trunk  lines  of  roads  constructed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  thirty  feet  wide  and  the 
grade  shall  not  be  more  than  six  feet  in  one  hundred  feet,  except 
for  good  cause,  the  grade  may  be  increased  for  slight  distance." 
All  other  public  roads  constructed  under  this  act  shall  have  a

have  full  power  to  cancel  any  contract  for  fraud  or  malfeasance 
of  any  road  official.  That  any  person  failing  to  appear  before 
said  board  after  being  duly  subpoenaed,  by  subpoena  issued  by  the 
chairman  of  said  board,  may  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
and  be  dealt  with  by  said  board  for  contempt  as  provided  for 
in  chapter  nine  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen. 

That  said  good  roads  commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  complete  the  public  highway  from  Creston,  North  Caro- 
lina, to  Watauga  County  line,  constructing  the  same  upon  as 
economic  basis  as  possible  and  practicable,  and  in  so  doing 
utilize  as  much  as  is  practicable  of  the  roadbed  of  the  present 
public  road,  leading  between  said  points,  and  causing  as  little 
damage  as  practicable  to  the  land  owners  over  whose  land  said 
road  shall  pass. 

That  said  good  roads  commission  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  either  macadam  or  top  soil  with  crushed  stone  or  gravel, 
or  both,  the  old  turnpike  road  leading  from  Jefferson  to  the 
Wilkes  County  line  near  Glendale  Springs,  North  Carolina. 

That  said  good  roads  commission  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  construct  a  good,  substantial,  graded  road  with  some 
substantial  top  soil  or  surface,  such  as  crushed  stone  or  sand, 
or  both,  from  some  point  on  the  Jefferson  and  Wilkesboro  Turn- 
pike between  the  bridge  over  the  south  fork  of  New  River  near 
George  Sheets  and  Glendale  Springs,  North  Carolina,  to  Laurel 
Springs,  North  Carolina. 

That  said  good  roads  commission  is  authorized  and  directed

the  owner  two  days  notice,  if  they  are  unable  to  purchase  the 
.same  on  reasonable  terms;  and  if  the  good  roads  commission 
or  those  representing  them,  and  the  owner  of  the  land  are  un- 
able to  agree  upon  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  the  owner 
of  the  land,  if  any,  then  within  ten  days  after  the  completion 
of  the  road,  or  taking  such  material,  the  said  board  shall 
cause  three  freeholders  of  the  county  who  are  disinterested,  to 
be  summoned,  who  shall  go  upon  the  land  and  assess  the  damages 
sustained  by  the  owner  because  of  any  injury  done  him  in  the 
construction  or  alteration  of  such  road,  taking  into  consideration 
the  benefits  which  the  owner  received  or  will  receive  by  reason 
of  the  road;  and  such  jury  must  within  a  reasonable  time  file 
a  report  of  their  actions  with  the  good  roads  commission,  and 
when  said  damages  are  determined,  they  shall  be  paid  by  said 
good  roads  commission:  Provided,  that  either  party  may  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  three  freeholders  within  ten  days  after 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  good  roads  commission  to 
the  Superior  Court,  where  the  matter  shall  be  heard  de  novo  by 
a  jury,  but  no  cost  shall  be  paid  by  said  board  upon  appeal  unless 
a  greater  amount  of  damages  is  received  than  allowed  by  the 
freeholders.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  hunt,  fish,  trap,  cut  timber,  walk  over,  go,  enter 
or  trespass  upon  the  lands  of  a  municipality  used  as  a  water- 
shed, intake  or  settling  basin.  Provided,  however,  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  not  in  any  manner  hinder  a  duly  author- 
ized inspector  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  enter  upon  a  water- 
shed, intake  or  settling  basin  for  the  purpose  of  making  any 
inspections  provided  by  law,  or  a  warden,  or  caretaker  employed 
by  the  municipality,  engaged  in  properly  policing  and  caring 
for  a  watershed,  intake  or  settling  basin,  from  performing  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  proper  governing  body  of  the 
municipality. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  for  not  less  than  six 
months,  nor  more  than  two  years,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Sec.  3.  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  the  county 
of  Buncombe. 

Sec  4.  That  all  laws  or  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

Township,  in  said  county,  voting  at  said  election,  voted  in  favor 
of  the  issuance  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  road  bonds  of  said 
township,  and  all  proceedings  thereafter  taken  by  the  road  com- 
missioners of  said  township  appointed  by  said  county  board,  in 
relation  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  said  bonds,  are  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed,  and  authority  is  hereby  given  for  the

Section  1.  That  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Levy  authorized. 
Transylvania  County  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
levy  for  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one 
and  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two  the  same  levy  for 
school  purposes  as  has  heretofore  been  levied  in  Gloucester,  Hog- 
back, and  Brevard  townships  for  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty  for  the  districts  enumerated  above  in 
Transylvania  County. 

Sec  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflictiori  here-  Repealing  clause, 
with  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  3.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

The  governing  body  of  every  municipality  which  Deposit  of  pro- 
shall  sell  bonds  pursuant  to  this  act  is  hereby  further  authorized  ceeds  of  bonds- 
to  make  such  arrangements  as  it  may  deem  advisable  for  the 
deposit  of  the  purchase  price  of  said  bonds  with  any  bank  in 
Jones  County  to  which  the  bonds  may  be  sold. 

Sec.  2.    The  term  "municipality"  as  used  in  this  act  includes  "Municipality" 
every  city,  town,  township  and  school  district  in  Jones  County,  defined-

CHAPTER  53 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  OPENING  OF  PUBLIC  WAYS 
TO  PUBLIC  GRAVEYARDS  OR  CEMETERIES  IN  GRAHAM 
COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  If  any  board  of  trustees  of  any  public  graveyard 
or  cemetery  in  Graham  County  to  which  there  is  leading  no 
public  road  or  which  is  not  convenient  to  water,  shall  consider 
it  necessary,  reasonable  and  just  that  such  graveyard  or  ceme- 
tery shall  have  a  private  way  to  a  public  road  or  water  course 
over  the  land  of  any  person,  the  said  trustees  may  file  a  petition 
before  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  public  roads  of  the  town- 
ship in  which  said  graveyard  lies,  or  before  such  board  as  may 
be  in  control  and  charge  of  the  public  roads  of  said  township, 
at  a  regular  or  a  special  meeting,  said  petition  praying  for  a 
cartway  or  passage  way  to  be  kept  open  across  such  persons' 
land  leading  from  said  graveyard  or  cemetery  to  some  public 
road,  ferry,  bridge,  public  land  or  water  course;  and  upon  it 
being  made  to  appear  to  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners 
that  the  adverse  party  has  had  ten  days  notice  of  the  intention 
of  said  trustees,  the  board  shall  hear  the  allegations  of  the  peti- 
tioner and  the  objections  of  the  adverse  party  or  parties,  and  if 
sufficient  reason  be  shown,  shall  order  the  constable  to  summon 
a  jury  of  five  freeholders  to  view  the  premises  and  lay  off  a 
cartway,  not  less  than  fourteen  feet  wide,  and  assess  the  dam- 
ages the  owner  of  such  land  may  sustain  thereby;  which,  with 
the  expense  of  making  the  way,  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioner.

BRIDGES,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PAYMENT 
THEREOF. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Perqui- 
mans County  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  opening,  offering, 
constructing,  and  improving  county  highways  and  bridges  in 
said  county. 

Sec.  2.  Before  any  bonds  are  issued  in  this  act,  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  Perquimans  County  shall  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished in  some  newspaper  published  in  Perquimans  County,  if 
there  be  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county,  and  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  in  the  county,  then  in  some  newspaper 
published  in  an  adjoining  county,  once  a  week  for  four  succes- 
sive weeks  a  notice  substantially  in  the  following  form,  with 
the  blanks  properly  filled  in,  viz.:

The 
residence  address  of  each  signer  shall  be  written  after  his  signa- 
ture. Each  signature  to  the  petition  shall  be  verified  by  a  state-

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Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  all  other  respects  Law  governing 
in  accord  and  with  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  holding 
and  conducting  of  elections  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 
Those  qualified  to  vote  at  said  election  shall  be  those  who  were  Qualified  voters, 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  last  preceding  election  for  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  county  officers  and  those  who  have 
since  become  qualified  by  becoming  of  age  or  otherwise.    The  Decision  by 
decision  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  upon  the  right  to  s^/g0011111118" 
vote  of  any  voter  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.    At  said  election  Tickets, 
the  voters  who  favor  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  shall  vote  a  ticket 
with  the  words  "For  Road  and  Bridge  Bonds"  written  or  printed 
thereon,  and  the  voters  who  are  opposed  to  the  issuance  of  said 
bonds  shall  vote  a  ticket  with  the  words  "Against  Road  and  • 
Bridge  Bonds"  written  or  printed  thereon.    The  votes  shall  be  Count  and  return 
counted  at  the  close  of  the  polls  and  returns  thereof  made  to  the 
said  board  of  county  commissioners  on  the  Thursday  next  follow- 
ing the  election,  and  said  board  shall  by  resolution  declare  the  Declaration  and 
result  of  said  election  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  return  of  said  leLOrdof  result- 
vote,  all  of  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  said  board 
of  county  commissioners,  and  no  other  recording  or  declaring 
of  the  result  of  the  election  shall  be  necessary.

If  all  bonds  of  any  one  issue  are  not 
delivered  simultaneously,  the  bonds  outstanding  at  any  one  time 
shall  mature  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  6.    Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  and  denomi-  Form  and  denomi- 
nations, and  with  such  provisions  as  to  time,  place  and  medium 
of  payment  of  principal  and  interest  as  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  may  determine,  subject  to  the  limitations  and 
restrictions  of  this  act.    They  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  Interest, 
exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 

They  may  be  either  coupon  bonds  or  registered  bonds,  and  if  Bonds,  coupon  or 

registered. 
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issued  in  coupon  form  may  be  registerable  as  to  principal  or  as  to 
both  principal  and  interest.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Perquimans  County, 
and  the  county  seal  shall  be  affixed  to  the  bonds  and  attested 
by  the  clerk  of  said  board;  and  the  coupons  shall  bear  the 
printed  or  lithographed  or  engraved  facsimile  signature  of  the 
said  clerk  in  office  at  the  date  of  the  bonds.  The  delivery  of 
bonds  signed  as  aforesaid  by  officers  in  office  at  the  time  of  such 
signing  shall  be  valid  notwithstanding  any  changes  in  officers 
occurring  during  such  signing. 

Sec.  7.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  upon  sealed  proposals  at  a 
price  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest.  Before  any  such 
sale  there  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  published  as  afore- 
said a  notice  containing  a  description  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold, 
the  place  of  sale,  and  the  time  limited  for  the  receipt  of  sealed 
proposals,  which  time  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the 
first  publication  of  such  notice.  The  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners may  cause  such  further  publication  of  such  notice  to  be 
made  as  the  board  may  deem  expedient.  All  proposals  submitted 
pursuant  to  such  notice  shall  be  open  in  public,  and  the  bonds 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  highest  bidder,  unless  all  bids  are 
rejected.

That  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  twenty  years  Maturity, 
from  the  date  of  their  respective  issue  and  shall  bear  on  their 
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face  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  issued  and  the  authority 
for  the  same,  and  shall  be  numbered  consecutively,  beginning 
at  number  one,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  and  attested  and  countersigned  by  the  register 
of  deeds  of  Sampson  County,  and  shall  be  impressed  with  the 
corporate  seal  of  said  county. 

Sec.  3.  A  record  shall  be  kept  by  said  board  of  commissioners 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  them  for  that  purpose  of  all  bonds 
sold,  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  and  the  date  of  sale  of  each  and 
the  date  of  maturity  of  each  bond  so  sold,  together  with  its 
number.  They  shall  also  keep  a  record  likewise  provided  for 
that  purpose,  of  all  bonds  paid  off  and  redeemed,  which  said 
bonds  when  so  redeemed  shall  be  canceled. 

Sec.  4.  In  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  so  issued 
the  board  of  commissioners  shall  annually  compute  the  interest 
on  the  bonds  by  them  sold,  and  at  the  time  of  levying  other 
State  and  county  taxes  levy  a  sufficient  special  tax  upon  all  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  and  taxable  polls  in  said  county, 
at  all  times  observing  the  constitutional  equation  between  the 
property  and  poll  tax,  to  pay  such  interest  as  will  accrue  for  the 
year  in  which  such  levy  is  made,  and  also  a  like  tax  sufficient 
to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  off  such  bonds  at  maturity. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  tax,  when  collected,  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  all  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the 
purposes  for  which  same  is  levied  and  collected.  After  paying 
the  interest  on  said  bonds  the  balance  of  the  fund  so  collected 
shall  be  placed  in  the  sinking  fund.  And  the  board  of  com- 
missioners may  invest  the  sinking  fund,  either  in  State  or  United 
States  bonds,  first  mortgage  on  real  estate,  or  may  use  same  to 
purchase  any  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  outstanding  which 
may  be  on  the  market.  Any  commissioner  who  shall  by  any 
means  cause  any  of  said  taxes  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
than  that  for  which  they  were  levied  and  collected  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  be  fined  or  impris- 
oned, in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  advertise 
said  bonds  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Sampson  County, 
and  at  the  courthouse  door  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  and 
shall  also  have  authority,  in  their  discretion,  to  advertise  the 
same  in  any  bond  advertising  paper  or  journal  for  such  period 
as  they  may  designate,  and  they  shall  sell  the  same  for  not  less 
than  par.  The  proceeds  of  said  sales  shall  be  turned  over  and 
charged  to  the  treasurer  of  Sampson  County,  to  be  paid  out  by 
such  treasurer  only  upon  warrants  duly  issued  by  the  road 
commission  of  said  county  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  this  act, 
but  no  purchaser  of  said  bonds  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
application  of  the  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  same.

Section  1.  That  J.  J.  Thomas,  W.  G.  Colvard,  W.  J.  Price  and 
J.  W.  Calloway,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  of 
finance  for  the  county  of  Ashe,  and  shall  be  known  as  "the 
finance  committee"  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  a  term  of  six 
years  from  their  qualification.

thousand  three  hundred  and  thirteen,  one  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  fourteen,  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifteen  and 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  That  said  committee 
shall  have  the  power  to  employ  a  clerk  and  counsel  when  neces- 
sary and  fix  their  compensation.

CHAPTER  60 

AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  STOCK  LAW  IN  CERTAIN 
TOWNSHIPS  IN  MARTIN  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  on  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  one  Date  when  act 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  effectlve- 
stock  to  run  at  large  in  Goose  Nest,  Hamilton,  Robersonville,  Territory  affected. 
Cross  Roads  and  Williamston  townships  in  Martin  County. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  word  "stock"  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  "stock"  defined, 
to  mean  geese  and  all  four-ifooted  domestic  animals  except  dogs 
and  cats. 

Sec.  3.  That  on  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  one  Misdemeanor, 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  any  person  who  shall 
wilfully  allow  his  stock,  or  the  stock  controlled  by  him,  to  run 
at  large  in  said  townships  named  in  section  one  hereof  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  Punishment, 
not  less  than  one  dollar  or  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  finding  stock  running  at  large  after  Right  to  impound 
this  act  shall  have  gone  into  effect  may  take  up  and  impound  the  stock' 
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same  and  such  impounder  may  demand  not  over  seventy-five 
cents  for  each  animal  for  each  day  such  stock  is  kept  impounded 
and  may  retain  the  same  with  the  right  to  use  it  under  proper 
care  and  attention  until  all  legal  charges  for  impounding  such 
stock  and  for  such  damages  caused  hy  the  same  are  paid,  such 
damages  to  be  ascertained  by  two  disinterested  freeholders  to  be 
selected  one  by  the  owner  and  one  by.  the  impounder,  said  free- 
holders to  select  an  umpire  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  their  de- 
cision is  to  be  final. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  the  owner  of  said  stock  be  known  to  the 
impounder  he  shall  immediately  inform  such  owner  when  his 
stock  is  impounded,  and  if  said  owner  shall  for  two  days  after 
such  notice  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  redeem  his  stock,  then 
the  impounder,  after  ten  days  written  notice  posted  in  three  or 
more  public  places  within  the  township  wherein  said  stock  is 
impounded,  describing  said  stock,  and  stating  the  place,  day  and 
hour  of  sale,  or  if  the  owner  be  unknown,  after  twenty  days 
notice  in  the  same  manner  and  also  at  the  courthouse  door, 
shall  sell  the  stock  at  public  auction  and  apply  the  proceeds  in 
accordance  with  the  preceding  or  succeeding  sections,  and  the 
balance  he  shall  turn  over  to  the  owner,  if  known,  and  if  its 
owner  be  not  known,  to  the  county  commissioners  for  the  use  of 
the  school  fund  of  the  district  wherein  said  stock  was  taken  up 
and  impounded,  subject  in  their  hands  for  six  months  to  the  call 
of  the  legally  entitled  owner. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  unlawfully  rescuing  or  releasing  any  im- 
pounded stock,  or  attempting  to  do  so,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  7.  That  if  any  impounder  shall  wilfully  mistreat  or  fail 
to  reasonably  care  for  any  stock  by  him  impounded  he  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Martin  County 
are  hereby  expressly  authorized  and  empowered,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, to  establish  the  stock  law  in  any,  or  all,  of  the  remain- 
ing townships  of  Martin  County.  If  said  board  does  determine 
to  establish  the  stock  law  in  any  one  or  more  of  such  town- 
ships, they  shall  do  so  at  any  regular  meeting,  and  enter  the 
same  upon  their  minutes,  hut  such  resolution  shall  not  be  effec- 
tive in  said  township  or  townships,  until  it  has  been  published 
once  a  week  for  four  weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  William- 
ston,  and  at  three  or  more  public  places  in  each  township  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  establish  stock  law.  The  printer  shall 
make  affidavit  of  such  publication  in  his  paper,  and  the  party 
employed  to  post  the  notices  shall  make  affidavit  of  the  time 
and  place  at  which  they  were  posted,  and  their  affidavits  shall 
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be  preserved  among  the  records  of  said  board.  Immediately  Declaration  by 
upon  the  presenting  of  these  affidavits  to  the  board,  if  they  s?^^.0011111118" 
find  that  due  advertisement  has  been  made,  they  shall  declare 
the  stock  law  established  in  said  township  or  townships,  and 
from  and  after  the  date  of  such  declaration,  stock  law  shall  be 
established  in  it  or  them,  and  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  it  or  them. 

Sec.  9.    That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  within  fifteen  days  Copy  of  act  to  be 
from  the  ratification  of  this  act  certify  a  copy  hereof  to  the  sent' 
commissioners  of  Martin  County.

Section  1.  That  J.  F.  Spainhour,  W.  C.  Abee  and  W.  S.  Butler 
and  J.  C.  Wright  and  Paul  Franklin,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  and  constituted  the  "Burke  County  road  commission," 
and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  to  be  chosen  as  herein-

Sec.  15.  Regular  meetings  of  said  road  commission  shall  be 
held  at  the  courthouse  in  Morganton  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
each  month,  and  special  meetings  may  be  held  at  such  other 
times  as  may  be  necessary  upon  the  call  of  the  chairman  after 
five  days  written  notice  to  all  members  mailed  to  their  last 
known  post-office  address.  Full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  commission  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary  or  assistant  secre- 
tary in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  a  proper  set  of 
books  shall  be  kept  in  which  shall  be  entered  itemized  state- 
ments of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  commission,  and 
all  records  of  the  commission  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  public 
inspection.  All  disbursements  of  funds  made  by  the  commission 
shall  first  be  ordered  by  said  commission  and  entered  on  its 
minutes  and  shall  be  paid  by  voucher  checks  showing  to  whom 
issued  and  in  itemized  form  for  that  purpose.  All  such  voucher 
checks  shall  be  serially  numbered,  and  shall  be  bound  in  book 
form  with  stubs  showing  the  check  number,  to  whom  issued 
and  for  what  purpose.  All  such  voucher  checks  shall  be  signed 
by  the  chairman  and  secretary  or  assistant  secretary  of  the  com- 
mission, and  no  checks  other  than  such  as  are  herein  provided 
for  shall  be  a  valid  voucher  to  the  depositor  bank  on  which  such 
check  is  drawn. 
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Sec.  16.    No  pay  roll  for  labor  done  upon  any  of  the  public  Pay  rolls  in 
roads  of  Burke  County  shall  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  said  duphcate- 
road  commission  unless  and  until  such  pay  roll  is  made  out 
in  duplicate  upon  a  form  to  be  approved  by  said  commission 
which  form  shall  state  the  name  of  each  laborer  or  other  em- 
ployee to  be  paid,  the  rate  per  diem  to  be  paid  to  each  laborer  Details  of  pay 
or  employee,  the  amount  due  each  laborer  or  employee  and  the  rolls' 
aggregate  amount  of  said  pay  roll.    Said  pay  roll  shall  bear  the  Approval  of 
written  approval  of  the  county  superintendent  of  roads  and  a  suPerint„endent- 
copy  of  such  pay  roll  shall  be  attached  to  the  voucher  check  Copies, 
issued  in  payment  thereof  and  the  other  copy  shall  be  filed  with 
the  road  commission. 

Sec.  17.    The  secretary  of  said  road  commission  shall  on  the  Monthly  state- 
first  Wednesday  of  each  and  every  month  post  at  the  courthouse  ments  P°sted- 
door  in  the  town  of  Morganton  an  itemized  statement  showing 
in  full  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  road 
funds  for  the  previous  month,  from  whom  received,  to  whom 
paid,  and  for  what  purpose.    The  secretary  of  said  commission  Publication  of 
shall  moreover  publish  annually  during  the  month  of  January  annual  statement- 
in  some  newspaper  published  in  Burke  County  for  two  succes- 
sive weeks  a  condensed  statement  or  balance  sheet  showing 
the  balance  of  road  funds  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  year  and 
the  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  18.    The  Burke  County  road  commission  shall  cause  a  Road  map. 
map  of  all  existing  public  roads  in  Burke  County  to  be  prepared 
as  soon  as  possible  after  its  organization  and  a  copy  of  said  map 
shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of 
deeds  of  Burke  County,  or  in  the  office  of  the  commission  in 
the  town  of  Morganton.   New  public  roads  established  and  altera-  Emendations, 
tions  made  in  existing  roads  shall  be  indicated  on  said  map 
from  time  to  time.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  with  Division  of  roads 
the  assistance  of  the  superintendent  of  roads  to  divide  the  public  1 
roads  of  the  county  into  sections  of  convenient  length  and  either 
to  employ  one  or  more  men  in  each  section  to  keep  the  same  in  Repair  and 
repair  or  to  let  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  such  sections  mamtenance- 
to  contract.    If  let  to  contract,  the  contract  shall  be  let  only  Advertisement  of 
after  advertisement  of  four  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  contracts- 
published  in  Burke  County,  and  then  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  the  commission  reserving  the  right  to  reject  any  and 
all  bids.    Contractors  shall  be  required  to  enter  into  bond  for  Contractors  to 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  contract  in  such  penal  sum  give  bond, 
as  the  road  commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Sec  19.    The  superintendent  of  roads  shall  devote  his  entire  Supervision  of 
time  to  the  supervision  of  the  roads  of  the  county,  and  it  shall  roa 
be  his  duty  to  personally  inspect  all  the  public  roads  of  the  inspections, 
county  at  least  once  in  every  three  months  during  his  term  of 
office  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  proper  repair.    He  may  dis- 
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charge  any  person  employed  to  keep  up  any  section  of  the  roads 
in  Burke  County  for  failure  to  keep  his  section  in  proper  re- 
pair, and  shall  report  to  the  road  commission  any  and  all  failures 
of  contractors  to  keep  up  their  section  of  road  according  to 
contract  requirement.  He  shall  attend  the  regular  monthly 
meetings  of  the  road  commission  and  shall  make  and  file  with 
the  commission  at  each  regular  monthly  meeting  a  report  of 
his  activities  during  the  preceding  month,  the  condition  of  the 
roads  of  the  county  and  his  recommendation,  if  any,  for  the 
alteration  or  improvement.  When  public  roads  are  being  con- 
structed or  altered  or  repaired,  the  said  superintendent  of 
roads  shall  give  to  such  work  so  much  of  his  personal  atten- 
tion and  supervision  as  may  be  necessary  and  he  shall  be  under 
the  control  and  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  county  road  com- 
mission at  all  times  during  his  term  of  office.  Any  superin- 
tendent of  roads  for  Burke  County  wilfully  neglecting  to  per- 
form his  duties  as  herein  prescribed  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction  may  be  fined  and  imprisoned  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court  and  may  be  removed  from  office  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  fourteen  of  this  act. 

Sec.  20.  For  the  purpose  of  making  changes  in  existing  public 
roads,  repairing,  draining  and  improving  the  same  and  locating 
and  constructing  new  roads,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
the  necessary  stone,  gravel,  top  soil,  timber  or  other  material 
for  the  construction,  maintenance  or  repair  of  any  public  road, 
and  for  cutting  and  removing  any  trees,  brush  or  other  growth, 
standing,  growing  or  being  grown  within  fifty  feet  of  any  public 
road  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  road  commission  should 
be  removed  for  the  benefit  of  said  road,  and  for  cutting  and 
maintaining  ditches  or  drains  through  or  upon  abutting  lands, 
the  said  Burke  County  road  commission  may  exercise  the  right 
of  eminent  domain.  Before  any  private  property  is  taken  for 
road  purposes  under  the  powers  of  eminent  domain  hereby 
granted,  five  days  written  notice  shall  be  served  on  the  owner 
by  said  road  commission,  stating  the  property  the  commission 
has  determined  to  take  or  use,  the  extent  of  the  same  and  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  taken  or  used.  If  damages  are 
asked  by  the  owner  for  the  taking  or  using  of  his  property  by 
said  road  commission  and  he  cannot  agree  with  them  as  to  the 
damages  he  has  sustained,  he  shall  at  any  time  within  sixty 
days  after  the  construction,  alteration  or  repair  of  the  road 
abutting  on  or  the  drainage  ditches  through  his  premises  has 
been  completed  and  not  before  said  work  is  completed  nor  more 
than  sixty  days  after  such  completion,  file  his  petition  with 
the  said  road  commission,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  a  jury 
of  not  more  than  three  freeholders  to  assess  the  damages  he 
has  sustained  by  reason  of  the  taking  or  use  of  his  property. 
Upon  the  filing  of  said  petition  the  owner  of  the  property  taken 
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or  used  shall  select  one  man,  the  road  commission  shall  se- 
lect one  man,  and  the  jurors  so  chosen  shall  select  the  third 
man,  and  all  of  said  jurors  shall  be  disinterested  freeholders 
and  not  related  to  any  of  the  parties;  and  the  said  jurors  shall 
as  soon  after  their  selection  as  is  practicable  view  the  premises 
and  ascertain  the  damages  sustained,  if  any,  by  the  owner. 
In  so  doing  they  shall  take  into  account  the  increase  in  value  to  Consideration  of 
the  land  of  the  owner,  if  any,  caused  by  the  building  or  im-  benefits- 
provement  of  the  public  road  for  which  his  property  is  taken 
and  if  they  find  that  such  increase  in  value  is  greater  than  the 
damages  sustained  by  their  owner  by  the  reason  of  the  taking 
of  his  property,  they  shall  so  state,  giving  the  amount  of  such 
excess;  but  no  judgment  for  such  excess  shall  be  entered  against 
said  owner.    They  shall  file  their  report  with  the  clerk  of  the  Report  of 
Superior  Court  of  Burke  County  within  ten  days  after  view- 
ing the  premises.    From  the  assessment  of  damages  so  made  Right  of  appeal, 
either  the  petitioner  or  the  road  commission  may  appeal  to  the 
Superior  Court  of  Burke  County,  said  appeal  to  be  docketed  at  Trial  of  appeal, 
the  next  regular  term  of  Burke  Superior  Court  and  shall  stand 
for  trial  in  its  order  upon  the  docket.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Record  on  appeal, 
the  road  commission  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  said  appeal 
to  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  Superior  Court  for  Burke  County  the 
original  petition  and  all  other  papers  in  its  possession  connected 
with  the  proceedings.    Before  said  appeal  is  docketed,  the  clerk  Bond  on  appeal, 
of  the  Superior  Court  shall  require  the  appellant  to  give  bond 
in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars  to  secure  the  costs  of 
such  appeal,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  and  filed  with 
said  clerk.    The  costs  of  all  such  proceedings  for  the  assessment  Costs  of  appeal, 
of  damages  for  the  taking  of  property  under  the  power  of  eminent 
domain  hereby  granted  up  to  the  entry  of  the  appeal,  if  any, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  said  commission  out  of  the  road  funds; 
but  if  upon  trial  of  any  such  appeal  in  the  Superior  Court  in 
which  the  petitioner   is  appellant  he   shall  not  recover  any 
more  on  damages  than  was  assessed  by  the  jury  originally  ap- 
pointed to  appraise  his  or  her  damages,  that  all  costs  occurring 
subsequent  to  the  appeal  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioner.    All  Damages  paid 
damages  so  assessed  and  all  damages  agreed  upon  between  the  rom 
owner  and  the  said  road  commission  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
road  fund;   but  the  filing  of  .a  petition  for  damages  or  the  Work  not  delayed, 
entry  or  prosecution  of  an  appeal  shall  not  prevent  the  said 
road  commission  from  entering  on  land  and  surveying  or  con- 
structing or  repairing  roads  or  from  taking  material  for  road 
construction  or  from  cutting  timber  shading  the  public  roads: 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  Provis°-egtr^0perty 
no  material  shall  be  taken  from  any  field  or  garden  while  crops  condemnation, 
are  planted  or  sown  thereon,  which  said  crops  were  planted  or 
sown  before  notice  to  the  owner  of  the  intention  of  the  road 
commission  to  take  the  same  was  given,  or  from  any  field  or  gar- 
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den  within  two  hundred  feet  of  an  occupied  residence;  and 
that  no  ornamental  or  shade  trees  shall  be  cut  within  two 
hundred  feet  of  any  occupied  dwelling  house  to  be  used  for  road 
material.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  cutting 
or  removing  of  such  trees  as  may  interfere  with  the  proper 
construction,  alteration,  repair  or  maintenance  of  the  public 
roads  of  the  county. 

Sec.  21.  Members  of  the  Burke  County  road  commission 
shall  receive  as  compensation  the  same  amount  per  diem  as  is 
paid  to  members  (other  than  the  chairman)  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  Burke  County  for  the  number  of  days  in  each 
month  they  are  actually  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  their  said  office  and  their  necessary  expense  incurred  in  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  their  office:  Provided,  that  no  member 
of  said  commission  shall  be  paid  for  more  than  thirty  days 
in  the  aggregate  in  any  one  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
members  of  said  commission  at  least  once  in  every  six  months 
during  their  term  of  office  to  inspect  all  of  the  principal  public 
roads  of  the  county  in  a  body  and  in  company  with  the  county 
superintendent  of  roads,  so  as  fully  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  conditions  of  the  public  roads  in  all  sections  of  the  county. 

Sec.  22.  Failure  of  any  member  of  the  Burke  County  road 
commission  to  attend  three  consecutive  regular  meetings  of  the 
commission  unless  prevented  by  illness  or  other  circumstances 
over  which  he  has  no  control  shall  render  his  office  vacant, 
and  such  vacancy  for  his  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members. 

Sec.  23.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  with  the  exception  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  Public-Local  Laws,  extra 
session  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  which  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Sec.  24.    This  act  shall  apply  only  to  Burke  County. 

Sec.  25.  This  act  shall  be  in  effect  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

said  county  pursuant  to  an  act  ratified  the  twenty-third  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  and  heretofore 
advertised  for  sale  and  sold  at  public  sale  pursuant  to  sealed 
bids,  be  and  the  same  hereby  are  validated,  ratified  and  confirmed 
as  the  valid  and  binding  obligations  of  said  county,  notwith-  Defects  cured, 
standing  the  failure  of  the  commissioners  in  advertising  same 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  any  acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  North  Carolina,  and  notwithstanding  any  other  defect  or 
ground  of  invalidity  whatsoever. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  action  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Sale  of  bonds 
Moore  County  in  selling  said  bonds  and  in  fixing  the  place  of  rme 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  be  and  the  same  is  likewise 

confirmed,  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  county  of  Moore  are  issue  and  delivery 

of  bonds. 

hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  said  bonds  in  such  form 
as  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  prescribe  and  to  deliver 
them  to  the  purchasers  upon  the  payment  of  the  agreed  price, 
which  is  not  less  than  par  value  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Moore  County  Special  tax. 
is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  annually  a  special  tax  ad  valorem 
upon  all  taxable  property  in  the  county  of  Moore  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  which 
tax  shall  be  in  an  amount  sufficient  for  said  purpose  and  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied  by  said  board. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  ratification.

AN   ACT   TO   APPOINT   A   COTTON   WEIGHER   FOR  THE 
TOWNSHIP  OF  GREEN  RIVER,  HENDERSON  COUNTY.

Section  1.    That  there  shall  be  appointed  for  the  township  Weigher  to  be 
of  Green  River,  Henderson  County,  North  Carolina,  one  public  aPP°|n'ted- 
cotton  weigher  sworn  to  perform  his  duties  faithfully,  whose  ^^iegCatl°n' 
duties  shall  be  to  weigh  all  cotton  sold  in  bales  in  said  township, 
and  make  just  and  proper  deductions  for  water  or  any  other 
damages,  and  perform  all  other  duties  of  public  cotton  weighers 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.    That  all  cotton  sold  in  bales  in  the  township  of  Green  Cotton  to  be 
River,  Henderson  County,  North  Carolina,  shall  be  weighed  by  weished- 
a  sworn  cotton  weigher,  who  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  Bond  of  weigher, 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court

of  said  county,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
said  weigher  shall  receive  as  full  compensation  for  his  services 
the  sum  of  sixteen  cents  per  bale  for  each  bale  weighed,  the 
seller  and  purchaser  to  pay  eight  cents  each,  and  that  the  pur- 
chaser shall  retain  eight  cents  of  the  purchase  price  and  shall 
be  responsible  to  said  weigher  for  his  fees,  to  whom  said 
weigher  shall  look  for  such  fees. 

Sec.  3.  The  term  of  office  of  said  cotton  weigher  shall  be  six 
years,  beginning  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  said 
office  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or  other  cause,  said  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Hender- 
son County. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  cotton  weigher  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  cotton  belonging  to  different  purchasers  and 
weighed  by  him,  so  that  cotton  belonging  to  different  buyers 
shall  not  become  mixed  on  the  yard  or  platform  where  the 
weighing  is  done;  and  further  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  cotton 
weigher  to  keep  a  record  of  all  cotton  weighed  showing  the 
names  of  the  sellers  and  buyers. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  records  of  said  cotton  weigher  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  any  court,  when  duly  and  properly  authenticated,  and 
his  books  and  records  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  any  person 
who  shall  make  request  to  be  allowed  such  privilege. 

Sec.  6.  That  W.  0.  Waters  shall  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
to  fill  the  first  term  of  office  under  this  act,  that  is  to  say,  from 
March  the  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  to 
March  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven. 

Sec.  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

"Whereas,  From  time  to  time  prior  to  the  sixth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, A.D.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  there  has  been 
incurred  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Craven  County 
certain  debts,  which  said  debts  were  incurred  for  the  necessary 
expenses  of  said  county,  and  which  constitute  the  floating  in- 
debtedness of  Craven  County;  and 
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Whereas,  The  revenue  of  said  county  is  inadequate  to  pay  off  Preamble:  insuf- 
said  floating  indebtedness  and  at  the  same  time  meet  the  current   cien  revenue- 
necessary  expenses  of  said  county;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  taxpayers  of  said  Preamble :  interest 
county  that  said  floating  indebtedness  of  said  county  be  paid  of  county- 
off  and  funded  by  an  issue  of  bonds:  Therefore, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  and  funding  Purpose  of  bond 
the  floating  indebtedness  of  Craven  County,  created  and  incurred  lssue' 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  county  prior  to  the  sixth  day 
of  December,  A.D.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  the  Bond  issue 
board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  au  orize 
empowered  to  issue  bonds  for  an  amount  not  in  excess  of  two

crime  committed  within  any  township  in  Durham  County  which 
crime  is  enumerated  in  Public  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  nine,  chapter  fifty-nine,  section  seven,  subsection  D, 
or    any    act    amendatory    thereof,    and    require    all  persons

Sec.  6.  That  the  salary  of  the  recorder  shall  be  the  sum  of  Salaries, 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  a  year  to  be  payable  monthly, 
and  the  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  recorder's  court  shall  be  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  year,  payable  monthly,  and 
the  salary  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  recorder's  court 
shall  be  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  year,  payable 
monthly;  these  salaries  to  be  paid  out  of  the  recorder's  court  Assistant  clerk, 
fund  of  the  county  of  Durham,  and  shall  begin  on  the  first  day 
of  the  month  next  after  the  ratification  of  this  act.

That  in  all  cases  wherein  the  recorder  has  final, 
concurrent  or  exclusive  jurisdiction,  the  accused,  if  he  shall 
ask-  for  it,  shall  be  allowed  a  trial  by  jury  as  is  now  provided 
in  criminal  actions  before  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  jury 
shall  be  selected,  drawn  and  paid  just  the  same  as  they  are  now 
in  the  trial  of  criminal  cases  before  a  justice  of  the  peace: 
Provided,  however,  the  recorder  may  allow  them  to  be  selected 
from  the  bystanders  as  now  provided  for  the  selection  of  tales 
jurors  in  the  Superior  Court.

Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  except  so  much  thereof  as  relate  Bonds  not 
to  the  sale  and  payment  of  certain  bonds  therein  provided  for,  affected- 
and  so  much  thereof  as  relate  to  obtaining  road  material  for  Road  material, 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  several  roads. 

Sec.  2.    That  all  public  roads,  bridges  and  ferries  in  said  Supervision  vested

The  overseers  so  appointed  shall  immediately  summons 
all  able-bodied  men  not  exempt  from  road  duty  under  the  law, 
between  the  age  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years  and  proceed  to 
work  said  roads,  giving  each  road  hand  at  least  three  days  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  to  work,  the  kind  of  tool  to  be  used:  Pro- 
vided, the  overseers  may  require  the  road  hands  to  bring  their 
teams,  carts  and  wagons  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  road 
material:  Provided  further,  that  all  able-bodied  men  not 
exempt  under  the  law  from  road  duty  on  account  of  disability, 
business,  trade  or  profession,  shall  be  compelled  to  work  said 
roads  at  least  six  days  each  year,  and  in  case  of  washouts, 
storms  and  bad  weather  conditions  shall  work  at  least  ten  days, 
or  pay  to  his  overseer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  day  he 
fails  to  work  said  road,  and  take  a  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  7.  The  overseer  shall  apply  all  money  collected  from  road 
hands  to  the  upkeep  of  their  respective  sections  of  road,  and 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  any 
one  from  paying  to  his  overseer  the  sum  of  twelve  dollars 
and  take  a  receipt  from  his  overseer,  in  which  event  the  person 
so  paying  shall  be  exempt  from  any  further  duty  toward  the 
upkeep  of  the  public  roads  for  one  year.  Every  overseer  ap- 
pointed under  this  act  shall  make  at  least  four  reports  annually 
to  the  road  commission;  said  report  must  state  the  condition  of 
the  road,  number  of  days  worked,  amount  of  money  collected 
and  how,  when  and  where  spent,  the  names  of  all  who  failed 
to  work  or  pay  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  must  be  sworn  to 
and  signed  by  said  overseer  and  addressed  to  the  member  of  the 
road  commission  residing  in  his  township.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Orange 
County,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  proper  construction,  improve- 
ment, and  maintenance  of  the  public  roads  of  said  county,  at 
their  regular  meeting  in  June  of  each  and  every  year,  shall,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  their  duty  to,  levy  a  special  tax  on  all  property 
subject  to  taxation  under  the  State  law  in  said  county  of  not 
less  than  five  cents  nor  greater  than  thirty-five  cents  on  the  one

work,  and  for  the  employment  of  such  additional  labor  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary:  Provided,  however,  that  the  moneys 
raised  under  this  section  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  used  for 
maintenance  and  repair  and  for  permanent  improvements. 

Sec.  2.  That  there  shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  at  their  regular  meeting  in  January  of 
each  and  every  year  a  superintendent  of  roads,  who  shall  be  paid 
such  compensation,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars  per  year,

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  superintendent  of  roads,  Duty  of 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  to  suPermtendent- 
supervise,  direct  and  have  charge  of  the  maintenance  and  build- 
ing of  all  public  roads  in  the  county,  and  he  shall  submit  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  a  monthly  report  concerning  the  Monthly  reports, 
work  in  progress  and  the  moneys  expended,  and  he  shall  sub-  Quarterly  reports, 
mit  quarterly  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  public  roads  and 
bridges  and  plans  for  their  improvement,  and  he  shall  include  inventories, 
in  this  quarterly  report  an  inventory  of  the  tools,  implements, 
teams  and  other  equipments  on  hand.    Said  road  superintendent,  Bond  of 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  deposit  with  suPermtendent- 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  a  good  and  lawful  bond  to 
be  approved  by  the  said  board  of  commissioners,  for  the  sum 
of  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  as  a  guarantee  of  the 
faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  which 
bond  shall  be  duly  registered  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds 
and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county. 
In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  said  road  super-  Vacancy, 
intendent,  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  commissioners  to  elect  at  their  first  meeting 
thereafter,  a  road  superintendent,  who  shall  hold  office  at  the 
discretion  of  said  board  of  county  commissioners  or  until  the 
regular  January  meeting  of  said  board  and  until  his  successor 
has  been  elected  and  qualified:     Provided,  that  when  in  the  Proviso :  township 
opinion  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  the  appointment  suPervisors- 
of  a  road  superintendent  is  inconsistent  with  the  best  interests 
of  the  county,  the  said  board  shall  not  be  required  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  section  two  of  this  act,  but  may  in 
lieu  thereof  appoint  directly  one  or  more  supervisors  of  roads 
in  each  township,  and  each  such  supervisor  in  the  township  for  Duties  of 
which  he  is  appointed  shall  perform  the  duties  and  assume  supervisors- 
the  responsibilities  of  this  act  otherwise  required  of  the  county 
road  superintendent;  he  shall  be  subject  to  dismissal  under  the  Dismissal  for 
same  terms  as  laid  down  for  the  road  superintendent;  and  he 
shall  give  a  good  and  lawful  bond  satisfactory  to  the  board  of 
county   commissioners,   for  not   less   than   one-fourth   of  the 
amount  of  the  road  tax  in  his  township  for  any  one  year,  under 
the  same  conditions  as  laid  down  for  said  road  superintendent, 
and  he  shall  be  paid  such  remuneration  as  may  be  agreed  upon  Pay. 
by  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  or  the  road 
superintendent,  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  board,  shall  ap- 
point, with  power  at  any  time  to  remove  or  discontinue,  such 
guards  or  other  employees  as  may  be  needed  to  take  charge  of  the 
convict  force.  The  said  guards  shall  be  paid  for  such  time  as 
may  be  required  to  give  to  this  work,  such  compensation  per 
day  during  such  time  as  they  are  actually  employed  in  working 
on  the  public  roads  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  superin- 
tendent and  approved  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the 
guards  and  other  employees  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  county 
road  fund. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  prisoners  confined  in  the  county  jail  under  a 
final  sentence  of  the  court  for  crime,  or  imprisonment  for  non- 
payment of  costs  or  fines,  or  under  final  judgment  in  cases  of 
bastardy,  or  under  the  vagrant  act,  all  insolvents,  who  shall  be 
imprisoned  by  any  court  in  said  county  for  non-payment  of  costs, 
and  all  persons,  who  would  otherwise  be  sentenced  in  said 
county  to  the  State's  prison  for  a  term  of  less  than  ten  years 
shall  be  worked  on  the  public  roads  of  the  county:  Provided, 
said  course  shall  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  trial  judge  after 
having  been  so  requested  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners: 
Provided  further,  that  in  case  of  serious  physical  disability, 
certified  to  by  the  county  physician,  persons  convicted  in  said 
Superior,  criminal  or  inferior  courts  in  the  county  may  be  sen- 
tenced to  the  penitentiary  or  to  the  county  jail  or  county  home. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  roads  or  ways  of  the 
county  are  hereby  classified  as  follows: 

(a)  The  thoroughfares  include  the  more  important  public 
roads,  which  usually  lead  through  two  or  more  townships  or 
counties  and  are  extensively  used  by  the  traveling  public.  These 
become  the  highways  of  the  county,  as  they  are  properly  graded 
and  drained  and  have  their  surfaces  improved  by  being  covered 
with  broken  stones,  gravel,  shells,  or  suitable  mixture  of  sand 
and  clay. 

(b)  The  neighborhood  or  branch  roads  are  public  roads, 
which  are  confined  usually  to  the  limits  of  one  or  two  town- 
ships, and  generally  lead  from  neighborhoods  or  settlements  to 
the  main  thoroughfares. 

(c)  Cartways,  which  have  no  general  public  function,  are 
private  ways  opened  up  to  allow  one  or  more  persons  on  foot, 
on  horseback,  or  with  any  vehicle  to  pass  to  and  from  his  or  her 
property  through  land  belonging  to  other  parties  in  order  to 
reach  the  public  roads. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  thoroughfares  or  highways  as  defined  above 
to  be  improved  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act.  Provided,  that  these  thoroughfares  or  high- 
ways shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  forty-five  feet  in  width  (unless 
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for  good  reasons  the  board  of  commissioners  order  otherwise), 

but  the  width  of  the  roadbed  within  the  limits  here  specified 

shall  be  decided  by  the  board  of  commissioners.    All  such  roads  Drainage. 

shall  be  thoroughly  drained,  and  wherever  it  may  be  necessary  to 

turn  water  across  them  this  shall  be  done  by  putting  in  sewer 

pipe  or  other  forms  of  covered  drains  or  culverts.    These  thor-  Distance  from 

oughfares  or  highways,  as  they  are  improved  under  the  provi-  railwa^ lmes- 

sions  of  this  act,  shall  be  located  at  a  distance  from  any  railway 

line  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  feet,  except  in  cases  where, 

in  the  opinion  of  an  experienced  engineer,  a  nearer  approach 

to  said  railway  line  for  short  distance  be  necessary.     They  Railway  crossings. 

shall  cross  said  railway  line  only  when  in  the  opinion  of  such 

engineer  this  be  necessary;   and  at  such  crossing,  whenever 

practical,  the  roadway  shall  be  located  either  over  or  under  the 

said  railway  line ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  oper-  Railway  company 

ating  the  said  railway  line  to  construct  and  keep  in  good  repair  maintain"* 

the  roadbed,  including  necessary  bridges  and  culverts,  of  such  crossings. 

thoroughfares  or  highways  that  cross  the  right  of  way  occupied 

and  claimed  by  said  railway  company,  this  precaution  being 

taken  as  a  proper  safeguard  to  life. 

Sec.  7.    The  neighborhood  or  branch  road,  as  defined  in  section  Width  of  branch 
five  of  this  act,  shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  thirty  feet,  but  the  roads- 
width  and  grade  of  the  roadway  and  the  specifications  under 
which  these  roads  shall  be  kept  in  repair  shall  be  decided  by 
the  county  superintendent  of  roads,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners;   and  said  roads  may  be  Relocation, 
relocated  or  otherwise  changed  in  the  manner  provided  for  in 
section  ten  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.    Cartways,  defined  in  section  five  of  this  act,  are  to  be  Maintenance  of 
kept  in  repair  by  parties  using  the  same.    Any  party  desiring  ^subUshment  of 
a  cartway  opened  up  over  lands  of  other  persons  may  file  his  cartways, 
petition  for  the  same  before  the  board  of  county  commissioners, 
praying  for  a  cartway  to  be  kept  open  across  such  other  persons' 
land  leading  to  the  nearest  public  road;  and  upon  his  making  it 
appear  to  the  board  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  lands,  or 
their  legal  representatives  have  had  ten  days  notice  of  his 
intention,  the  board  shall  hear  the  allegations  of  the  petition 
and  the  objections,  if  any,  of  the  owner  or  owners  or  their 
representatives,  and  if  sufficient  reason  be  shown,  shall  order  the  Jury  of  view, 
constable  or  other  officer  to  summon  a  jury  of  three  freeholders 
to  view  the  premises  and  lay  off  a  cartway  not  less  than  fourteen  ^^ways. 
feet  wide,  and  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  the  owner  of  such  Assessment  and 
land  may  sustain  thereby,  which  with  the  expense  of  making  damages.0* 
the  way,  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioner;  and  the  way  shall  be 
kept  open  for  the  free  passage  of  all  persons  on  foot  or  horse- 
back, carts  and  wagons.    Cartways  laid  off  according  to  the  Change  or  discon-

provisions  of  this  section  may  be  changed  or  discontinued  upon  cartways. 
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application  by  any  person  concerned,  under  the  same  rules  of 
proceeding  as  they  may  be  first  laid  off,  and  upon  such  terms  as 
to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  seem  equitable  and 
just;  and  any  person  through  whose  lands  a  cartway  may  pass 
may  erect  gates  or  bars  across  the  same;  and  if  any  person 
shali  leave  open,  break  down,  or  otherwise  injure  such  gates  or 
bars,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offense  ten  dollars 
to  the  person  erecting  the  same  or  to  the  owner  of  the  land; 
and  if  the  offense  shall  be  maliciously  done,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor:  Provided,  that  in  case  a  cartway  has  been 
granted  by  mutual  consent  of  interested  parties  and  without 
official  sanction,  the  same  shall  not  be  closed  by  any  party  until 
opportunity  has  been  given  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  cart- 
way as  herein  provided  for;  and  any  person  so  closing  a  cart- 
way in  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

Sec.  9.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  county  superintendent  of  roads  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  enter  upon  any  lands  near  to  or  adjoining  any  public 
roads,  after  first  giving  notice  in  writing  to  the  owner  of  such 
lands,  or  the  agent  or  agents  of  such  owner,  and  to  cut  and 
carry  away  timber,  except  trees  or  groves  on  improved  lands 
planted  or  left  for  ornament  or  shade;  to  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug 
and  carried  away  any  gravel,  sand,  clay,  or  stone,  which  may  be 
necessary  to  construct,  improve,  or  repair  said  road,  and  to 
enter  on  any  lands  adjoining  or  lying  near  to  the  road  in  order 
to  make  such  drains  or  ditches  through  the  same  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  betterment  of  the  road,  doing  as  little 
injury  to  said  lands  and  timber  or  improvements  thereon  as  the 
nature  of  the  case  and  the  public  good  will  permit;  and  the 
drains  and  ditches  so  made  shall  be  conducted  to  the  nearest 
ditch,  drain,  watercourse,  or  waste  ground,  and  shall  be  kept 
open  by  said  superintendent,  and  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  such  lands,  or  any  other  person  or  persons, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five  dollars, 
nor  exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  imprisonment  or  work  on  the  public 
roads  in  the  county  for  not  less  than  ten  nor  exceeding  twenty 
days  for  each  and  every  offense,  said  penalty  to  be  collected  by 
the  said  superintendent,  if  in  money,  and  paid  over  to  the  county 
treasurer  and  applied  to  the  road  fund  of  the  county.  If  the 
owner  of  any  lands,  or  the  agent  or  agents  of  such  owner,  having 
in  charge  lands  for  which  timber,  stone,  gravel,  sand  or  clay 
were  taken,  as  aforesaid,  shall  present  an  account  of  the  same 
to  the  county  commissioners  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
county  commissioners,  within  sixty  days  after  taking  and  car- 
rying away  such  timber,  stone,  gravel,  sand  or  clay,  it  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  pay  for  the  same  a  fair 
price;  and  before  deciding  upon  this  they  may  cause  to  be  ap-  Arbitration  for

Provided,  that  if  said  land  owner  be  a  non-  Proviso:  notice  to 
resident  of  the  county  and  have  no  local  representative,  it  shall  owners.dent  land 
be  deemed  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  for  said  sheriff  or 
constable  or  officer  to  forward  by  United  States  mail  a  written 
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notice  of  the  purpose,  time,  and  place  of  such  meeting  of  said 
jury  to  the  last  known  postoffice  address  of  such  land  owner, 
seven  days  in  advance  of  such  meeting;  and  also  to  post  a 
notice  of  the  same  for  seven  days  at  the  courthouse  door  of  the 
county:  Provided  further,  that  damages  awarded,  if  any,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  road  fund  of  the  county.  Provided,  that  where 
a  land  owner,  or  his  agent,  has  petitioned  for  a  jury  as  above 
provided,  and  said  jury  finds  as  a  fact  and  so  reports  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  that  the  benefits  accruing  to  the 
land  owner  are  equal  to,  or  greater  than,  the  damages  sus- 
tained, then  and  in  that  case  said  land  owner  shall  be  liable

That  before  the  hoard  of  commissioners  shall  order 
the  construction  of  any  new  road,  or  materially  change  the  lo- 
cation of  any  road  now  in  existence,  notice  of  their  intention 
shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  of  Orange 
once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  at 
which  the  decision  concerning  such  construction  or  change  is 
made:  Provided,  this  shall  not  apply  to  orders  made  directing 
the  repairing  or  resurfacing  of  roads. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  case  the  land  owner  or  his  local  representa- 
tive shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  findings  of  the  juries  provided 
for  in  sections  eight,  nine  and  ten  of  this  act,  and  with  the 
decisions  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  such  dissatis- 
fied party  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners to  the  Superior  Court  of  Orange  County;  all  such  appeals 
being  governed  by  the  law  regulating  appeals  from  the  courts 
of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  same  shall  be  heard  de  novo; 
but  the  judge  of  said  court  may,  in  his  discretion,  require  said 
land  owner  to  give  bond  when  the  case  is  taken  by  appeal  to 
the  Superior  Court. 

Sec.  13.  The  board  of  county  commissioners,  unless  it  has 
already  been  done,  shall  cause  to  be  set  up  along  the  highways 
and  principal  public  roads  of  the  county  substantial  mile  posts 
on  which  are  indicated  the  distance  from  the  county  seat,  and 
at  important  road  crossings  and  forks  the  said  commissioners 
shall  cause  to  he  erected  guide  boards  on  which  are  indicated  the 
principal  place  or  places  to  which  these  roads  lead  and  the 
distance  to  the  same.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wil- 
fully alter,  deface  or  otherwise  injure  any  such  post  or  guide 
board,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof 
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before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  fined  a  sum  not  less  than 

five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  costs,  or  imprisoned 

or  sentenced  to  work  on  the  public  roads  not  less  than  five  nor

That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wilfully  ob-  Certain  acts 
struct  any  public  road  of  the  county,  or  who  shall  cut,  girdle,  misdemeanors, 
undermine  or  in  any  way  weaken  and  leave  standing  any  tree 
or  trees  where  they  may  fall  across  and  obstruct  any  public 
road,  or  who  shall  interfere  with  or  in  any  way  wilfully  or  with- 
out having  taken  due  precaution  damage  any  public  road,  cul- 
vert, or  bridge,  or  who  shall  in  any  way  interfere  with  any  officer, 
laborer,  or  prisoner  working  on  the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  Punishments, 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  or  sentenced  to  work  on  the 
public  roads  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  use  and  and  construction 
operation  of  any  traction  engine  upon  said  macadamized  high-  of  roads- 
ways  or  roads  when  used  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
repairing  any  of  the  said  highways  or  roads  by  said  superin- 
tendent of  roads  of  the  county  of  Orange,  or  any  one  under  his 
direction  or  control,  nor  when  used  upon  said  highways  or 
roads  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  under  contract  with 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Orange  for  the

Sec.  16.  That  the  county  treaasurer  shall  be  and  he  is  hereby 
appointed  treasurer  of  the  road  fund  of  the  county  and  of  the 
several  townships  in  the  same,  and  for  the  faithful  keeping  and 
disbursing  of  said  money  the  bond  of  such  treasurer  shall  be 
liable.  He  shall  pay  accounts  against  the  road  fund  of  the 
county  and  for  the  several  townships  when  itemized  state- 
ments of  the  same  have  been  certified  to  by  the  county  road 
superintendent  and  approved  by  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners.

Provided,  that 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  prosecuting  the  road  work  of  the  county  or  any  town- 
ship thereof,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow 
money  at  the  legal  rate  of  interest  until  the  taxes  are  levied

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  hoard  of  commissioners  of  Chatham 
County  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  in  their  discretion, 
to  issue  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($300,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  im- 
proving and  maintaining  the  public  roads  and  bridges  of  Chat- 
ham County.

The  said  bonds 
shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
said  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Chatham  County  and 
the  coupons  attached  to  the  said  bonds  may  bear  the  facsimile 
of  the  signature  of  the  chairman  of  said  board. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  for  less  than  par  and 
accrued  interest.

The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Moore  County  Special  tax 
is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  annually  a  special  tax  ad  valorem  authorized, 
upon  all  taxable  property  in  the  county  of  Moore  for  the  special 
purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  issued 
by  the  county  under  this  act,  or  under  chapter  three  hundred 
and  twelve  of  the  public  acts  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  as  such  principal  and  interest  become  due,  which  tax 
shall  be  in  an  amount  sufficient  for  said  purpose  and  in  addition 
to  all  other  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied  by  said  board.

That  said  officers  shall  faithfully  collect  all  fees,  com- 
missions, profits  and  emoluments  of  all  kinds  now  belonging 
or  appertaining  to  or  which  may  hereinafter  by  any  law  belong 
or  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  they  shall  receive  for 
their  services  only  such  salaries  and  compensations  as  herein- 
after provided;  and  for  any  abstraction,  concealment  or  mis- 
application of  any  of  the  moneys  payable  into  their  respective 
offices  of  which  any  of  them  have  collected  any  one  of  them  so 
abstracting,  concealing  or  misapplying  the  same  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  forfeit  their  said  office 
or  offices  and  be  punished  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in  cases  of 
embezzlement  by  public  officers.

Whereas,  The  office  of  county  superintendent  of  public  welfare 
in  Robeson  County  has  been  the  subject  of  litigation  and  has  be- 
come, on  account  thereof,  without  adequate  public  opinion  in  said 
county  to  support  it;  and  by  virtue  of  chapter  sixty-seven,  Public- 
Local  Laws,  extra  session,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty,  the 
duties  of  said  officer  were  transferred  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  education  of  said  county;  and  by  virtue  of  the  volume 
of  work  necessary  to  be  performed  by  the  county  superintendent 
of  education  of  said  county  it  is  impracticable  for  all  of  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  public  welfare 
to  be  performed  by  the  superintendent  of  education  of  said 
county;  and  it  is  desired  that  an  opportunity  be  given,  free  and 
uninfluenced  by  the  present  status  of  the  office  of  county  super- 
intendent of  public  welfare  of  Robeson  County,  for  such  propa- 
ganda as  may  he  for  the  best  interest  of  public  welfare  work  in 
said  county  to  be  disseminated  and  heard  upon  its  merits,  to  the 
end  that  public  welfare  work  be  reestablished  in  said  county 
upon  a  sufficient  local  demand  to  make  it  a  success:  Now,  there- 
fore, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  public 
welfare  of  Robeson  County  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abolished. 

'Sec.  2.  That  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  public  wel- 
fore  of  Robeson  County  may  be  recreated  by  an  order,  duly 
entered,  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County  at  a 
regular  meeting  upon  thirty  days  notice  duly  published  in  such 
newspapers  in  said  county  as  the  said  board  of  commissioners 
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may  determine  to  be  most  likely  to  give  notice  thereof  to  all 
persons  interested  in  welfare  work  in  said  county,  and  upon  the  Request  for  order, 
written  request  of  the  board  of  education  of  said  county,  and 
the  request  of  the  commissioner  of  public  welfare  and  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  of  the  State.    Upon  receipt  of  such  Notice  to  be 
request  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  cause  said  notice  to  be  Publlshed- 
published  and  a  copy  thereof  mailed  to  the  commissioner  of 
public  welfare  and  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of 
the  State.    Upon  such  hearing  the  board  of  commissioners  shall 
determine  whether  the  sentiment  of  the  people  in  said  county  is 
sufficient  to  support  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  public 
welfare,  and  if  so  satisfied  may  in  their  discretion  enter  an  order  Approval  of  order, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  county  board  of  educa- 
tion, together  with  the  superintendent  of  public  welfare  of  the 
State  and  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  the  State, 
and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  without  the  approval  of  the  Approval  of 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  the  State  and  commis-  aPP°intment- 
sioner  of  public  welfare  of  the  State. 

Sec.  3.    That  all  the  duties  hitherto  required  to  be  performed  Duties  to  be 
by  the  commissioner  of  public  welfare  of  Robeson  County  under  superintendent  of 
the  compulsory  school  attendance  law  shall  be  hereafter  per-  public  instruction, 
formed  by  the  superintendent  of  public  education  of  Robeson 
County  as  a  part  of  his  duties  as  such  superintendent. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause, 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  86 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  J.  O.  BELL,  A  JUSTICE  OF  THE 
PEACE  IN  AND  FOR  GREEN  RIVER  TOWNSHIP,  HEN- 
DERSON COUNTY,  NORTH  CAROLINA,  TO  APPOINT 
SPECIAL  CONSTABLES  WITH  CERTAIN  POLICE  POWERS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  J.  O.  Bell,  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for  Appointments 
Green  River  Township,  Henderson  County,  North  Carolina,  is  authorized- 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  two  constables  for 
Green  River  Township,   Henderson  County,  which  constables  Powers  and  bonds, 
when  so  appointed  shall  have  power  and  authority  in  said 
township  and  county  given  by  law  to  all  constables  in  their  sev- 
eral townships  in  said  county,  and  said  constables  shall  give 
like  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 
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Sec.  2.  That  said  constables,  when  so  appointed,  shall  have 
within  the  limits  of  two  and  one-half  miles  in  all  directions 
from  the  cotton  mill  of  the  Green  River  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, in  said  township  and  county,  the  powers  and  authority 
given  under  the  law,  as  published  in  the  Consolidated  Statutes 
of  North  Carolina,  to  marshals  and  policemen  of  cities  and  towns 
in  this  State,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  constables  when  so  appointed,  by  the 
said  J.  0.  Bell  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  eighth  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twentynseven,  or  until 
said  constables  shall  die,  resign,  remove  from  said  township, 
or  be  removed  from  office  for  good  cause,  appearing  or  shown, 
the  said  J.  0.  Bell  shall  have  the  power  to  determine  the  cause 
and  remove  said  constable,  and  in  the  event  the  appointees  of 
the  said  J.  O.  Bell  shall  die,  resign,  remove  from  the  limits  of 
the  township  aforesaid,  or  be  removed  from  office  as  herein 
provided,  the  said  Bell  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  authority 
to  immediately  appoint  successors  to  hold  said  offices  until  the 
said  eighth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  J.  0.  Bell  shall  appoint  said  constables 
and  make  report  of  said  appointments  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Henderson  County  within  sixty  days  after  the 
ratification  of  this  act,  which  said  appointments  and  report 
shall  be  in  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  floating  in-  Purpose  of  bond 
debtedness  of  Forsyth  highway  commission  incurred  for  neces- 
sary expenses  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  public 
roads  and  bridges  in  the  county  of  Forsyth  and  for  the  purpose 
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of  enabling  the  said  highway  commission  to  continue  its  work 
of  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads  and  bridges  during 
the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Forsyth  is  hereby  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  issue  coupon  bonds  of  the  said 
county  of  Forsyth  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  thousand 
($300,000)  dollars,  to  be  denominated  Forsyth  County  road  bonds, 
and  to  be  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  not  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  said  bonds  to  bear 
date  of  January  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  and  payable  as  follows,  to-wit:  fifty  thousand  ($50,000) 
dollars  to  be  due  and  payable  on  January  first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-five;  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars 
due  and  payable  January  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-seven;  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  due  and  payable 
January  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine;  fifty 
thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  due  and  payable  January  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one;  fifty  thousand  ($50,000) 
dollars  due  and  payable  January  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirty-two;  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  due  and  payable  Janu- 
ary first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-four.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  chapter  five  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Acts  repealed. 
Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  passed  at  the  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen, 
and  the  amendments  thereto  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fifteen,  and  chapter  six  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Public-Local 
Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  chapter 
five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  so  far  as  the  said  acts 
and  amendments  thereto  affect  the  sheriff,  clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court,  register  of  deeds,  and  township  constables  of  New  Hanover 
County,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  96 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND 
MAINTENANCE  OF  A  SYSTEM  OF  PUBLIC  HIGHWAYS  IN 
ALAMANCE  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section   1.    That   the    county   commissioners   of   Alamance  Call  for  election. 
County  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
call  an  election  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  county  at 
some  date  to  be  named  by  said  commissioners  between  February 
fifteenth  and  May  the  first  of  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  Question  to  be 
the  said  voters  are  in  favor  of  raising  and  expending  one  million  voted  on- 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  system  of  roads  through- 
out said  Alamance  County  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  of  raising,  in  the  same  way,  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  a  general  upkeep  road  fund. 

Sec.  2.    That  for  an  elector  to  qualify  for  the  election  contem-  Electors, 
plated  by  this  act,  said  elector  shall  conform  to  all  requirements 
of  the  election  law  governing  the  election  of  county  officers,  and  Majority  of  votes 
that  a  majority  of  those  casting  their  ballot  on  the  issue  of  the  cast' 
election  shall  determine  whether  or  not  the  said  county  commis- 
sioners shall  proceed  to  raise  the  aforesaid  one  million  dollars 
for  construction  purposes,  and  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
addition  for  road  upkeep  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  That  those  who  favor  the  raising  and  expending  of  Ballots, 
the  aforesaid  sum  for  the  purposes  stated  above,  shall  vote  a 
ballot  whereon  is  printed  or  lawfully  written  the  words  "For 
good  roads,"  and  that  those  opposing  the  raising*  and  expendi- 
ture of  the  amounts,  as  aforesaid,  shall  vote  a  ballot  on  which 
is  printed  or  lawfully  written  the  words  "Against  good  roads." 
That  said  commissioners  upon  canvassing  the  vote  of  the  said 
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election  shall  declare  the  election  carried  in  favor  of  the  raising 
and  expending  of  the  said  sums,  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
in  said  election  are  for  "good  roads";  in  case  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  find  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  said 
election  "against  good  roads,"  then  they  shall  declare  the  elec- 
tion lost. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  the  election  is  declared  as  carried  in  favor 
of  "good  roads,"  the  said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  raise 
the  aforesaid  amounts  by  levying  a  tax  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  ad  valorem  of  all  the  tax- 
able property  within  the  bounds  of  Alamance  County,  which  tax 
shall  be  divided  when  collected  each  year  into  two  funds,  one 
fund  of  eighty  per  cent  of  said  tax  for  construction  purpose  and 
the  other  fund  of  twenty  per  cent  of  said  taxes  shall  be  desig- 
nated county  road  upkeep  fund;  each  of  these  funds  shall  be 
kept  separate  from  all  other  funds  and  shall  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  other  than  that  for  which  each  is  designated 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  they  levy  and  collect  the  general 
county  tax  for  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  and  shall  proceed  to  levy  and  collect  a  similar  tax  annually 
until  the  said  eighty  per  cent  of  the  said  tax  for  road  con- 
struction shall  have  amounted  to  one  million  dollars.  . 

Sec.  5.  That  the  "good  roads"  fund  shall  be  kept  separate 
in  accounting  and  expenditure  from  all  other  funds  of  the  county 
and  shall  be  amply  protected  by  fidelity  bonds  at  all  times  at  the 
hands  of  its  custodian,  and  shall  not  be  available  for  any  other 
purpose  than  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  "good  roads  construction"  fund  of  one 
million  dollars  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  equal  parts  as  there 
are  townships  in  the  said  county,  and  there  shall  be  expended 
in  each  and  every  township  sixty  per  cent  of  one  of  the  above 
named  divisions.  That  the  remaining  forty  per  cent  of  such 
division  and  so  of  each  and  every  division  shall  constitute 
an  equalization  fund,  which  fund  shall  be  used  to  equalize  the 
construction  of  highways  throughout  the  county  and  shall  give 
as  nearly  as  may  be  equitable  road  facilities  to  the  entire 
county,  lines  of  traffic  and  the  demands  thereof  being  considered 
in  the  type  of  road  constructed.  Each  township  shall  not  only 
have  its  roads  constructed  so  as  to  connect  with  the  roads  of 
neighboring  townships,  but  each  township  shall  have  a  separate 
accounting  that  shall  show  that  the  sixty  per  cent  aforesaid 
allotted  to  each  township  is  expended  within  its  borders,  which 
accounting  shall  also  show  what  part  of  the  equalization  fund 
is  expended  within  its  borders.  The  "upkeep  fund"  shall  be 
used  only  for  the  upkeep  of  the  county  public  roads. 

Sec  7.  That  the  said  "good  roads  construction"  fund  shall 
be  administered  by  a  county  highway  commission  of  five  citizens

That  the  said  highway  commission  be  and  the  same  Map  and  number 
is  hereby  required  so  to  map  and  number  all  roads  and  sections  ofroads- 
of  roads  built  by  reason  of  this  act,  as  to  enable  the  county  to  Costs  accounts, 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  construction  costs  and  also 
of  the  upkeep  cost  in  each  township,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
That  the  kind  of  road,  whether  hard  surfaced  or  surfaced,  to  be  Kind  of  road, 
constructed  between  any  given  points  shall  be  determined  mainly 
by  the  strain  of  traffic  over  such  section. 

Sec.  11.    That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  Rights  of  way. 
of  this  act  the  county  highway  commission,  or  other  agency  in 
charge  of  the  construction  or  upkeep  of  the  county  roads  of  Ala- 
mance County,  shall  have  such  right  of  way  deemed  necessary  for 
the  proper  construction  of  the  county  highway  system  not  to 
exceed  forty  (40)  feet,  except  when  necessary  to  make  deep  cuts 
and  high  fills,  where  a  greater  width  is  required  for  the  slopes: 
Provided  further,  that  the  county  highway  commission  shall  Proviso:  trees 
have  the  right  to  cut  away  any  trees  shading  the  highway  for  shading  highways, 
width  of  forty  (40)  feet  additional  on  each  side  of  the  right 
of  way,  whenever  in  their  judgment  such  shade  is  injurious  to 
the  road.    This  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean  shade  trees  or 
fruit  trees  adjacent  to  the  home,  or  any  dwelling  used  as  a  home, 
or  church  yard  or  school  building:    Provided,  also,  that  the  Proviso :  entry  on 
county  highway  commission  through  its  engineer,  agents,  or  land  f or  survej  s- 
other  employees  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  land 
for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys,  and  upon  lands  adjacent  to 
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the  highways  and  dig  such  ditches  or  'drains  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  proper  protection  and  drainage  of  any  part 
of  the  highway  and  such  drains  so  opened  shall  be  conducted 
to  the  nearest  natural  water-way  and  shall  not  be  obstructed 
or  closed  by  the  owner  of  the  lands  through  which  they  pass. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  right  of  way  acquired  by  gift,  purchase  or 
otherwise  for  any  highway  of  the  county  highway  system  shall 
be  properly  marked  by  stone  bounds  on  either  side  thereof,  at 
such  intervals  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  order  to  secure 
to  the  public  a  definite  width  for  each  and  every  highway 
of  the  county  highway  system.  And  it  shall  be  necessary  in 
order  to  preserve  a  public  record  of  said  bounds  for  the  engineer 
to  carefully  map  each  highway,  indicating  the  location  of  such 
boundary  stones  and  the  same  shall  be  duly  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  county  highway  commission  or  its  successor  and  kept  as  a 
public  record  thereof.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  inter- 
fere in  any  way  with  said  boundary  stone  or  in  any  manner  injure 
either  the  highway  or  ditches  thereof.  Any  one  so  interfering 
therewith  or  in  any  way  damaging  roadside  by  plowing  across 
ditches  or  obstructing  the  same  by  throwing  trash  therein,  there- 
by choking  them,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  for  the 
first  offense  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  thereafter.  That 
it  shall  be  unlawful*  to  discharge  terrace  water  or  other  un- 
natural drainage  except  by  permission  of  the  road  supervisor 
into  the  road  ditch.  Any  one  so  doing  and  refusing  or  neglect- 
ing to  remove  so  unnatural  flow  of  water  in  the  public  highway 
ditch,  after  having  been  duly  notified  by  the  properly  constituted 
authority  so  to  do,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  13.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  impossible  to  acquire  suit- 
able right  of  way  or  material  for  construction,  such  as  stone, 
gravel,  sand,  clay,  soil  or  other  materials  needed  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  county  highway  system  by  donation  or  purchase 
at  a  price  satisfactory  and  reasonable  in  the  opinion  of  the 
county  highway  commission,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  enter 
upon  any  lands  and  cause  to  be  carried  away  any  material 
needed  in  said  construction.  That  any  person  or  persons  on 
whose  land  the  new  road  is  located  or  from  whose  lands  mate- 
rial has  been  taken,  claims  damages  therefor  shall  file  such 
claims  with  the  highway  commission  within  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  the  cause  of  such  claim  occurs;  and  the  said  com- 
mission within  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  nor  not  more  than 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  completion  of  said  road  shall  order  a 
jury  of  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  be  summoned  by  the 
sheriff  or  constable  as  provided  by  law,  who  shall  give  said 
land  owners  or  their  local  representatives  forty-eight  (48)  hours 
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notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  said  jury  will 
meet  to  assess  damages;  and  said  jury,  toeing  duly  sworn,  in  Benefits 
considering  the  question  of  damages,  shall  also  take  into  con-  considered, 
sideration  the  benefits  to  public  travel  and  to  the  owner  of  the

The  actual  expenses  of  keeping  all  property  seized  under 
process  or  order  of  court  to  be  allowed  by  the  court  on  affidavit 
of  the  officer  in  charge. 

Summoning  a  grand  or  petit  jury,  for  each  man  summoned, 
fifty  cents,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  man  summoned  on 
the  special  venire.  ♦ 

For  serving  any  writ  or  process  with  the  aid  of  the  county 
the  usual  fee  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  and  the  expense 
necessarily  incurred  thereby,  to  be  adjudged  by  the  county 
commissioners,  and  taxed  as  other  costs. 

All  just  fees  paid  to  any  printer  for  any  advertisement  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  printed. 

Bringing  up  any  prisoner  upon  a  habeas  corpus  to  testify 
or  answer  to  any  court  or  before  any  judge,  two  dollars  and 
all  necessary  and  actual  expenses  for  such  service,  and  ten  cents 
per  mile  by  the  route  most  usually  traveled  and  all  expenses 
for  any  guard  actually  employed  and  necessary. 
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For  summoning  and  qualifying  appraisers,  and  for  performing 
all  duties  in  laying  off  homesteads  and  personal  property  exemp- 
tions, or  either,  three  dollars,  to  be  included  in  the  bill  of  costs. 

For  levying  an  attachment,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

For  attendance  to  qualify  jurors  to  lay  off  dower  or  for  com- 
missioners to  lay  off  year's  allowance,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents;

CHAPTER  118 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  SECTION  1347  OF  THE  CONSOLIDATED

Section  1.  That  section  one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
forty-seven  (1347)  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  North  Caro- 
lina, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  line 
four  (4)  after  the  word  "released"  and  before  the  semicolon, 
the  following:  "which  shall  be  charged  and  taxed,  in  whole  or  Jail  fees  taxed  as 
in  part,  as  ordered,  by  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  and  costs' 
taxed  as  a  part  of  the  costs  of  the  criminal  action,  in  which 
commitment  was  ordered,  as  other  costs  are  taxed." 

Sec.  2.  That  at  the  end  of  section  one  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  (1347)  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of 
North  Carolina,  the  following  be  added: 

"That  the  sheriff  or  keeper  of  any  jail  shall  keep  record,  in  Jail  roster, 
book  furnished  by  the  county,  showing  date  every  person  is 
admitted  into  jail  and  date  discharged  therefrom,  and  report 
same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  on  the  first  day  of  each 
criminal  term,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk  to  Jail  charges 
compute  the  jail  charges  upon  the  basis  of  fees  allowed  by  law  taxed^s^os^s. 
to  the  jailer,  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  reasonable  for  the 
purpose  of  this  act,  and  tax  and  collect  same  as  costs  to  the 
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extent  ordered  by  the  court;  and  all  moneys  so  collected  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  county  treasurer  and  by  him  entered  into 
the  general  county  funds:  Provided,  however,  the  clerk  shall 
not  be  required  to  collect  jail  charges  in  actions  wherein  the 
county  is  chargeable  with  either  full  or  half  fees  as  provided 
by  law." 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  apply  to  McDowell  County  only. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

INDEBTEDNESS  INCURRED  FOR  SUCH  PURPOSES,  AND 
TO  VALIDATE  PROCEEDINGS  HERETOFORE  TAKEN 
RELATING  TO  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SAID  BONDS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Nash  County  Bond  issue 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county  in  an  aggre-  au  onz 
gate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  sixty  Amount, 
thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  which  bonds  shall 
be  applied  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes,  viz: 

(a)  the  payment  of  notes  issued  by  Nash  County  for  the  pur-  Application  of 
pose  of  paying  its  share  of  the  cost  of  constructing  or  improving  Proceeds- 

a  public  road  in  said  county  from  Rocky  Mount  to  Nashville  at 
the  joint  expense  of  the  federal  government  and  the  county; 

(b)  the  payment  of  the  unpaid  balance  of  the  county's  share 
of  the  cost  of  said  work;  (c)  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  con- 
structing or  improving  (or,  in  the  case  of  work  done  or  to  be 
done  with  federal  or  State  aid,  the  county's  share  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  or  improving)  any  other  public  road  or  roads,  or 
any  public  bridge  or  bridges  in  Nash  County,  or  to  the  payment 
of  notes  heretofore  or  hereafter  issued  by  the  county  for  such 
purposes.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Nash  County  is  Special  tax. 
hereby  further  authorized  to  levy  annually  a  special  tax  ad 
valorem  on  all  taxable  property  in  said  county  for  the  special 
purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  issued 

under  this  act,  as  such  principal  and  interest  becomes  due,  which 
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tax  shall  be  in  an  amount  sufficient  for  said  purpose  and  shall  be 
in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  which  the  said  board  is  authorized 
by  law  to  levy. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  bonds  may  be  issued  either  all  at  one  time 
or  from  time  to  time  in  separate  issues.  The  principal  of  each 
issue  shall  mature  and  be  payable  in  annual  installments  or 
series,  the  first  of  which  annual  installments  shall  be  payable 
not  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  of  the  bonds  of  such 
issue,  and  the  last  not  more  than  twenty  years  after  such  date. 
No  such  installment  of  principal  shall  be  more  than  two  and  one- 
half  times  as  great  in  amount  as  the  smallest  prior  installment 
of  the  same  bond  issue. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  and 
denominations,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rates,  not  exceeding 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  be 
made  payable  at  such  place  or  places,  as  said  board  of  county 
commissioners  may  determine.  They  may  be  either  coupon 
bonds  or  registered  bonds,  and  if  issued  in  coupon  form  may 
be  made  registerable  as  to  principal  or  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  Nash  County,  and  the  county  seal 
shall  be  affixed  to  each  bond  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  said 
board;  and  coupons  of  such  bonds  shall  bear  a  printed,  litho- 
graphed or  engraved  facsimile  signature  of  the  said  chairman 
who  is  in  office  at  the  date  of  said  bonds.  The  delivery  of  bonds, 
signed  as  aforesaid  by  officers  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  sign- 
ing, shall  be  valid  notwithstanding  any  changes  in  officers 
occurring  after  such  signing. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  municipal  finance  act  for  the  sale  of  municipal  bonds. 

Sec  5.  The  resolution  adopted  by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  Nash  County  on  February  seventh,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  providing  for  the  issuance  of  two 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized 
to  be  issued,  and  all  acts  and  proceedings  heretofore  or  hereafter 
done  or  taken  pursuant  to  said  resolution,  are  hereby  validated, 
and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  they  were  passed, 
done  and  taken  after  the  enactment  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  The  powers  granted  by  this  act  are  granted  in  addi- 
tion to  and  not  in  substitution  for  existing  powers  of  Nash 
County,  and  are  not  subject  to  any  limitation  or  restriction 
contained  in  any  other  act. 

Sec  7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifi- 
cation.

That  chapter  four  hundred  and  six  of  the  Public- 
Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  be  amended 
by  striking  out  section  nineteen  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following:  "That  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  paid  a  Salary  of  judge, 
salary  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1200.00) 
a  year,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners, 
to  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  by  the  treasurer  of  Greene 
County  upon  warrant  of  the  clerk  of  said  court."

That  the  annual  salaries  of  the  clerk  of  the  Su-  Salaries  in  full 
perior  Court,  register  of  deeds,  and  sheriff  of  Lincoln  County  comPensatlon- 
are  hereby  fixed,  in  full  compensation  for  all  services  rendered 
by  virtue  of  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  officer, 
as  follow:    The  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  shall 
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be  twenty-one  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the  salary  of  the 
register  of  deeds  shall  be  twenty-one  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
the  salary  of  the  sheriff  for  collecting  taxes  for  all  purposes  in 
said  county  and  for  the  performance  of  any  and  all  duties  inci- 
dent to  the  said  office  of  sheriff  of  Lincoln  County  shall  be 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars  per  annum."

That  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen, 
be  and  the  same  is  amended  by  striking  out  in  lines  five  and 
six  the  words  and  figures  "one  thousand  ($1,000)"  and  by 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  and  figures  "twelve  hundred 
($1200)." 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

CHAPTER  123 

AN  ACT  TO  REGULATE  THE  FEES  OF  THE  SHERIFF  OF 
MITCHELL  COUNTY  FOR  CAPTURING  ILLICIT  DISTIL- 
LERIES AND  MEN  ENGAGED  IN  THE  MANUFACTURE 
OF  LIQUOR  AND  TO  REGULATE  THE  SALE  OF  BITTERS 
AND  EXTRACTS  CONTAINING  ALCOHOL  FOR  BEVERAGE 
PURPOSES  AND  FOR  OTHER  PURPOSES. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  Mitchell  County 
shall  pay  to  the  sheriff  of  Mitchell  County  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
only  for  the  destruction  by  him,  or  any  one  authorized  by  him, 
of  any  illicit  distillery  found  by  him  or  them  in  Mitchell  County, 
and  the  filing  of  an  affidavit  by  the  sheriff,  or  any  one  author- 
ized by  him,  shall  be  sufficient  proof  to  said  county  commission- 
ers of  the  destruction  of  each  still. 

Sec  2.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  Mitchell  County 
shall  pay  to  the  sheriff  of  Mitchell  County,  or  to  any  other  citizen 
of  Mitchell  County,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person,  and  for  each  person,  for 
manufacturing  or  aiding  in  the  manufacture  of  liquor  in  Mitchell 
County,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  any  citizen  or  resident 
of  Mitchell  County  is  hereby  authorized  to  use  the  necessary 
amount  of  force  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  seen  by  them 
in  the  act  of  manufacturing  or  aiding  in  the  manufacture  of 
liquor,  without  warrant:    Provided,  that  said  sheriff  or  other 
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resident  or  citizen  of  Mitchell  County  making  such  arrest  with- 
out a  warrant  shall  immediately  take  the  person  or  persons 
so  arrested  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  swear  out  a  warrant 
for  the  accused  person  or  persons,  when  said  justice  of  the 
peace  shall  proceed  with  a  preliminary  hearing  and  if  said  justice 
of  the  peace  finds  there  is  "probable  cause"  he  shall  bind  the  Commitment, 
accused  person  or  persons  to  appear  at  the  next  criminal  term 
of  the  Superior  Court  under  a  justified  bond  of  one  thousand  Amount  of  bonds, 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.    That  the  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  shall,  upon  the  Reward  taxed  as 
conviction  of  any  person  or  persons,  under  the  conditions  pre-  costs- 
scribed  in  section  two  of  this  act,  order  the  clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  to  charge  the  one  hundred  dollars  paid  by  the  county 
commissioners  in  compliance  with  section  two  of  this  act  as  a 
part  of  the  costs  in  said  action  in  each  case. 

Sec.  4.    That  every  merchant  or  druggist  who  shall  sell  ex-  Sale  of  extracts 
tracts  or  medicines  containing  alcohol  for  beverage  purposes  in  ormedlcmes- 
Mitchell  County  shall  be  guilty  of  selling  liquor  and  shall  be 
punished  as  in  such  cases. 

Sec.  5.    That  every  merchant  and  druggist  in  Mitchell  County,  Record  of

That  the  road  supervisor  and  his  assistants,  severally 
shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  county  of  Clay  in  an  amount  which 
will  cover  all  funds  and  property  which  shall  go  into  his  or 
their  hands,  to  be  determined  by  the  said  board  of  county  com- 
missioners, an  additional  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  or  their  duties  as  road 
supervisors. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  road  supervisor  and  chairman  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1500)  per  annum,  and  three  hundred  dollars 
($300)  per  annum  for  expenses,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all 
compensation,  both  per  diem  and  mileage,  now  allowed  him  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  9.  That  all  able-bodied  males  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  forty-five  years  shall  be  liable  to  work  on  public  roads  of 
Clay  County  for  six  days  in  each  and  every  year,  or  in  lieu 
thereof,  shall  pay  to  the  road  supervisor  or  his  assistants,  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  warned  to  work,  which 
said  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  shall  be  paid  to  the  road  super- 
visor or  his  assistant  on  the  day  before,  or  the  morning  he  is 
warned  to  work,  and  the  said  sum  shall,  if  paid,  be  turned  into 
the  road  funds,  and  that  eight  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's 
work. 

Sec  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  supervisor,  or 
his  assistant,  to  warn  out  all  road  hands  to  work  on  the  public 
road  and  they  shall  give  said  hands  three  days  written  or  oral 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  and  kind  of  tools  with  which  to 
report.  Any  person,  after  having  been  warned  as  herein  pro- 
vided, who  shall  fail  without  a  legal  excuse,  to  appear  at  such 
time  and  place  and  in  manner  warned,  or  who  shall  appear  and 
refuse  to  do  satisfactory  work,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  punished  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Sec  26.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  Custodian  and 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  person,  agent  or  bank  duly  author- 
ized to  handle  the  public  funds  of  Clay  County,  and  the  said 
person,  agent  or  bank  shall  be  required  to  give  a  sufficient  bond 
to  properly  safeguard  and  account  for  same.  The  said  funds  Vouchers, 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  out  only  upon 
the  written  order  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Clay 
County  as  other  road  funds  of  Clay  County  are  paid  out. 

Sec  27.    The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  Specific 
shall  be  devoted  to  defraying  the  expenses  of  laying  out,  estab-  aPPr°Pnatl0n- 
lishing,  building,  constructing,  repairing  and  relocating  the  nec- 
essary public  roads  and  bridges  of  Clay  County,  and  shall  be  used 
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for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever:  Provided,  that  the  necessary 
expenses  incident  to  the  preparation,  advertisement,  and  sale 
of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  commissioners  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  said  sale. 

Sec.  28.  In  case  "Clay  County  road  bonds"  are  issued  under 
the  authorization  of  section  twenty-three  of  this  act,  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  Clay  County  shall  annually  there- 
after levy  on  all  real  and  personal  property  in  Clay  County  a 
special  tax,  in  addition  to  any  other  special  or  general  road  tax, 
provided  herein  or  elsewhere,  in  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  which  shall 
be  adequate  to  retire  the  said  bonds  at  maturity.  The  said 
special  tax  authorized  herein  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  taxes 
are  levied  and  collected.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  collec- 
tion of  the  said  tax  authorized  herein  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  person,  agent  or  bank  authorized  to  handle  the  public  funds 
of  Clay  County,  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  other 
funds  of  Clay  County  and  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  retire  said 
bonds  at  their  maturity  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec.  29.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  use  such  amount 
of  said  funds  provided  for  in  this  act  as  may  be  needed  to  pur- 
chase necessary,  most  beneficial  and  effective  implements  and 
machinery,  teams  or  motive  power,  as  they  deem  proper. 

Sec.  30.  That  should  it  be  decided  that  this  act  or  any  part 
thereof  is  unconstitutional  or  invalid,  the  county  of  Clay  shall 
not  be  thereby  relieved  from  the  obligation  to  pay  or  to  refund 
any  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  bonds  or  otherwise  as 
provided  hereunder,  which  said  amount  shall  have  been  used 
for  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  building  of  the  roads  of  said 
county. 

Sec  31.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed;  all  existing  road 
commission  supervisors  or  other  bodies  having  supervision  of  any 
of  the  roads  of  Clay  County  are  hereby  abolished  and  deprived 
of  all  of  their  power  and  authority  for  said  roads  of  Clay  County, 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Clay  County  as  is  herein 
specified  being  constituted  a  proper  body  for  the  supervision 
of  all  construction  and  maintenance  of  public  roads  in  Clay 
County  and  being  given  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  said  roads: 
Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
impair  the  obligations  of  any  bonds  of  Clay  County  or  of  any 
townships  or  road  districts  thereof  heretofore  issued  under  au- 
thority of  law  for  the  purpose  of  providing  public  road  funds 
for  said  county,  nor  shall  this  act  be  construed  to  impair  the 
duty  and  authority  of  the  proper  party  to  levy  such  taxes  as 
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are  authorized  and  directed  in  special  law  to  pay  the  interest 
and  principal  of  said  bonds:  Provided  further,  that  if  any  bonds  Proviso: 
have  been  issued  in  Clay  County  or  in  any  of  the  townships  unexpen( 
thereof,  or  any  special  tax  levied  to  provide  public  road  funds  for 
said  Clay  County  or  any  portion  of  same,  and  any  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  for  said  tax  remains  unspent,  then  said 
unspent  funds  shall  be  expended  by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  Clay  County  in  the  precise  manner  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  directions  of  the  laws  authorizing  said  bonds  or 
special  tax. 

Sec.  32.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  ratification.

CHAPTEE  129 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  131  OF  THE  PUBLIC-LOCAL 
LAWS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA,  SESSION  OF  1919,  ENTITLED 
"AN  ACT  TO  REVISE  CHAPTER  411  OF  THE  PUBLIC- 
LOCAL  LAWS  OF  1915,  RELATING  TO  RURAL  POLICEMEN 
FOR  ROBESON  COUNTY." 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  of  the  Public-Local  Laws,  session  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  nineteen,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  hereafter  to  read  as  follows:    "That  on  the  first  Monday  in  Appointment. 
March  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and 
annually  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  and 
every  year,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County,  shall 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  appoint  not  Number, 
less  than  four  and  not  more  than  six  able-bodied  men  of  good 
moral  character,  known  not  to  be  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic  Qualifications, 
liquors,  and  to  be  courageous  and  energetic,  and  commission  them 
as  rural  policemen  of  Robeson  County.    The  said  commissioners  Removal  for 
are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  remove  any  policemen  cause- 
provided  for  in  this  act,  at  any  time,  for  good  cause  shown, 
and  appoint  others  in  their  places.    Any  wilful  failure  on  the  Good  cause 
part  of  any  policeman  appointed  hereunder  to  perform  any  duty  defined- 
enjoined  in  this  act,  or  by  other  law,  shall  be  sufficient  "good 
cause"  for  such  removal.    Any  failure  on  the  part  of  any  such 
policeman  to  perform  any  written  directions  issued  to  him  by 
either  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County,  or  by  the 
sheriff  of  said  county,  within  the  time  allowed  by  law,  or 
within  a  reasonable  time  to  be  named  in  such  written  directions 
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shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  removal  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  said  county  forthwith  and  without  further  notice. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  of  section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  be  stricken  out  and  that 
the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof:  "Sec.  2.  That  the 
salary  of  each  of  said  policemen  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  said  county  in  its  discretion  and  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  payable  monthly 
by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  warrants  of  the  county  com- 
missioners, and  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  services 
of  civil  and  criminal  process  on  all  such  process  served  by  him: 
Provided,  however,  that  said  policemen  shall  provide  themselves 
with  policemen's  billets  and  such  firearms  as  may  be  required 
by  the  said  county  commissioners,  and  with  horses  and  other 
means  of  conveyance  for  regular  use  in  riding  over  the  county 
and  performing  duties  as  mounted  policemen,  and  shall  bear 
all  expenses  incident  to  their  service." 

Sec.  3.  That  section  six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  of  Public-Local  Laws,  session  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  be  amended  so  as  hereafter  to  read  as  follows:  "Sec.  6. 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  policeman  appointed  under  this 
act,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  to  file  with  the  auditor  of 
said  county  a  true  and  accurate  and  itemized  statement  of  all  the 
fees  collected  by  him  during  the  previous  month,  together  with 
sufficient  data  to  identify  the  process  upon  which  said  fees  were 
collected.  Such  statement  shall  also  show,  in  detail,  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  such  policemen  by  him  during  the 
previous  months  as  enjoined  by  sections  three  and  four  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  Public-Local  Laws,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  especially  the  number  of  hours 
on  duty  each  day  of  said  previous  month  and  the  places  where 
such  duties  were  performed,  such  statements  shall  be  duly  veri- 
fied by  oath  of  such  policeman  and  shall  be  on  forms  prescribed 
by  the  auditor  of  said  county  and  furnished  to  the  said  policeman. 
Any  failure  in  performance  of  the  duties  of  such  policeman 
shown  in  such  statement  shall  be  taken  as  admitted  'good  cause' 
for  removal.  The  auditor  shall  forthwith  furnish  to  the  sheriff 
and  board  of  county  commissioners  copies  of  such  reports.  All 
leaves  of  absence  or  indulgences  granted  to  such  policemen  by 
the  sheriff  under  section  four  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  Public-Local  Laws,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  attached  to  and  made 
a  part  of  said  reports  hereby  required.  A  copy  of  all  such 
reports  shall  be  posted,  within  five  days  after  the  filing  of 
same,  at  the  courthouse  door  in  Lumberton  and  in  the  district 
of  the  policeman  filing  same." 
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Sec.  4.    That  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Caro-  Act  specifically 
lina,  passed  at  the  special  session  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  rePealed- 
and  twenty,  entitled,  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nineteen,  relative  to  the  rural  policemen  in  Robeson  County," 
the  same  being  House  bill  number  four  hundred  and  forty-six 
and  Senate  bill  number  three  hundred  and  fifty-three,  of  said 
special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  of 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  and  all  other  laws  and  peaifn^dtuse 
parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  130 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  BEAUFORT  COUNTY  TO  LEVY  A  TAX  FOR  THE  PUR- 
POSE OF  PAYING  CERTAIN  INDEBTEDNESS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  OF  BEAUFORT  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  county  special  tax 
of  Beaufort  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  auth°nzed. 
to  levy  a  special  tax  for  the  years  one  thousand  nine  hundred  Years, 
and  twenty-one  and  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two 
on  all  property  situate  in  said  county  of  Beaufort.    The  amount 
of  the  tax  hereby  authorized  to  be  levied  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  for  Beaufort  County,  but  shall  not  in  Rate, 
either  year,  exceed  the  sum  of  six  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  in  said  county. 

.Sec  2.    That  the  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  other  Levy,  collection 
public  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  in  said  county,  and  when  col-  and  settlement- 
lected  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the 
county  board  of  education,  to  be  used  by  them  in  paying  the  Use  of  tax. 
principal  and  interest  on  the  present  outstanding  indebtedness 
of  the  county  board  of  education  which  was  incurred  by  the  pre- 
ceding county  board  of  education,  and  which  is  shown  in  detail 
in  schedule  nine  of  the  auditor's  report  of  the  financial  standing 
of  the  said  county  board  of  education,  which  was  made  on 
August  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty. 

Sec  3.   This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

Ratified  this  the  21st  day  of  February,  A.D.  1921. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  upon  a  written  request  of  the  county  hoard 
of  education  of  Guilford  County  the  hoard  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  said  county  shall  call  an  election  and  after  thirty 
days  notice  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  Guilford  County, 
with  the  exception  of  the  city  of  Greensboro  and  the  township 
of  High  Point,  the  question  of  whether  there  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  annually  a  special  tax  not  exceeding  ten  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property  for  building  pur- 
poses and  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars 
valuation  of  property  for  school  maintenance  in  addition  to  the 
school  taxes  now  authorized  by  the  Constitution  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  the  General  Assembly,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  order  a  new  registration, 
appoint  the  registrars  and  judges  of  election,  designate  the  voting 
precincts,  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  as  nearly  as  may  be 
according  to  the  laws  governing  general  elections.  Those  who

No  such  installment 
of  principal  shall  be  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  as  great 
in  amount  as  the  smallest  prior  installment  of  same  bond  issue. 

Sec.  3.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  denominations, 
shall  bear  interest  at  such  rates,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  payable  semiannually,  and  shall  be  made  payable  at 
such  place  or  places  as  said  board  of  county  commissioners  may 
determine.  They  may  be  either  coupon  bonds  or  registered 
bonds,  and  if  issued  in  coupon  form  be  made  registerable  as 
to  principal  or  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.  They  shall 
be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Wake  County,  and  the  county  seal  shall  be  affixed  to  or  im- 
pressed on  the  bonds  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  board; 
but  coupons  of  such  bonds  shall  bear  a  printed,  lithographed, 
etched  or  engraved  facsimile  signature  of  the  county  treasurer  in 
office  at  the  date  of  the  bonds.  The  delivery  of  bonds  signed  as 
aforesaid  by  officers  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  signing  shall  be 
valid  notwithstanding  any  change  in  officers  occurring  after  such 
signing. 

Sec.  4.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  the  said  hoard  of  county 
commissioners  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  municipal  finance 
act  for  the  sale  of  bonds.  They  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than 
par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  shall  be  placed 
by  the  county  treasurer  in  a  separate  fund  and  used  only  for 
the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  bonds  were  issued.  The 
purchaser  of  the  bonds  shall  not  be  bound  to  see  the  application 
of  the  proceeds. 

Sec.  6.  The  powers  granted  by  this  act  are  granted  in  ad- 
dition to  and  not  in  substitution  for  existing  powers  of  Wake 
County,  and  are  not  subject  to  any  limitation  or  restriction  con- 
tained in  any  other  law.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  Wake 
County  from  issuing  bonds  under  any  existing  act  as  well  as 
under  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed.

W.  H.  Smith,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years;  J.  L.  Broyles, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  four  years;  Dillard  Hooper,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  be  four  years,  and  S.  W.  Enloe,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  two  years,  each  term  of  office  to  begin  from 
the  date  of  the  ratification  of  this  act,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  their  respective  terms  of  office  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Jackson  County  for  a 
term  of  six  years.  All  vacancies  caused  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal  from  said  county  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  board  of  highway  commissioners  and  their 
successors  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate in  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Board  of  Highway  Com- 
missioners for  the  County  of  Jackson,"  and  by  that  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  make  contracts,  acquire 
real  and  personal  property  by  gift,  purchase  or  donations;  hold, 
exchange  and  sell  the  same,  and  exercise  such  other  rights, 
privileges  and  powers  as  are  incident  to  other  municipal  cor- 
porations and  the  purpose  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  order  that  said  board  of  highway  commis- 
sioners may  have  full  and  complete  control  of  all  roads,  high- 
ways and  bridges  of  said  county  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out, 
building,  constructing,  changing,  altering  and  repairing  same,  all 
laws,  either  Public  or  Private,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  pertain  to  Jackson 
County. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  highway 
commissioners  to  meet  at  the  courthouse  in  the  town  of  Sylva 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  and  every  month 
thereafter  during  their  said  term  of  office  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  any  business  which  may  come  before  said  board 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  at  the  meeting  of  said 
board  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  to  elect 
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one  of  its  members  chairman  and  one  of  its  members  secretary, 

both  of  whom  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  said  Term  of  chairman 

date,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  the  said  board  shall  elect 

their  successors  who  will  likewise  serve  for  two  years.    The  County  superin-

chairman  so  elected  as  above  provided  for  shall  also  be,  by 
virtue  of  his  said  office,  county  superintendent  of  roads,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  devote  his  whole  time  and  attention,  or  as 
much  thereof  as  the  board  may  deem  necessary,  to  the  roads  and  Pay  of 
bridges  and  highways  of  Jackson  County  as  hereinafter  pro-  suPerintendent- 
vided,  and  for  said  services  he  shall  be  paid  such  sum  as  the 
board  may  agree  upon  per  month  and  actual  expenses  incurred 
in  inspecting  said  roads  and  highways  and  other  duties  incident 
thereto:    Provided,  that  in  case  said  chairman  for  any  cause  proviso :  election 
cannot  serve  as  superintendent  as  aforesaid  the  said  board  may  of  superintendent, 
elect  some  other  person  as  superintendent  of  said  roads  and 
highways,  whose  duties,  salary  and  responsibilities  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  prescribed  for  the  chairman  as  aforesaid.    That  Pay  of  other 
the  members  of  said  board  other  than  the  chairman  shall  receive  commissioners- 
as  compensation  for  their  services  five  dollars  per  day  and  mile- 
age for  the  time  they  actually  serve  in  an  official  capacity  on 
said  board. 

Sec.  5.    In  order  to  constitute  a  more  uniform  system  for  Township  road 
working,  building  and  maintaining  the  roads  and   highways  system  abolished, 
throughout  the  county,  the  present  township  system  is  hereby 
abolished  and  the  county  unit  system  is  created  in  its  place  County  unit 
and  stead,  and  in  order  that  the  said  roads  and  highways  of  system- 
the  said  county  may  be  cared  for  in  a  more  systematic  and 
economic  way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  highway  Supervisors, 
commissioners  at  their  said  first  meeting  in  April,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  as  soon  and  as  often  thereafter 
as  may  be  necessary,  to  appoint  as  many  supervisors  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  upkeep,  building  and  maintaining  of  the  high- 
ways and  roads  of  the  county,  who  shall  be  amenable  to  and  Direction  of 
work  under  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  said  county  super-  superintendent, 
intendent  of  roads  and  highways,  and  any  supervisor  may  be  Removal  of 
removed  by  the  said  board  of  highway  commissioners  upon  five  suPervisors- 
days  notice  to  said  supervisor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspection  and 
said  county  superintendent  of  said  roads  and  highways  to  go  superintendent, 
over  the  roads  and  highways  of  the  county  as  often  as  it  is  nec- 
essary and  occasion  may  require  his  supervision  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  the  said  roads  in  good  repair  and  pointing  out  to 
the  supervisors  what  work  is  necessary  to  be  done  and  giving 
full  instructions  to  the  said  supervisors  as  to  how  the  same 
shall  be  done.    That  the  said  supervisors  shall  receive  for  their  Pay  of 
said  services  such  sum  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  from  time  to  time  sui)ervlsors- 
between  him  or  them  and  the  board  of  highway  commissioners 
for  the  time  actually  employed  by  him  or  them  on  the  said  roads 
and  highways. 
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Sec.  6.  That  in  order  to  bring  about  a  more  uniform  system 
of  building,  continuing  and  repairing  the  bridges  of  said  county 
along  with  the  public  highways  the  said  board  of  highway  com- 
missioners shall  have  full,  complete  and  entire  control  of  the 
same,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  let  contracts,  purchase  mate- 
rials and  supervise  the  construction  of  all  bridges  within  the 
county,  regardless  of  location  or  size.  It  shall  also  be  lawful 
for  the  said  board  of  highway  commissioners  to  go  in  a  body 
or  by  a  committee  appointed  from  its  number  to  inspect  any 
road  or  bridge  within  said  county,  and  for  said  trips  of  inspec- 
tion the  members  of  said  board  on  a  per  diem  basis,  shall  receive 
the  same  pay  as  on  the  days  of  their  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  board  of  highway  commissioners  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exercise  all 
the  rights  and  powers  now  extended  to  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  in  so  far  as  those  rights  and  powers  pertain  to 
the  highways,  roads  and  bridges  of  said  county:  Provided,  that 
upon  the  request  of  the  highway  commission  made  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  chairman,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary, 
presented  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Jackson 
County,  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  issue  bonds 
of  Jackson  County  from  time  to  time,  in  amounts  recommended 
by  the  highway  commission  for  the  construction,  repairing  and 
improvement  of  the  highways  and  roads  of  Jackson  County,  not 
to  exceed  the  aggregate  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  The  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  styled  "Jackson  County 
Good  Roads  Bonds,"  and  the  same  shall  be  of  such  denomination 
as  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  may  deem  advisable, 
bearing  interest  from  date  of  issuance,  not  to  exceed  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  payable  semiannually,  having  interest  bear- 
ing coupons  attached,  and  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk  of  said  board  with  the  seal  of  the  county 
affixed,  and  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par,  and  the  place 
and  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  principal  of  the  said  bonds 
shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and 
shall  be  made  payable  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  may  designate,  not  to  exceed  forty  years; 
that  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  only.  That 
all  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  Jackson  County  or 
that  may  hereafter  come  into  his  hands  from  the  sale  of  any 
good  roads  bonds  heretofore  issued,  or  other  funds  that  may 
come  into  his  hands  for  roads  and  bridge  purposes,  and  all 
moneys  in  the  hands  of  any  treasurer  of  the  road  trustees  of 
any  township  in  the  county  shall  be  turned  in  to  the  treasurer 
of  Jackson  County,  all  of  which  said  funds  shall  be  held  by  him 
subject  only  to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  board  of  highway 
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commissioners  herein  created:    Provided,  that  the  said  treasurer  Proviso :  treasurer

Sec.  8.    That  at  the  first  meeting  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  Estimates  of  road 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  it  un  s" 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  highway  commissioners  to 
ascertain  the  approximate  amount  of  money  or  funds  to  be 
used  on  the  said  roads  and  bridges  of  the  county  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  also  the  amount  to  be  used  in  paying  the  interest 
on  any  bonds  outstanding,  and  the  amount  to  be  used  as  a  sink- 
ing fund  for  any  bonds  so  issued,  and  recommend  to  the  county 
commissioners  the  amount  or  amounts  so  required,  and  it  shall  Special  tax.

by  said  board  in  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  a  good  suPerintendent- 
and  lawful  bond  from  each  supervisor  to  be  approved  by  said  Bond  of

Sec.  10.  That  for  all  work  done  under  the  direction  of  any 
supervisor,  he  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  same,  showing 
the  name  of  the  party  working,  the  amount  of  time  worked  and 
the  rate  of  pay,  and  shall  certify  same  to  the  board  of  highway 
commissioners  at  their  monthly  meeting,  and  if  same  shall  be 
found  correct,  it  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  said  board,  and  an 
order  directing  payment  of  same  shall  be  issued  to  the  county 
treasurer,  signed  by  the  chairman  of  said  board,  and  attested 
by  the  secretary,  and  said  amount  shall  then  be  forwarded  to 
the  supervisor  where  same  is  payable,  and  same*shall  be  paid 
from  "the  road  and  bridge  fund"  of  said  county.

That  the  board  of  highway  commissioners  and  any- 
one working  under  their  direction  and  control  in  any  place  in 
said  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  uncultivated 
land  near  to  or  adjoining  any  public  road  or  highway  or  wher- 
ever may  be  convenient  to  cut  and  carry  away  timber,  except 
trees  or  groves  upon  improved  land,  planted  or  left  for  shade 
or  ornament;  to  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug,  and  carry  away  any 
gravel,  sand,  clay  or  stone  which  may  be  necessary  to  construct, 
improve,  or  repair  such  roads  or  highways,  and  enter  upon  any 
land  adjoining  or  lying  near  such  roads  or  highways  in  order 
to  make  such  drains  or  ditches  through  the  same  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  betterment  of  the  public  roads  or 
highways;  and  the  drains  and  ditches  so  made  shall  not  be 
obstructed  by  the  occupants  of  such  land  or  any  other  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  and  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  obstruct- 
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ing  such  drain  or  ditch  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  Punishment, 
fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than 
thirty  days.

meet,  and  after  hearing  the  said  owner  and  any  evidence  which  owners- 
he  may  offer,  and  any  evidence  which  said  board  may  desire  to

That  upon  the  ratification  of  this  act,  all  road  trus- 
tees, road  supervisors,  -or  any  other  person  holding  office  under 
them  by  virtue  of  any  public  or  private  law  now  in  force  for 
Jackson  County,  or  any  township  therein,  are  hereby  discon- 
tinued. 

Sec.  15.  That  for  working,  making  or  constructing  roads  in 
any  place  in  said  county,  convict  labor  or  hired  labor,  or  both, 
may  be  used,  as  may  be  ordered  by  said  board  of  highway  com- 
missioners; the  said  board  may  provide  for  convict  camps  and 
make  such  necessary  provisions  and  arrangements  as  may  be 
necessary  to  work  convicts,  and  may  take,  receive  and  work 
convicts  from  Jackson  County  or  from  any  other  county  in  the 
State,  or  from  the  State's  prison  upon  such  terms  as  the  board 
of  highway  commissioners  may  arrange,  and,  where,  upon  the 
conviction  of  any  crime,  the  defendant  or  defendants  may  be 
sentenced  to  work  upon  public  roads,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Superior  Court  of  any  county  to  sentence  such  defendant  or 
defendants  to  work  upon  the  public  roads  of  Jackson  County, 
and  the  said  board  of  highway  commissioners,  may  upon  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  proper,  negotiate  with  the  State  author- 
ities for  convicts  to  work  upon  any  of  said  roads  in  said  county, 
and  may  employ  such  guards  and  keepers  in  and  about  the 
premises  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  16.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  17.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the 
fourth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one.

CHAPTER  137 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  RURAL  POLICEMEN  FOR

The  said  policemen  shall  hold  Term  of  office, 
their  terms  of  office  until  the  first  Monday  of  January  following 
their  appointment,  at  which  time  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners may  reappoint  them  or  appoint  their  successors. 

•Sec.  2.    That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  policemen,  under  Duty  of 

the  general  control  and  direction  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  controTand 

especially  in  the  rural  districts,  to  patrol  and  police  the  county;  direction  of 

sheriff. 
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to  detect  and  prevent  the  violation  of  the  criminal  laws  of  any 
and  every  kind;  to  make  arrests  upon  his  own  initiative  as  well 
as  upon  information  or  complaint;  to  report  his  acts  and  all 
known  or  suspected  violations  of  the  criminal  laws  to  the  sheriff 
of  the  county;  to  obtain  warrants  for  arrests  for  and  prosecute 
all  persons  who  have  violated  any  of  the  criminal  laws;  and  he 
shall  at  all  times  obey  and  carry  out  the  orders  and  instructions 
of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  and  with  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  policeman  shall  frequent  railroad  depots, 
stores,  public  gatherings  of  any  and  every  kind  where  violations 
of  the  law  are  likely  to  occur,  places  where  vagrants  may  be 
loafing  or  alcoholic  liquors  may  be  sold,  bartered,  or  given  away 
contrary  to  law,  and  shall  use  every  means  to  detect  and  prevent 
breaches  of  the  peace,  public  drunkenness,  the  use  of  obscene 
language,  boisterous  conduct,  discharging  firearms  on  the  public 
highway  or  at  any  public  place  of  gathering,  carrying  concealed 
weapons,  gambling,  violations  of  the  game  and  dog  laws,  cruelty 
to  animals,  violation  of  the  fire  laws,  and  the  road  laws,  and  for 
the  violation  of  any  and  every  law  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
peace,  good  order  and  morals  of  the  said  county. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  policemen  shall  have  authority  for  any 
freshly  committed  crime,  whether  a  witness  to  the  commission 
thereof  or  having  knowledge  thereof,  upon  prompt  information 
or  complaint,  to  arrest  without  warrant;  and  when  an  arrest 
is  made  without  warrant  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be  forth- 
with carried  before  a  trial  officer  of  the  county  and  a  warrant 
of  arrest  procured,  to  the  end  that  the  person  charged  may  be 
dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  require 
a  good  and  sufficient  bond  from  said  policemen  so  appointed 
before  they  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  said 
bond  to  be  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  and  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  imposed  upon  them 
and  for  the  payment  to  the  county  or  to  any  person  or  corporation 
all  such  damages  as  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  their  mal- 
feasance in  office  or  their  abusing  the  authority  and  discretion 
given  them  by  this  law. 

Sec  6.  That  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
each  of  the  said  policemen  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  follow- 
ing oath:  "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  during  my 
term  of  office  as  rural  policeman  I  will  study  the  act  creating 
the  office  and  prescribing  my  duties,  and  will  be  alert  and  vigi- 
lant to  enforce  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  apprehend 
and  bring  to  punishment  every  violator  of  the  same,  and  will 
conduct  myself  at  all  times  with  due  consideration  to  all  persons 
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and  will  not  be  influenced  in  any  manner  on  account  of  personal 
bias  or  prejudice;  so  help  me,  God."    The  oath  of  office,  after  Oaths  and  bonds 
being  taken  and  subscribed  to  by  the  said  policeman,  shall  be  filed' 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Polk  County,  to- 
gether with  the  bond  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  Badges. 
Polk  County  to  furnish  the  rural  policemen  metal  badges  bearing 
the  following  inscription:  "Rural  Policeman,  Polk  County";

That  on  and  after  April  first,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  maintain,  operate,  or  permit  to  be  main- 
tained or  operated  in  any  place  or  places  under  his  or  their 
control  any  punch-board,  slot  machine,  vending  machine,  or  any 
other  device  of  any  kind  or  name  whatsoever,  where  a  person 
puts  or  pays  in  money  with  the  hope  or  expectation  or  induce- 
ment of  obtaining  prizes,  or  more  money  than  the  value  of  his 
money  that  he  puts  or  pays  in  at  any  one  time ;  and  that  it  shall 
be  unlawful  on  or  after  April  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  to  own  or  operate  a  public  pool  room  or  billiard 
room  in  which  a  charge  is  made  for  playing  pool  or  billiards. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  section  one 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined 
or  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

to  cause  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  registrars  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  ballots  for  use  at  the  election;  and  to  provide 
the  registrar  of  each  precinct  with  at  least  three  blank  forms 
for  the  returns  of  said  election.

Roanoke  townships,  Northampton  County,  have  been  acting  and  J^er  incomplete- 
exercising  the  authority  conferred  upon  them  in  a  bill  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  for  working  the  public  roads  of  Pleasant  Hill 
and  Roanoke  townships  in  Northampton  County,"  which  bill 
was  introduced  into  the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  seventeen,  duly  passed  the  House  but  failed  in 
the  Senate,  the  said  road  commissioners  being  under  the  im- 
pression that  said  bill  had  become  a  law:    Now,  therefore,

board  in  its  respective  township,  and  succeed  to  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  exercised  by  and  imposed 
upon  the  board  of  road  commissioners  and  justices  of  the  peace

and  to  keep  a  record  showing  the  grade  of  the  cotton  and  the 
weight  of  the  bale,  the  name  of  the  seller,  the  marks  thereon,  if 
any,  by  whom  delivered  on  the  yards,  if  not  delivered  by  the 
seller,  the  name  of  the  purchaser  and  the  price  for  which  sold, 
if  known,  to  such  cotton  weigher  and  cotton  grader.

If  the  owner  of  any  apiary,  honey  or  appliances  where- 
in disease  exists  shall  sell,  barter  or  give  away  or  move  without 
the  consent  of  the  inspector  any  diseased  bees  (be  they  queens 
or  workers),  colonies,  honey  or  appliances,  or  expose  other  bees 
to  the  danger  of  such  disease,  or  fail  to  notify  the  inspector  of 
the  existence  of  such  disease,  said  owner  shall  on  conviction  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  thirty  days. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  the 
inspector  of  apiaries  shall  have  access,  ingress  and  egrees  to  all 
apiaries  or  places  where  bees  are  kept  and  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  resist,  impede  or  hinder  in  any  way  the  inspector 
of  apiaries  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars 
or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  thirty  days. 

Sec.  6.  After  inspecting  infected  hives  or  fixtures  or  handling 
diseased  bees,  the  inspector  shall  before  leaving  the  premises  or 
proceeding  to  any  other  apiary  thoroughly  disinfect  any  portion 
of  his  own  person  and  clothing  and  any  tools  or  appliances  used 
by  him  which  have  come  in  contact  with  infected  material,  and 
shall  see  that  any  assistant  or  assistants  with  him  have  likewise 
thoroughly  disinfected  their  person  and  clothing,  and  any  tools, 
and  implements  used  by  them. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  in  the  county  of 
Madison  engaged  in  the  rearing  of  queen  bees  for  sale  to  use 
honey  in  the  making  of  candy  for  use  in  mailing  cages  which 
has  been  boiled  for  at  least  thirty  minutes.  Any  such  person 
engaged  in  the  rearing  of  queen  bees  shall  have  his  queen-rearing 
apiary  or  apiaries  inspected  at  least  twice  during  each  summer 
season,  and  on  the  discovery  of  the  existence  of  any  disease 
which  is  infectious  or  contagious  in  its  nature  and  injurious  to 
bees  in  their  egg,  larval,  pupal  or  adult  stages,  said  person  shall 
at  once  cease  to  ship  queen  bees  from  such  diseased  apiary 
until  the  inspector  of  apiaries  shall  declare  the  said  apiary  free 
from  all  diseases.  On  complaint  of  the  inspector  of  apiaries  or 
of  any  five  beekeepers  in  the  State  that  said  beekeeper  engaged 
in  the  rearing  of  queens  is  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, he  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars 
or  imprisonment  for  thirty  days. 

Sec.  8.  The  inspector  of  apiaries  shall  make  semiannual  re- 
ports to  the  State  entomologist  at  Raleigh  and  the  commissioners 
of  Madison  County,  giving  the  number  of  apiaries  visited,  the 
number  of  diseased  apiaries  found,  the  number  of  colonies 
treated,  also  the  number  of  colonies  destroyed,  and  the  actual 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  careful  record  of  the  localities  where  disease  exists. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  inspector  shall  be  paid  by  the  order  of 
the  county  commissioners  of  said'  county  a  sum  not  exceeding 
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five  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  actual  expenses,  not  to  exceed,  for  salary  and  expenses,  two  Limit, 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  any  one  year.

That  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Alamance  County  in  addition 
to  the  duties  now  devolving  upon  the  chairman  61  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  be  styled  "county 
manager"  of  said  county  and  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to  the 
duties  of  his  office.

defendant;  service  of  attachment,  including  levy  and  making 
inventory  of  property  attached,  two  dollars;  posting  the  neces- 
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sary  notices  of  publication  of  summons  and  warrant  of  attach- 
ment, for  each  notice  necessary  to  be  posted,  twenty-five  cents; 
executing  subpoena  on  each  witness  in  case,  thirty  cents;  con- 
veying prisoner  to  jail  to  another  county,  three  dollars  for  each 
day  in  going  and  returning  and  ten  cents  per  mile  traveled, 
including  fare  of  prisoner  or  prisoners;  committing  prisoner  to 
jail  for  failure  to  give  bond,  fifty  cents;  all  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  seizing  property  under  claim  and  delivery  and  at- 
tachment proceedings  and  caring  for  same,  to  be  taxed  in  cost 
against  party  adjudged  to  pay  costs  in  action;  for  each  person 
summoned  to  serve  as  a  juror  in  court  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
thirty  cents;  summoning  and  qualifying  appraisers,  and  for 
allotting  homestead  in  personal  property  exemptions  with  all 
other  necessary  duties  to  be  performed  therein,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents;  for  collections  made  under  execution  issued  from 
courts  of  justices  of  peace,  two  and  one-half  per  cent  com- 
mission for  all  sums  collected;  and  a  like  amount  which  may 
have  been  paid  to  plaintiff  by  defendant  while  the  execution  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  constable;  for  each  execution  on  which  col- 
lections are  made,  fifty  cents;  advertising  property,  for  sale, 
under  execution,  for  each  notice  required  to  be  posted,  twenty- 
five  cents;  seizing  crops  under  dispute  between  landlord  and 
tenant,  when  neither  give  bond,  two  dollars;  serving  road  orders 
on  overseers  of  roads,  thirty  cents;  seizing  distillery,  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  paid  by  county. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  enforced  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

dollar  ($1);  together  with  five  per  cent  (5%)  on  all  sums 
collected  upon  execution  up  to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent  (2%%)  on  all  sums 
over  two  hundred  dollars  ($200);  for  posting  notices,  twenty-five

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  for  the  Purpose  of  bond 
purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  thereon  of  suitable  buildings  lssue- 
properly  equipped  and  furnished  for  a  county  home  for  the  aged 
and  infirm  of  the  county  of  Polk,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  issue  authorized. 
Polk  County  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to 
issue  and  sell  coupon  serial  bonds  of  said  county  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000),  said  bonds  to  Amount, 
be  of  the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each  Denominations, 
and  numbered  consecutively  from  one  to  fifteen,  and  payable  in 
their  numerical  order  as  follows:    Bond  numbered  one  on  the  Maturity  in 
first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four,  numerical  order- 
and  the  remaining  bonds  in  their  numerical  order  annually 
thereafter;  said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  interest, 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  the  interest  shall  be  payable 
semiannually.    The  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  Authentication, 
of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  shall  have  affixed  thereto  the 
corporate  seal  of  said  county.    The  coupons  attached  to  the  said 
bonds  shall  bear  either  the  real,  engraved  or  lithographed  signa- 
tures of  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  said  board. 

Sec.  2.    No  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  Sale  below  par 
be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  for  less  than  par  value  and  forbldden- 
accrued  interest. 

Sec.  3.    The  said  clerk  of  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  Record  of  bonds, 
keep  a  book,  suitable  for  the  purpose,  in  which  he  shall  have  an 
accurate  account  of  the  number  of  bonds  issued,  amount  of  each 
bond,  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold.    He  shall  also 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  number  of  bonds  which  shall 
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be  paid,  taken  up  or  otherwise  canceled,  so  that  on  inspection  of 
said  book  the  true  state  of  the  bonded  debt  herein  provided  for 
may  be  easily  ascertained. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county 
are  authorized  to  advertise  the  sale  of  said  bonds  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  deem  most  expedient  and  for  the  best  interest  of 
said  county. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  constitute  a  separate  and 
distinct  fund,  to  be  applied  and  appropriated  to  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  issued,  as  herein  provided.  That  the  said 
proceeds  shall  be  paid  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Polk 
County,  who  shall  immediately  deposit  the  same  in  the  county 
depository,  and  the  depository  shall  be  liable  for  any  misappro- 
priation thereof  by  said  depository.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section   1.    The  board   of  county  commissioners  of  Rowan  Bond  issue 
County  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  Amount, 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  improving  roads  and  Purpose, 
bridges   of   said    county   and   providing   for    other  necessary 
expenses,  and  for  the  purpose  of  funding  indebtedness  heretofore 
or  hereafter  incurred   in   the   construction,   improvement  and 
maintenance  of  the  public  roads  and  bridges  of  Rowan  County, 
and  funding  indebtedness  heretofore  or  hereafter  incurred  for 
necessary  expenses,  or  for  any  one  or  more  of  said  purposes. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Rowan  Special  tax. 
County  is  hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  annually 
a  special  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  in  said  county 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  as  the 
same  becomes  due,  and  such  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  Levy  and 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  collectlon- 
levied,  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  authorized  Tax  additional, 
to  be  levied  by  said  board. 
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Sec.  3.  The  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  may  be  issued  as  one 
issue  or  divided  into  two  or  more  separate  issues,  and  in  either 
case  may  be  issued  all  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time.  Each 
issue  shall  so  mature  that  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
issue  shall  be  payable  in  annual  installments  or  series  beginning 
not  more  than  three  years  after  the  date  of  the  bonds  of  such 
issue  and  ending  not  more  than  thirty  years  after  such  date. 
No  such  installment  or  series  shall  be  more  than  two  and  one-half 
times  as  great  in  amount  as  the  smallest  prior  installment  or 
series  of  the  same  bond  issue. 

Sec.  4.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  and  denomina- 
tions and  with  such  provisions  as  to  time  and  place  of  payment 
of  principal  and  interest,  as  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Rowan  County  may  determine.  The  bonds  shall  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually. They  may  be  either  coupon  bonds  or  registered  bonds, 
and  if  issued  in  coupon  form  may  be  registerable  as  to  principal 
or  as  to  both  principal  and  interest.  They  shall  be  signed  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Rowan  County, 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  the  county  seal  shall 
be  affixed  to  the  bonds.  The  coupons  of  such  bonds  shall  bear 
the  printed  or  lithographed  or  engraved  facsimile  signature  of 
the  chairman  of  said  board  of  county  commissioners  who  is  in 
office  at  the  date  of  the  bonds.  The  delivery  of  bonds  signed  as 
aforesaid  by  the  officers  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  signing 
shall  be  valid  notwithstanding  any  changes  in  offices  occurring 
after  such  signing. 

Sec.  5.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  upon  sealed  proposals  at  a 
price  not  less  than  par  and  any  interest  accrued  up  to  the  time 
of  delivery  of  the  bonds  sold.  Notice  of  any  sale  shall  be  pub- 
lished at  least  once  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of 
Salisbury,  containing  a  description  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold,  the 
place  of  sale  and  the  time  limited  for  the  receipt  of  proposals, 
which  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  first  publication 
of  such  notice.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  may  cause 
such  further  publication  of  notice  to  be  made  as  it  may  deem 
expedient.  The  notice  of  sale  shall  require  that  all  bids  be 
accompanied  by  a  certified  check,  drawn  to  the  order  of  Rowan 
County,  in  an  amount  equal  to  two  per  cent  (2%)  of  the  face 
amount  of  bonds  to  be  sold,  to  secure  the  county  against  loss 
resulting  from  the  failure  of  the  bidder  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  his  bid.  All  proposals  submitted  pursuant  to  such 
notice  shall  be  opened  in  public,  and  the  bonds  shall  be  awarded 
to  the  highest  bidder,  unless  all  bids  are  rejected.  The  county 
shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

Sec  6.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  placed 
in  a  separate  fund  and  used  only  for  the  purposes  for  which  the

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  net  or  trap  quail  or  partridges,  or  to  net,  trap,  shoot,  kill  or 
in  any  manner  whatever  to  destroy  wild  turkeys  or  their  eggs 
in  Davie  County  at  any  time. 

Sec  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  quail,  partridge,  woodcock 
or  other  game  birds  dead  or  alive  in  Davie  County;  and  it  shall 
further  be  unlawful  for  any  such  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
to  ship,  convey  or  cause  to  be  shipped  or  conveyed  in  any  manner 
whatever  any  such  quail,  partridge  or  other  game  birds  out  of 
Davie  County  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly.

Sec.  6.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  Close  season  for 
to  hunt  opossums  in  any  manner  in  Davie  County  between  the  opossums- 
first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year. 

Sec.  7.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt  Squirrels, 
squirrels  in  Davie  County  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the 
first  day  of  September  in  any  year. 

Sec.  8.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt,  Fur-bearing 

shoot,   trap  or  kill  any  fur-bearing  animal  in  Davie  County  amma  s* 

between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November 

in  every  year:  Provided,  that  opossums  and  squirrels  shall  not 

be  construed  to  be  fur-bearing  animals. 

Sec  9.    That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  Appointment  of 

game  warden. 

of  this  act,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Davie  County,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  and  biennially  thereafter,  shall  appoint  a  chief  game  warden 
for  Davie  County  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  diligently  to  enforce  the  game  Duties, 
laws  of  Davie  County  as  herein  set  forth,  and  all  other  game 
laws  applicable  to  said  county,  either  general  or  special;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  game  warden  above  mentioned, 
upon  the  petition  of  three  freeholders  of  any  township  in  said  Deputies, 
county  to  appoint  deputly  game  wardens.

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days 
in  jail. 

Sec.  14.    That  this  act  shall  apply  to  Davie  County  only. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-one.

CHAPTEE  247 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  ROAD 
COMMISSIONERS  FOR  POLK  COUNTY,  AND  AMENDING 
CHAPTER  456,  PUBLIC-LOCAL  LAWS  OF  NORTH  CARO- 
LINA, SESSION  1919. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  C.  W.  Davis  and  J.  H.  Gibbs  be  and  they 
are  hereby  appointed  road  commissioners  of  Polk  County  to 
succeed  E.  B.  Lancaster  and  J.  H.  Gibbs,  named  as  such  road 
commissioners  in  section  two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
fifty-six,  Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  nineteen. 

Sec.  2.  That  sections  twenty-four,  twenty-five;  and  twenty- 
six  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  nineteen,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  stricken 
out,  and  the  following  sections  are  substituted  in  lieu  thereof, 
to-wit: 

"Sec.  24.  That  for  the  purpose  of  efficiently  maintaining  and 
caring  for  the  public  roads  and  bridges  of  Polk  County,  the  road 
commissioners  created  by  this  act  shall  divide  Polk  County  into 
three  districts,  and  one  of  said  road  commissioners  shall  be 
designated  to  be  in  control  and  supervise  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  all  the  public  roads  and  bridges  in  the  district  to 
which  he  shall  have  been  designated."

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ceding  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  report  is  to 
be  made,  and  from  what  source  it  was  received; 

"(3)  The  amount  of  cash  on  hand,  if  any,  on  the  first  day  of 
the  month  in  which  the  report  is  made; 

"(4)  An  itemized  statement  of  the  moneys  disbursed  by  the 
said  road  commissioners,  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose  the 
said  disbursements  were  made; 

"(5)  The  amount,  if  any,  of  the  deficit  that  the  said  road 
commissioners  may  have  incurred  during  the  said  six  months 
period;  and  the  said  report  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  state- 
ment showing  the  number  of  miles  of  road  built  during  the  said 
six  months  period,  and  the  name  of  the  roads  and  the  names 
of  the  townships  in  which  said  roads  were  built,  the  number 
of  miles  and  names  of  roads  which  have  been  repaired  during 
the  said  six  months  period,  and  the  names  of  the  townships  in 
which  said  roads  are  located.  Said  report  and  statement  shall  be 
posted  at  the  courthouse  door  at  Columbus  and  copies  of  said 
report  and  statement  shall  be  posted  by  the  said  road  commis- 
sioners at  least  at  three  other  public  places  in  each  of  the

drains  or  ditches  upon  any  land  adjoining  or  lying  near  any 
road  that  said  commissioners  may  deem  necessary  for  the  better 
condition  of  the  road;  and  the  drains  and  ditches  so  made  shall 
not  be  obstructed  by  the  occupants  of  such  lands  or  any  other 
person;  and  any  person  obstructing  such  drains  or  ditches  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  of  such  offense 
shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the

Section  1.  That  Arthur  H.  London,  who  will  act  as  chairman, 
Dr.  R.  W.  Palmer  and  Dr.  Clyde  Thomas,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  to  select  a  site  for  a  hospital  and  a 
new  county  home  for  the  aged  and  infirm  for  said  county  of 
Chatham,  and  they  are  hereby  requested,  empowered  and  di- 
rected to  sell  the  present  county  home  in  such  manner  and 
on  such  terms  as  they  may  think  best,  the  proceeds  to  be 
paid  into  the  general  county  treasury,  the  deed  or  deeds  to 
purchasers  to  be  executed  by  the  county  commissioners,  and 
to  purchase  another  site  near  some  highway  or  railroad  if  in 
their  opinion  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  said  home  would  be 
enhanced  thereby. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  are  further  requested, 
empowered  and  directed  to  have  plans  drawn  by  an  architect 
for  building  of  said  hospital  and  home,  which  shall  be  provided 
with  toilets,  bathrooms  and  lavatories,  with  running  water  and 
sewerage,  and  all  sanitary  provisions  for  the  safety  and  comfort 
of  the  inmates. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  commissioners  are  further  requested,  em- 
powered and  directed,  after  securing  a  site  for  said  building  and 
the  plans  of  the  architect,  which  architect  shall  follow  the 
discretion  of  the  commissioners  in  regard  to  said  plans,  to  make 
a  full  report  to  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county,  speci- 
fying the  site  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  to  file  the  plans  of  the 
architect  with  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  county  commissioners  are  hereby  empowered, 
ordered  and  directed  to  have  constructed  and  equipped  a  hospital 
and  a  new  county  home  in  accordance  with  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act,  and  for  that  purpose  they  are  empowered, 
ordered  and  directed  to  levy  a  special  tax  for  that  purpose,  or  in 
lieu  thereof  may  issue  bonds  of  the  county,  bearing  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
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fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  in  their  discretion,  said  bonds  Amount, 
to  run  for  thirty  years  and  to  be  in  denominations  of  fifty  Maturity, 
dollars,   one   hundred  dollars   and   five  hundred   dollars,   each  Denominations, 
which  shall  be  marked  "Chatham  County  Hospital  and  Home  Designation. 
Bonds." 

Sec.  5.    That  if  any  bonds  are  issued  under  the  authority  of  Special  tax. 
section  four  of  this  act  the  county  commissioners  shall  annually 
thereafter  levy  on  all  real  and  personal  property  in  Chatham 
County  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds 
and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  adequate  to  retire  said  bonds  at 
maturity.

CHAPTER  251 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  RURAL  POLICEMEN  FOR 
COLUMBUS  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  nineteen  Appointment  and 
hundred  and  twenty-two,  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  and  j£men 
every  two  years  thereafter,  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Columbus  County  shall  appoint  three,  or  more  if  he  deem 
necessary,  able-bodied  men  of  good  moral  character,  known  not 
to  be  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors,  and  commission 
them  as  rural  policemen  of  Columbus  County.    The  said  clerk  Removal  for 
of  the  Superior  Court  is  hereby  empowered  to  remove  any  cause- 
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policeman  provided  for  in  this  act,  at  any  time  for  good  and 
just  cause,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead.  Until  the  police- 
men herein  provided  for  are  appointed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court,  Y.  N.  Gore,  and  C.  L.  Sasser  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed to  serve  as  rural  policemen  of  Columbus  County. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  compensation  of  said  policemen  shall  be  the 
same  fees  and  rewards  for  their  services  as  are  allowed  to 
executing  officers  in  Columbus  County,  and  two  dollars  per  day 
and  actual  traveling  expenses  in  conveying  prisoners  to  the 
county  roads  or  the  common  jail  of  Columbus  County  as  the 
order  may  direct,  to  be  included  in  the  bill  of  cost  and  paid  by 
the  treasurer  of  Columbus  County,  upon  warrant  of  commissioners 
of  Columbus  County,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month:  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  said  policemen  shall  provide  themselves 
with  policemen's  billets  and  such  firearms  as  may  be  required, 
and  with  horses  or  other  means  of  conveyance  for  regular  use 
in  riding  over  the  county  and  performing  duties  as  mounted 
policemen,  and  shall  bear  all  expense  incident  to  their  service. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  policemen,  specially 
in  the  rural  districts,  to  patrol  and  police  the  county  to  prevent 
and  detect  and  to  prosecute  for  the  violations  of  the  criminal 
law  of  every  kind,  making  arrests  upon  their  own  initiative, 
as  well  as  upon  complaint  and  information,  and  to  report  their 
official  acts  and  all  known  or  suspected  violations  of  the  criminal 
law  to  the  sheriff  of  Columbus  County. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  policemen  shall  have  authority,  for  any 
suspected  freshly  committed  crime,  whether  upon  view  or  upon 
prompt  information  or  complaint,  to  arrest  without  warrant; 
and  they  shall  have  the  right  and  authority  to  summons  any 
person  or  persons  to  assist  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  in  arresting 
violators  or  suspected  violators  thereof;  and  any  citizens  who 
shall  fail  to  respond  and  render  assistance  when  so  summoned 
or  called  upon  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  thirty  days  or 
be  fined  fifty  dollars.  "When  an  arrest  is  made  without  warrant, 
the  person  so  arrested  shall  forthwith  be  carried  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  recorder,  and  a  warrant  of  arrest  pro- 
cured, and  disposed  of  as  the  magistrate  or  recorder  shall 
direct. 

Sec  5.  That  each  of  the  said  policemen  shall,  before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  enter  into  bond  in  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by 
the  said  county  commissioners  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  and  for  the  payment  to.  the  county,  and 
to  any  person  or  corporation,  all  such  damage  as  they  or  any 
of  them  may  sustain  by  reason  of  his  malfeasance  in  office  or 
abuse  of  his  discretion;  and  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  the 
following  oath  (or  affirmation),  to-wit:    "I  solemnly  swear  (or 
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affirm)  that  during  my  term  of  office  as  county  policeman  I  will 

study  the  act  creating  the  office  and  prescribing  my  duties,  and 

will  be  alert  and  vigilant  to  enforce  the  criminal  laws  of  the 

State,  and  to  detect  and  bring  to  punishment  every  violation 

of  the  same,  and  will  conduct  myself  at  all  times  with  due 

consideration  to  all  persons,  and  will  not  be  influenced  in  any 

matter  on  account  of  any  personal  bias  or  prejudice:  so  help 

me  God."    The  form  of  said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bond  approved 

county  commissioners,  and  with  the  oath  shall  be  filed  with  and  andfiled- 

kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Columbus  County. 

Sec.  6.    That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force 
from  and  after  its  ratification.

CHAPTER  252 

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  PUB-

LAWS  IN  REFERENCE  THERETO.

Section  1.  That  chapter  ninety-one,  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  Law  repealed,

IZE AND  EMPOWER  THE  COUNTY  OF  BERTIE  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS  TO  CONSTRUCT,  BUILD,  REPAIR  AND  MAINTAIN 
THE  PUBLIC  ROADS  AND  BRIDGES  OF  THE  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  T.  Tadlock  of  Windsor  Township,  and  Commissioners 
Charles  H.  Jenkins  of  Mitchell  Township,  be  and  they  are  hereby  named- 
appointed  members  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of 
Bertie  County  for  a  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  to  fill  the 
terms  of  office  on  said  board  expiring  on  the  first  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  as  provided  by  chapter 
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three  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  Public-Local  Laws  of  North 
Carolina,  session  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  establishing,  build- 
ing, constructing,  repairing  and  maintaining  the  public  roads 
and  bridges  in  Bertie  County,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  said  county,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  board  of  road 
commissioners  of  said  county  at  any  time  during  the  year  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  during  the  year  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  are  hereby  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
Bertie  County  the  question,  "Shall  Bertie  County  issue  its  bonds 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($500,000.00),  with  interest  coupons  attached,  and  authorize  the 
levy  of  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  provide 
a  sinking  fund  for  their  redemption,  the  proceeds  of  which  bonds 
to  he  used  in  laying  out,  establishing,  building,  constructing, 
repairing  and  maintaining  the  public  roads  and  bridges  in  said 
county?"  The  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall,  for 
at  least  thirty  days  before  said  election,  give  public  notice  of 
such  election  and  the  purpose  thereof,  by  publication  in  a  news- 
paper in  circulation  in  said  county  and  by  posting  notice  thereof 
at  the  courthouse  door  in  said  county. 

Sec.  3.  The  election  held  under  this  act  shall  be  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  described 
by  law  for  holding  elections  for  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, except  as  herein  otherwise  stated.  The  said  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  appoint  the  registrars  and  judges 
of  election  and  any  other  election  officers  necessary  for  holding 
said  election,  and  registration  and  challenge  of  voters  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
provided  for  election  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  ex- 
cept as  herein  provided.  The  said  board  of  county  commissioners 
may  or  may  not,  in  their  discretion,  order  a  new  registration 
for  any  election  held  under  this  act.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  no  one  shall  hunt,  shoot,  kill  or  trap  any  wild 
duck,  geese,  brant  or  other  wild  fowls,  or  act  as  guide  to  any- 
one so  engaged,  from  shore,  marsh,  blind,  battery  or  other 
floating  device  on  or  adjacent  to  the  waters  of  Currituck  Sound 
or  its  tributaries  in  Currituck  County  unless  he  shall  have 
obtained  from  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Currituck 
County  a  hunter's  license  such  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Currituck  County  to  issue  license  upon  receipt  of 
application  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  To  a  nonresident  of  the  State  who  makes  application  in 
writing,  giving  his  name,  residence,  business  or  profession,  age 
color  of  hair  and  eyes,  height  and  approximate  weight,  and 
encloses: 

(1)  Seventy-five  dollars,  and  also  two  dollars  as  a  fee  to  the 
clerk,  if  the  applicant  desires  a  license  good  to  shoot  from  shore 
or  afloat  for  the  entire  hunting  season  or  unexpired  portion 
thereof  for  which  the  license  is  issued; 

(2)  Twenty -five  dollars,  and  also  one  dollar  as  fee  to  the 
clerk  if  the  applicant  desires  a  license  good  to  shoot  from  shore 
or  afloat  for  two  days  only  on  days  to  be  specified  in  the  ap- 
plication and  in  the  license; 

(3)  Ten  dollars,  and  also  fifty  cents  as  fee  to  the  clerk,  for 
each  additional  day  on  which  the  applicant  desires  a  license  to 
shoot  from  shore  or  afloat,  the  additional  day  or  days  to  be 
specified  in  the  application  and  in  the  license; 

(4)  Twenty  dollars,  and  also  one  dollar  as  a  fee  to  the  clerk, 
if  the  applicant  be  a  member  or  the  guest  of  a  member  of  any 
shooting  club  now  existing  and  paying  taxes  in  Currituck 
County,  such  fact  to  be  stated  in  the  application  and  such 
license  to  privilege  the  possessor  to  shoot  only  from  shore  and 
not  afloat; 

(5)  Twenty-five  dollars,  and  also  one  dollar  as  a  fee  to  the 
clerk,  for  four  shooting  days,  and  five  dollars  and  also  fifty 
cents  as  a  fee  to  the  clerk  for  each  additional  shooting  day, 
if  the  applicant  be  not  a  member  or  a  guest  of  a  member  of  any 
shooting  club  now  existing  and  paying  taxes  in  Currituck 
County  and  desires  to  shoot  only  from  shore  and  not  afloat 
on  days  to  be  specified  in  the  license. 

(6)  Twenty  dollars,  and  also  one  dollar  as  a  fee  to  the  clerk, 
for  eight  shooting  days,  and  two  dollars  and  also  twenty-five 
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cents  as  fee  to  the  clerk  for  each  additional  shooting  day,  if 
the  applicant  desires  a  license  to  shoot  only  from  a  blind,  the 
shooting  days  to  be  specified  in  the  license. 

(b)  To  a  resident  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  not  residing  Application  from

other  taxes  authorized  by  law  of  not  less  than  one  per  centum 
nor  more  than  four  per  centum  of  the  face  value  of  the  bonds 
issued  hereunder. 

The  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  coupon  form,  and 
the  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  executed  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  board;  said  bonds  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board 
and  upon  terms  to  be  by  it  provided,  be  made  subject  to  regis- 
tration as  to  principal  alone  or  as  to  both  principal  and  interest. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  granted  by  this  act  are  in  addition  to  the 
existing  powers  of  said  county. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  raifica- 
tion.

CHAPTER  290 
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SPECIAL  OFFICERS  OF  CATAWBA  COUNTY.

The 
township  trustees  shall  visit  each  section  of  road  not  less  than 
three  times  a  year,  and  meet  the  county  commissioners  or  road 
commissioner  on  the  second  Monday  in  April,  August  and  De- 
cember, and  make  a  report  of  the  condition  of  their  roads. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  county  commissioners  or  road  commissioner 
shall  have  prepared  and  furnish  the  township  or  precinct  trus- 
tees receipt  books  to  be  used  in  giving  receipts  for  the  free  labor 
work,  also  to  those  who  may  pay  for  their  road  duties  in  lieu 
of  work.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  or  road  overseer 
to  collect  from  those  who  wish  to  pay  instead  of  work,  the  sum 
of  six  dollars  per  annum  or  work  five  days  each  year  on  the 
public  roads  of  the  county. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  able-bodied  male  persons  of  the  county  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five,  except  residents  of 
incorporated  cities  and  towns,  shall  work  upon  the  public  roads 
of  said  county  in  their  respective  townships  or  precincts  six 
days  of  nine  hours  each  after  having  been  legally  notified  by 
the  overseer  of  such  section  of  road,  or  in  lieu  of  the  six  days 
work  said  person  so  liable  may  pay  to  the  road  overseer  or  any 
other  person  legally  authorized  by  the  county  commissioners  or 
road  commissioner  to  receive  the  same,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
a  half  per  day  for  each  day  he  is  warned  to  work  said  road.  And 
shall  be  receipted  for  the  same  by  the  overseer  or  trustee  or 
may  pay  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  receive  a  receipt  for  road 
duty  for  the  entire  year:  Provided,  any  person  or  persons  may 
be  worked  two  extra  days  in  case  of  building  new  roads  or  wash- 
outs or  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  day  instead.  Said  work  to  be 
done  in  any  part  of  the  township  or  precinct.  Any  person  who 
shall  wilfully  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  of  six  dollars  or  integral 
parts  thereof,  or  shall  refuse  to  perform  the  work,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense  or 
imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  That  all  moneys  col- 
lected in  lieu  of  work  on  roads  shall  be  receipted  for  when  col- 
lected and  such  receipt  kept  for  settlement,  and  further,  those 
entrusted  with  the  collecting  shall  keep  in  a  book  furnished  for

That  the  county  commissioners  or  road  commissioner,  Annual  classifica- 
at  their  regular  meeting  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,   and   annually  thereafter  as   necessary,  shall 
classify  all  the  roads  in  Haywood  County  into  four  classes,  as 
follows,  to-wit:     (one)  State  highway;   (two)  county  highways;  Classes, 
(three)  community  roads;   (four)  cartways.    That  for  the  pur-  State  highways, 
pose  of  this  act  the  roads  designated  as  State  highways  are  to 
be  the  roads  now  designated  or  as  may  hereafter  become  ac- 
cepted by  the  State  Highway  Commission  as  part  or  parts  of  a 
State  highway  system  of  roads.    The  roads  designated  as  county  County  highways, 
highways  are  the  roads  of  next  greatest  importance  in  the  county 
on  account  of  location  and  extent  of  traffic,  and  may  be  estab-  Maintenance, 
lished  regardless  of  boundaries  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  state 
of  repair  by  contract.    They  shall  be  of  uniform  grade  and  not 
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lees  than  sixteen  feet  in  width  in  rock  and  twenty-five  feet  in 
dirt,  and  as  far  as  possible  shall  be  surfaced  roads.  Community- 
roads  are  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  considered  of  lesser  im- 
portance, and  may  be  sixteen  to  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  owing 
to  local  conditions  and  extent  of  travel,  and  may  be  repaired 
by-  either  contract,  free  labor,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  or  the  road  commissioner.  Cartways 
as  defined  in  this  act  must  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  parties 
using  the  same,  and  shall  be  laid  off,  whenever  practicable,  four- 
teen feet  in  width:  Provided,  that  they  may  be  changed,  discon- 
tinued or  extended  within  the  discretion  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners or  road  commissioner,  where  due  cause  for  such  change 
has  been  shown  by  the  parties  interested.  Any  person  desiring 
a  cartway  opened  up  over  the  lands  of  another  person  shall  file 
his  petition  for  the  same  before  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners or  road  commissioner,  praying  for  a  cartway  to  be  kept 
open  across  such  other  persons'  lands  leading  to  some  public 
road,  and  upon  his  making  it  appear  to  the  board  that  the  ad- 
verse party  has  had  ten  days  notice  of  his  intention  the  board 
shall  hear  the  allegations  of  the  petitioner  and  the  objections  of 
the  adverse  party  or  parties,  and  if  sufficient  reason  be  shown, 
shall  order  the  sheriff  or  other  lawful  officer  to  summon  a 
jury  of  five  freeholders  to  view  the  premises  and  lay  off  a  cart- 
way not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and  assess  the  damages  to 
the  owner  of  such  land  that  may  be  sustained  thereby,  which, 
with  the  expenses  of  laying  out  the  way,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
petitioner,  and  the  way  shall  be  kept  for  the  free  passage  of  all 
persons  on  foot  or  horseback,  carts  and  wagons. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
or  road  commissioner  of  said  county,  and  as  soon  as  necessary 
arrangements  can  be  made  and  the  necessary  funds  obtained, 
to  advertise  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  said  county  for 
lowest  bids  to  repair  and  improve  all  or  any  part  of  the  public 
roads  of  Haywood  County;  the  said  board  or  commissioner  of 
roads  first  reserving  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  offered: 
Provided,  that  before  any  contractor  commences  to  repair  or  im- 
prove any  road  or  roads  in  said  county  he  must  first  enter  into 
a  written  contract  with  the  board  of  commissioners  or  the  road 
commissioner  to  repair  or  improve,  as  the  case  may  be,  all  such 
roads  bid  off  in  the  way  and  manner  as  may  be  designated  by  a 
competent  engineer  furnished  by  said  board  of  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Haywood  County, 
or  the  road  commissioner,  in  order  to  expedite  the  repairing  and 
improving  the  roads  of  said  county,  may  have  the  right,  if 
within  their  judgment  it  may  become  necessary  or  advisable, 
to  borrow  such  fund  or  funds  for  road  purposes  not  to  exceed 
two-thirds  of  the  levy  as  set  forth  in  this  act  in  any  one  year, 
and  the  rate  of  interest  on  such  loans  shall  not  exceed  six  per 
centum  per  annum. 
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Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  in  a  good  state  of  Reserve  fund  for 
repair  the  roads  of  Haywood  County  the  board  of  commissioners,  repairs- 
or  road  commissioner,  may  set  aside  annually,  if  within  their 
judgment  they  deem  it  necessary,  twenty  per  cent  of  the  total 
road  funds  of  said  county,  together  with  all  moneys  derived  in 
lieu  of  free  labor  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  in  good  repair  the 
roads  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  commissioners  or 
the  road  commissioner  and  as  classified  in  section  five. 

Sec.  9.   That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Entry  on  land  for 
this  act  any  contractor  or  superintendent  of  any  road  or  roads  materials- 
of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  lands  near 
to  or  adjoining  such  road  or  roads,  to  cut  and  carry  timber, 
except  trees  or  groves  on  improved  lands  planted  or  left  for 
ornament  or  shade,  to  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug  and  carried  away 
any  gravel,  sand,  or  stone  which  may  be  necessary  to  construct, 
improve  or  repair  said  road,  and  to  enter  on  any  lands  adjoining  Drains  or  ditches, 
or  lying  near  the  road  in  order  to  make  such  drain  or  ditches 
through  the  same  as  he  or  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
betterment  of  said  road,  doing  as  little  injury  to  said  lands  as 
the  nature  of  the  case  and  the  public  good  will  permit,  and  all  Action  for 
persons  claiming  damages  for  the  same  shall  not  commence  damases- 
action  for  the  same  until  three  months  after  said  road  or  roads 
have  been  repaired  and  improved.    Any  and  all  damages  sus-  Damages  paid 
tained  by  reason  of  carrying  off  timber,  gravel,  et  cetera,  shall  be  { JJ3ggeneral 
paid  out  of  the  general  fund.

That  the  county  treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate  ac-  Separate  accounts, 
count  of  the  road  fund  of  the  county  and  of  his  disbursements 
of  the  same,  and  he  shall  make  a  written  report  thereof  to  the  Monthly  reports, 
board  of  county  commissioners  or  road  commissioner  at  their

Sec  12.    That  the  commissioners  or  road  commissioner  of  Changes  of  roads, 
said  county  may  have  the  right  to  pay  out  or  make  such  changes 
in  any  of  the  public  roads  of  said  county  where  and  whenever 
deemed  necessary. 

Sec  13.   That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause, 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  14.   That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

Preamble :  ma-  Whereas,  At  an  election  held  in  Craven  County  on  June  fifth, 

iorterys0f  registered  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  on  the  question  of 
"issuing  bonds  of  the  said  county  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  re- 
paring  schoolhouses  and  furnishing  the  same  with  suitable 
equipment  and  levying  and  collecting  annually  an  ad  valorem 
special  tax  for  the  said  schools  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on 
every  one  hundred  dollars  value  of  real  and  personal  property 
and  forty-five  cents  on  each  taxable  poll  in  said  county;  said 
bonds  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum

two  notes  aggregating  ten  thousand  dollars;  Newport  Culvert 
Company,  Newport,  Kentucky,  one  note  for  four  thousand  one 
hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents;  said  total 
aggregate  of  the  said  notes  being  seventy-nine  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents,  all  of 
which  floating  indebtedness  is  hereby  ratified.

That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Mc- 
Dowell County  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  elect 
and  appoint,  from  a  list  of  eligibles  submitted  by  the  sheriff 
of  McDowell  County,  such  a  number  of  persons  as  said  board 
may  consider  necessary  and  competent  to  perform  the  duties 
hereinafter  designated,  which  persons  shall  serve  and  shall  be 
known  as  the  rural  police  of  McDowell  County. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  fix  the 
salaries  and  compensation  of  the  said  rural  police  and  shall 
also,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  sheriff  of  McDowell  County, 
provide  conveyances  and  other  equipment  needed  by  the  said 
police  for  the  proper  patrolling  of  McDowell  County.  The 
salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  said  rural  police  shall  be  paid 
in  such  amount  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  determined 
by  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners.

County,  to  patrol  said  McDowell  County  and  to  maintain  order 
and  quiet  in  said  county;  to  prevent  violation  of  the  law;  to 
locate  and  apprehend  violators  of  the  law  and  to  investigate 
and  report  to  the  sheriff  of  McDowell  County  or  other  proper 
officers  in  said  county,  any  conditions  or  facts,  the  existence  of 
which  are  injurious  to  the  material  or  moral  well  being  of  the 
citizens  of  McDowell  County. 

That  the  said  rural  police  shall  have  authority  in  Extension  of  juris- 
actual  pursuit  of  a  person  whom  they  have  reasonable  grounds  dlctlon- 
to  believe  has  committed  a  crime  in  McDowell  County,  to  arrest 
such  person  within  a  mile  of  the  county  limits  in  McDowell

plants  used  for  the  illicit  distillation  of  spirituous  liquors  within

that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  require  any  person  to  obtain 
a  license  to  fish  upon  his  own  land  or  to  require  any  officer, 
agent  or  employee,  or  representative  of  any  corporation,  to  ob- 
tain a  license  to  fish  upon  the  land  or  premises  of  such  corpora- 
tion or  in  and  upon  any  body  of  water  owned  or  controlled 
by  such  corporation,  nor  shall  the  guests  of  such  above  mentioned 
persons  if  accompanied  by  such  persons,  be  required  to  obtain 
such  license.  The  said  commission  may  prescribe  the  form  of  said 
license,  the  rules  and  regulations  under  which  the  said  license 
shall  be  granted  and  the  amount  of  fee,  if  any,  to  be  paid  for 
said  license:  Provided,  however,  that  the  annual  license  fee 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars.

CHAPTER  322 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  BETTER  ROADS  FOR  PENDER 
COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Pender  County  Election  of  road 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  commissloners- 
duty  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  Date  for  election, 
and  twenty-one,  to  elect  a  road  commissioner  for  each  township 
in  said  county,  for  the.  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act.    Each  commissioner  when  so  appointed  shall  take 
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and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office,  and  shall  be  required  to  give 
such  bond  as  the  board  of  commissioners  may  require  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  and  for  properly  accounting 
for  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of 
his  office. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  commissioner 
of  each  township  to  lay  off  his  township  into  such  sections  as 
he  may  deem  best  and  expedient  for  the  improvement  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  public  roads  of  his  township.  In  laying  off  such 
sections  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  fix  the  boundaries  thereof  in 
such  intelligible  way  as  will  enable  the  public  to  ascertain 
the  same,  and  such  sections  may  be  described  by  referring  to 
the  several  tracts  of  lands  or  farms  composing  the  same.  Said 
road  commissioner,  after  dividing  his  township  into  sections 
as  aforesaid,  shall  make  a  report  of  such  divisions  to  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  Pender  County,  and  such  report  shall  be 
filed  of  record  and  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  location 
of  such  boundaries  and  competent  as  such  in  the  several  courts  of 
said  county. 

Sec.  3.  The  road  commissioner  of  each  township  shall  appoint 
a  road  overseer  for  each  road  section,  and  such  overseer  shall 
work  the  roads  of  his  section  under  the  direction  of  said  commis- 
sioner, subject,  however,  to  such  rules  as  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  Pender  County  may  make  for  working  said  roads. 
Said  road  overseers,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  vested  with  all  the  authority  and  power  now  given  to  road 
overseers  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State.  Said  road  over- 
seer shall  be  required  to  devote  six  (6)  days  work  to  his  section 
each  road  year,  and  shall  keep  said  roads  in  good  repair  in 
so  far  as  the  labor  and  funds  available  under  this  act  shall 
permit. 

Sec.  4.  Each  road  overseer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  town- 
ship commissioner  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  his  appointment 
of  the  number  of  able-bodied  men  within  the  ages  of  eighteen 
(18)  and  forty-five  (45)  years  within  his  road  section,  together 
with  the  names  of  each,  and  all  such  men  in  said  section  shall  be 
required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  work  on  the  public 
roads  of  Pender  County  six  (6)  days  in  each  year,  and  ten  (10) 
hours  of  good  and  faithful  service  shall  constitute  a  day's  work:

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  existing  road  commissions  in  Macon 
County  and  in  any  of  the  townships  of  Macon  County  are  hereby 
abolished  and  all  powers  heretofore  exercised  by  any  county 
or  township  commission  or  individuals  over  the  public  roads 
of  Macon  County  are  hereby  conferred  upon  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Macon  County.  From  and  after  the  ratification 
of  this  act,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Macon  County 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
by  the  general  law  or  special  statutes  upon  any  road  commission 
or  other  commission  or  any  individual  over  the  public  roads 
of  Macon  County,  and  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners 
shall  have  complete  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  control  over 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  public  roads 
and  bridges  of  Macon  County.

Section  1.    That  the  incorporated  towns  in  the  county  of  One-half  road 
Madison  shall  receive  one-half  of  the  special  road  taxes  levied  taxes  to  towns- 
by  the  county  commissioners  on  the  taxable  property  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  towns  at  the  time  when  said  special 
taxes  are  levied  on  all  taxable  property  in  the  said  county  of 
Madison:    Provided,  that  the  aldermen  or  commissioners  for  Proviso:  towns, 
said  incorporated  towns  shall  each  year  levy  and  collect  such  jJJ^  Clty  double- 
tax  for  street  and  road  purposes  on  the  property  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  town  as  will  amount  to  twice  as  much 
as  the  amount  derived  from  the  special  taxes  levied  by  the 
county  commissioners  for  road  purposes  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  said  towns. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause, 
act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  3.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  333 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  WILKES 
COUNTY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  FOR  ROAD  PURPOSES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  constructing  Purpose  of  bond 
and  maintaining  the  system  of  public  roads  of  Wilkes  County  issue- 
already  commenced  and  partly  constructed,  as  authorized  and 
provided  for  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-five,  Public- 
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Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  fifty-one,  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  said  county,  and  they  are  hereby 
directed  to  issue,  coupon  or  serial  bonds  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($275,000), 
in  such  denominations  as  they  may  determine,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
semiannually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined 
by  said  board;  and  said  bonds  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor 
and  transferable  in  such  way  and  the  principal  thereof  payable 
at  such  place  and  at  such  time  or  times  as  said  board  may  de- 
termine, not  exceeding  forty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  after  advertising  the 
sale  thereof  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Wilkes  County  and 
in  such  other  newspapers  or  journals  as  the  county  commis- 
sioners may  determine,  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  before  the 
sale  of  said  bonds:  Provided,  that  said  board  may  reject  any  or 
all  of  said  bids  and  may  order  a  readvertisement  for  further 
bids:  and,  Provided  further,  that  said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold 
for  less  than  par. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  numbered  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  commissioners  and  attested  by 
the  signature  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  said  county  and  shall 
bear  the  corporate  seal  of  said  county.  The  coupons  attached  to 
each  bond  shall  bear  the  number  of  said  bond  as  well  as  the 
number  of  the  coupon  and  shall  be  executed  either  by  the  sign- 
ing of  the  chairman  of  said  board  and  the  register  of  deeds  or 
with  their  lithographic  signatures. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  to 
create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  purpose  of  taking  them  up  at  ma- 
turity the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  annually 
levy,  at  the  time  of  levying  other  taxes,  a  special  tax  of  not  less 
than  twenty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  all  tax- 
able property  in  said  county  and  not  less  than  sixty  cents  on 
each  poll  therein. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  taxes  when  collected  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  all  other  taxes  and  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses expressed  in  this  act:  Provided,  that  if  the  funds  derived 
from  said  taxes  shall  be  more  than  sufficient  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  of  said  bonds  and  provide  for  a  sinking  fund,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  said  surplus  shall  be  used  as  an  addi- 
tional maintenance  fund  in  connection  with  and  supplementary 
to  the  maintenance  fund  provided  for  in  chapter  three  hundred 
and  forty-five,  Public-Local  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fif- 
teen, and  chapted  four  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  Public-Local 
Laws  of  one  thousand  nine-  hundred  and  nineteen;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  annually  to  turn  such 
surplus  over  to  the  good  road  commissioners  of  Wilkes  County. 
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Sec.  5.    That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commis-  Investment  of 
-sioners  of  Wilkes  County  to  invest  annually  any  and  all  moneys  j^ds^ fund  m 
accruing  from  said  special  tax  for  sinking  fund  in  the  purchase 
of  said  bonds,  if  the  same  can  be  bought  at  a  price  advantageous 
to  the  county,  and  if  not,  then  to  invest  said  funds  upon  the  Alternative  in- 
most advantageous  terms  they  can  secure  for  the  county  upon  vestments- 
approved  security,  said  funds  to  be  invested  in  Wilkes  County 
if  safe  and  satisfactory  investment  can  be  had  therein. 

Sec.  6.    That  the  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  Proceeds  of  bonds 
shall  be  turned  over  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners  to  Sfisston.  r°ad  C°m" 
the  good  road  commission  of  Wilkes  County  and  said  good  road 
commission  shall  use  amounts  herein  provided  for  in  surveying,  Appropriation, 
laying  out,  building,  top-soiling  and  otherwise  improving  the 
roads  authorized  and  established  by  law  in  Wilkes  County  and 
other  roads  that  may  be  necessary  to  a  comprehensive  and 
practical  system  of  roads  in  said  county  and  advantageous  to 
the  public  travel. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Issue  of  bonds  in 
Wilkes  County  to  issue  said  bonds  in  blocks  of  fifty  thousand  blocks- 
dollars  ($50,000)  or  more  from  time  to  time  as  the  proceeds 
thereof  may  be  necessary  and  required  in  road  work  in  said 
county,  in  the  event  they  find  they  can  sell  said  bonds  in  such 
blocks  upon  terms  as  advantageous  to  the  county  as  a  sale 
of  all  of  the  issue  herein  authorized  at  one  time. 

That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause, 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  834 

AN  ACT  TO  PROMOTE  SANITATION  IN  THE  PRODUCTION 
OF  MILK  AND  MILK  PRODUCTS  IN  BUNCOMBE  COUNTY, 
AND  FOR  OTHER  PURPOSES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  Sale  of  milk  from 
corporation,  to  sell,  distribute  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of  milk  {Jer^*1  C°W °r 
or  milk  products  in  the  city  of  Asheville,  and  Buncombe  County, 
from  any  cow  or  herd  of  cows  that  have  not  been  tested  by  a 
competent  veterinarian  within  the  year  and  found  to  be  free 
from  tuberculosis. 

Sec.  2.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor-  Sanitary  bams, 
poration  to  sell  milk  or  milk  products  in  any  form  in  the  city 
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of  Asheville  and  county  of  Buncombe  from  cows  or  herds  of 
cows,  which  cows  or  herd  are  not  maintained  or  milked  in 
sanitary  barns:  Provided,  a  sanitary  barn  shall  be  defined  for 
the  purpose  of  this  act  as  a  barn  having  a  floor,  and  proper 
drainage,  of  concrete  or  of  some  equally  durable  material  im- 
pervious to  water,  with  sufficient  light  and  ventilation,  and  other- 
wise so  constructed  and  operated  as  to  make  the  production  of 
a  high  quality  of  milk  and  milk  products  possible  and  not 
injurious  to  the  public  health. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  sell  in  Asheville  and  Buncombe  County  modified 
milk,  skimmed  milk,  powdered  milk  or  milk  in  any  changed  or 
modified  form,  without  said  milk  or  milk  products  being  labeled 
or  marked  showing  the  true  contents,  and  the  same  being  made 
to  appear  in  legible  bold  type  on  the  receptacle  or  container  in 
which  such  skimmed,  modified  or  other  milk  or  milk  product 
is  offered  for  sale  and  sold. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  buy  dairy  or  beef  cattle  and  ship  or  in  any  manner 
transfer  the  same  into  Asheville  and  Buncombe  County  unless 
said  animal  has  been  tested  for  tuberculosis  by  a  competent 
veterinarian  immediately  preceding  such  shipment  or  transfer 
and  found  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis,  and  all  other  infection 
and  disease,  which  certificate  of  sueh  veterinarian  shall  be  pro- 
duced and  exhibited  by  the  purchaser  for  inspection  and  approval 
by  the  veterinarian  appointed  -hereunder.  That  all  beef  and 
dairy  animals  shipped  or  transferred  from  without  the  county 
to  any  point  in  Buncombe  County  and  the  city  of  Aheville

Section  1.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  New  Hanover 
County,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  erection,  construction, 
equipment  and  repair  of  suitable  and  permanent  schoolhouses 
in  said  county,  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  children 
of  said  county,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  when 
requested  by  the  board  of  education  of  said  county,  to  submit 
to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  county  the  question, 
"Shall  New  Hanover  County  issue  its  coupon  bonds  not  to  ex-

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  incorporated  towns  in  Rutherford  County, 
North  Carolina,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  said  towns  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  or 
funding  such  outstanding  indebtedness  as  said  towns  may  have 
created  and  which  is  now  outstanding  for  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  said  towns:  Provided,  the  said  indebtedness  was 
created  for  either  waterworks  or  permanent  street  improve- 
ments. And  any  incorporated  town  in  said  county,  which  has

Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent  per  annum  and  shall  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par, 
said  interest  payable  either  annually  or  semiannually  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  duly  constituted  officers  of  said  towns, 
and  shall  be  in  denominations  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  and 
payable  at  such  time  and  place,  both  principal  and  interest,  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  governing  bodies  of  said  towns.  Said  bonds 
shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor  and  transferable  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  governing  bodies  of  said  towns  may  determine  upon 
and  fix,  which  shall  appear  upon  the  face  of  said  bonds. 

Sec  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment

Any  and  all  funds  of  the  county  derived  from  the  sale 
of  bonds,  or  from  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  main- 
tenance of  roads,  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund  known  as 
the  Montgomery  County  highway  fund,  and  shall  be  paid  out  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  county  only  by  vouchers  or  orders  drawn 
by  the  officers  of  the  Montgomery  County  highway  trustees,  who 
are  designated  by  such  board  to  draw  same.

And  any  person  who 
shall  erect  a  gate,  bars,  fence,  or  other  obstruction  across  any 
highway  or  road  herein  provided  for  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both  fined  and 
imprisoned,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  9.  The  highway  commission  created  by  this  act  shall

Hanover  County  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  said 
sum  of  money,  or  so  much  of  said  amount,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  which  amount  so  borrowed 
shall  be  upon  the  joint  note  of  the  board  of  education  and  .the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  said  sum  so  borrowed  shall  interest, 
bear  interest  at  not  more  than  the  legal  rate.

CHAPTEE  346 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PAYMENT  THEREOF. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Montgomery  Bond  issue 
County  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  at  one  time,  or  from  time  authorized- 
to  time,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000.00)  Amount. 
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bonds  of  said  county.  The  said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  not 
more  than  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semiannually 
and  shall  mature  in  annual  installments  or  series,  the  first 
of  which  shall  be  made  payable  not  more  than  three  years 
after  the  date  of  said  bonds,  and  the  last  not  more  than  thirty 
years  from  said  date.  The  amount  of  bonds  to  mature  in  each 
year  shall  be  such  as  will  result  in  a  practically  constant 
amount  being  paid  each  year  for  the  retirement  of  bonds  and 
the  payment  of  interest.  If  all  of  the  bonds  are  not  issued  at 
the  same  time,  the  bonds  at  any  one  time  outstanding  shall 
mature  as  aforesaid.  No  sale  of  any  of  the  said  bonds  shall 
be  made  at  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  nor  until  a  notice 
of  the  date  for  receiving  bids  shall  have  been  published  once 
at  least  ten  days  before  said  date  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
said  county,  and  in  a  financial  journal  published  in  New  York 
City.  No  other  or  further  notice  shall  be  required,  nor  shall 
a  vote  of  the  electors  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  said  bonds. 

Sec.  2.  In  each  year  while  any  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  out- 
standing the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  levy  a  tax 
upon  all  taxable  property  within  the  county  over  and  above 
all  other  taxes  authorized  or  limited  by  law,  sufficient  to  meet 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  when  due,  and  shall  at 
the  same  time,  levy  for  ■  the  maintenance  of  the  roads  and 
bridges  improved  by  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  an  annual  tax 
over  and  above  all  other  taxes  authorized  by  law  of  not  less 
than  one  per  centum  nor  more  than  five  per  centum  of  the 
face  value  of  the  bonds  issued  hereunder. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  coupon  form,  and 
the  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  executed  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  board;  said  bonds  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board, 
and  upon  terms  to  be  by  it  provided,  be  made  subject  to  regis- 
tration as  to  principal  alone  or  as  to  both  principal  and  interest. 

Sec.  4.  It  being  the  intent  of  this  act  to  make  the  improvement 
of  roads  within  the  county  of  Montgomery  a  county  movement, 
instead  of  a  township  movement,  provisions  shall  be  made  by  the 
board  of  commissioners  if  it  shall  take  advantage  of  this  act  for 
relieving  any  and  all  townships  within  the  county  of  the  burden 
of  paying  for  accounts  incurred,  or  of  paying  the  principal  and 
interest  of  outstanding  obligations  of  such  township  for  road  and 
bridge  improvement,  construction  and  repair,  including  con- 
tracts for  such  repair,  construction  and  improvement,  before  any 
bonds  are  issued  under  this  act.  To  that  end  the  board  of 
commissioners  shall  by  resolution  make  a  finding  of  its  ascer- 
tainment of  the  amount  of  notes  and  other  obligations  or  of 
open  accounts  issued  or  incurred  on  behalf  of  each  township 
for  the  repair,  construction,  or  improvement  of  the  roads  and 
bridges  within  such  townships.  The  said  resolution  shall 
declare  that  a  debt  of  the  county  is  incurred  in  favor  of  each 
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of  said  townships  in  the  aggregate  principal  sum  of  said  town- 
ships' obligations  or  indebtedness.  Such  county  debt  on  behalf 
of  the  townships  shall  be  evidenced  by  said  resolution  and  by  a 
record  thereof  to  be  made  by  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  Record, 
as  a  part  of  the  record  of  indebtedness  of  the  county,  but  no 
other  evidence  of  such  indebtedness  shall  be  given  nor  shall  the 
same  be  negotiable. 

Sec.  5.    There  shall  be  reserved  from  the  amount  received  Reserve  for  town- 
from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  an  amount  equal  ship  debts- 
to  the  indebtedness  of  the  county  to  the  several  townships  as 
recited  in  the  above  mentioned  resolution,  and  such  amount 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  such  township  debt,  but 
such  reservation  of  proceeds  may  be  omitted  if  bonds  hereby 
authorized,  remain  unissued  of  a  face  value  equalling  or  exceed- 
ing the  amount  of  such  indebtedness  of  the  county  to  the 
several  townships.    The  proceeds  from  the  balance  of  the  bonds  Specific  appropri- 
authorized  hereby  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  repair,  improve-  atlon' 
ment  and  construction  of  roads  and  bridges  within  the  said 
county.    It  shall  be  sufficient  recital  of  purpose  of  issuance  in  Recitals  in  bonds, 
any  bond  issued  under  this  act  to  state  that  same  is  issued, 
or  is  one  of  a  series  issued,  to  provide  a  comprehensive  road 
system  for  said  county,  but  such  recital  shall  not  be  required. 

Sec.  6.    The  powers  hereby  conferred  are  in  addition  to  all  Powers  additional, 
other  powers  conferred  by  law,  and  bonds  may  be  issued  here- 
under notwithstanding  any  other  law,  general  or  special,  here- 
tofore enacted  or  hereafter  enacted  at  this  session,  except  any 
laws  expressly  referring  to  this  act. 

Sec.  7.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

Sec.  3.  That  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  heretofore 
conferred  upon  and  now  vested  in  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  Hertford  County  and  the  board  of  road  supervisors 
of  the  several  townships  in  said  county,  as  to  laying  out,  con- 
structing, altering,  repairing,  improving  and  maintaining  the 
public  roads,  cartways  and  bridges  of  said  county  be,  and  are 
hereby  transferred  to,  conferred  upon,  and  vested  in  the  board 
of  road  commissioners  of  Hertford  County  herein  created,  and 
the  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  have  and  exercise 
as  full  and  complete  control  and  management  of  all  of  the  public 
roads,  cartways  and  bridges  in  the  said  county,  in  as  full  and 
complete  a  manner  as  have  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter 
be,  vested  in  or  conferred  upon,  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  vsaid  county  or  the  board  of  road  supervisors  of  the 
several  townships  in  said  county. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  meet 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  the  courthouse  in  Winton  on 
the  second  Mondays  in  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each 
and  every  year,  which  meetings  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  said  board,  and  they  may  hold  such 
other  meetings,  at  such  times  and  places  in  said  county  as  they 
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may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties 
of  their  offices;  and  at  their  first  meeting  on  the  second  Monday  Organization, 
in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  they  shall 
organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  chairman,  and  the 
register  of  deeds  of  Hertford  County  shall,  as  a  part  of  the 
duties  of  his  office  as  register  of  deeds,  be  and  act  as  secretary  Secretary, 
to  said  board  of  road  commissioners,  and  he  shall  as  such 
secretary  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  ^J[.^gSof  pr0" 
board  in  a  proper  record  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose 
by  the  board  of  road   commissioners,   which  record  shall  be 
kept  in  the  office  of  said  register  of  deeds  of  said  county  as  a 
permanent  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  road  commis-

Sec.  5.    The  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Hertford  County  Road  engineer, 
shall  appoint  a  competent  and  discreet  road  engineer,  experienced 
in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  improved  roads,  for  such 
term  and  at  such  compensation  as  the  said  board  may  determine  Salary, 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
who  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  county  road  engineer, 
and  whose  duties  shall  be  to  lay  out,  locate,  change,  grade  or  Enumeration  of 
otherwise  alter  any  of  the  public  roads  of  said  county;  to  pre-    u  16  ' 
pare  plans  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  constructing  permanent 
improved  roads;  to  supervise  all  construction  work  that  may 
be  done  by  contract  or  otherwise  on  any  roads  in  the  county; 
to  build,  construct,  maintain  and  improve  the  roads  of  said 
county  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners, 
and  to  have  general  superintendence,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  board  of  road  commissioners,  of  the  convict  force  of  the 
county  available  for  road  duty;  and  to  supervise  and  direct  the 
work  of  the  roads  in  the  several  townships  or  road  districts 
by  the  road  overseers  of  the  county  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  board  of  road  commissioners  may  designate  and 
make  such  reports  as  they  may  require;  and  if  such  county  road  Neglect  of  duty 
engineer  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  herein  pro-  misdemeanor- 
vided  and  stipulated  to  be  performed  by  the  county  road  en- 
gineer, he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  Punishment, 
punished  in  the  discretion  of  the  court:   Provided,  the  board  of  Proviso:  removal 
road  commissioners  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  or  discontinue  °J  empfoj-ment*1011 
the  services  of  any  county  road  engineer  when,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, the  best  interests  of  the  county  shall  be  promoted 
thereby. 
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Sec.  6.  The  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county  may, 
with  and  under  the  advice  of  the  county  road  engineer,  divide 
the  public  roads  of  the  county  into  convenient  districts  or  sec- 
tions, having  due  regard  as  near  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so 
for  the  present  township  lines  in  said  county,  appoint  an  over- 
seer over  each  section  or  district  and  assign  all  able-bodied 
male  persons  living  in  said  section  or  district  liable  to  road 
duty  to  work  the  roads  of  the  district  or  section  nearest  where 
they  reside;  and  each  overseer  so  appointed  shall  be  known 
and  designated  as  road  overseer  and  shall  perform  the  duties 
imposed  by  this  act,  and  such  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
board  of  road  commissioners  or  county  road  engineer  under  the 
supervision  of  said  board. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  when  in 
their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the  county  will  be  promoted, 
to  let  by  contract  the  building,  construction,  repair  or  mainte- 
nance of  any  section  or  district  of  any  public  road  in  the  county. 

Sec.  8.  Said  board  of  road*  commissioners  may  appoint  and 
employ,  with  the  power  at  any  time  to  remove  or  discontinue 
same,  such  road  overseer,  foreman,  guards  or  other  employees 
as  may  be  needed  to  properly  take  care  of  and  work  any  and  all 
convict  force  available  for  said  county,  or  to  do  any  other  work 
which  said  board  of  road  commissioners  may  desire  to  have 
done  on  the  public  roads  or  bridges  of  Hertford  County. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county 
shall  cause  to  be  erected  at  every  cross  of  the  roads,  or  fork 
of  the  roads  in  said  county,  a  suitable  signboard  or  milepost 
designating  each  road  and  the  distance  to  the  nearest  town 
or  village  in  said  county,  and  any  person  who  shall  injure, 
damage,  or  in  any  manner  mutilate  or  deface  any  signboard 
or  milepost  in  said  county  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
punishable  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  10.  That  all  prisoners  confined  in  the  county  jail  under 
final  sentence  of  the  court  for  crime,  or  imprisoned  for  non- 
payment of  costs  or  fine,  or  under  final  judgment  in  case  of 
bastardy  or  under  the  vagrant  act,  or  all  insolvents  who  shall 
be  imprisoned  by  any  court  in  said  county  for  nonpayment  of 
costs,  or  all  persons  who  would  otherwise  be  sentenced  in  said 
county  to  the  State's  prison  for  a  term  of  less  than  ten  years 
shall,  upon  request  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said 
county,  be  assigned  to  work  on  the  public  roads  of  Hertford 
County;  and  upon  application  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
road  commissioners  of  said  Hertford  County,  the  judge  of  the 
Superior  Courts,  the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  principal 
officers  of  any  municipal  or  other  inferior  courts,  in  any  other 
counties  which  do  not  otherwise  provide  for  the  working  of 
their  own  convicts  upon  their  own  public  roads,  may  sentence 
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such  able-bodied  male  prisoners  to  work  on  the  public  roads  of

Sec.  11.    That  all  able-bodied  male  persons  in  the  county  of  Road  duty. 
Hertford  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  forty-five,  except 
residents  of  incorporated  towns  and   such  other  persons  as 
are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  exempted  by  the  General  Assembly 
or  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  shall  work  on  the  public  Year's  work, 
roads  of  said  county  for  six  days  of  eight  hours  each  in  each 
and  every  year,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  manner,  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  county  road  engineer  or  road  over- 
seer:   Provided,  that  each  person  who  is  subject  to  road  duty  Proviso:  assign- 
shall  be  assigned  to  work  on  the  roads  on  the  section  or  district  handS°f 
in  which  they  reside  nearest  where  they  reside  and  shall  be 
given  at  least  two  days  notice  by  the  county  road  engineer  Warning, 
or  road  overseer  by  personal  warning  or  by  leaving  a  written 
notice  at  the  home  or  residence  of  such  person  specifying  in 
such  notice  the  time  and  place  such  work  is  to  be  performed, 
and  also  designating  in  such  notice  the  tool  or  implement  with 
which  such  person  shall  be  required  to  work.    The  county  road  Exchange  of  labor 
engineer  may  exchange  personal  labor  for  use  of  team  or  tools,  for  team  or  t0°  s' 
making  due  report  thereof  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners. 
In  case  of  a  washout  or  other  unexpected  obstruction  to  travel  Emergency  work, 
on  any  road  the  two  days  notice  herein  required  to  be  given  shall 
not  be  necessary,  and  any  person  subject  to  road  duty  on  the 
section  in  which  said  obstruction  to  travel  may  occur,  shall, 
upon  being  properly  notified  by  the  county  road  engineer  or 
road  overseer  respond  to  such  notice  with  reasonable  promptness 
for  the  purpose  of  doing  whatever  work  may  be  necessary  to  re- 
pair the  said  road:   Provided,  any  person  subject  to  road  duty  Proviso:  commuta- 
under  this  section  may,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  tl0n' 
and  every  year,  in  lieu  of  working  the  roads  of  said  county 
six  days,  pay  to  the  tax  collector  of  the  township  in  which  he 
resides  the  sum  of  six  dollars,  upon  payment  of  which  amount 
such  person  shall  be  exempt  from  all  road  duty  in  said  county 
for  one  year:    Provided  further,  that  any  person  coming  of  Proviso :  propor- 
age  or  becoming  a  resident  of  said  county  after  the  first  day  commutation.1 
of  April  of  any  year,  who  shall  be  subject  to  road  duty  under  this 
section,  shall  be  required  to  work  out  the  remaining  proportional 
part  of  the  road  labor  required  by  this  section  for  that  year 
or  to  pay  the  proportional  part  of  the  money  required  in  lieu  of 
such  work.   All  money  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  Appropriation  of 
shall  be  paid  by  the  several  tax  collectors  of  Hertford  County  gene^ai^oad  fund, 
to  the  county  treasurer  who  shall  apply  the  same  to  the  ac- 
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count  of  the  general  road  fund  of  said  county;  and  the  several 
tax  collectors  of  the  said  county  shall  issue  a  receipt  to  the 
person  so  paying  in  their  respective  townships,  stating  the 
amount  paid  and  the  purpose  of  same,  and  shall  within  thirty  days 
after  such  payment  furnish  the  hoard  of  road  commissioners 
the  names  of  every  person  in  the  county  paying  the  same. 

Sec.  12.  That  any  person  who  shall,  after  being  duly  notified 
as  provided  in  section  eleven  of  this  act,  fail  to  appear  and 
work  the  roads  as  required  to  do,  after  having  failed  to  pay 
the  money  herein  provided  in  lieu  of  such  work,  or  any  person 
who  shall  appear  as  notified  to  do  and  fail  or  refuse  to  perform 
good  and  reasonable  labor  as  required  by  the  county  road  engineer 
or  road  overseer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars  or  sentenced  to  work  on  the  public  roads  of  the  county 
for  not  less  than  ten  or  more  than  thirty  days,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  road  engineer  or  road  supervisor  to 
make  complaint  to  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of 
any  violation  of  this  section  and  apply  for  a  warrant  for  the 
offender. 

Sec.  13.  That  every  section  of  roads  in  said  county  designated 
by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  shall  be  worked  not  less 
than  six  days  in  each  year  if  same  need  working  at  some  time 
as  may  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  or 
county  road  engineer  under  the  supervision  of  said  board  of 
road  commissioners;  and  the  county  road  engineer  or  road  over- 
seer, shall  on  the  second  Monday  in  each  month  submit  to  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  a  written  report 
of  the  number  of  days  worked  on  each  section  of  roads  during 
the  preceding  month;  the  number  and  names  of  the  hands 
who  attended  and  worked  each  day,  the  number  and  names  of 
the  hands  who  failed  to  attend  and  work,  whether  they  were 
legally  notified,  which  monthly  report  the  chairman  shall  file 
with  the  board  of  road  commissioners  at  each  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  14.  That  every  road  overseer  of  said  county  shall  re- 
ceive as  compensation  for  his  service  such  amount  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said 
county  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  en- 
gaged in  the  performance  of  his  duties;  and  every  road  overseer 
of  said  county  who  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  re- 
quired by  him  by  this  act,  or  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
fined  or  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  to  report  the 
names  of  all  road  overseers  who  shall  fail  to  perform  and  dis- 
charge their  duties  to  the  solicitor  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
said  county. 
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Sec.  15.    That  all  roads  laid  out  or  opened  by  virtue  of  any  Public  roads, 
act  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  pursuant  to  any  order  of  the 
court,  or  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Hertford  County,  or  otherwise  adopted  and  used  as  a  public 

road,  in  said  county  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  roads;  and  Establishment  of

betterment  of  the  road,  and  to  cut  down  and  remove  such  trees  Removal  of  trees 
and  undergrowth  outside  of  the  right  of  way  as  may  shade  the  ^undergrowth, 
roadbed  (except  fruit  trees  or  ornamental  shade  trees),  doing 
as  little  injury  to  the  said  land  or  timber  or  the  improvements 
thereon  as  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the  public  good  will  permit; 
and  the  drains  and  ditches  so  made  shall  be  conducted  to  the 
nearest  ditch,  drain  or  water  course  or  waste  ground  that  will 
give  sufficient  drainage  to  properly  drain  said  roads,  and  shall 
be  kept  open  by  the  said  county  road  engineer  or  road  overseers, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  obstruct  any  drain  Obstructing  drains 
or  ditch  on  the  public  roads  in  said  county  or  to  plow  furrows  mrednt0craes  misde" 
across  the  same,  and  any  person  so  offending  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  ex-  Punishment, 
ceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days;

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present  an  account  for  the  same  to  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners at  any  regular  meeting  of  said  board  within  six  months 
after  the  taking  and  carrying  away  of  such  timber,  gravel,  sand, 
soil,  clay  or  other  material,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of 
road  commissioners  to  pay  for  same  a  fair  price;  and  before 
deciding  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor  they  may  cause  to 
be  appointed  an  impartial  jury  of  three  freeholders,  one  to  be 
selected  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  one  by  the  party 
claiming  damages  and  the  other  one  to  be  selected  by  these  two, 
which  jury  shall  properly  investigate  the  damage  done  and 
report  in  writing  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners  their 
award  of  damage  which  award  shall  be  binding  upon  the  party 
claiming  damages  and  upon  the  county. 

Sec.  18.  That  when  any  person  or  persons  on  whose  land 
any  new  road  or  part  of  the  road  is  located  claims  damages 
therefor  and  within  four  months  after  the  road  is  laid  out  and 
constructed  petitions  the  board  of  road  commissioners  for  a  jury 
to  assess  the  damages,  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners 
shall  order  a  jury  of  disinterested  freeholders  to  be  summoned 
by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  as  provided  by  law  who  shall 
give  said  landowners  or  their  local  representatives  two  days 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  said  jury  will 
meet  to  assess  the  damages,  and  said  jury  being  first  duly 
sworn  shall  view  the  premises  and  assess  the  damages  and  in  con- 
sidering the  question  of  damages  they  shall  take  into  consider- 
ation the  benefits  to  the  owner  of  the  land,  and  if  said  benefits 
be  considered  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  damages  sustained 
the  jury  shall  so  declare  and  the  jury  shall  report  in  writing 
its  findings  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners  for  confirmation 
or  revision:  Provided,  that  if  the  said  landowner  be  a  non- 
resident of  the  county  and  have  no  local  representative  in  said

said  county:  Provided  further,  that  damages,  if  any,  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  road  fund  of  the  county. 

Sec.  19.  That  in  case  the  landowner  or  his  local  representa- 
tive shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  findings  of  the  jury  provided 
for  in  the  preceding  section,  and  with  the  decision  of  the  board 
of  road  commissioners,  he  may  appeal  from  the  finding  of  the 
jury  and  the  decision  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  to  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  county,  and  all  such  appeals  shall  be 
governed  by  the  law  regulating  appeals  from  courts  of  justices  of 
the  peace  and  the  same  shall  be  heard  de  novo,  but  the  judge

the  width  of  tires  on  vehicles  used  for  hauling  logs,  lumber, 
either  in  the  rough  or  dressed,  or  any  other  heavy  substance,  and 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident  Nonresident  log 
of  said  county  desiring  to  use  any  of  the  public  roads  in  said  er^to^iicensed 
county  for  carrying  on  his  or  its  business  of  hauling  logs  or 
lumber,  in  the  rough  or  dressed,  shall  first  obtain  a  license 
from  the  board  of  road  commissioners  to  operate  and  make  such 
use  of  said  roads  by  paying  a  license  therefor  not  exceeding  License  fee. 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  month  during  the  time  same  is 
operated  for  each  vehicle  so  used  or  operated,  which  sum  shall  Fee  to  use  of  road 
be  forwarded  to  the  treasurer  of  the  road  fund  of  the  county  funds- 
and  be  used  as  other  funds  for  said  county  roads;  any  person  Misdemeanor, 
who  shall  violate  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  be  fined  not  to  exceed  Punishment, 
fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Sec.  24.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  an  adequate  fund  for  Special  road  tax. 
the  proper  construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the 
public  roads  and  bridges  of  the  county,  and  in  lieu  of  all  other 
special  road  taxes  heretofore  authorized  to  be  levied  therein,  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Hertford  County  shall,  at 
their  regular  meeting  in  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
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twenty-one,  and  each  year  thereafter,  levy  a  special  tax  on  all

The  General  Assembly  of  Norths  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  building,  grading  and  con- 
structing roads,  and  otherwise  improving  the  public  roads  in 
Gaston  County,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  county 
is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed,  in  its  discretion, 
to  submit  to  the  voters  of  said  county,  as  soon  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  this  act  as  they  deem  necessary,  the  question  of  issuing 
bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eight  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($800,000).

a  distance  ahead  of  at  least  two  hundred  feet,  and  any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  or  imprisoned, 
or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  That  on  or  before  the  said  first  day  of  April,  one

CHAPTER  354 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  ERECTION  OF  A  NEW 
COURTHOUSE  IN  MOORE  COUNTY  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE 
A  BOND  ISSUE  TO  PROVIDE  FUNDS  THEREFOR. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping 
and  furnishing  a  new  courthouse  for  the  county  of  Moore,  to  be 
located  in  Carthage,  said  county,  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  Moore  County  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  county  of  Moore  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  said  board  to  pre- 
scribe the  form  and  denomination  of  said  bonds,  and  when  the 
same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  The  interest  on  said  bonds 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  and  shall 
be  payable  semiannually  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board 
of  commissioners  shall  designate.  The  issue  of  said  bonds  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  lawful  exercise  of  the  power  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  county  of  Moore,  and  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  issued  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  county 
necessity. 

Sec  2.  That  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest.

chased as  aforesaid,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  invest  said 
sinking  fund  upon  approved  security  and  upon  terms  deemed 
advantageous  to  the  county,  or  they  may  deposit  the  said  sink- 
ing fund  or  any  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  in  any  solvent 
banking  institution  or  trust  company  in  North  Carolina,  at  the 
prevailing  rate  of  interest  for  such  deposits.  The  interest  that 
may  accrue  on  the  sinking  fund  shall  be  invested  in  like  manner 
as  the  principal  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund. 
The  purchases,  investment,  and  deposits,  authorized  by  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  made  by  the  treasurer  of  Moore  County  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  treasurer  of  Moore  County  shall  keep  a 
separate  account  of  said  sinking  fund,  which  said  fund  shall  be 
kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  or  moneys. 

Sec.  8.  That,  if  in  the  judgment  of  said  board  of  commissioners, 
it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  said  county  for  the  new  courthouse 
herein  provided  for  to  be  located  elsewhere  than  on  the  present 
courthouse  square,  the  said  board  of  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorizd  and  empowered  to  select  and  purchase,  or  select  and 
condemn  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  site  within  the  limits  of 
the  town  of  Carthage,  in  Moore  County,  and  to  build  and  erect 
thereon  said  courthouse. 

Sec  9.  To  carry  out  the  purpose  of  section  eight  of  this  act, 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  Moore  County  are  hereby  vested 
with  full  powers  of  eminent  domain,  which  powers  shall  be 
exercised  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  for  condemning  lands 
by  railroad  companies;  and  the  said  Moore  County,  acting 
through  its  board  of  county  commissioners,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  acquire,  by  condemnation,  land  upon  which 
dwelling  houses  or  other  buildings  are  situated  and  property 
of  any  other  kind  and  description,  and  it  shall  not  be  subject 
to  any  of  the  restrictions  and  limitations  imposed  upon  railroads 
and  other  corporations  contained  in  section  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  North  Caro- 
lina: Provided,  burial  grounds  shall  not  be  condemned. 

Sec  10.  To  further  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Moore  County  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  change  the  present  courthouse 
site  for  the  county  of  Moore  without  previous  notice,  by  publi- 
cation or  otherwise,  of  their  intention  to  vote  on  the  same,  and 
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especially  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  subsection 
ten,  section  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the 
Consolidated  Statutes  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Moore  County  Present  site  as 
shall  erect  said  county  courthouse  on  a  new  site,  the  real  prop-  PubhcPark- 
erty  on  which  the  present  courthouse  now  stands  shall  remain 
dedicated  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  Moore  County  as  a  public 
park  and  for  the  site  of  such  monuments  as  may  be  erected 
thereon  by  permission  and  order  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  Moore  County. 

Sec,  12.   That  the  said  board  of  commissioners  of  Moore  County  Sale  of  present 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  at  any  meeting  held  on  buildms- 
the  first  Monday  in  any  month,  and  after  thirty  days  notice 
thereof  published  in  one  or  more  papers  published  in  Moore 
County,  to  sell  and  convey  the  building  at  present  used  as  a 
courthouse  in  Moore  County,  said  sale  to  be  at  public  auction: 
Provided,  the  said  board  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  all  bids.  Proviso:  right  to 
In  case  of  a  sale  of  said  building,  the  same  shall  be  removed  Removal  of  buiid- 
from  the  public  square  on  which  it  is  located  under  the  direction  ing. 
of  said  board,  or  undeT  the  direction  of  the  agent  of  said  board. 

Sec.  13.   That  full  authority  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  board  General  authority- 
of  commissioners  of  Moore  County  to  do  any  and  all  acts  neces- 
sary for  the  performance  of  the  duties  and  obligations  imposed 
upon  said  board  by  this  act,  whether  this  authority  is  specifically 
herein  conferred  or  not:  Provided,  however,  that  such  additional  Proviso:  limita- 
authority  be  not  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  1 
act. 

Sec.  14,   That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  law  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause;, 
act,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  apply  to  Moore  County,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  15.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

CHAPTER  355 


AN  ACT  TO  APPOINT  A  BOARD  OF  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  GRANVILLE  COUNTY,  AND  TO  INAUGURATE  A  BET- 
TER SYSTEM  OF  WORKING  THE  ROADS  OF  SAID 
COUNTY,  AND  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  THEREFOR. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  E.  T.  White,  W.  B.  Ballou  and  J.  Ennis  Road  commis- 
Davis  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  a  board  S10ners  named 
of  road  commissioners  for  Granville  County;  that  the  term  of  Term  of  office, 
office  of  the  said  members  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of 
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Granville  County,  herein  created,  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one;  and  the  first 
two  members  of  said  board  named  herein,  E.  T\  White  and  W.  B. 
Ballou,  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified;  the  third  member  of  said  board 
named  herein,  J.  Ennis  Davis,  shall  hold  office  for  four  years 
and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified;  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  of  office  of  said  commissioners,  as  herein 
provided,  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  at  its  biennial  session,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Each 
member  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  shall,,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Granville  Comity  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  member  of  said  board. 
If  for  any  reason,  by  failure  to  qualify,  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  board,  the  clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Granville  County  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by 
appointing  thereto  a  competent  and  discreet  qualified  elector  of 
said  county,  and  said  appointee  shall  hold  the  office  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  appointed  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  board  of  road  commissioners  herein  created, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created 
and  constituted  a  body  corporate  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act 
and  of  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  and  as  such  shall  have  the 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State,  and  to 
make  such  contracts  and  exercise  such  rights  and  privileges  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
may  adopt  a  common  seal,  and  shall  be  styled  "The  Board  of 
Road  Commissioners  of  Granville  County." 

Sec.  3.  That  all  rights,  powers  and  privileges  heretofore  con- 
ferred upon  and  now  vested  in  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Granville  County,  as  to  laying  out,  constructing, 
altering,  repairing,  improving,  and  maintaining  the  public  roads, 
cartways  and  bridges  in  said  county,  be  and  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to,  conferred  upon,  and  vested  in  "The  Board  of  Road 
Commissioners  of  Granville  County,"  herein  created,  and  the 
said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  have  and  exercise  as  full 
and  complete  control  and  management  of  all  of  the  public  roads, 
cartways  and  bridges  in  said  county  in  as  full  and  complete  a 
manner  as  have  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  vested 
in  or  conferred  upon  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
said  county. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  meet 
for  transaction  of  business  at  the  courthouse  in  Oxford,  North 
Carolina,  on  the  second  Mondays  in  April,  July,  October  and 
January  of  each  and  every  year,  which  meetings  shall  be  known 
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and  designated  as  the  regular  meetings  of  said  board,  and  they  Special  meetings, 
may  hold  such  other  meetings,  at  such  times  and  places  in  said 
county,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  office;  and  at  their  first  meeting  on  the 
second  Monday  in  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  they  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  Organization, 
chairman,  and  the  register  of  deeds  of  Granville  County  shall, 
as  part  of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  register  of  deeds,  be  and  act  as 
secretary  of  said  board  of  road  commissioners,  and  he  shall, 
as  such  secretary,  keep  a  complete  record  of  their  proceedings  Record  of  pro- 
in  a  proper  record  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  ceedinss- 
board  of  road  commissioners,  which  record  shall  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  said  register  of  deeds  of  said  county  as  a  permanent 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  of  road  commissioners 
as  a  public  record  of  his  office;  and  each  member  of  the  board 
of  road  commissioners  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  Compensation, 
services  five  dollars  per  day  and  mileage  now  allowed  members 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  county  for  each 
and  every  day  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  said 
board. 

Sec.  5.    The  board  of  road  commissioners  of  Granville  County  Superintendent, 
are  authorized  to  employ  a  competent  and  discreet  superin- 
tendent experienced   in  the  construction   and  maintenance  of 
improved  roads,  for  such  term  and  at  such  compensation  as 
the  said  board  may  determine,  who  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  the  county  superintendent  of  roads,  and  whose  duties  Enumeration  of 
shall  be  to  lay  out,  locate,  change,  grade  or  otherwise  alter  any  duties- 
of  the  public  roads  of  said  county;  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates 
of  the  cost  of  constructing  permanent  improved  roads;  to  super- 
vise all  constructive  work  that  shall  be  done  by  contract  or 
otherwise  on  any  roads  in  said  county;   to  build,  construct, 
maintain  and  improve  the    roads  of  said    county    under  the 
supervision  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  and  to  have 
general  superintendence,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of 
road  commissioners,  of  the  convict  force  of  the  county  available 
for    road    duty;    and    to    supervise    and    direct   the  working 
of  the  roads  in  the  several  townships  or  road  districts  by  the 
road  overseers  of  the  county,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  of  road  commissioners  may  designate  and  make 
such  reports  as  they  may  require:   Provided,  that  all  of  the  Proviso:  general 
road  work  of  the  said  county  shall  be  done  under  the  general  suPervisl0n- 
supervision   of  the   board   of   road   commissioners:     Provided  Proviso :  removal 
further,  that  the  board  of  road  commissioners  shall  have  the  of  superintendent, 
power  to  remove  or  discontinue  the  services  of  any  county 
superintendent  of    roads    when  in    their    discretion    the  best 
interests  of  the  county  will  be  promoted  thereby. 

Sec.  6.    The  board  of  road  commissioners  may  employ  such  Engineering  as- 
special  engineering  assistance  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  slstance- 
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necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  promotion  of  the  road 
work  in  the  said  county. 

Sec.  7.  The  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county  may, 
with  and  under  the  advice  of  the  county  road  superintendent, 
divide  the  public  roads  of  the  county  into  convenient  districts 
or  sections,  and  appoint  an  overseer  over  each  section  or  dis- 
trict, and  assign  the  able-bodied  male  persons  living  in  said 
district  or  section,  liable  to  road  duty,  to  work  the  roads  of  the 
district  or  section  nearest  where  they  reside;  and  each  overseer 
so  appointed  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  road  overseer, 
and  shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act  and  such  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  or  by 
the  county  road  superintendent  under  the  supervision  of  said 
board. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  when  in 
their  judgment  the  best  interest  of  the  county  will  be  promoted, 
to  let  by  contract  the  building,  constructing,  repairing,  or 
maintaining  of  any  section  or  district  of  any  public  roads  in 
the  county. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  board  of  road  commissioners  may  appoint 
and  employ,  with  the  power  at  any  time  to  remove  or  discontinue 
same,  such  road  overseers,  foremen,  guards  or  other  employees 
as  may  be  needed  to  properly  take  care  of  and  work  any  and  all 
convict  force  available  in  said  county,  or  to  do  any  other  work 
which  said  board  of  road  commissioners  may  desire  to  have  done 
on  the  public  roads  or  bridges  of  Granville  County. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county 
may  appoint  and  employ  road  walkers  or  inspectors,  whose  duties 
it  shall  be  to  travel  the  section  of  roads  assigned  to  each  at 
designated  times,  with  such  tools  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove 
leaves  or  other  trash  or  obstruction  from  the  roadbeds  or 
ditches  which  are  likely  to  cause  mud  holes,  or  do  other  damage 
to  said  road,  and  shall  fill  the  holes  with  sand  or  other  material 
or  by  causeway  so  as  to  cover  them.  Each  road  walker  shall 
receive  such  pay  as  the  board  of  road  commissioners  may 
stipulate. 

Sec.  11.  That  all  prisoners  confined  in  the  county  jail  under 
final  sentence  of  the  court  for  crimes,  or  imprisoned  for  non- 
payment of  costs  of  fine,  or  under  final  judgment  in  cases  of 
bastardy  or  under  the  vagrant  act,  or  all  insolvents  who  shall 
be  imprisoned  by  any  court  in  said  county  for  nonpayment  of 
costs,  and  all  persons  who  would  otherwise  be  sentenced  to  the 
State's  prison  for  a  term  of  less  than  five  years  shall,  upon 
request  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county,  be 
assigned  to  work  on  the  public  roads  of  Granville  County;  and 
upon  application  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners of  Granville  County,  the  judges  of  the  Superior  and 
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criminal  courts,  the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  principal 

officers  of  any  municipal  of  other  inferior  courts,  in  any  other 

counties  which  do  not  otherwise  provide  for  the  working  of 

their  own  convicts  upon  their  own  public  roads,  may  sentence 

such  able-bodied  male  prisoners  to  work  on  the  public  roads  of 

Granville  County,  and  the  costs  of  transporting,  guarding  and  Cost  of  convict 

maintaining  such  prisoners  as  may  be  sent  to  Granville  County  labor> 

shall  be  paid  by  said  board  of  road  commissioners  out  of  the 

county  road  fund:  Provided,  that  the  commutation  now  allowed  Proviso:  com- 

by  law  for  good  behavior  of  prisoners  in  the  State's  prison  shall  behaviS?.  f°r  g°°d 

apply  to  prisoners  worked  on  the  roads  of  said  county. 

Sec.  12.    That  all  able-bodied  male  persons  in  the  county  of  Road  duty. 
Granville  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  fifty  years,  except 
residents  of  incorporated  towns  and  such  persons  as  are  now,  or 
may  hereafter  be,  exempted  by  the  General  Assembly  or  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  shall  work  on  the  public  roads  Extent  of  duty, 
of  said  county  for  four  days  of  eight  hours  each,  in  each  and 
every  year  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  county  road  superintendent  or  road  over- 
seers: Provided,  that  each  person  who  is  subject  to  road  duty  Proviso:  assign- 
shall  be  assigned  to  work  the  roads  of  the  section  or  districts 
in  which  they  reside  nearest  where  they  reside,  and  shall  be 
given  at  least  two  days  notice  by  the  county  road  superintendent  Warning, 
or  road  overseer  by  personal  warning,  or  by  leaving  a  written 
notice  at  the  home  or  residence  of  such  person,  specifying  in 
such  notice  the  time  and  place  such  work  is  to  be  performed, 
and  also  designating  in  such  notice  the  tool  or  implement  with 
which  such  person  shall  be  required  to  work.  The  county  road  Exchange  of  labor 
superintendent  may  exchange  personal  labor  for  use  of  team  for  teams  or  tools- 
or  tools,  making  due  report  thereof  to  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners.   In  case  of  a  washout,  or  other  unexpected  obstruction  to  Emergency  work, 
travel  on  any  road,  the  two  days  notice  herein  required  to  be 
given  shall  not  be  necessary,  and  any  person  subject  to  road 
duty  on  the  section  in  which  such  obstruction  to  travel  may 
occur,  shall,  upon  being  properly  notified  by  the  county  road 
superintendent,  or  road  overseer,  respond  to  such  notice  with 
reasonable  promptness  for  the  purpose  of  doing  whatever  work 
may  be  necessary  to  repair  the  said  road:  Provided,  any  person  Proviso:  commu- 
subject  to  road  duty  under  this  section  may,  on  or  before  the  tatlon- 
first  day  of  April  of  each  and  every  year,  in  lieu  of  working  the 
roads  of  said  county  four  days,  pay  to  the  sheriff  of  Granville 
County  four  dollars,  upon  payment  of  which  amout  such  person 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  road  duty  in  said  county:  Privided  Proviso :  propor-

fuither,  that  any  person  coming  of  age,  or  becoming  a  resident  commutation, 
of  said  county,  after  the  first  day  of  April  of  any  year,  who  shall 
be  subject  to  road  duty  under  this  section,  shall  be  required  to 
work  out  the  remaining  proportionate  part  of  the  road  labor 
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required  by  this  section  for  that  year,  or  to  pay  the  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  money  required  in  lieu  of  such  work.  All 
money  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  by  the 
sheriff  of  Granville  County  paid  to  the  county  treasurer,  who 
shall  apply  the  same  to  account  of  the  general  road  fund  of  said 
county;  and  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  issue  a  receipt  to 
the  person  so  paying,  stating  the  amount  paid  and  the  purpose 
of  same,  and  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such  payment  furnish 
the  board  of  road  commissioners  the  names  of  every  person  in 
the  county  paying  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  That  any  person  who  shall,  after  being  duly  notified 
as  provided  in  section  twelve  of  this  act,  fail  to  appear  and 
work  the  roads  as  required  to  do,  after  having  failed  to  pay  the 
money  herein  provided  in  lieu  of  such  work,  or  any  person  who 
shall  appear  as  notified  to  do  and  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  good 
and  reasonable  labor  as  required  by  the  county  road  superin- 
tendent or  road  overseer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  or  sentenced  to  work  on  the  public  roads  of 
the  county  for  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  road  superintendent,  or  road 
overseer,  to  make  complaint  to  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  any 
violation  of  this  section  and  apply  for  a  warrant  for  the  offender. 

Sec.  14.  That  every  section  of  roads  in  said  county  desig- 
nated by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  shall  be  worked  not 
less  than  four  days  in  each  year,  if  same  need  working,  at 
such  times  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners, or  county  road  superintendent,  under  the  supervision  of 
said  board  of  road  commissioners,  and  the  county  road  superin- 
tendent, or  road  overseer,  shall,  on  the  second  Monday  in  each 
month,  submit  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  road  commis- 
sioners a  written  report  of  the  number  of  days  worked  on 
each  section  of  roads  during  the  preceding  month,  the  number 
and  names  of  the  hands  who  failed  to  attend  and  work,  whether 
they  were  legally  notified,  which  monthly  reports  the  chairman 
shall  file  with  the  board  of  road  commissioners  at  each  regular 
meeting. 

Sec.  15.  That  every  road  overseer  of  said  county  shall  receive, 
as  compensation  for  his  services  such  amout  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county,  not 
to  exceed  four  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  every  road  overseer  of  said  county 
who  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
this  act,  or  by  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  or  im- 
prisoned in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  road  commissioners  to  report  the  names  of  all 
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road  overseers  who  fail  to  perform  and  discharge  their  duties 
to  the  solicitor  of  the  Superior  Court  of  said  county. 

Sec.  16.   That  all  roads  laid  out  or  opened  by  virtue  of  any  act  Public  roads, 
of  the  General  Assembly,  or  pursuant  to  any  order  of  the  court, 
or  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Gran- 
ville County,  or  otherwise  adopted  and  used  as  a  public  road  in 
said  county,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  roads,  and  the  Location  of  roads 
board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  have  full  power  and  bridses- 
and  authority  to  order  the  laying  out  and  opening  of  public 
roads  in  said  county  where  necessary,  and  to  appoint  where 
bridges  shall  be  located  and  built,  to  discontinue  such  roads  as  Discontinuance, 
shall  be  found  useless  or  unnecessary,  and  to  alter  roads  so  as 
to   make  them  more  useful  and  convenient  to  the  traveling 
public;  and  all  of  the  public  roads  of  the  county  shall  be  at  Width  of  roads, 
least  thirty  feet  wide,  and  the  board  of  road  commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  widen  any  road  in  the 
county,  when  and  where  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding 
sixty  feet  in  width. 

Sec.  17.    That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  Entry  on  land 
of  this  act  the  board  of  road  commissioners  of  said  county,  the  0 
county  road  superintendent,  and  the  road  overseer,  their  servants 
and  employees,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  upon 
any  lands  near  to  or  adjoining  any  public  roads,  to  cut  and

The  said  special  road  tax  Levy,  collection 
shall  be  levied,  computed  and  collected  as  other  county  taxes,  and  settlement-

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  special  purposes  herein  set  out  the 
following  described  territory  in  the  county  of  Wake  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  constituted  a  special  bond  and  tax  district:

nine  hundred  and  twelve. 

All  that  portion  and  territory  of  Wake  Forest  Township  lying 
and  being  to  the  east  of  Smith's  Creek,  and  to  the  north  and 
east  of  Neuse  River  from  the  mouth  of  Smith's  Creek  to  the 
corner  of  Wake  Forest,  St.  Matthews  and  Neuse  River  townships, 
as  shown  on  map  of  Wake  County  made  by  Kenyon  &  Company, 
now  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  for  Wake  County,  and 
as  shown  also  on  map  of  Wake  County  retraced  by  V.  D.  Stronach, 
June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve. 
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All  that  portion  and  territory  of  Neuse  River  Township  lying  Boundary  in 
to  the  east  of  the  main  (direct)  road  from  Raleigh  to  Wake  Towifshf^.61 
Forest  (via  Milbrook,  Wyatt  and  Forestville)  as  shown  on  said 
maps. 

Said  maps  of  Wake  County  are  hereby  referred  to  and  made  a 
part  hereof  for  more  definite  and  particular  definition  of  bound- 
aries as  indicated. 

And  the  said  territory  as  described  shall  be,  and  is  hereby 
created  and  constituted  for  the  special  purposes  herein  set 
out,  a  special  bond  and  tax  district. 

Sec.  2.    That  upon  petition  of  four  hundred  or  more  of  the  Petition  for  eiec- 
qualified  voters  of  said  special  bond  and  tax  district,  the  county 
commissioners  of  Wake  County  shall,  within  a  reasonable  and 
lawful  time  after  the  presentation  thereof,  order  an  election  to  Order  for  election, 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  said  special  Question  sub- 
bond  and  tax  district  shall  authorize  and  issue  not  more  than  eight  mitted- 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  bonds,  at  par  for  the  special  purpose 
of  raising  funds  for  the  extension  of  the  railroad  line  of  the 
Montgomery  Lumber  Company,  now  running  from  Spring  Hope 
in  Nash  County  to  a  point  in  Wake  County,  for  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  the  said  territory  as  described,  from  the  point 
of  the  present  terminus  of  said  line  in  township  into  the  city 
of  Raleigh,  or  to  a  point  on  Norfolk  Southern  railroad  not  more 
than  three  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  boundary  of  the  city 
of  Raleigh,  or  to  a  point  on  the  present  line  of  the  Seaboard 
Air  Line  Railway  not  more  than  three  miles  distant  from  the 
nearest  boundary  of  the  city  of  Raleigh. 

Sec.  3.    That  said  election,  if  called,  shall  be  held  according  Law  governing 
to  the  election  laws  of  this  State  governing  the  election  of  electlon- 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
subsection  six,  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes;  and  the  vote  in  the  Canvass  and  rec- 
election  shall  be  canvassed,  the  result  declared,  published  and  ord  of  result- 
certified  to  the  county  commissioners  of  Wake  County  by  the 
proper  officers.    That  at  least  thirty  days  notice  of  said  election  Notice  of  election, 
shall  be  given  by  the  said  county  commissioners  of  Wake  County 
by  publication  at  least  twice  a  week  for  four  weeks  in  a  daily 
newspaper  published  in  said  county,  and  the  posting  of  notice  of 
said  election  at  the  courthouse  door  and  at  the  usual  voting  places 
of  each  voting  precinct  within  the  territory  herein  constituted 
and  created  a  special  bond  and  tax  district.   That  in  said  election  Ballots, 
there  shall  be  two  ballots,  as  follows:    (1)   For  railroad  con- 
struction bonds;  (2)  Against  railroad  construction  bonds.    That  New  registration, 
for  the  said  election  there  shall  be  a  new  registration  of  the 
voters  of  said  special  bond  and  tax  district,  and  the  registration 
books  shall  be  opened  and  the  registration  of  voters  conducted

trict, and  shall  designate  a  convenient  place  in  Neuse  River 
Township  as  the  voting  place  for  voters  of  that  portion  of  said 
township  included  in  said  district.  That  the  usual  or  legal 
voting  places  in  Raleigh  Township  shall  be  the  places  where 
voters  therein  shall  cast  their  ballots  in  said  election.  That 
notice  shall  be  given  in  the  notice  of  election  herein  provided 
as  to  where  the  voters  may  register  and  ballots  may  be  cast 
respectively  by  qualified  voters  respectively  of  said  portions 
respectively  of  the  aforesaid  townships. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  such  election  being  called  and  held,  if  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  therein  shall  vote  "For  Railroad

Section  1.  That  for  every  conviction  of  any  person  for  manu- 
facturing spirituous  liquors  in  Polk  County  the  officer  who  fur- 
nishes the  evidence  shall  be  entitled  to  fifty  dollars,  to  be  taxed 
against  the  party  convicted. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  every  conviction  of  any  person  for  selling, 
transporting  or  having  spirituous  liquors  in  his  possession  for 
sale,  the  officer  who  furnishes  the  evidence  to  convict  such 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  taxed  against 
the  party  convicted. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  person  is  convicted  in 
Polk  County  of  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  spirituous  liquors 
and  the  cost  is  not  paid  by  the  defendant,  but  is  taxed  against 
the  county,  the  officer  making  the  arrest  in  securing  the  convic- 
tion of  said  defendant  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  to 
be  taxed  in  the  the  bill  of  cost  against  the  county  of  Polk. 

Sec.  4.  For  every  distillery  seized  by  the  sheriff,  constable, 
rural  policeman,  or  other  officer  of  Polk  County,  such  officer 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  which  shall  be  allowed  by

That  when  any  officer  of  Polk  County  shall  hereafter 
seize  or  capture  any  vehicle  or  team  transporting  intoxicating 
liquors  contrary  to  law  and  said  property  is  forfeited  and  sold 
under  the  provisions  of  law,  said  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  fee  of  ten  per  cent,  of  any  sum  derived,  to  be  added  in  the 
cost  of  said  seizure  and  sale  and  deducted  from  the  moneys 
received  from  said  sale,  and  the  remainder  of  the  funds  received 
from  said  sale  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  proper  authorities  as 
now  required  by  law.

That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  counties 
before  named  are  authorized  and  empowered  and  they  shall 
issue  and  deliver  to  the  Roanoke  and  Salemburg  Railroad  Com- 
pany the  bonds  herein  provided  for,  upon  receipt  of  a  like 
amount  of  said  railroad  company's  first-mortgage  bonds,  secured 
by  a  conveyance  of  all  its  corporate  property,  said  first-mortgage 
bonds  to  bear  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  said  township  bonds, 
and  to  run  for  a  period  not  longer  than  that  for  which  said 
township  bonds  are  to  run.

Salemburg  Railroad  Company  having  completed  its  road  for  the 
miles  for  which  the  bonds    are  to  be  issued,  and  upon  the  said 
railroad  company  issuing  and  delivering  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  any  such  county  an  equal  amount  of  its  first-mort- 
gage bonds  upon  said  completed  railroad,  bearing  the  same 
interest  as  the  said  township  bonds,  and  to  be  otherwise  as 
provided  for  in  this  act. 

Sec.   7.     The   county  commissioners   of   any  county   herein  Agreement  for 
mentioned  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Roanoke  and  trustee?™60*  °f 
Salemburg  Railroad  Company  by  which  they  and  the  said  rail- 
road company  may  appoint  a  mutual  trustee,  whose  duty  it  Duty  «f  trustee, 
shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  all  the  bonds  issued  by  any  such 
county  for  the  townships,  and  shall  hold  an  equal  amount  of 
first-mortgage  bonds  of  the  Roanoke  and  Salemburg  Railroad 
Company,  to  be  delivered  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  upon  the 
request  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  such  county 
and  the  proper  officers  of  the  said  lailroad  company:  Provided, 
that  said  trustee  shall  be  a  reputable  trust  company. 

Sec.  8.  That  before  the  Roanoke  and  Salemburg  Railroad  Conditions  to  be 
Company  can  demand  from  the  county  commissioners  or  their  road^company.11" 
trustee  the  delivery  of  the  township  bonds  as  provided  for  in 
this  act  it  must  have  built  the  number  of  miles  of  road  herein- 
before provided,  of  substantial  construction,  using  not  less  than 
eighty  tons  of  good  condition  steel  per  mile,  applied  with  suffi- 
cient bolts,  spikes  and  splice  bars,  securely  fastened  and  con- 
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structed,  and  using  not  less  than  twenty-five  hundred  crossties 
of  good  material  of  approximate  standard  dimensions  per  mile, 
with  practical  grades'  and  curves  and  substantial  trestles  and 
bridges,  and  equipped  with  one  locomotive  and  one  passenger 
car  for  every  fifteen  miles  of  road  constructed,  with  sufficient 
sidings  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  company. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  first-mortgage  bonds  of  said  railroad  here- 
inbefore referred  to  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  any  county  herein  authorized  to  issue  the 
same  for  the  benefit  of  the  township  or  townships  ih  such  county 
that  may  have  exchanged  its  township  bonds  with  the  Roanoke 
and  Salemburg  Railroad  Company,  and  all  interest  accruing 
from  said  first  mortgage  shall  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  taxes  hereafter  provided  for  in  the  payment  of  the  interest 
and.  principal  of  said  township  bonds  so  issued:  Provided,  how- 
eve?',  that  the  first-mortgage  bonds  issued  by  the  Roanoke 
and  Salemburg  Railroad  Company  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  mile  of  road  constructed  by  said 
company,  and  the  mortgage  securing  same  to  be  so  drawn  as  to 
cover  all  corporate  property  of  said  company  when  its  line  of 
railroad,  as  specified  in  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  have  been 
fully  completed  and  fully  equipped  and  ready  for  operation  as 
a  completed  line. 

Sec.  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  any  county  herein  named  to  levy  annually 
on  all  the  taxable  property  and  polls  in  each  township  of  such 
county,  voting  for  bonds,  a  separate  tax  sufficient  in  amount  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  to  establish  a  sinking  fund 
to  pay  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall 
be  applied  first  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  township 
bonds,  and  secondly  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption 
of  said  bonds,  said  tax  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  all  other  taxes.  That  such 
taxes  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
any  such  county  herein  named  for  the  benefit  of  said  township, 
and  none  of  said  tax  shall  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose  than 
that  herein  provided  for,  but  said  sinking  fund  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  said  board  of  commissioners,  be  invested  in  munici- 
pal, county  or  State  bonds,  or  in  notes  secured  by  first  mortgage 
on  real  estate  situated  in  the  township  to  which  said  funds 
belong  for  an  amount  not  greater  than  the  taxable  values  of 
said  real  estate:  Provided,  that  the  bonds  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of 
commissioners,  be  refunded  and  retired  by  the  commissioners 
of  any  such  county;  and  such  refunding  bonds,  if  issued  by 
them  shall  be  styled  "County  Refunding  Bonds,"  and  when  issued 
shall  be  held  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  and  subject 
to  the  same  provisions  governing  the  "Investment  bonds"  author- 
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ized  herein:   Provided  further,  that  if  the  said  Roanoke  and  Proviso:  failure 
Salemburg  Railroad  Company  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  build  said  pany 1  to  Release 
railroad  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  townshiPs- 
this  act,  then  such  township  through  which  it  has  failed  to 
build  and  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  through  which 
it  has  failed  to  build  are  hereby  released  from  the  force  and 
effect  of  this  act,  so  far  as  it  is  applied  to  said  township  and 
the  same  shall  be  null  and  void  as  to  such. 

Sec.  11.    That  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  townships  here-  Townships  incor- 
inbefore  named  are  each  hereby  declared  to  be  bodies  politic  and  P°rated- 
corporate,  and  are  vested  with  the  necessary  powers  to  carry  Corporate  powers, 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  in  respect  to  any  right  or  cause 
of  action  growing  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.    The  county  Corporate  agents, 
commissioners  of  each  county  herein  named  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  corporate  agents  of  their  respective  townships  so  incor- 
porated. 

Sec.  12.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  372 

AN  ACT  AMENDING  CHAPTER  56  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LAWS 
OP  1915,  RELATING  TO  LOCAL  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  MU- 
NICIPALITIES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  Public  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  ,the  end  of  section  four  of  said  act  the 
following:  "Provided,  that  where  a  street  in  any  municipality  Improvements 
has  been  so  improved,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  that  only  unnecessary.1011 
a  single  block  remains  unimproved  with  such  improvements 
extending  up  to  and  adjoining  each  end  of  such  unimproved 
block,  no  petition  as  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  necessary, 
and  the  governing  body  of  such  municipality  shall  have  power, 
in  its  discretion,  to  improve  the  said  unimproved  block  or  por- 
tion of  said  street,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  assessed  as 
provided  in  section  six  of  this  act." 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  only  apply  to  cities  and  towns  located  Application  of  act. 
in  the  county  of  Wake. 

Sec.  3.    This   act   shall   be   in    force   from   and    after  its 
ratification. 

Ratified  this  the  5th  day  of  March,  A.D.  1921. 
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AN  ACT  TO  ABOLISH  THE  OFFICE  OF  COUNTY 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  office  of  county  treasurer  of  Ashe  County 
be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  abolished. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  Ashe  County  shall  act  as  ex-officio 
treasurer  of  said  county,  with  a  compensation  of  one-half  of 
commissions  allowed  by  law  to  county  treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first 
Monday  in  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two.

CHAPTER  374 

AN  ACT  TO  FROVIDE  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  AND 
REPAIR  OF  THE  PUBLIC  ROADS  FROM  THE  TOWN  OF 
BANNER  ELK  TO  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  ELK  PARK  IN  AVERY  COUNTY,  AND  TO  LEVY 
A  SPECIAL  TAX  THEREFOR. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 
Banner  Elk  and     Section  1.     That  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  and 
district.  repair  of  a  hard-surfaced  road  from  Linville  Gap  on  the  Linville 

River  Railway  by  way  of  the  town  of  Banner  Elk  to  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  town  of  Elk  Park  in  Avery  County,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  Banner  Elk,  Beech  Mountain,  and 
Cranberry  townships  in  Avery  County  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  created  as  the  Banner  Elk  and  Elk  Park  Road  District. 
Road  commission  Sec.  2.  That  in  order  to  perform  the  duties  and  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  created 
a  body  politic  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  road  commission 
Corporate  name,  of  Banner  Elk  and  Elk  Park  Road  District,  hereinafter  called 
Corporate  poAvers.  the  "Road  Commission"  or  "Road  Commissioners."  Said  commis- 
sion shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,,  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  adopt  a  common  seal,  and  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  things  in  their  corporate  capacity  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  and  accomplishments  speci- 
fied in  this  act. 

Number  and  term     gec>  3    That  said  road  commission  shall  be  composed  of  three 

of  commissioners. 

members,  and  the  members  of  said  road  commission  shall  hold 
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office  for  the  terms  of  from  two  to  six  years  as  herein  specified,  Commissioners 

and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  and  named- 

qualified.    The  following  named  persons  shall  compose  the  road 

commission,  to-wit:  W.  C.  Tate,  for  a  term  of  six  years;  A.  P. 

Brinkley,  for  a  term  of  four  years;  and  J.  M.  Heaton  for  a 

term  of  two  years,  and  in  the  event  that  any  one  of  said  persons 

shall  fail  or  neglect  to  qualify,  or  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death 

or  otherwise,  then  the  two  remaining  members  shall  elect  or  vacancies. 

appoint  some  suitable  and  competent  person,  resident  of  said 

road  district,  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  said  road  commission. 

Sec.  4.    That  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  Commissioners  to 
duties,  each  member  of  said  road  commission  shall  be  required  glve  bouds- 
to  enter  into  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  payable 
to  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Avery  County,  that  he  will  account 
for  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  and  that  he  will 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  as  road  commissioner,  and  also  Oath  of  office, 
make  and   subscribe   to  an   oath  to   the   effect  that   he  will 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  road  commissioner,  to  the  best  of 
his  skill  and  ability,  which  bond  and  oath  shall  be  filed  with  Bond  and  oath 
the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Avery  County  and  the  oath  filed- 
recorded  in  the  books  of  oaths.  «  Oath  recorded. 

Sec.  5.    That  said  road  commission  shall  meet  within  thirty  Meeting  for  or- 
days  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  sanizatl0n- 
may  be  convenient,  and  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  one  of  Organization, 
their  number  as  chairman  and  another  as  secretary.    Said  road  Regular  meetings, 
commission  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting  at  least  once  in  each 
month  at  some  convenient  place  and  special  meetings  at  such  Special  meetings, 
other  times  as  they  may  deem  necessary;   and  said  commis- 
sioners shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  they  Expenses  paid, 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  actual  and  legitimate  expenses  incurred 
while  in  performance  of  their  official  duties  as  such. 

Sec.  6.   That  the  secretary  of  said  board  of  road  commissioners  Minutes  of  road 
shall  keep  a  strict  account  of  all  moneys,  expended  on  said  road  commisslon- 
and  a  record  of  all  proceedings  of  said  road  commission  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  to  be  known  as  the  "Minutes 
of  the  Road  Commission,"  and  the  same,  together  with  all  the  Minutes  open 
records,  papers,  accounts,  and  vouchers,  shall  De  at  all  times  for  msi'ectlon- 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public. 

Sec.  7.    Said  road  commission  shall  have  power  and  authority  p0wer  to  amend 
to  amend  and  change  the  road  at  any  points  they  may  deem  and  chan"e  roads, 
necessary,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  lands  of  Entry  on  land 
any  person  or  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  for  ma*erial- 
repairing  the  road,  getting  material,  digging  ditches  and  doing 
any  and  all  necessary  acts  for  the  improvement  of  said  road; 
and  if  any  person  or  corporation  shall  claim  any  damages  or  Arbitration  of 
compensation  for  injury  done  or  material  taken,  and  the  road  damages- 
commission  and  the  claimant  cannot  agree  upon  the  amount 
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claimed,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  road  commission 
within  ninety  days  after  that  part  of  the  road  is  completed  and 
after  the  filing  of  the  claim  for  damages  or  compensation,  to 
select  one  disinterested  freeholder  and  the  claimant  to  select 
another  as  appraisers  to  assess  the  damages  or  compensation, 
and  if  the  two  so  selected  cannot  agree,  they  shall  select  a 
third  appraiser,  and  the  award  of  the  majority  of  said  appraisers 
shall  constitute  the  award  of  all  and  said  award  shall  be  reported 
in  writing  to  the  board  of  road  commissioners  who  shall  either 
confirm  or  reject  the  same.  But  before  the  said  appraisers 
shall  act,  they  shall  take  an  oath  that  they  will  make 
their  appraisal  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief  and 
without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  either  party,  and  in  viewing 
the  premises  said  appraisers  shall  take  into  consideration  any 
special  benefits  or  advantage  that  may  accrue  to  the  owner  of 
the  land  by  reason  of  the  construction  or  improvement  of  the 
road  over  his  land  and  deduct  the  value  of  such  benefits  from 
the  amount  of  damage  sustained  by  said  owner;  and  if  said 
road  commission  shall  reject  the  award  so  reported  by  the 
appraisers,  it  shall  state  in  writing  its  reason  therefor  and  if 
the  award  shall  be  confirmed  and  the  said  road  commission 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  said  award  to  said  claimant;  and  if 
any  of  the  parties  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  report  of  the 
appraisers  or  the  conduct  of  said  board  of  road  commissioners, 
they  may  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  and  have  the  matter 
passed  upon  by  a  jury,  and  from  the  Superior  Court  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  construction  and  repair  of  the 
said  road,  the  said  board  of  road  commissioners  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  of  Banner  Elk,  Beech 
Mountain  and  Cranberry  townships  of  Avery  County,  not  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  bonds  so  issued 
shall  be  styled  "Banner  Elk  and  Elk  Park  Road  District  Bonds," 
and  the  same  shall  be  in  denominations  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each,  bearing  interest  from  the  date  of  issue,  not  to  exceed  six 
per  cent,  with  interest  coupons  attached,  payable  annually  or 
semi-annually,  as  said  board  may  provMe,  and  at  such  times 
and  places  as  said  board  may  fix.  The  bonds  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  board  and  signed  by  the 
chairman  thereof  and  countersigned  0  its  secretary.  Such  bonds 
to  be  of  such  form  and  tenor  and  transferable  in  such  way,  and 
the  principal  thereof  payable  and  redeemable  at  such  time  or 
times  as  said  board  may  provide,  not  exceeding  forty-one  years 
from  the  date  thereof.  None  of  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of 
at  less  than  their  par  value.  Such  bonds  may  be  issued  at  such 
time  or  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  deemed  best,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners,  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  district  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  said 
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road.    The  board  shall  affix  its  corporate  seal  to  any  bonds  issued 
under,  this  act.    The  taxes  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  Obligation  of 
the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  levied  and  collected  from  Banner  bonds- 
Elk  and  Elk  Park  Road  District,  composed  of  Banner  Elk,  Beech 
Mountain  and  Cranberry    townships,    in    the   following  ratio: 
Two-fifths  shall  be  levied  and  collected  from  Banner  Elk  Town-  Ratio  ag  to  ta 
ship;  one-fifth'  shall  be  levied  and  collected  from  Beech  Moun-  shiPs- 
tain  Township;  and  two-fifths  shall  be  levied  and  collected  from 
Cranberry  Township,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  other 
taxes  are  levied  and  collected  in  Avery  County.     The  bonds  Validity  of  bonds, 
issued  under  this  act,  by  said  board  of  road  commissioners  here- 
in provided  for,  shall  be  as  valid  in  law  and  the  same  liability  for 
the  payment  thereof  upon  the  Banner  Elk  and  Elk  Park  Road 
District  as  if  the  same  had  been  issued  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Avery  County,  under  the  same  law,  power  and 
authority. 

Sec.  9.    That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  a  sinking  fund  Special  tax. 
for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  under  this  act  and  the  interest 
thereon,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Avery  County 
shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  assessing  property  for  taxation  for 
other  purposes,  of  each  year  following  an  issue  of  bonds  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  levy  and  lay  a  special  tax  on  all 
property  subject  to  taxation  within  the  limits  of  Banner  Elk  and 
Elk  Park  Road  District,  as  in  the  case  of  other  taxes  for  gen- 
eral county  purposes,  and  in  the  ratio  set  out  in  section  eight  of 
this  act,  of  not  more  than  thirty-three  and  one-third  cents  on  Tax  rate, 
the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation,  real,  personal,  and  mixed 
property.    The  taxes  so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  Collection  and 
or  tax  collector  of  the  county  under  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  settlement- 
him  and  said  road  commission.    The  funds  so  collected  from  the  custodian  of 
sale  of  bonds  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  or  person,  funds, 
bank  or  banks,  designated  by  said  road  commission;  and  said  Bond  of  cust0. 
treasurer,  bank  or  banks  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  for  such  dian- 
fund  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  required  by  said  road  commis- 
sion.   Such  fund  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  said  board  in  the  Use  of  fund, 
construction  and  repair  of  said  road  of  a  hard  surface  from  Lin- 
ville  Gap  Station  on  the  Linville  RiVer  Railway  by  way  of  the 
town  of  Banner  Elk  to  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Elk 
Park  in  Avery  County;  and  the  road  from  the  town  of  Banner 
Elk  to  the  Avery  and  Watauga  County  line  may  be  altered  and 
improved  out  of  this  fund,  if  the  fund  shall  be  sufficient.    And  work  let  to  con- 
said  road  commission  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  tract- 
let  out  the  construction  and  improvement  of  said  road  by  con- 
tract, purchase  material  and  machinery  for  the  use  of  said 
road,  and  pay  any  and  all  necessary  expenses  on  account  of 
said  road.     The  State  Highway  Commission   shall  have  full  Jurisdiction  of 
power  and  authority  to  supervise  and  either  approve  or  dis-  commission^7 
approve  all  plans  of  construction  for  said  roads,  including 
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grades,  location,  specifications  and  materials  to  be  used,  and  all 
contracts  for  building  the  same,  as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  the  same  had  been  roads  over  which  the  State  Highway 
Commission  had  original  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  any  bond  issue  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  and  before  the  sale  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
road  commissioners  to  advertise  the  sale  of  said  bonds  for  at 
least  twenty  days  in  the  local  papers  and  at  least  twice  in 
some  daily  paper  having  a  general  circulation  in  financial 
circles,  inviting  competitive  bids  for  said  bonds.  All  bids  shall  be 
sealed,  and  the  board  may  require  certified  check  of  five  per 
cent  of  the  amount  of  the  issue  offered  for  sale,  and  all  bids 
shall  be  opened  by  said  board  of  road  commissioners,  and 
opened  to  the  public  in  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  said 
board.  All  bids  shall  remain  open  for  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
for  public  inspection  before  any  bid  is  accepted;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  road  commission  to  accept  the  most  advan- 
tageous bids:  Provided,  however,  that  no  bid  shall  be  accepted 
at  less  than  par  value.  The  board  of  road  commissioners 
in  every  advertisement  shall  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any 
bid  for  bonds;  and  in  the  event  that  the  bids  are  not  accepted, 
or  the  price  offered  is  not  satisfactory,  the  said  board  of  road 
commissioners  shall  have  the  right  to  advertise  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  as  often  as  they  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  11.  No  funds  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  treasurer,  bank  or 
banks,  except  by  the  order  of  the  board  of  road  commissioners 
and  a  warrant  issued  therefor,  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  said  board.

(c)  To  construct  a  road  from  Linville  northwardly  approxi- 
mately between  four  and  five  miles  to  Linville  Gap,  this  road 
shall  be  located  along  the  east  side  of  the  mountain  known  as 
Flat  Top,  but  on  easy  grade  near  the  railroad. 

That  so  much  of  these  roads  shall  be  completed  as  the  funds 
will  permit,  and  in  the  order  named;  and  the  contracts  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Highway  Commission 
and  the  expenditures  shall  be  made  under  their  direction. 

That  the  other  one-half  of  the  funds  approximating  forty-six 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  on  a  road  to  be  built  from 
Cranberry  to  Newlands,  over  a  route  which  is  known  as  the 
Blevins  Creek  route,  and  the  same  shall  be  made  a  macadam  or 
hard-surface  road  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission,  using  materials  supplied  by  the  Cranberry  Iron 
and  Coal  Company,  if  available,  under  the  offer  heretofore  made 
by  said  company.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  funding  and  satisfying 
the  floating  indebtedness  of  Sampson  County,  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  Sampson  County  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  bonds  of  said  county,  at  any  time  within  five

The  General  Assembly  of  No?~th  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina  during  its  session  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  and  ratified  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  known  as  chapter  six  hundred 
and  fifteen,  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen,  and  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  commissioners 
of  Person  County  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
a  new  courthouse  and  jail,"  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
sections  one  and  five  of  said  act  and  inserting  in  lieu  therof 
the  following  sections: 

"Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new  courthouse 
and  jail,  or  the  repair  and  improvement  of  the  present  court- 
house and  jail,  as  may  be  deemed  best,  the  commissioners  of 
Person  County  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($300,000),  of  such  denomination  as  the  commissioners 
may  deem  best,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding 
six  (6%)  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  thereof,  with  cou- 
pons attached,  payable  semi-annually,  during  the  time  said  bonds 
shall  run. 
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"Sec.  5.    That  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  as  Special  tax.

Section  1.    That  there  shall  be  established  in  and  for  the 

county  of  Mecklenburg  a  highway  commission  to  be  known  as  the

Sec.  2.   That  the  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  "Mecklen-  Begiuning  of 
burg  Highway  Commission"  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  term. 
April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one.    The  first  one 
hereinafter  named  in  this  act  shall  be  the  chairman  of  said  com- 
mission and  shall  hold  office  for  six  years;  the  second  named  successors, 
for  four  years,  and  the  third  and  last  named  shall  hold  office  for 
two  years,  and  their  successors  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  at  its  biennial  session 
for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Sec.  3.    That  upon  failure  of  any  member  of  the  Mecklenburg  Appointments  to 
Highway  Commission,  now  or  hereinafter  appointed,  to  qualify  vacancies, 
or  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  said 
highway  commission,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment, 
made  by  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina.

Sec.  4.  The  Mecklenburg  Highway  Commission  shall  be  in- 
vested with  all  the  road  powers  and  shall  perform  all  the  road 
duties  which  have  heretofore  been  performed  and  exercised  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Mecklenburg  County  or  by  the 
road  officials  of  the  several  townships  within  said  county,  or  by 
any  other  body  or  person  now  or  heretofore  acting  under 
authority  of  existing  law  in  relation  to  the  public  roads  of  said 
county  (other  than  the  power  to  borrow  money,  issue  evidences 
of  indebtedness  and  levy  taxes),  whether  under  general  law  or 
a  special  law;  and  the  management  and  control  of  all  the  public 
roads  in  said  county  shall  be  vested  absolutely  and  entirely  in 
the  Mecklenburg  Highway  Commission,  except  roads  under  the 
exclusive  control  and  management  of  the  authorities  of  an  in- 
corporated city  or  town  or  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Mecklenburg  Highway  Commission  or  its  duly 
authorized  agents  shall  have  power  to  supervise,  direct  and  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  the  building,  maintenance,  repair  and 
improvement  of  all  said  public  roads,  including  the  control  and 
working  of  the  county  convict  force.  The  highway  commission 
shall  have  power  to  purchase  such  stock,  material,  implements, 
wagons,  trucks,  road  scrapers,  rollers,  camp  outfits,  provisions 
and  clothing  for  convicts,  graders  or  stockades  for  the  use  of 
the  county  in  working  the  roads  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
convict  force  as  may  be  found  necessary  in  the  proper  carrying 
out  of  the  work,  and  for  the  employment  of  such  additional 
labor  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  It  shall  have  full  and  com- 
plete authority  to  determine  what  roads  shall  be  worked  and 
improved  and  how,  when,  and  in  what  manner  the  work  shall 
be  done,  it  shall  have  full  and  complete  power  and  authority 
to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  proper 
furtherance  and  for  the  prompt  discharge  of  said  powers  and 
duties  and  all  other  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  it  by  this 
act.  The  highway  commission  is  authorized  to  obtain  legal  ad- 
vice wherever  it  shall  need  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  passage  of  this  act  is  not  intended  to,  and  shall 
not  repeal  the  laws  heretofore  passed  with  regard  to  the  opening, 
construction,  improvement  and  repair  of  the  public  roads  of 
said  county  by  the  board  of  commissioners  or  the  road  officials 
of  the  several  townships,  and  the  powers  and  duties  set  forth 
in  said  laws  as  given  to,  or  to  be  performed  by  said  board  of 
commissioners  or  the  officials  of  the  several  townships,  shall 
be  given  to,  and  be  performed  by  said  highway  commission  with 
respect  to  such  roads.

Sec.  11.  That  the  secretary  of  the  said  highway  commission 
shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  acts  and  doings  of  the  high- 
way commission,  showing  the  amount  of  money  placed  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  county  to  the  credit  of  the  highway  commission, 
and  showing  all  disbursements  made  by  the  highway  commission 
and  for  what  purpose  made,  and  also  showing  the  class  and  kind 
of  road  work  undertaken  and  being  carried  on  by  the  highway 
commission,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  public. 

Sec.  12.  All  moneys  on  hand  when  this  act  takes  effect  or 
taxes  received  which  were  or  shall  be  raised  by  Mecklenburg 
County,  or  by,  or  on  behalf  of  any  township  therein  for  road  pur- 
poses (other  than  money  raised  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
of  bonds  or  other  outstanding  indebtedness),  whether  raised  by 
taxation,  bond  issues,  or  otherwise,  shall,  upon  taking  effect  of 
this  act,  or  when  they  are  collected,  be  deposited  with  the  county 
treasurer  and  kept  by  him  in  a  separate  fund  or  funds,  and  paid 
out  only  upon  written  orders  of  the  highway  commission,  signed 
by  the  chairman  and  secretary,  and  countersigned  by  one  other 
member  of  the  commission.

That  the  said  highway  commission  and  its  duly 
authorized  agents  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  improving  the 
roads  provided  for  by  this  act,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
upon  any  lands  in  said  county  and  to  quarry,  dig,  cut  or  carry 
away  or  cause  to  be  quarried,  dug,  or  carried  away  any  stone, 
gravel,  sand,  soil,  timber  or  other  road-building  material  and 
to  construct  roads  or  other  necessary  ways  or  means  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  said  stone,  gravel,  sand,  soil,  timber 
or  other  road-building  material.  That  the  highway  commission 
shall,  after  said  material  has  been  used,  agree  if  possible,  with 
the  owner  of  said  stone,  gravel,  sand,  soil,  timber  or  other  road- 
building  materials  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  said  owner  for 
the  same  and  for  any  damage  or  injury  to  the  land  of  said  owner 
caused  by  the  taking  of  the  same  and  such  rental  or  damages  as 
may  be  just  for  the  occupancy  or  use  of  said  lands  and  shall 
pay  said  sum,  whatsoever  agreed  upon  out  of  the  road  fund  of 
said  county.  If  said  highway  commission  cannot  agree  with 
said  owner  upon  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  purposes  above 
specified,  then  said  highway  commission  shall  apply  to  the  board 
of  county  commissioners,  who  shall  appoint  three  disinterested 
freeholders  of  said  county,  who  after  giving  the  owners  notice,  or 
giving  ten  days  notice  in  a  newspaper,  if  notice  for  any  reason 
cannot  be  given  personally,  shall  go  upon  the  said  lands,  view  the 
premises  and  hear  any  evidence  offered  by  the  owner  or  said  high- 
way commission  and  make  report  to  the  said  board  of  county 
commissioners.  That  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners 
may  confirm,  alter  or  reject  said  report  and  either  the  owner  or 
highway  commission  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  their 
decision  to  the  Superior  Court,  of  Mecklenburg  County.  Upon 
appeal  being  taken  by  either  party  said  report  with  the  decision 
of  said  board  of  commissioners  thereon  shall  be  certified  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  and  an  issue  shall  be  made  up  as  to 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  said  owner  and  said  issue  shall  be  tried 
by  a  jury  as  other  issues  in  civil  action  are  tried  in  the  Superior 
Court. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  highway  commission  shall  immediately  after 
organization,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  practical,  employ  a  chief 
engineer  of  practical  skill,  experience  and  competency  in  building 
permanent  roads,  and  one  or  more  assistants  and  such  clerical 
force  as  shall  be  needed  and  fix  their  compensation.

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Sec.  19.    The  said  chief  engineer  hereafter  known  and  desig-  Bond  of  super- 
nated  as  the  county  highway  superintendent,  shall  be  required  to  iQtendent. 
furnish  a  bond,  payable  to  the  Mecklenburg  Highway  Commission 
in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  (the  premium  on  said  bond

The  said  board 
of  education  shall  immediately  certify  the  name  of  said  teacher 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  who  shall  enroll  the  said  name 
upon  a  permanent  pension  list  and  thereafter  shall  pay  to  the 
said  person,  the  amount  so  allowed  as  a  pension  in  equal  install- 
ments on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  June  and  October 
of  each  year.

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Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen, 
pertaining  to  the  working  of  the  public  roads  of  Rutherford 
•County,"  ratified  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twentyone. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  Repealing  clause, 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.   That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

CHAPTER  391 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A  PUB- 
LIC BRIDGE  ACROSS  THE  YADKIN  RIVER  AT  OR  NEAR 
BROWN'S  FORD  IN  WILKES  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.   That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Wilkes  County,  Construction 
are  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  to  have  constructed  an  iron  authorized- 
or  steel  bridge  across  the  Yadkin  River  at  or  near  Brown's  Ford 
in  Wilkes  County,  the  exact  location  of  said  bridge  to  be  settled  Location, 
by  the  said  board  of  commissioners  and  a  competent  bridge  en- 
gineer, or  bridge  construction  expert,  having  in  view  the  service 
of  the  roads  which  now  lead  to  said  ford  and  such  location  as  will 
make  said  bridge  most  permanent,  said  bridge  and  approaches 
to  cost  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars,  said  bridge  Limit  of  cost, 
to  be  completed  within  twelve  (12)  months  from  the  first  day  Completion, 
of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  (1921) ;  and  pledge  of  credit 
said  board  of  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  pledge  the  of  county- 
credit  of  the  county  in  payment  for  the  construction  of  said 
bridge  and  approaches,  until  the  taxes  hereinafter  authorized 
for  the  payment  of  the  same  shall  be  levied  and  collected. 

Sec  2.    That  in  order  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  construction 
of  said  bridge  and  approaches,  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
Wilkes  County  are  hereby  directed  to  levy  a  special  tax  at  their  Special  tax.

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CHAPTER  392 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  BRUNSWICK  COUNTY  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PAYMENT  THEREOF. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Bruns- 
wick County  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to 
issue  at  one  time,  or  from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  dollars  ($985,000.00)  bonds  of 
said  county.  The  said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  not  more 
than  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall 
mature  at  such  time  or  times,  not  more  than  thirty  years  after 
their  respective  dates,  as  the  said  board  may  determine  subject 
to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained.  No  sale  of  any  of  the 
said  bonds  shall  be  made  at  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest, 
nor  until  a  notice  of  the  date  for  receiving  bids  shall  have  been 
published  once,  at  least  ten  days  before  said  date,  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  said  county,  and  in  a  financial  journal  pub- 
lished in  New  York  City.  No  other  or  further  notice  shall  be 
required,  nor  shall  a  vote  of  the  electors  be  necessary  to  author- 
ize the  said  bonds. 

Sec.  2.  In  each  year,  while  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be  out- 
standing, the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  levy  a  tax  upon 
all  taxable  property  within  the  county,  over  and  above  all  other 
taxes  authorized  by  law,  sufficient  to  meet  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  when  due,  and  shall  at  the  same  time 
levy  for  the  maintenance  of  the  roads  and  bridges  improved 
by  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  an  annual  tax  over  and  above  all 
other  taxes  authorized  by  law  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
five  cents  on  all  taxable  property  in  said  county. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  coupon  form,  and 
the  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  executed  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  board;  said  bonds  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board, 
and  upon  terms  to  be  by  it  provided,  be  made  subject  to  registra- 
tion as  to  principal  alone  or  as  to  both  principal  and  interest. 

Sec.  4.  It  being  the  intent  of  this  act  to  make  the  improvement 
of  roads  within  the  county  a  county  movement,  instead  of  a 
township  movement,  provision  shall  be  made  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  for  relieving  any  and  all  townships  within  the 
county  of  the  burden  of  paying  the  principal  and  interest  of 
outstanding  obligations  of  such  township  or  townships  for 
road  improvement,  construction  and  repair,  before  any  bonds 
are  issued  under  this  act.  To  that  end  no  bonds'  shall  be  author- 
ized by  the  board  of  commissioners  hereunder,  unless  the  board 
shall  by  resolution  make  a  finding  of  its  ascertainment  of  the 
amount  of  bonds,  notes  and  other  obligations,  including  those 
contracted  to  be  delivered,  issued  on  behalf  of  each  township

of  any  township,  or  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  applied,  under

All  indebtedness  of  the  county  created  under  this  act  in  favor  of 
townships  may  be  cancelled  and  revoked  by  the  county  board 
at  any  time  before  the  actual  issuance  of  any  bonds  under  this 
act  by  the  revocation  of  all  proceedings  for  the  issuance  of 
bonds  hereunder,  but  such  revocation  shall  not  prevent  the  board 
from  again  instituting  and  carrying  on  proceedings  under  this 
act. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  a  sufficient  recital  of  purpose  of  issuance 
in  any  bond  issued  under  this  act  to  state  that  the  same  is 
issued,  or  is  one  of  a  series  issued,  to  provide  a  comprehensive 
road  system  for  the  county,  but  such  recital  shall  not  be  re- 
quired. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  reserved  from  the  bonds  herein  author- 
ized bonds  having  a  par  value  equal  to  a  principal  amount  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  county  to  the  several  townships  as  recited  in 
the  above  mentioned  resolution,  and  the  said  reserved  bonds 
shall  be  issued  only  for  the  payment  of  such  township  debt, 
or  in  exchange  therefor.  The  proceeds  of  the  balance  of  the 
bonds  authorized  hereby  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  repair,  im- 
provement and  construction  of  roads  within  the  county  having 
a  hard  surface  or  to  be  constructed  with  a  hard  surface,  and  in 
the  construction  of  steel  or  concrete  culverts  and  bridges,  and 
such  proceeds  shall  first  be  applied  to  the  following  purposes  in 
the  order  named:  Provided,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  pre- 
vent the  carrying  on  of  more  than  one  work  of  improvement  at 
the  same  time,  and  the  application  of  said  funds  at  any  time 
to  the  cost  of  that  improvement  if  the  board  shall  have  made 
a  contract  therefor,  or  shall  have  determined  that  the  estimate 
cost  thereof  is  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  may  be  appro- 
priated hereunder  for  each  of  said  several  purposes: 

First:  Eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00)  to  the  repair,  construc- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  public  roads  of  Waccamaw  Town- 
ship that  have  heretofore  been  made  a  county  charge,  whether 
hard  surfaced  or  otherwise,  such  work  to  be  done  in  such  manner 
and  with  such  material  or  materials  as  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners may  determine. 

Second:*  The  repair,  improvement  and  construction  of  the 
"New  Township  Road"  leading  from  the  city  of  Southport 
through  Smithville,  Lockwood's  Folly,  and  Shallotte  townships, 
to  the  South  Carolina  line,  including  such  parts  of  Moore  and 
Howe  streets  in  the  city  of  Southport  as  may  be  necessary  to 
extend  the  said  road  from  the  corporate  limits  to  the  depot  of 
the  W.  B.  and  S.  Railway. 

Third:  To  repair,  improvement  and  construction  of  the  "New 
Township  Road,"  leading  from  Supply  through  Lockwood's  Folly 
and  Town  Creek  townships  to  Brunswick  bridge.

Any  social  or  other  club,  chartered  or  unchartered,  Clubs  classed  as 
or  any  place  of  amusement  or  business  which  shall  make  any  p0jl  rooms- 
charge  or  fee  for  the  use  of  any  billiard  or  pool  table  in  the 
rooms  of  any  such  club,  place  of  amusement  or  business,  shall 
be  considered  as  maintaining  and  operating  a  public  pool  room 
and  shall  be  slubject  to  the  ordinances  of  the  town  or  city  in 
which  said  club,  place  of  amusement  or  business  is  situated, 
controlling,  regulating  and  governing  the  licensing  of  pool  rooms 
in  said  town  or  city.

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Forsyth 
County  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  submit 
to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  Forsyth  County,  at  such  time 
or  times  as  in  its  discretion  it  may  deem  best,  the  question  as  to

That  any  election  held  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now 
prescribed  by  law  for  holding  elections  for  members  of  the 
General  Assembly:  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  board  of 
county  commissioners  shall  appoint  the  registrars  and  judges  of 
election  and  all  other  necessary  election  officers.  The  vote  shall 
be  counted  at  the  close  of  the  polls  and  a  return  thereof  made 
by  said  election  officers  to  the  said  board  of  county  commission- 
ers on  the  next  Thursday  following  said  election,  and  said  board 
of  county  commissioners  shall  tabulate  and  declare  the  result 
of  the  election,  all  of  which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  and  no  other  recording  or 
declaration  of  the  result  of  said  election  shall  be  necessary.

pose and  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  authorized 
to  be  levied  by  said  board. 

Sec.  9.  That  in  addition  to  the  tax  levied  to  meet  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all 
taxable  property  in  said  county  to  provide  for  a  fund  with 
which  to  maintain  and  repair  the  public  roads  of  said  county.

Sec  11.  That  the  said  chairman  and  members  of  the  Forsyth 
County  Highway  Commission  shall  receive  such  salary,  per  diem, 
and  mileage  as  fixed  by  the  act  to  create  a  highway  commission 
for  the  county  of  Forsyth,  and  the  amendments  thereto;  but 
the  advisory  board  shall  receive  no  compensation. 
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Sec.  12.    That  the  passage  of  this  act  is  not  intended  to  and  Acts  not  repealed, 
shall  not  repeal  the  acts  heretofore  passed  entitled,  "An  act 
to  create  a  highway  commission  for  the  county  of  Forsyth," 
and  the  amendments  thereto.

Section  1.    That  there  shall  be  established  in  and  for  the  Highway  commie- 
county  of  Pamlico,  a  highway  commission  to  be  known  as  the  810U  estaDllshed- 
Pamlico  Highway  Commission,  said  highway  commission  to  be  Title  and  com- 
composed  of  three  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Pamlico  County,  P°81tI0n- 
North  Carolina,  all  of  said  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Appointments 
present  General  Assembly,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  and  terms- 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  six  years; 
and  said  highway  commission  shall  be  and  same  is  hereby  incorporation, 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  a  common  seal  and  Corporate  powers 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued. 

Sec.  2.    That  all  public  roads  and  bridges  along  or  across  Supervision  and 
the  public  roads  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  supervision  and  contro1  of  roads, 
control  of  the  Pamlico  Highway  Commission;  that  all  petitions 
for  establishing,  locating,  changing,  and  discontinuing  any  public 
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roads  and  all  other  matters  in  reference  thereto,  are  by  this  act 
placed  under  the  exclusive  supervision  and  control  of  the  Pamlico 
Highway  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Pamlico 
Highway  Commission  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  March, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one.  The  first  one  herein- 
after named  in  this  act  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  the 
one  second  named  shall  hold  office  for  four  years,  and  the  one 
third  named  shall  hold  office  for  six  years;  and  their  succes- 
sors shall  hereafter  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina  at  its  biennial  session,  and  their  respective  term  of 
office  shall  last  for  a  term  of  six  years  and  begin  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  following  their  appointment. 

Sec.  4.  That  upon  failure  of  any  member  of  the  Pamlico 
Highway  Commission  now  or  hereafter  appointed  to  qualify,  or  in 
case  of  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  said  highway 
commission,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  made 
by  the  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  5  .  That  after  the  qualification  of  said  Pamlico  Highway 
Commissioners,  and  their  organization,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  shall  turn  over  to  the  highway  commission  all 
road  machinery,  stock,  and  implements  and  other  property  now 
in  use  by  the  county  of  Pamlico;  and  said  board  of  county  com- 
missioners is  hereby  directed  to  instruct  and  require  the  county 
treasurer,  or  other  custodian  of  public  funds,  by  whatever  name 
designated,  to  turn  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  highway  com- 
mission all  taxes  levied  and  collected  for  road  purposes  which 
may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office;  and  said  county 
treasurer,  or  other  custodian  of  public  funds,  shall  take  from 
the  treasurer  of  the  Pamlico  Highway  Commission  a  receipt  for 
such  funds,  which  shall  be  a  voucher  for  the  county  treasurer, 
or  other  custodian  of  county  funds,  in  the  settlement  with  the 
board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  6.  The  highway  commission  shall  have  power  to  con- 
tract all  or  any  part  of  the  road  construction  or  repair  to  the 
best  responsible  bidder,  and  upon  the  best  obtainable  terms,  tak- 
ing sufficient  bond  from  the  contractor  to  indemnify  the  county 
against  breach  of  contract  and  other  damages,  and  to  fix  for- 
feitures or  liquidated  damages. 

Sec  7.  The  highway  commission  is  authorized,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  create  and  fill  any  positions  which  it  may  deem  ex- 
pedient for  the  proper  road  constructions,  repair  and  maintenance, 
such  as  superintendent  of  road  construction  and  repair,  and  a 
highway  engineer;  to  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  such 
appointees,  and  to  authorize  them  to  employ,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board,  such  subordinates  or  employees  as  may  be 
needed.  The  board  shall  have  power  for  causes  which  it  deems

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  disqualify  a  mem- 
ber of  said  board  from  acting  as  superintendent  of  the  roads  of 
said  township:  and  Provided,  further,  that  such  superintendent 
shall  make  no  contract  involving  the  liability  of  the  road  fund 
of  said  township,  except  by  and  with  the  express  approval 
of  the  board  of  road  trustees  previously  obtained,  and  no 
money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  road  fund  of  said  township 
on  any  account  except  on  vouchers  drawn  by  the  secretary  and 
countersigned  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  board  of  trustees  may  purchase  such  ma- 
chinery and  implements  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  working  and  construction  of  the  roads,  may  employ  a 
competent  engineer  or  surveyor,  and  may  exercise  such  other 
powers  and  privileges  as  may  be  needed  for  the  carrying  out  of 
purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided,  hoivever,  that 
no  person  shall  be  subject  to  road  duty. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  superintendent  of  roads  of  Wilsons  Mills 
Township  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  uncultivated 
land  near  to  or  adjoining  any  public  road  of  said  township,  to 
cut  and  carry  away  timber,  except  trees  or  groves  on  improved 
land  planted  and  left  for  shade  or  ornament,  to  dig  or  cause 
to  be  dug  and  carried  away  any  gravel,  sand,  clay  or  stone  which 
may  be  necessary  to  construct,  improve  or  repair  such  road, 
and  enter  upon  any  adjoining  land  near  such  road  in  order  to 
make  such  drains  or  ditches  through  the  same  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  betterment  of  the  roads,  and  the  drains  and 
ditches  so  made  shall  not  be  obstructed  by  the  occupants  of  said 
land,  or  any  other  person,  and  any  such  person  or  persons  ob- 
structing such  drain  or  ditch  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding 
thirty  days.  If  the  owner  of  any  lands  from  which  timber,  stone, 
clay,  gravel  or  sand  shall  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  shall  present 
an  account  for  the  same  through  said  superintendent  to  said 
board  of  trustees  within  thirty  days  after  the  taking  thereof, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  pay  for  the  same  at  a 
fair  price;  and  in  case  of  any  disagreement  as  to  the  value,  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one  freeholder  and  the  person 
claiming  the  damages  a  second,  and  these  two  a  third,  which  said 
freeholders  shall  assess  said  damages  and  report  the  same  in 
writing  to  the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  pay  the  same  from 
the  road  fund  of  said  township. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  superintendent  of  roads,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  trustees,  is  hereby  given  descretionary  power  to 
locate,  relocate  or  change  any  part  of  any  public  road  in  said 
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township  when  in  his  judgment  the  same  will  prove  advan- 
tageous to  the  public  travel.    That  when  any  person  on  whose  Claims  for 
lands  the  new  road  or  part  of  the  new  road  is  to  be  located  damages- 
claims  damages  therefor,  and  within  thirty  days  petitions  said 
board  of  trustees  for  a  jury  to  asisess  the  damages,  the  said  trus-  jury  of  view, 
tees  shall  within  not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  sixty  days 
after  the  completion  of  said  road,  order  a  jury  of  three  disin- 
terested freeholders!  of  Wilsons  Mills  Township  to  be  selected 
and  summoned  by  the  sheriff  of  Johnston  County  as  provided  by 
law,  who  shall  give  said  landowner  forty-eight  hours  notice  of  the  Notice  to  land- 
time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  said  jury  will  meet  to  assess  owners,

Sec.  9.    That  all  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  county  Moneys  paid 
treasurer  of  Johnston  County  or  that  may  hereafter  come  into  int0  road  funds- 
his  hands'  for  the  road  fund  of  Wilsons  Mills  Township,  and  all 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  present  board  of  trustees,  or  its  treas- 
urer or  which  shall  come  into*  its  or  their  hands,  shall  be  im- 
mediately turned  over  to  the  treasurer  or  financial  agent  of 
the  boad  of  road  trustees  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  that  all 
funds  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Johnston  County  under  and 
by  virtue  of  section  one,  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-one, 
of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eleven,  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  public  roads 
of  Wilsons  Mills  Township,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  said  sheriff 
to  the  treasurer  or  financial  agent  of  the  said  board  of  road  trus- 
tees of  Wilsons!  Mills  Township,  and  that  said  section  one  of  Law  made  part 
chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  °  1S 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  adopted  and 
retained  and  made  a  part  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.    That  in  the  working  and  construction  of  roads,  con-  Convict  or  hired 
vict  labor  or  hired  labor,  or  both,  may  be  used  as  may  be  ordered  lab01'- 
by  said  board  of  trustees,  and  in  the  working  of  convicts  upon 
the  public  roads  of  said  township,  all  rights  and  privileges  Law  as  to  con- 
existing  in  regard  thereto  or  that  may  hereafter  exist  for  the  victs' 
use  of  convicts  in  Johnston  County  or  any  township  therein, 
shall  exist  and  apply  to  the  use  of  convicts  on  the  public  roads 
of  said  township. 

Sec.  11.    That  the  said  board  of  road  trustees  may  in  their  Work  let  to 
discretion  let  under  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder  any  or  all  contract- 
of  the  public  roads  of  Wilsons  Mills  Township,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  determined  and  fixed  by  said  trustees,

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CHAPTER  402 

AN  ACT  TO  FIX  THE  SALARY  OF  THE  COUNTY  SUPERIN-

AND  TO  REQUIRE  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  OF  SAID 
COUNTY  TO  MAKE  AND  FILE  WITH  THE  BOARD  OF 
COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS  AN  ANNUAL  ITEMIZED  STATE- 
MENT OF  EXPENDITURES  OF  SAID  BOARD. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    The  county  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of  Salary. 
Bertie  County  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  as  full  compensation  for  his  services  and  the  services  of 
assistants,  deputies  and  clerks,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  nothing 
in  addition  thereto  for  performing  the  duties  of  his  office:    Pro-  Pay  as  superin- 
vided,  the  said  county  superintnedent  of  public  instruction  may  welfare, 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  school  fund  of  said  county  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  as  full  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  county  superintendent  of  public 
welfare  in  said  county  in  addition  to  his  salary  as  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  therein,  and  he  shall  be  allowed 
nothing  in  addition  thereto  for  performing  the  duties  of  superin- 
tendent of  public  welfare  in  said  county.    The  salary  of  said  Salar?'  to  begm. 
county  superintendent  of  public  welfare  herein  provided  shall 
begin  on  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  and  the  board  of  education  of  the  county  shall  pay  0ffice  expenses, 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  office  of  the  county  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  office 
of  the  county  superintendent  of  public  welfare  in  addition  to 
the  salary  herein  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  education  of  Bertie  County  shall  make  gjl^ents9111111^ 
and  file  with  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  county 
on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  and  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  July 
thereafter,  a  full,  complete  and  accurate  statement  and  account, 
itemized,  of  all  funds  received  and  expended  by  or  under  author- 
ity of  said  board  of  education,  or  the  county  superintendent  of  Details, 
public  instruction  of  said  county,  from  the  first  day  of  July  of 
the  preceding  year  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  which  said  state- 
ment and  account  is  made  and  filed,  which  itemized  statement 
and  account  shall  show  the  date  and  from  what  source  said 
funds  were  received  and  the  date  and  for  what  purpose  same 
were  expended;  and  shall  be  so  arranged  in  form  as  to  show  un- 
der the  head  of  Salaries  and  Expenses  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, County  Superintendent,  and  Public  School  Supervisors,  all 
salaries,  office  expenses  and  expenditures  of  county  superinten- 
dent of  public  instruction,  county  supervisors  of  schools  and  the 
board  of  education  as  overhead  charges  in  administering  the 
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school  funds  in  said  county;  and  so  as  to  show  under  the  head 
and  name  of  each  school  in  said  county,  separately,  the  salary 
paid  each  teacher,  school  officials,  and  all  expenses  and  other 
amounts  paid  to  or  for  each  school  in  said  county  under  each 
separate  head;  and  all  other  amounts  disbursed  for  any  purpose 
shall  be  shown  under  the  head  of  Miscellaneous  Expenditures. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  county  commissiioners  of  said  county 
shall  receive  the  itemized  statements  and  accounts  of  the  board 
of  education  required  to  be  filed  with  said  board  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  the  same  properly  re- 
corded in  a  permanent  record  book  to  be  provided  by  said  board 
of  county  commissioners:  for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  be 
designated  and  marked  "Accounts  of  Board  of  Education,"  and 
shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  said  county 
as  a  permanent  public  record  of  said  office. 

Sec.  4.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to 
Bertie  County. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifi- 
cation.

AN  ACT  TO   PROVIDE   ROAD    COMMISSIONERS    AND  FOR 
ROAD  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  STANLY  COUNTY. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  G.  D.  Troutman,  Claude  L.  Smith,  and  A.  F. 
Mabry,  A.  F.  Biles,  and  Dr.  J.  A.  Allen  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  and  constituted  the  board  of  road  commissioners  for 
Stanly  County.  That  within  ten  days  after  the  ratification  of  this 
act  the  members  thereof  shall  meet  in  the  clerk's  office  in  the 
courthouse  in  Albemarle,  N.  C,  and  organize  by  electing  one  of 
their  members  chairman  of  the  board,  and  some  suitable  person 
secretary  of  the  board,  and  some  suitable  person  treasurer  of  the 
board.  The  term  of  office  for  Dr.  J.  A.  Allen  shall  be  for  two 
years;  the  term  of  office  for  Claude  L.  Smith  and  A.  F.  Mabry 
shall  be  for  four  years;  and  the  term  of  office  for  G.  D.  Troutman 
and  A.  F  Biles  shall  be  for  six  years,  all  from  the  date  of  their 
qualification  and  organization  under  this  act  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  Each  member  of  the 
board  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  Stanly  County  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  a  member  of  said  board.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by

All  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  debt  given  for  any  loan  under  this  act  shall  be 
executed  by  and  in  the  name  of  "Road  Commissioners  of  Stanly 
County"  by  its  chairman  and  attested  by  its  secretary  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  board. 

Sec.  7.  That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  repairing 
the  roads  and  bridges  in  said  county,  the  board  of  commissioners 
may  employ,  or  appoint,  a  road  superintendent,  engineers,  over- 
seers and  such  subordinates  thereto  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall  pay  them  with  salaries, 
to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  as  will  compensate  them  for  their 
work,  and  the  board  may  delegate  to  them  such  powers  as  the 
board  may  think  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act.

Sec.  11.  The  highways  and  roads  of  said  county  constructed 
or  improved  under  this  act  shall  have  a  right  of  way  of  forty 
feet,  and  more  if  necessary  for  fills  and  cuts,  except  where  the 
board  deems  it  impracticable  to  acquire  such  width,  and  in  such 
cases,  the  width  shall  be  at  least,  twenty-five  feet,  of  which  not 
less  than  twenty  feet  shall  be  free  from  logs,  stumps,  rocks  and 
drains,  except  where  ledges  of  rock  are  encountered,  or  where 
the  width  is  considered  impracticable  by  the  engineer.  The 
alignment  of  the  .road  shall  be  as  straight  as  practicable,  and 
with  no  grade  over  five  per  cent,  except  as  such  grade  is  con- 
sidered impracticable  by  the  road  engineer  or  board. 

Sec.  12.  In  opening  new  highways  or  roads,  widening, 
straightening,  improving,  altering,  or  changing  old  roads  and 
repairing  the  same,  the  road  commission,  through  its  agents  or 
employees,  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  lands  and 
make  all  necessary  surveys,  and  locate,  relocate,  build,  improve, 
change,  alter,  widen,  and  repair  such  highways  or  roads.  If 
the  said  road  commission  and  the  owner  of  said  land  cannot 
agree  as  to  the  damages,  if  any,  the  said  road  commissioners

proving, or  construction  of  said  roads  by  contract,  then  the 
corporation,  partnership,  or  person  so  bidding  for  said  work, 
shall  bid  upon  the  specifications  funished  by  the  engineer.  The 
said  road  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  let  the  grading, 
construction,  repairing  and  building  of  any  section  of  road  to  be 
built,  or  any  subdivision  of  any  road  to  be  built,  or  repaired, 
by  contract,  if  it  deems  best,  or  the  said  road  commission  may 
hire  labor  and  convicts,  or  the  convicts  obtained  from  Stanly 
and  other  counties,  in  working,  improving,  building,  repairing, 
and  maintaining  said  roads. 

Sec.  17.  Any  person  who  shall  obstruct  the  road  commission, 
or  any  of  its  agents,  servants,  or  employees,  in  making  surveys,, 
or  in  altering,  changing,  repairing,  of  opening  new  roads  or  in 
obtaining  material  as  herein  provided,  or  who  shall  stop  up, 
or  obstruct  any  drains  or  ditches,  cut  for  the  improvement  of 
the  road,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
therefor  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  in  discretion 
of  the  court.

ized and  directed  to  appropriate  from  the  road  funds  of  said 
county  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  for  the  county 
the  benefit  of  said  Federal  or  State  fund,  and  to  do  and  perform 
any  and  all  things  necessary  to  be  done  to  secure  Stanly  County's 
apportionment  of  State  and  Federal  aid  funds;  said  board  is  Co-operation, 
further  authorized  and  empowered  to  act  with  the  State  High- 
way Commission,  or  other  authorities  of  the  State,  and  also  to 
act  with  any  authorities  of  the  Federal  Government  in  building, 
improving  or  maintaining  the  public  roads  and  bridges  of  Stanly 
County.

CHAPTER  613,  PUBLIC  LAWS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA, 
SESSION-  1909,  RELATING  TO  THE  SALARIES  OF  THE 
OFFICERS  OF  RUTHERFORD  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  to  elect 
county  officers  in  the  county  of  Rutherford  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  there  shall  be  elected  three 
county  commissioners  in  the  following  manner,  to-wit:  One 
commissioner  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Monday 
in  December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two;  one 
commissioner  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  Monday 
in  December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and 
one  commissioner  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two, 
and  upon  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  office  of  the  said  com- 
missioners their  successors  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  a 
term  of  six  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified:  Provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
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either  of  said  offices  by  death,  resignation  or  other  cause,  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  as  now  required  by  law  in  the  case  of 
the  vacancy  in  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the  appointee 
to  hold  office  until  the  next  succeeding  general  election,  when 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  office  vacated. 

Sec.  2.  That  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  to  elect  county 
officers  in  the  county  of  Rutherford  in  the  year  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the 
qualified  electors  of  Rutherford  County  shall  elect  three  mem- 
bers of  the  county  board  of  education,  each  of  whom  will  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  July 
following  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  in- 
ducted into  office. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  three  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  thir- 
teen, Public  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  nine,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows,  to-wit:  "That  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Rutherford  County  shall  receive  a  salary  of  nineteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,900)  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  he  shall  be 
allowed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per  annum,  payable  monthly, 
for  assistance  in  lieu  of  all  other  compensation  whatsoever, 
including  compensation  as  judge  of  the  Juvenile  Court  of  Ruther- 
ford County."

ing or  maintaining  cows  for  milk  production,  either  for  public 
or  private  use,  to  maintain  or  keep  any  animals  from  which 
there  arises  or  comes  an  obnoxious  or  unpleasant  odor,  or  to 
dispose  or  permit  disposal  of  any  animal,  mineral,  chemical, 
or  vegetable  refuse,  dead  bodies  of  animals,  or  any  other  dele- 
terious matter,  in  such  a  way  as  to  pollute  either  the  water 
on  the  land  so  used,  or  air  on  such  land  so  used,  or  which 
may  be  used  for  dairy  purposes  or  for  grazing  milk  cows  either 
for  dairy  or  private  use,  or  to  render  unfit  or  unsafe  for  use 
the  milk  produced  from  cows  feeding  upon  the  grasses  or  main- 
taining on  the  adjoining1  land  or  lands  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Sec.  2.    That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the  Misdemeanor, 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  Punishment, 
than  thirty  days,  and  each  day  that  such  violation  is  committed  Separate  offences, 
or  permitted  to  exist  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.

Whereas,  By  virtue  thereof  the  public  roads'  of  Union  County-

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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  road  electorate  and  road  commission  of 
Union  County,  created  by  virtue  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  Public  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine- 
teen, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  abolished,  and  said  act  shall 
not  apply  in  any  way  to  Union  County  from  and  after  the  rati- 
fication of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  entire  management,  control  and  supervision  of  the 
laying  out  of  roads,  the  working  of  roads,  the  upkeep  of  roads, 
and  the  building  of  bridges,  and  the  repair  of  bridges,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Union  County,  and  as  such  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  appoint  one  or  more  road  supervisors  for  each 
township  in  the  county,  delegating  to  said  road  supervisor  or 
supervisors  such  authority  and  such  duties  as  they  shall  deem 
best. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  shall 
have  authority  to  receive  any  convicts,  funds  and  property  from 
any  township  in  Union  County,  or  any  other  county  in  North 
Carolina,  and  shall  have  authority  to  work  convicts  on  the  public 
roads  of  said  county:  Provided,  they  can  do  so  at  satisfactory 
expense,  and  in  event  they  at  any  time  find  it  to  be  inexpedient 
or  too  expensive  to  work  convicts  on  the  public  roads  of  Union 
County,  they  may  cease  to  do  so  and  turn  such  convicts  as  they

the  best  method  of  expending  such  sum  in  the  most  economical 
manner  to  accomplish  the  desired  result;  and  each  county  shall 
then  provide  from  the  road  funds  at  its  disposal  an  amount 
equal  to  one-half  of  that  previously  determined  as  necessary  to 
maintain  said  road  in  a  proper  manner,  and  shall  use  such  sum 
in  the  maintenance  of  said  road  in  such  manner  as  may  have 
been  determined  by  the  representatives  of  said  commissioners. 
In  case  the  county  commissioners  desire,  and  request  in  writing,

Sec.  3.  That  the  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Duplin 
County  Highway  Commission  shall  begin  on  the  second  Monday 
in  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  shall 
continue  during  the  term  indicated  and  until  the  successors  of 
the  incumbent  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec  4.  That  upon  failure  of  any  member  of  the  Duplin  County 
Highway  Commission  now  or  hereafter  appointed  to  qualify,  or 
in  the  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  said  high- 
way commission,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
made  by  the  board  of  education  of  Duplin  County. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Duplin  County  Highway  Commission  may  ap- 
point one  (1)  of  their  members  to  act  as  secretary  for  the  said 
commission,  or  they  may  appoint  the  register  of  deeds  of

Before  doing  any  work  or  construction, 
apart  from  the  surveys,  the  board  shall  give  to  the  owner  of  the 
land  over  which  the  proposed  new  road  or  change  of  road  may 
run  at  least  five  (5)  days  notice  in  writing  of  a  time  and  place, 
when  and  where,  the  highway  commission  will  consider  the 
question  of  condemning  the  land.  If  the  landowner  be  a  minor 
or  insane,  such  notice  shall  be  given  to  him  and  his  guardian, 
or  if  there  be  no  guardian,  to  the  person  with  whom  he  is  living. 
If  the  landowner  be  a  nonresident,  or  cannot  be  found  within 
the  county,  such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  his  last  known  address 
and  publication  made  in  a  newspaper  in  Duplin  County,  at  least 
twenty  (20)  days  before  the  hearing.  If  the  highway  commis- 
sion shall  find  the  proposed  improvement  advantageous  to  public 
travel,  and  shall  decide  to  condemn  the  land  necessary  for  the 
road,  they  shall  so  declare  and  enter  the  order  of  condemnation 
in  their  minutes.  Upon  the  question  of  condemnation,  the  find- 
ings and  order  of  the  board  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  appeal 
to  Superior  Court.  No  strip  of  land  wider  than  forty  (40)  feet, 
with  such  additional  width  as  may  be  necessary  for  cuts  and 
fills,  shall  be  so  required  by  condemnation.  Upon  making  the 
order  of  condemnation  the  highway  commission  shall  have  au- 
thority, through  its  agents,  to  immediately  take  possession  of 
the  land  described  in  the  order  and  proceed  to  construct  the 
said  road.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to 
take  the  control  and  management  of  the  public  roads  of  said 
township,  and  said  trustees  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  rights 
and  powers  for  such  control  and  management  as  are  necessary 
for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  roads. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  from  its 
members  a  chairman,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  bi-ennially  thereafter  a  chairman  shall  be  elected  in 
the  same  manner  and  for  a  like  term  of  office.  Said  board  shall 
also  elect  a  treasurer  on  such  terms  and  on  such  compensation 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board:  Provided,  however,  that  the  said 
board  of  trustees  may  arrange  with  some  bank  or  banks  to  act  as 
financial  agent  for  said  board  of  trustees.

It  is  the  purpose  of  this 
section  to  prohibit  the  operation  of  punch  boards,  slot  machines 
or  any  other  machines  or  device  where  the  inducement  offered 
for  the  payment  of  money  is  a  reward  based  upon  chance.

thoroughfares  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  feet  wide,  and  that 
all  other  roads  shall  be  not  less  than  sixteen  feet  wide,  unless 
in  the  judgment  of  the  highwayy  commission  such  width  shall 
be  impractical. 
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Sec.  8.  That  in  order  that  the  roads  decided  upon  to  be  finished  Employment 
and  built  may  be  properly  done,  authority  is  hereby  expressly  of  engmeer&- 
conferred  upon  the  commission  to  employ  one  or  more  expert 
road  engineers  at  a  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  it  and  paid 
out  of  the  general  funds  to  be  raised  under  this  act,  not  only 
to  survey  and  locate  roads,  but  to  advise  and  to  make  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  work,  and  to  have  such  general  over- 
sight over  the  work  as  the  said  commission  may  direct:  Provided,  Proviso:  State

that  if  the  State  furnishes  to  the  county  the  engineering  assist-  assistance, 
ance  in  its  road  work,  that  the  acceptance  of  such  services  from 
the  State  by  the  commission  shall  be  considered  as  fulfilling 
the  requirements  by  the  commission  under  this  act. 

Sec.  9.    That  for  the  purpose  of  properly  constructing  and 
repairing  the  roads  of  said  county  the  said  highway  commis- 
sion may  employ  a  road  superintendent  and  such  subordinates  Road  superinten- 
as  the  said  highway  commission  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  a?nates.nd  subor' 
co-operate  with  the  township  supervisors  hereinafter  named  in 
the  construction  of  the  public  roads'  of  Stokes  County. 

Sec.  10.    That  each  of  the  members  of  the  aforesaid  highway 
commission,  except  the  members  at  large  constituting  the  execu- 
tive committee,  shall  be  the  township  supervisor  of  roads'  of  Township  road 
the  township  from  which  he  was  selected  or  elected.    It  shall 
be  his  duty  to   actually  superintend   the    construction,  main- 
tenance and  repair  of  all  public  roads'  in  his  township,  acting 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  aforesaid  highway  commis- 
sion or  its  executive  committee,  as  hereinafter  specified.

Yadkin  Township  has  outstanding  eighty  thousand  dollars  in 
bonds,  the  proceeds'  of  which  have  been,  or  are  being,  expended 
in  making  permanent  road  improvements  in  the  said  township;

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  12  OF  THE  PUBLIC  AND

TITLED "AN  ACT  TO  CREATE  A  HIGHWAY  COMMISSION 
FOR  THE  COUNTY  OF  FORSYTH. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  ten  of  said  act  be  amended  by  striking  Salary  of 
out  the  words  "two  thousand  dollars"  in  line  six  and  inserting  ensmeer- 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "thirty-five  hundred  dollars." 

Sec.  38a.    That  section  thirty-eight  a  be  added  after  section  Limit  of  weight. 
thirty-eight,  to  read  as  follows:     That  no  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  allowed  to  operate  any  motor  vehicle  upon 
any  highway  in  the  county  of  Forsyth  which  has  a  greater  rated 
weight  of  both  vehicle  and  load  exceeding  seven  and  one-half 
tons.    Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  Misdemeanor, 
fined  fifty  dollars  ($50)  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  thirty  Punishment 
days  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  38&.    When  any  road  or  highway,  or  portion  thereof,  is  Barriers  on 

highways  pending 

in  process  of  construction  or  maintenance,  said  highway  com-  construction, 
mission,  its  officers  or  appropriate  employees,  or  its  contractor, 
under  authority  from  such  highway  commission,  or  the  appro- 
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priate  officers  or  employees  of  such  highway  commission,  may 
erect  or  cause  to  be  erected  suitable  barriers  or  obstructions 
thereon,  may  post  or  cause  to  be  posted  suitable  notices  to  the 
effect  that  the  road  or  highway,  or  a  portion  thereof,  is  closed, 
warnings,  signals,  lights,  lanterns  or  signs  on  such  highway  or 
portion  thereof  ;  and  when  a  road  or  highway  is  closed  to  the 
public,  or  in  process  of  construction  or  maintenance  as  provided 
herein,  any  person  who  wilfully  breaks  down,  drives  into  new 
construction  work,  removes,  injures  or  destroys  any  such  barrier, 
barriers'  or  obstructions  on  the  road  being  constructed,  or  tears 
down  or  removes  or  destroys  any  such  notices,  drives  into  new 
construction  work,  or  extinguishes,  removes  or  injures  any  such 
warnings,  lights,  lanterns'  so  erected,  posted  or  placed,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars 
($50.00)  or  imprisoned  in  jail  for  a  term  of  thirty  days. 

Sec.  38c.  That  no  opening  shall  be  made  in  any  county  road 
or  highway,  nor  shall  any  structure  be  placed  thereon,  nor  shall 
any  structure  which  has  been  placed  thereon  be  changed  or 
renewed,  except  in  accordance  with  the  written  permit  of  the 
highway  commission,  or  its  duly  authorized  officers.  That  no 
county  road  or  highway  shall  be  dug  up  for  laying  or  placing 
pipes,  conduits,  sewers,  wires,  railways  or  other  objects  without 
the  written  permit  obtained  from  the  highway  commission  of 
Forsyth  County,  or  its  duly  authorized  officers'  or  employees,  and 
the  work  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  highway  commission,  or  its  appropriate  officers  or  em- 
ployees, and  the  entire  expense  of  replacing  the  highway  in  as 
good  condition  as  before  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons,  firms  or 
corporations  to  whom  the  permit  is  given,  or  by  whom  the 
work  is  done.  That  the  highway  commission  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, require  the  applicant  to  file  a  satisfactory  bond,  payable 
to  the  highway  commission  of  Forsyth  County,  in  such  amount 
as  may  be  deemed  sufficient  by  the  highway  commission,  or  its 
duly  authorized  officers,  conditioned  upon  the  proper  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  this  act  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration granted  such  permit. 

Any  person  making  an  opening  in  the  highways  of  Forsyth 
County,  or  placing  any  structure  thereon,  or  changing  or  re- 
newing any  structure  thereon,  without  obtaining  a  written  per- 
mit as  herein  provided,  or  not  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of 
such  permit,  or  otherwise  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000)  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  thirty  days  for 
each  and  every  violation. 

Sec.  38(Z.  That  chapter  one  hundred,  Public-Local  Laws,  ses- 
sion one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen,  amending  chap- 
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ter  twelve,  Public-Local  Laws,  sessi'on  one  thousand  nine  hundred 

and  thirteen,  be  amended  as  follows:  By  striking  out  the  word

CHAPTER  466 

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO   THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  HARD- 
SURFACED  ROADS  IN  THE  COUNTY  OF  LENOIR. 

Whereas.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  Preamble:  reso- 
of  Lenoir  met  in  special  session  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  Feb-  commissioners!**1^ 
ruary,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  adopted 
a  resolution  with  reference  to  the  constructi'on  of  hard-surfaced 
roads  in  Lenoir  County,  in  which  resolution  the  said  board  of 
commissioners  recommended  the  character  of  certain  roads  to 
be  constructed  and  the  order  in  which  certain  roads  mentioned 
in  said  resolution  should  be  constructed,  expressing  in  said 
resolution  their  reasons  therefor:  Now,  therefore, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Lenoir  Roads  selected 
County,  from  the  first  money  whi'ch  may  come  into  its  hands  for  work- 
from  any  source  whatsoever  available  for  such  purposes,  shall 
construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed  hard-surfaced  roads  in 
Lenoir  County,  and  of  the  type  and  character  set  forth  in  the 
said  resolution  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  in  the 
following  order,  to-wit: 

a.  Beginning  at  the  new  bridge,  now  in  process  of  construction,  Project  "a" 
across  Neuse  River  near  the  Wayne  and  Lenoir  County  lines, 

and  running  thence  to  La  Grange  and  thence  to  Institute,  and 
thence  by  the  property  of  the  Caswell  Training  School  to  the 
Central  highway  where  the  Hull  road  joins  the  same. 

b.  Beginning  at  Edwards  Bridge  leading  by  Sharon  to  a  point  Project  "b" 
on  the  Grifton-Kinston  highway  near  Grai'ngers. 

c.  From  Graham  fork  by  Russells  mill  to  the  Jones  County  Project  "c" 
line  at  Russells  Avenue. 

d.  From  old  Neuse  River  bridge  by  Woodington  mill  by  Nobles  project  "d" 
mill  to  Ervins  crossroads  at  Jones  County  line. 

e.  From  J.  Luke  Jackson  fork  by  Sandy  Bottom  to  Wayne  Project  "e" 
County  line. 

Sec  2.  The  said  board  of  county  commissioners,  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  roads,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  limited 
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in  its  discretion  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  except  as  to  the 
type  of  road  and  the  order  of  construction  of  particular  roads, 
and  both  the  type  and  order  of  construction  of  particular  roads 
shall  be  as  mentioned  in  the  resolutfon  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  above  mentioned;  and  otherwise  as  to  the  con- 
tracting for  the  construction  of  said  roads,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  are  left  free  to  exercise  their 
judgment  and  discretion  as  to  whether  the  roads,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  constructed  by  contract  or  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  using  hired  labor  therefor,  or  by  using 
the  convict  force  thereon.  These  things,  in  whole  and  in  part, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  in 
their  judgment  and  discretion  as  is  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  not  in  any  way  be  construed  to  require 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  to  raise  funds  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads  above  mentioned,  but  shall  only  have  appli- 
cation to  the  expenditure  of  funds  which  may  go  into  the 
hands  of  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  from  any 
source  available  for  said  purposes,  and  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  are  left  free  to  exercise  its  judgment  and  dis- 
cretion as  to  when  and  how  the  funds  for  the  construction  of 
roads  shall  be  raised  as  it  is  now  authorized  by  law  to  raise 
such  funds;  and  the  extent  of  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
act  is  to  provide  that  funds,  when  received  by  said  board  avail- 
able for  such  purposes,  shall  be  expended  upon  the  roads  of 
Lenoir  County  in  the  order  of  their  designation  above,  and  of 
the  type  and  character  as  set  forth  in  the  resolution  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  adopted  on  the  seventeenth  day 
of  February,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its

December  the  thirteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six- 
teen, and  is  duly  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds 
of  Haywood  County,  North  Carolina,  in  book  of  deeds  number 
forty-eight,  page  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  et  seq.,  to  which 
deed  and  record  reference  is  hereby  made  for  a  full  description

the  board  of  trustees,  to  the  credit  of  the  hospital  fund,  and 
paid  out  only  upon  warrants  drawn  by  said  treasurer,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  chairmin  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  by 
the  authority  of  a  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees,  and  said 
board  of  hospital  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  suit-

rules  and  regulations  as  prescribed  by  said  board,  such  hospital 
always  being  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
said  board  of  trustees  may  adopt,  in  order  to  render  the  use 
of  said  hospital  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  greatest  number;

CHAPTER  529 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  401,  PUBLIC-LOCAL  LAWS, 
NORTH  CAROLINA,  SESSION  1919,  RELATIVE  TO  THE 
HIGHWAY  OR  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS  OF  MADISON 
COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  Enact: 

Section  1.    That  sections  forty-two,  forty-three  and  forty-four  Sections  repealed, 
and  forty-seven  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  one,  Public-Local 
Laws,  North  Carolina,  session  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nineteen  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

"1.  That  at  the  time  the  county  commissioners  of  Madison 
County  make  the  levy  for  county  and  other  taxes  they  shall 
levy  a  special  tax  for  bridge  purposes  in  said  county  of  Madison 
of  not  less  than  five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  ten  cents,  observing  the  constitutional  equation  on 
the  poll. 

"2.  That  the  said  Madison  county  highway  commission  shal$ 
meet  within  thirty  days  after  the  ratification  of  this  act  and 
proceed  to  elect  or  employ  a  competent  man  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  having  the  roads  in  Madison 
County  put  in  as  good  repair  as  the  circumstances  will  admit 
considering  the  amount  of  money  on  hand  to  be  spent  and 
shall  look  after  laying  out  new  roads  and  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  road  work  in  Madison  County.  He  shall  be  paid 
such  sum  in  monthly  installments  as  the  said  highway  commis- 
sion may  deem  expedient  and  to  the  best  interests  of  the  county. 
He  shall  hold  his  position  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  highway 
commission.  He  shall  make  reports  of  his  work  as  is  provided 
for  in  said  chapter  four  hundred  and  one,  Public-Local  Laws 
session  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen  and  he  shall 
have  all  the  powers  provided  for  in  said  chapter.  He  shall  have 
power  to  employ  overseers  or  supervisors  to  work  the  free 
labor  on  the  public  roads  to  which  such  labor  may  be  assigned 
as  may  be  deemed  to  the  best  interests  and  advisable.  He  shall 
keep  a  strict  account  of  all  money  spent  by  him  and  report  to 
the  highway  commission  at  least  once  each  month.  The  secretary 
of  the  said  highway  commission  shall  prepare  each  month  a 
summary  of  the  money  on  hand  for  each  township,  and  a 
summary  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  spent,  if  any,  on  the 
roads  in  each  township,  which  shall  be  posted.  The  said  high- 
way commission  shall  not  be  required  to  post  an  itemized  state- 
ment but  shall  be  required  to  post  a  summary  as  herein  provided. 

"3.  That  the  said"  highway  commission  shall  meet  once  every 
three  months  unless  they  are  called  to  meet  oftener  by  the 
chairman.  The  said  commissioners  shall  receive  as  compensation 
for  their  services  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  regular  session 
and  three  dollars  per  day  for  extra  sessions  or  meetings.  That 
the  chairman  of  the  said  highway  commission  shall  devote  at 
least  one  entire  day  on  an  average  of  at  least  two  days  in  each 
month  and  oftener  if  he  may  deem  it  necessary  for  the  best 
interests  of  road  work  in  the  said  county  of  Madison,  but  his 
entire  per  diem  for  such  work  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  in  one  year,  including  reasonable  expenses.

CHAPTER  530 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  GOOD  ROADS  IN  PLEASANT  GROVE 
TOWNSHIP,  JOHNSTON  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  W.  T.  Whittenton,  James  H.  Parrish  and  Road  trustees 

appointed. 

W.  R.  Pope  are  hereby  appointed  a  board  of  road  trustees  for 
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Term  of  office.  the  public  roads  of  Pleasant  Grove  Township  in  Johnston  County, 
to  hold  office,  from  their  installment  until  the  first  Monday  in 
December,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and  shall 
receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  four  dollars  per  day 
for  the  time  actually  engaged.  Each  member  of  the  board  of  said 
of  commissioners,  township  shall  be  elected  at  each  general  election  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  the  first  Monday  in 
December  next  succeeding  their  election  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  all  vacancies  caused  by 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  township  or  otherwise  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  said  board  until  next 
general  election,  when  his  successor  shall  be  elected:  Provided, 
that  the  position  of  trustees  shall  not  constitute  an  office  within 
the  meaning  of  article  seven,  section  fourteen  of  the  Constitution 
of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Board  of  Road  Trustees  of  Pleasant 
Grove  Township,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  make 
Corporate  powers,  contracts,  acquire  real  and  personal  property,  hold  and  exchange 
and  sell  the  same,  adopt  a  corporate  seal  and  exercise  such 
other  rights  and  privileges  as  are  incident  to  other  municipal 
corporations. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to 
take  the  control  and  management  of  the  public  roads  of  said 
township,  and  said  trustees  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  rights 
and  powers  for  such  control  and  management  as  are  necessary 
for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  roads. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  from  its 
number  a  chairman  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  biennially  thereafter  a  chairman  shall  be  elected  in 
the  same  manner  and  for  a  like  term  of  office.  Said  board  shall 
also  elect  a  treasurer  for  such  term  and  on  such  compensation 
financial  agent.  M  as  may  De  fixed  by  the  board:  Provided,  however,  that  the  said 
board  of  trustees  may  arrange  with  some  bank  or  banks  to  act  as 
financial  agent  for  said  board  of  trustees.

penditures provided  for  in  this  act.  The  liability  for  the  pay-

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
Wayne  County,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  investigate  the 
expenditures  made  by  G.  E.  Grantham,  register  of  deeds  for 
Wayne  County,  for  clerk  hire  between  the  first  day  of  August,

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  hunt  trap  or  fish  upon  the  lands  of  another  without 
first  having  obtained  the  permission  of  the  owner  of  such 
lands,  or  the  tenant  or  lessee  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  hunt,  shoot,  trap  or  in  any  manner  whatever  to  kill,  take  or 
destroy  partridges,  quail,  woodcock  or  other  game  birds  or  their 
eggs  in  Davie  and  Iredell  counties  between  the  first  day  of 
February  and  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  net  or  trap  quail  or  partridges  or  to  net,  trap,  shoot,  kill  or  in 
any  manner  whatever  to  destroy  wild  turkeys  or  their  eggs  in 
Davie  and  Iredell  counties  at  any  time. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  for 
sale,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  quail,  partridge,  woodcock 
or  other  game  birds,  dead  or  alive,  in  Davie  and  Iredell  counties, 
and  it  shall  further  be  unlawful  for  any  such  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  ship,  convey  or  cause  to  be  shipped  or  con- 
veyed in  any  manner  whatever  any  such  quail,  partridge  or  other 
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game  birds  out  of  Davie  and  Iredell  counties  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

Sec.  5.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
hunt  or  kill  rabbits  with  a  gun  at  any  time  in  Davie  and  Ire-  Close  season  for 
dell  counties  between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  rabblts- 
day  of  December  in  each  and  every  year:  Provided,  that  nothing  Proviso:  hunting 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  or  make  it  unlawful  for  own?andnS<m 
any  person  to  chase  rabbits  with  dog  or  dogs  on  his  own  land 
or  lands  rented  or  leased  by  him,  or  to  trap  or  catch  rabbits' 
in  gums  or  boxes  on  such  lands. 

Sec.  6.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  Close  season  for 
to  hunt  o'possums  in  any  manner  in  Davie  and  Iredell  counties  °P°ssums- 
between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  October  in 
any  year. 

Sec.  7.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt  Close  season  for 

squirrels. 

squirrels  in  Davie  and  Iredell  counties  between  the  first  day 
of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  any  year. 

Sec.  8.    That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt, 
shoot,  trap  or  kill  any  fur-bearing  animal  in  Davie  and  Iredell  Close  season  for 
counties  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  mais.eai  nS  am 
November  in  every  year:  Provided,  that  o'possums  and  squirrels 
shall  not  be  construed  to  be  fur-bearing  animals. 

Sec.  9.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Davie  and  Iredell 
counties,  respectively,  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  biennially  thereafter, 
shall  each  appoint  a  chief  game  warden  for  their  respective 
counties,  which  said  game  warden  shall  hold  his  office  for  a 
term  of  two  years  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  diligently  to 
enforce  the  game  laws  of  Davie  and  Iredell  counties,  res- 
pectively, as  herein  set  forth  and  all  other  game  laws  applicable 
to  said  counties,  either  general  or  special,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  chief  game  warden  of  each  of  said  counties  upon 
the  petition  of  three  freeholders  of  any  township  in  either  of 
said  counties  to  appoint  deputy  game  wardens  in  their  respective 
counties,  it  being  the  intention  of  this  section  that  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  Iredell  County,  shall  have  authority  to  appoint 
a  chief  game  warden  for  Iredell  County,  who  may  appoint 
deputy  game  wardens  as  above  provided  for  Iredell  County, 
and  that  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Davie  County 
shall  appoint  a  chief  game  warden  for  Davie  County,  who  may 
appoint  deputy  game  wardens  for  said  county,  as  above  pro- 
vided for. 

Sec.  10.  Every  warden  or  deputy  warden  so  appointed  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe 
before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Davie  and  Iredell 
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counties,  respectively,  an  oath  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office,  together  with  the  other  oaths  prescribed  for  police  of- 
ficers, and  execute  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  Such  oath  and  bond  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  his  office.  The  clerk  shall  not 
charge  more  than  fifty  cents  for  administering  and  recording 
said  oath. 

Sec.  11.  The  chief  game  warden  and  deputy  game  warden 
for  each  conviction  under  the  game  laws  secured  by  such  warden 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  charged  in  the  bill 
of  costs,  in  addition  to  fees  allowed  by  law  for  serving  process 
and  other  acts  as  constable  in  connection  with  any  indictment 
or  prosecution  for  violation  of  game  laws  in  Davie  and  Iredell 
counties.

COUNTY,  AND  AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS. 

Preamble.  That  Whereas,  Columbus  County  and  South  Carolina  each 

have  stock  law  and  the  question  of  fencing  Brunswick  County 
having  arisen;  and  whereas,  the  law  and  the  decisions  of  our 
State  Supreme  Court,  cast  the  burden  of  the  expense  of  build- 
ing and  maintaining  of  said  fence  on  Brunswick  County:  Now, 
therefore, 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  question  Date  for  election, 
of  stock  law,  or  the  building  of  the  county  fence,  the  county 
commissioners  of  Brunswick  County  are  hereby  authorized,  to 
call  an  election  on  the  tenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  at  which  time  there  will  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  Brunswick  County  two  questions,  viz.:  Questions 

First. — Stock  law. 

Second. — County  fence. 

That  at  said  election  all  who  favor  stock  law  shall  cast  a  Ballots  on  stock 
ballot  with  the  words  written  or  printed  thereon  "For  Stock  law- 
Law,"  and  all  who  oppose  the  stock  law  shall  vote  a  ballot  with 
the  words  written  or  printed  thereon  "Against  Stock  Law."  All 
who  favor  the  building  of  said  county  fence  in  preference  to 
stock  law  shall  vote  a  ballot  with  the  words  written  or  printed  Ballots  on  county 
thereon  "For  County  Fence,"  and  all  who  prefer  stock  law  in  fence-

dollars,   in    denominations    of    not    exceeding    one  thousand 
($1,000.00)   dollars,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred    ($100.00)  Denominations, 
dollars,  same  to  bear  interest  from  date  at  a  rate,  not  to  exceed 
five  and  one-half  per  centum    (5%%),  with   interest  coupons  Interest, 
attached,  interest  coupons  payable  semiannually  at  the  bank  of 
the  purchaser;  said  bonds  to  be  twenty  year  (20)  bonds:   Pro-  Sale  below  par 
vided,  that  the  county  commissioners  shall  not  sell  said  bonds  at  forbldden* 
a  price  less  than  their  face  value.    Said  bonds  shall  be  numbered 
and  signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  the  Authentication, 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  shall  bear  the  corporate 
seal  of  said  county.  The  coupons  attached  to  each  bond  shall 
bear  the  number  of  the  bond  and  the  number  of  the  coupon, 
and  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  said  officer.  A  record  of  the  sale  Record  of  sales. 
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of  said  bonds  shall  be  kept,  showing  to  whom  sold,  the  amount 
and  date  of  sale  as  to  each  bond. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  to 
create  a  sinking  fund,  to  liquidate  said  bonds  at  maturity,  to 
maintain  said  fence  and  such  gates  as  may  be  necessary,  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of 
making  the  levy  of  other  county  taxes,  compute  and  levy  a  tax 
of  not  exceeding  three  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation 
on  all  taxable  property  in  said  county. 

Sec.  5.  That  a  separate  acount  of  all  funds  derived  under 
this  act  shall  be  kept,  and  the  said  funds  shall  be  used*  for 
no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  taxes  shall  be  collected,  accounted  for, 
paid  out  and  accounted  for  under  direction  of  the  county 
commissioners  in  same  manner  and  under  same  penalties  as 
other  county  taxes  are  collected,  kept  and  paid  out:  Provided, 
that  the  fence  shall  extend  from  the  point  on  the  Cape  Fear 
River,  where  the  northern  boundary  line  of  Brunswick  County 
intersects  said  river  with  the  county  line  to  Babson's  Lake; 
and  from  the  point  on  Waccamaw  River  where  the  South 
Carolina  line  intersects  said  river  with  the  State  line  into  the 
Sound  between  Little  River  neck  and  Caulkins  neck  to  a 
point  where  the  water  is  at  least  three  feet  deep  at  low 
tide:  Provided,  further,  that  if  the  Waccamaw  River  should 
not  prove  a  satisfactory  barrier  for  the  purpose  of  turning 
stock,  then  the  county  commissioners  of  Brunswick  County 
shall  extend  the  fence  from  Babson  Lake  down  said  river

adopted  by  the  township  road  commission  of  said  township, 
thereupon  the  public  road  or  the  improvement  described  in 
said  report  shall  thereby  be  established;  and  the  necessary 
right-of-way  shall  thereby  become  condemned  for  the  public  use.

of  this  act,  the  board   of  county    commissioners  of  Columbus 
County  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  levy 
and  collect  in  each  of  the  townships  of  Columbus  County  a  Tax  rate 
special  tax  of  not  to  exceed  twelve  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  worth  of  property  in  said  township.

Railway  Company;  thence  north  crossing  Dutchman's  Creek 
(on  the  north  side  of  Dutchman's  Creek)  a  straight  line  through 
Boyden  Nims'  land  to  a  spring  (said  spring  known  as  the  old 
Calloway  or  Phillips  Spring),  the  corner  of  Luther  Nims'  and 
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Boyden  Nims'  land;  thence  west  crossing  the  macadam  road 
to  a  street  between  the  property  of  Dr.  J.  S.  Hoffman  and  P.  S. 
Jenkins;  thence  with  said  street  to  a  point  nine  hundred  and  ten 
feet  westerly  of  the  macadam  road;  thence  southwest  to  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  land  of  the  Woodlawn  Manufacturing  Company; 
thence  west  with  the  north  lines  of  the  lands  of  the  Woodlawn 
Manufacturing  Company  and  Southern  Power  Company's  lands  to 
the  northwest  corner  of  the  lands  of  the  Woodlawn  Manufacturing 
Company;  thence  with  the  lines  of  the  lands  of  the  Woodlawn 
Manufacturing  Company  to  the  southwest  corner  of  the  lands  of 
the  Woodlawn  Manufacturing  Company;  thence  with  their  lines 
in  a  south  easternly  direction  to  a  point  intersecting  with  the  old 
corporation  lines;  thence  westerly  with  the  old  corporation 
lines  to  W.  B.  Rutledge's  northeast  corner;  thence  westerly 
with  W.  B.  Rutledge's  lines  to  his  southwest  corner;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Mount  Holly  Ceme- 
tery; thence  south  to  a  point  on  the  western  line  of  the  lands 
of  Jim  Ross,  fifty  feet  from  his  southwest  corner;  thence  in  an 
easterly  direction  to  a  spring,  the  corner  of  J.  A.  Costner,  R.  F. 
Rankin  and  Ransom  Hunter;  thence  from  said  corner,  which  is 
about  one  hundred  twenty-five  feet  east  of  the  P.  &  N.  Railway 
trackland  running  with  the  Rankin-Costner  line  in  a  southernly 
direction  to  a  point  on  said  line  about  seventy-five  feet  east  of

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  the  town  of  Mount  Airy  to  issue  coupon  bonds  in 
such  denomination  and  form  as  the  said  board  of  commissioners 
may  determine.  The  amount  not  to  exceed  forty  thousand 
($40,000)  dollars  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  stated.  Said 
bonds  are  to  bear  interest  from  the  date  of  issue  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  six  per  cent  interest  per  annum;  payable  semi- 
annually, and  payable  thirty  years  after  date  at  such  place  as 
the  board  of  commissioners  may  determine.  That  the  said 
bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  the  town  of  Mount  Airy 
and  attested  by  the  secretary,  with  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
town  affixed.  The  interest  upon  the  said  bonds  shall  be  evi- 
denced by  interest  coupons  thereto  attached  in  the  usual  form, 
bearing  the  facsimile  signature  of  the  mayor.  The  said  bonds 
when  issued  and  the  interest  accumulated  thereon  shall  bs  full 
binding  on  the  said  town  property,  and  shall  show  upon  their 
face  that  they  were  issued  for  school  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  bonds  when  issued  shall  be  delivered  to  the

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empowered  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  annually  upon  all  subjects  Special  tax.

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  graded  school  trustees  of  Eliza- 
beth City  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  bonds  of  said  graded  school  district  to  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  such  denomination 
and  of  such  proportion  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem 
advisable,  bearing  interest  from  date  thereof,  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding six  per  cent  per  annum,  with  interest  coupons  at-

If  any  holder  of  said  bonds  or  coupons  shall  fail  to  Interest  to  cease 
present  same  for  payment  at  the  time  or  times,  and  at  the  place  onmaturlt>- 
or  places  therein  named,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  in- 
terest thereon  for  the  time  they  or  either  of  them  shall  have 
been  outstanding  after  maturity. 

Sec.  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  Special  tax. 
said  bonds  and  interest  coupons  thereto  attached  as  they  shall 
severally  mature,  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Elizabeth 
City  shall  annually  after  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  and  at 
the  time  of  levying  the  municipal  taxes,  beginning  with  the 
year  of  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  levy  and  lay  a  particular 
and  special  tax  on  all  subjects  of  taxation  within  the  limits  of 
said  graded  school  district,  upon  which  the  said  board  of  alder- 
men may  now  or  hereafter  be  authorized  to  lay  and  levy  taxes 
for  any  purpose  whatever,  said  particular  or  special  tax  to  be 
in  such  amount  as  is  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds 
as  it  accrues  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  said  bonds.

Lumberton,  in  such  denomination  and  form,  payable  at  such  Denominations, 
time  and  place,  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  date  of  issue,  Maturity, 
and  bearing  interest  at  no  greater  rate  than  six  per  centum  per  interest, 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  as  the  board  of  commissioners  Authentication, 
of  said  town  of  Lumberton  may  determine.

Sec.  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  semi-annual  in- 
terest on  said  bonds,  and  providing  a  fund  for  the  payment  and 
redemption  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of 
Lumberton,  at  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  levy  of  other  town 
taxes,  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one,  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected,  as  other 
town  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  each  year,  so  long  as  any 
of  said  bonds  or  any  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid,  a  spe- 
cial tax  upon  all  real  and  personal  property  within  the  town  of 
Lumberton  which  is  subject  to  taxation  for  ordinary  municipal 
purposes,  sufficient  to  pay  .the  semi-annual  interest  on  said 
bonds  and  provide  a  sufficient  fund  for  the  payment  and  redemp- 
tion of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  which  taxes, 
when  collected,  shall  be  at  all  times  kept  separate  and  distinct 
from  all  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purpose 
above  set  forth:  Provided,  that  so  much  of  the  tax  Collected  in 
any  year  as  may  not  be  required  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  shall  be  invested  by  the  commissioner  of  the  sinking  fund 
of  the  town  of  Lumberton,  in  notes  of  approved  persons,  secured 
by  first  mortgage  upon  lands  in  Robeson  County,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one-half  in  value  of  such  lands  as  appraised  by 
three  disinterested  freeholders  of  Robeson  County;  and  the  com- 
missioner of  the  sinking  fund  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of 
making  his  annual  report,  report  to  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  the  town  of  Lumberton  all  amounts  coming  into  his  hands 
under  this  act,  and  in  what  way  and  manner  such  funds  have 
been  invested  by  him.

Sec.  9.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  subject 
to  the  provisions  hereinbefore  set  forth,  from  and  after  its  rati- 
fication.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Canton,  in 
Haywood  County,  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed 
to  issue  bonds  in  the  sum  not  exceeding  sixty-five  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  suitable  graded  school  building, 
or  buildings,  and  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  site  or  sites 
and  grounds  therefor;  and  for  the  purpose  of  providing  suitable 
equipment,  apparatus,  and  appliances  for  school  purposes,  or 
for  one  or  more,  or  any  and  all  of  the  said  purposes.

said  bonds  shall  all  mature  at  one  time  or  in  serial  annual  in- 
stallments, as  the  said  board  may  determine;  said  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  clerk, 
and  shall  be  in  such  form  and  denominations  as  said  board

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have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  change  precinct  bounda-  Precinct  boundar- 
ies, create  new  precincts  and  fix  the  voting  places  as  is  now  les  >  new  Precincts- 
conferred  by  law  governing  State  and  county  elections,  shall  Voting  places,

CHAPTER  48 

AN  ACT  TO  ALLOW  THE  TOWN  OF  LINCOLNTON 
TO  ISSUE  BONDS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.   That  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Lincoln-  Bond  issue 
ton  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  in  the  au  orize 
name  of  the  town  of  Lincolnton,  in  such  denominations  and  Denominations 
forms  as  it  may  determine,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  payable  at  such  times  and  places  Amount, 
as  may  be  determined  by  said  board  of  aldermen:    Provided,  Proviso :  maturity, 
that  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  such  bonds 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  years  nor  more  than  thirty  years 
from  the  date  thereof:    Provided,  however,  that  the  said  board  Proviso:  bonds 
of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Lincolnton  may  divide  said  bonds 
into  classes  as  they  may  determine  best,  and  have  them  mature 
at  different  convenient  dates  between  the  limits  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  no  greater  rate  interest, 
than  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  that  the  interest  shall  be 
made  payable  annually  or  semi-annually,  as  the  board  of  alder- 
men may  prescribe,  and  the  said  bonds  shall  in  no  case  be  sold, 
hypothecated  or  otherwise  disposed  of  for  less  than  their  par 
value. 

Sec  3.    Said  bonds  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  and  the  Sale  below  par 
coupons  attached  shall  bear  the  number  of  the  bonds  to  which  or  1  en' 
they  are  attached,  and  the  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  bear  Authentication. 
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the  printed  or  engraved  facsimile  of  the  autograph  signature 
of  the  mayor  attested  by  the  town  treasurer  and  sealed  with 
the  corporate  seal  of  said  town,  which  said  bonds  and  their 
coupons  shall  be  exempt  for  town  taxation  until  after  they 
become  due,  and  the  coupons  shall  be  receivable  in  payment  of 
town  taxes.  The  purchaser  of  said  bonds  shall  not  be  bound  to 
see  to  the  application  of  the  purchase  money. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  funds  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  buildings,  and  the 
erection,  construction,  remodeling,  equipping  and  furnishing 
of  buildings  for  public  school  purposes.  Such  bonds  shall  be 
known  as  "Lincolnton  Graded  School  Bonds,"  and  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose 
than  that  specified  in  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town 
of  Lincolnton,  upon  the  issuing  and  sale  of  said  bonds,  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  annually 
upon  all  subjects  of  taxation  under  the  charter  of  said  town 
and  subjects  as  provided  by  the  State  laws  for  taxation,  observ- 
ing at  all  times  the  constitutional  equation  between  the  poll 
and  property,  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as 
the  same  accumulates,  and  pay  the  principal  thereof  when  it 
shall  become  due  and  payable;  and  such  tax  shall  be  fixed, 
levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes  of  said  town,  and  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
town  treasurer  thereof,  that  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  col- 
lection of  such  taxes  shall  be  a  separate  fund  in  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  for  the  purposes  above  stated,  and  no  other. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  taxes  herein  provided  for,  in  excess  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  the  interest  coupons  on  said  bonds, 
shall  be  set  aside  as  a  sinking  fund  with  which  to  pay  off  said 
bonds  at  maturity,  and  may  be  loaned  at  interest,  or  invested  in 
United  States  government  bonds,  by  the  board  of  aldermen  until 
such  time  as  same  can  be  used  in  the  payment  of  said  bonds, 
and  the  interest  arising  therefrom  shall  be  credited  to  such 
funds. 

Sec  7.  That  when  said  bonds  are  issued  the  board  of  alder- 
men shall  turn  them  over  to  the  Lincolnton  graded  school  com- 
mittee for  sale.  That  upon  preparation,  signing  and  executing 
of  said  bonds  the  said  Lincolnton  graded  school  committee  shall 
deliver  them  to  the  chairman  of  the  Lincolnton  graded  school 
committee,  who  shall,  after  due  advertisement  for  bids,  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Lincolnton  graded  school  com- 
mittee, sell  said  bonds  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  said  Lincolnton  graded  school  committee  may  direct:  Pro- 
vided, said  bids  received  are  satisfactory  to  the  Lincolnton 
graded  school  committee.    That  in  the  event  the  bids  received

Said  new  registration  to  begin  on  the  third  day 
after  said  election  is  ordered  and  to  continue  to  twelve  (noon) 
o'clock  on  the  Saturday  next  preceding  said  election  date.  The 
board  of  aldermen  shall  appoint  one  registrar  and  two  judges  for 
each  precinct.

Said  notice  of  the  election  shall  contain  the  amount 
proposed  to  be  borrowed,  the  rates  of  interest,  the  time  at 
which  the  bonds  are  to  become  due,  and  the  objects  to  which 
same  is  to  be  applied,  and  that  said  proposition  shall  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  create  a  sink- 
ing fund  to  pay  same  off  at  maturity  of  the  bonds. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  vote  on  the  said  bond  issue  shall  be  by 
ballot,  which  shall  be  written  or  printed,  and  those  voting  for 
the  issuing  of  the  bonds  shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their 
ballots,  "For  School  Bonds,"  and  those  voting  against  said  bond 
issue  shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their  ballots,  "Against 
School  Bonds." 

Sec.  14.  That  if  at  any  election  held  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  shall  fail  to  vote 
"For  School,  Bonds,"  it  shall  not  prevent  the  board  of  aldermen 
of  the  town  of  Lincolnton,  upon  written  request  of  a  majority 
of  the  Lincolnton  graded  school  committee,  from  ordering  an- 
other election  under  this  act,  under  the  same  rules  and  provi- 
sions herein  provided  for  the  first  election,  at  any  time  after 
the  lapse  of  two  months  from  date  of  such  former  election;

That  the  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  Town  officers, 
a  mayor,  five  commissioners  and  one  town  constable,  and  such 
other  officers  as  the  town  commissioners  may  elect,  and  the 
following  named  persons  shall  fill  the  offices  of  mayor,  commis- 
sioners and  constable  from  their  qualification  until  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified:  for  mayor, 
W.  C.  Melvin;  for  commissioners,  E.  D.  Hall,  G.  R.  Carter,  J.  L.  Officers  named. 
Reaves,  D.  E.  Caison,  Oliver  Carter;  and  for  town  constable,  J.  L. 
Johnson. 

Sec.  4.    That  the  tax  rate  in  said  town  shall  not  exceed  eight  Tax  rate, 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property. 

Sec.  5.    That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  said  town  on  the  Town  elections,

That  the  officers  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  qualify  Officers  to  qualify, 
within  thirty  days  after  its  ratification  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  or  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  all  officers  hereafter 
elected  shall  qualify  in  like  manner.

BUILDING,  EQUIPPING  OR  ENLARGING  GRADED 
SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS'  HOME  IN  SAID  DISTRICT.

House  in  the  town  of  Greenville,  situate  on  the  corner  of  Fifth 
and  Pitt  streets,  from  Mrs.  C.  C.  Vines,  at  the  price  of  thirty-

Whereas,  The  present  school  buildings  in  the  town  of  Greenville  Preamble:  school 
are  inadequate  for  the  proper  housing  and  teaching  of  the  chil-  ^d^quate 
dren  of  said  district,  and  in  the  very  near  future  those  graded 
school  buildings  now  erected  in  said  district  will  have  to  be 
enlarged  and  repaired,  and  new  and  additional  buildings  erected 
in  order  to  properly  take  care  of  the  children  of  said  district: 
Now,  therefore, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  and  benefits  of  this  act,  the  Laws  extended  to 
provisions  of  all  laws  governing  assessment  of  real  and  personal  dlstrict- 
property,  the  levy  and  collection  of  municipal  taxes,  and  the 
holding  of  municipal  elections  in  the  town  of  Greenville,  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  extended  to  that  portion  of  the  Greenville 
Graded  School  District  lying  without  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town  as  fully  as  if  the  same  lay  within  said  corporate  limits, 
and  to  such  other  additions  to  said  Greenville  Graded  School  Dis- 
trict as  shall  be  lawfully  made;  and  that  for  the  purpose  of 
levying  and  collecting  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  and 
in  all  elections  to  be  held  under  this  act.    The  place  of  voting  Voting  places, 
in  said  district,   including  not  only  that  portion  within  the 
town  of  Greenville,  but  also  that  portion  which  lies  without 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Greenville,  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Greenville.

other  public  places  in  said  Greenville  Graded  School  District, 
and  notice  of  said  election  shall  also  be  published  for  four  suc- 
cessive weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  within  the  limits 
of  said  Greenville  Graded  School  District.  That  there  shall  be 
one  registrar  and  two  poll  holders  who  shall  conduct  said  elec- 
tion, canvass  the  vote  and  declare  the  result  and  duly  certify 
the  returns  to  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Greenville, 
which  shall  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of  said  town.  That 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Greenville  are  hereby  vested 
with  the  power  to  appoint  said  registrar  and  judges  of  the  elec- 
tion. At  said  election  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  Greenville  Graded  School  District  the  question  of 
issuing  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  purposes  herein  fully  set  out  in  the  pre- 
amble to  this  act,  and  for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  said  tax 
on  all  taxable  property  and  polls  in  said  Greenville  Graded 
School  District  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  upon  said 
bonds  and  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking  fund  to  retire 
said  bonds  at  maturity.  At  such  election  those  favoring  the 
issue  of  said  bonds  and  the  levying  of  said  taxes  shall  vote 
a  ballot  upon  which  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  words,  "For 
Graded  School  Bonds,"  and  those  opposed  shall  vote  a  ballot  upon 
which  shall  be  written  or  printed,  "Against  Graded  School  Bonds." 
If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in  said  Greenville  Graded 
School  District  shall  vote  "For  Graded  School  Bonds"  then  all  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and;  effect,  and  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Greenville  shall  annually  levy 
such  a  rate  of  tax  and  cause  the  same  to  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  at  the  same  time  other  taxes  of  said  town  and  dis-

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in  Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed 
than  ten  miles  per  hour.  The  trustees  of  said  graded  school 
are  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to  lay  off  said  radius  of 
five  hundred  yards  from  said  school  building  and  to  put  up 
notices  and  signs  to  motorists  and  drivers  of  motor  vehicles  to 
slow  down  to  a  speed  of  ten  miles  per  hour  within  said 
radius.

"AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  BOARD  OF  SCHOOL  COM- 
MISSIONERS OF  GASTONIA  GRADED  SCHOOL  DISTRICT, 
•  GASTONIA,  NORTH  CAROLINA,  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  FOR 
SCHOOL  PURPOSES." 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  chapter  sixteen  of  the  Private  Laws  of  North 
Carolina,  extra  session  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  section 
six  of  said  chapter  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing, to  wit:    "That  the  said  board  of  school  commissioners  of 
Sale  of  bonds.        Gastonia  Graded  School  District  shall  sell  any  and  all  bonds 
which  may  be  authorized  by  election  held  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  at  public  auction,  or  upon  sealed  proposals 
at  the  city  hall  in  the  city  of  Gastonia,  North  Carolina,  after  due 
Advertisement  of    advertisement  of  said  sale  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  some 
sale-  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Gastonia  and  in  such  other 
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manner  as  said  board  of  school  commissioners  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  promote  the  sale  of  such  bonds,  and  said  board  of  school 
commissioners  shall  have  the  power  to  require  bidders  for  said 
bonds  to  deposit  with  said  board  at  the  time  of  their  bid  two  Deposit  with  bids, 
per  centum  of  the  amount  of  said  bond  issue,  said  deposit  to  be 
in  cash  or  by  certified  check  payable  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
board  of  school  commissioners,  which  said  check  shall  be  accept- 
able to  said  board.  Said  board  shall  have  the  right,  and  is 
hereby  invested  with  the  power  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  that  Right  to  reject 
may  be  made  for  said  bonds.  At  any  time  after  said  bonds  have 
once  been  offered  for  sale  by  sealed  proposals  or  at  public  auction 
as  herein  provided,  and  no  satisfactory  bid  has  been  received 
:tor  said  bonds,  said  board  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  Re-advertisement, 
again  offer  the  same  for  sale  at  public  auction  or  upon  sealed 
jp-roposals  as  above  described,  or  by  private  sale,  until  the  same 
iiihall  have  been  sold  for  a  satisfactory  price. 

"No  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  sold  for  ^k^eiT par 
»^ss  than  par  and  accrued  interest:   Provided,  however,  the  said 
board  may,  in  their  discretion,  pay  a  reasonable  commission  for  Commission  and 
the  selling  of  such  bonds,  and  may  also  pay  a  reasonable  at-  attorney's  fee. 
torney's  fee  for  professional  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  issuing  and  sale  of  such  bonds,  the  reasonableness  of  such 
commissions  and  fees  to  be  determined  by  said  board." 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause, 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  66 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  BATH 
IN  THE  COUNTY  OF  BEAUFORT  BY  CHANGING  THE  LIM- 
ITS OF  SAID  TOWN. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Bath  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  in  such  maner  and  form  as  to  fix  and 
establish  as  the  only  boundary  of  said  town  a  line  running  as 
follows: 

Beginning  on  Bath  Town  Creek  at  the  eastern  side  line  of  Boundary. 
King   Street,   and   running   thence   with   the   eastern   line  of 
King  Street  in  a  northerly  direction  to  what  is  known  as  the  old 
town  gate,  it  being  at  a  point  where  a  lane  coming  out  by  the 
J.  D.  Eborn  farm  intersects  King  Street;  thence  in  a  westwardly 
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direction  with  the  northern  edge  of  said  lane  to  Main  Street; 
thence  with  the  northern  boundary  of  the  old  Beasley  or  Eborn 
lot  to  Bath  Town  Creek;  thence  down  said  creek  in  a  southerly 
direction  and  around  in  an  eastwardly  direction  with  said  creek 
to  the  beginning. 

All  of  the  territory  lying  within  the  aforesaid  line  and  en- 
closed by  the  aforesaid  line  shall  be  and  constitute  the  town 
of  Bath  and  shall  be  governed  and  controlled  in  accordance  with 
charter  of  said  town  as  amended;  and  no  territory  lying  without 
the  limits  enclosed  by  said  line  shall  be  and  continue  a  part  of 
the  town  of  Bath. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

CHAPTER  67 

AN  ACT  TO  EXTEND  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS  OF  THE 
TOWN  OF  SALEMBURG,  SAMPSON  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 
Boundary.  Section  1.    That  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act 

the  corporate  limits  of  the  incorporated  town  of  Salemburg, 
Sampson  County,  shall  be  determined  by  four  lines  running  as 
follows:  First,  by  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  College  Street  and 
passing  through  a  point  in  Main  Street  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  feet  northwardly  of  the  intersection  of  College 
Street  and  Main  Street;  secondly,  by  a  line  drawn  parallel  to 
College  Street  and  passing  through  a  point  in  Main  Street  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  southwardly  of  the  inter- 
section of  College  Street  and  Main  Street;  third,  by  a  line  drawn 
parallel  to  Main  street  and  passing  through  a  point  in  College 
Street  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  westwardly  of  the  inter- 
section of  Main  Street  and  College  Street;  fourth,  by  a  line 
drawn  parallel  to  Main  Street  and  passing  through  a  point  in 
College  Street  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  eastwardly  of  the 
intersection  of  Main  Street  and  College  Street.  The  four  lines 
thus  constructed  form  a  rectangle  whose  center  is  at  the 
intersection  of  Main  and  College  streets,  and  the  said  rectangle 
shall  enclose  the  corporated  limits  of  the  town  of  Salemburg. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

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CHAPTER  68 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  TOWN  OF  JACKSON 
SPRINGS,  MOORE  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  town  of  Jackson  Springs,  Moore  County,  Incorporation. 
North  Carolina,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated  in  the 
name  and  style  of  Jackson  Springs,  and  it  shall  be  subject  to  Corporate  name, 
and  under  all  of  the  provisions  of*  the  general  law  now  in  ex- 
istence in  reference  to  incorporated  towns  and  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  boundaries  of  the  said  incorporated  town  of  Jack-  Boundaries, 
son  Springs  shall  be  determined  as  follows:  By  passing  a  line 
through  what  is  known  as  the  Springs  running  north  and  south 
and  another  line  through  the  Springs  running  east  and  west; 
at  a  point  on  each  line  one  mile  from  the  Springs  construct 
another  line  perpendicular  to  said  line.  The  four  lines  so 
drawn  form  a  square  each  of  whose  sides  is  two  miles  in 
length  and  whose  exact  center  will  be  located  at  what  is  com- 
monly known  as  the  Springs. 

Sec.  3.    Officers  of  said  town  shall  be  mayor,  constable,  and  Town  officers, 
three  aldermen. 

Sec  4.    That  W.  L.  Holliday,  E.  J.  Woodley,  Dr.  A.  A.  Mc-  First  officers. 
Donald,  Oscar  Richardson  and  E.  W.  Bruton  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed lawful  officers  of  the  said  town.    As  soon  as  may  be 
practicable  after  the  ratification  of  this  act  the  aforesaid  five 
officers  shall  meet  and  elect  one  of  their  number  mayor  and  Election  of  mayor 
one  of  their  number  constable.

approval  and  adoption  by  the  said  board  of  aldermen:    Provided,  Proviso :  power 
that  said  board  of  aldermen  may  reject  such  rules  and  regula-  of  rejectl0n- 
tion  as  said  board  of  aldermen  may  deem  unwise. 
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Sec.  7.  That  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  annually  there- 
after, there  shall  be  held  in  said  town  an  election  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  town  at  which  election  there  shall  be  elected 
a  mayor  and  constable  and  a  board  of  three  aldermen  who  shall 
take  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next  succeeding  their 
election  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  said  election  shall 
be  conducted  as  near  as  may  be  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  laws  as  the  elections  of  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  are  conducted. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Jackson 
Springs  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  empowered  to  condemn  lands 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  widening  or  otherwise  extending, 
streets  and  alleys  and  the  same  may  be  done  in  like  manner 
and  under  the  same  procedure  as  is  provided  under  the  general 
law  for  the  condemnation  of  land  for  public  purposes. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Moore  County  to  maintain  and  repair  those 
portions  of  the  public  roads  of  Moore  County  which  pass 
through  the  aforesaid  incorporated  town  of  Jackson  Springs,  the 
said  public  roads  passing  through  said  town  shall  continue  to 
be  repaired  and  maintained  as  they  have  been  repaired  and 
maintained  prior  to  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact:

assess  and  provide  for  equalizing  the  assessment  of  all  cost  Assessments, 
and  charges  of  such  improvements  upon  real  estate  and  abut- 
ting property  in  said  town  as  may  be  just  and  proper;  and  in 
order  to  more  fully  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  per- 
manent street  improvement  said  board  of  aldermen  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  pass  ordinances  assessing  the  entire  Assessment  of 
cost  of  paving,  curbing,  repaving,  installation  of  proper  drainage  entirecost- 
facilities,  or  otherwise  permanently  improving  all  streets  and 
sidewalks,  or  portion  thereof  paved,  repaved,  curbed  or  ptherwise 
improved  in  said  town;   and  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the 
owners  of  real  estate  abutting  on  each  side  of  the  street  or 
sidewalk,  or  part  thereof  so  improved  or  repaired,  to  pay  the  Payment, 
amount  so  assessed  for  such  improvement,  and  such  cost,  charges 
or  assessment  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  such  abutting  property  from  Lien  for 
the  commencement  of  the  work  as  provided  for  in  this  act:  assessment- 
Provided,  however,  that  two-thirds  of  the  costs  of  such  street  Proviso:  assess- 
improvement  shall  be  assessed  against  and  paid  by  the  abutting  work.  °r  S  ree 
property,  or  one-third  of  such  costs  on  the  property  on  each  side 
of  the  street,  and  one-third  of  such  costs  to  be  paid  by  the 
municipality,  the  total  cost  of  such  improvement  to  be  financed 
by  the  issuance  of  serial  bonds  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  5.    That  in  order  to  equalize  the  assessments  on  real  Estimate  of  cost, 
estate  for  the  purposes  described  herein,  the  board  of  aldermen 
shall,  before  the  commencement  of  such  street  work  or  improve- 
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ment,  estimate  the  total  cost  of  such  improvement  to  be  made 
in  any  district  created  or  laid  out  for  such  purpose,  and  shall 
then  pro-rate  the  cost  thereof  on  the  real  estate  abutting  there- 
on in  proportion  to  the  frontage  on  the  street,  or  portion  of 
street,  so  improved,  and  charge  to  and  assess  upon  the  real 
estate  on  each  side  of  the  street  upon  which  work  is  to  be  done, 
it  pro  rata  share  of  the  entire  cost  of  all  such  improvements 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  cost  of  such  im- 
provements for  special  benefit  of,  or  to  property,  as  estimated 
in  the  above  manner,  shall  be  financed  by  the  issuance  of  bonds 
and  the  levy  of  special  taxes  and  assessments  to  pay  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  thereon,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  6.  That  such  assessments  of  estimated  cost  charged  or 
assessed  against  abutting  property  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon 
such  abutting  property  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  filing  of 
a  statement  thereof  by  the  street  committee  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  said  town  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk,  payable  and 
to  be  collected  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  subject  to  such 
increase  or  reduction  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  a  just  and 
equitable  distribution  of  the  actual  cost  of  such  improvement 
when  ascertained  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  7.  That  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  work 
in  any  district  created,  or  section  laid  out,  for  permanent  street 
improvement  by  said  board  of  aldermen,  as  herein  provided, 
the  town  engineer,  or  other  person  or  committee  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  in  charge  of  said  work,  shall  make  a  report  in  writ- 
ing to  said  board  of  aldermen  showing  the  total  actual  cost  of 
such  improvement  throughout  the  entire  length  of  said  district 
or  section,  created  or  laid  out,  with  the  number  and  description 
of  the  lots  abutting  on  said  street  or  portion  thereof  so  im- 
proved, together  with  the  number  of  feet  frontage  of  each  of 
said  lots,  and  the  owners  thereof,  and  said  board  of  aldermen 
shall  ascertain,  determine  and  declare  the  actual  total  cost  of 
such  permanent  improvements  in  such  district  or  section,  and 
in  order  to  equalize  the  assessments  on  real  estate  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  therefor,  shall  take  the  total  cost  of  such  per- 
manent street  improvements  throughout  the  entire  district  or 
sections,  and  shall  then  pro-rate  the  cost  thereof  and  assess  the 
same  against  the  real  estate  abutting  on  the  street  therein  in 
proportion  to  the  frontage  on  the  street,  or  portion  thereof  so 
improved,  and  charge  to  and  assess  against  the  real  estate  and 
each  lot  upon  each  side  of  the  street  upon  which  said  work  is 
done,  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement:  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  total  cost  of  such  street  improvement  in 
such  district  or  section,  as  determined  and  declared  by  said 
board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  subject  only 
to  impeachment  for  fraud  or  collusion,  with  right  of  appeal  as 
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herein  provided.    And  such  charge  or  assessment  so  made  after  Changes  in 
the  completion  of  the  street  improvement  work  shall  be  added 
to  or  subtracted  from  the  charge  or  assessment  made  under 
the  estimated  cost  of  such  improvement  accordingly  as  it  may 
be  greater  or  smaller  than  such  assessment  of  estimated  cost, 
and  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  such  abutting  property  as  afore- 
said:   Provided  further,  that  in  case  any  street  or  part  of  a  Proviso:  equali- 
street  laid  out  as  a  district  for  permanent  improvement  is  of  assessments, 
such  unequal  width  as  to  render  the  plan  of  equalization  of 
assessments  as  set  out  in  this  act  unjust  to  any  abutting  property 
owners,  then  and  in  that  case  the  board  of  aldermen  are  author- 
ized to  divide  such  district  into  subdivisions  and  to  apply  the  Sub-divisions, 
rule  of  equalization  of  assessments  prescribed  herein  to  such 
subsections,  instead  of  the  entire  district  or  section.    And  said 
hoard  of  aldermen  may  make  as  many  subdivisions  of  said 
district  or  section  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  a  just  distribu- 
tion of  the  cost  of  permanent  improvements  to  be  made  in  the 
district  or  section. 

Sec.  8.    That  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  cause  a  written  Notice  to  property 
notice  to  be  served  on  all  owners  of  abutting  property  affected 
by  improvements  as  provided  in  this  act,  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  final  assessments  provided  for  in  this  act  are  made,  which 
notice  shall  command  the  property  owner  to  appear  before  said 
board  of  aldermen  at  a  time  and  place  stated  therein  and  show 
cause,  if  any,  why  such  assessment  should  not  be  made,  which 
notice  may  be  served  by  any  policeman  or  constable  of  the  Service  of  notice, 
town  of  Sanford,  or  other  proper  officer,  and  proved  by  the 
return  of  such  officer  thereon  endorsed.    In  the  event  the  owner  Owners  under 
or  owners  of  any  such  lot  or  lots  herein  referred  to  be  an  infant,  disablllty- 
idiot,  lunatic  or  incompetent,  then  his  general  guardian,  if  he 
has  such,  shall  act  for  him;  if  he  has  none,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Lee  County,  North  Carolina, 
to  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  to  act  for  him.    Any  person  Right  of  appeal, 
who  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  findings  or  assessments  of  said 
board  of  aldermen  with  reference  to  such  permanent  improve- 
ments, shall  have  the  right  within  ten  days  after  the  findings 
and  assessments  by  said  board  of  aldermen  have  been  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  town  of  Sanford,  and  not  thereafter,  to  file 
with  said  clerk  his  objections  to  such  findings,  and  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  said  board  to  the  next  term  of  the  Superior  Court 
for  Lee  County,  North  Carolina,  by  serving  a  notice  in  writing 
upon  the  mayor  and  town  clerk  of  said  town  of  his  intention  to 
do  so,  specifying  in  said  notice  the  grounds  of  his  objection  to  Notice  of  appeal, 
said  findings,  and  by  filing  within  the  time  above  prescribed 
for  taking  appeals  of  a  written  undertaking  in  the  sum  of  at 
least  two  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  surety  to  be  justified  Bond  on  appeal, 
and  approved  by  said  clerk,  to  the  effect  that  said  appellant 
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will  pay  to  said  town  all  such  costs  and  damages  as  it  may  sus- 
tain by  reason  of  said  appeal.  In  such  cases  of  appeal  from  the

Sec.  9.  That  the  moneys  received  as  aforesaid  and  all  moneys 
coming  into  the  hands  of  the  said  secretary-treasurer  as  school 
funds  shall  be  held  by  said  secretary-treasurer  to  be  disposed  of 
under  the  direction  of  the  said  board  of  trustees,  whose  war- 
rants, signed  by  the  secretary-treasurer  and  countersigned  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  the  only  valid 
vouchers  in  the  hands  of  the  secretary-treasurer  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  said  moneys  in  any  settlement  required  of  him  by 
law.

Whereas,  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  and  Ministerium  preamble* 
of  North  Carolina,  organized  October  seventeenth,  Anno  Domini  amalgamation, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  and  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  an  unincorporated  body,  organized 
the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty,  operating  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina 
and  adjacent  states  have  taken  official  action  to  effect  a  merger 
of  the  two  bodies,  under  the  charter  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  and  Ministerium,  and  desiring  to  have  the  corporate 
name  of  that  body  changed  to  "The  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Change  of  nam 
Synod  of  North  Carolina":  Now,  therefore, 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  act  incorporating  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Synod  and  Ministerium  of  North  Carolina,  ratified  Feb- 
ruary second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
chapter  ten,  Private  Laws,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  (1887),  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words

Sec.  2.  That  section  five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  nine  of 
the  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  mayor,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  city  council 
after  the  election  of  its  members  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
practicable,  shall  appoint  from  among  its  members  one  alder- 
man who  shall  be  known  as  "Commissioner  of  Finance  and  Reve- 
nue," who  shall  also  be  mayor  pro  tern,  and  who  shall  have 
under  his  special  charge  the  enforcement  of  all  the  laws  for 
the  assessment  of  taxes  of  every  kind  and  the  collection  of  all 
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revenues  belonging  to  said  city,  from  whatever  source  same  may 
be  derived,  and  who  shall  also  examine  into  and  keep  informed 
as  to  the  finances  of  said  city.    One  alderman  who  shall  be 
known  as  "Police  or  Fire  Commissioner,"  who  shall  have  under  Police  or  fire 
his  special  charge  the  enforcement  of  all  police  regulations  of  commissloner- 
said  city,  and  the  general  enforcement  of  all  police  regulations 
of  said  city,  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  fire  department 
thereof.    One  alderman  to  be  known  as  the  "Commissioner  of  Commissioner  of 
Streets,"  who  shall  have  under  his  special  charge  the  supervision  streets- 
of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  and  be  charged  with  the  duty 
of  keeping  the  streets  and  alleys  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condi- 
tion and  with  the  enforcement  of  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
necessary  to  these  ends,  and  who  shall  have  under  his  special 
charge  improvements  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and 
shall  see  that  all  contracts  therefor  are  faithfully  complied  with. 
One  alderman  who  shall  be  known  as  "Sanitary  and  Cemetery  Sanitary  and 
Commissioner,"  who  shall  have  under  his  special  charge  the  ^mmfssioner. 
supervision  of  the  cemetery  and  be  charged  with  the  keeping  of 
same  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  and  with  the  enforcement 
of  all  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  these  ends,  and  who 
shall  also  have  under  his  special  charge  the  supervision  of  all 
cemetery  improvements  or  extensions,  and  who  shall  see  that 
all  contracts  therefor  are  faithfully  complied  with,  and  who  shall 
have  under  his  special  charge  the  enforcement  of  all  police  regu- 
lations of  said  city  pertaining  to  health  and  sanitation  and  the 
general  supervision  of  the  sanitary  department.    One  alderman 
to  be  known  as  the  "Electric  Light,  Waterworks  and  Sewerage  Electric  light, 
commissioner,"  who  shall  have  under  his  special  charge  the  con-  w 


struction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  the  waterworks,  sewer-  commissioner, 
age  system  and  departments  of  said  city  and  the  general  super- 
vision of  lighting  the  streets,  electric  light  plant,  gas  plant,  and 
any  other  mode  of  lighting  the  city,  and  all  electric  wiring,  in- 
sulating of  wires,  erecting  of  poles,  laying  of  gas  pipes,  and 
shall  see  to  the  enforcement  of  all  regulations  with  respect  to 
said  departments  and  with  respect  to  all  the  revenues  pertaining 
thereto.     Said  commissioners  shall  perform  all  the  executive 
duties  of  their  respective  departments  to  which  they  may  be  Executive  duties 
assigned  as  above  provided,  but  said  council  as  a  whole  shall  of  dePartments- 
have  supervision  of  and  be  responsible  for  the  administration  Supervision  by 
of  each  of  said  departments.

Sec.  4.    That  the  following  sentence  in  subsection  fourteen,  Grants  of 
section  twenty-four  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  gpecfai'prfviitges 
the  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven, 
"No  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  be  passed  finally  on  the  date 
of  its  introduction,  except  in  the  case  of  public  emergencies, 
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and  then  only  when  requested  by  the  mayor  in  writing:  Pro- 
vided, that  no  ordinance  or  resolution  making  a  grant  of  any 
franchise  or  special  privilege  shall  ever  be  passed  as  an  emer- 
gency measure,"  be  stricken  out  and  the  following  sentence  be 
inserted  therein:  "No  ordinance  or  resolution  making  grant  of 
any  franchise  or  special  privilege  shall  ever  be  passed  finally  on 
the  date  of  its  introduction,  but  shall  only  be  passed  finally  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  following  the  date  of  its  introduction, 
or  at  any  regular  meeting  thereafter." 

Sec.  5.  That  subsection  three  of  section  twenty-three  of  chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  the  Private  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  the  following  substituted  and  enacted  therefor: 
"All  contracts  of  whatever  character  pertaining  to  public  im- 
provements or  the  maintenance  of  public  property  of  the  city  of 
Kinston  involving  an  outlay  of  as  much  as  two  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  based  upon  specifications  to  be  prepared  and  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  mayor  and  the  city  council,  and  after 
approval  advertisement  of  proposed  work  or  improvement  em- 
braced in  said  proposed  contract  shall  be  made,  inviting  com- 
petitive bids  for  the  work  proposed  to  be  done,  which  advertise- 
ment shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  city  of  Kinston.  All  bids  submitted  shall 
be  sealed,  shall  be  opened  by  the  mayor  in  the  presence  of  a 
majority  of  the  aldermen,  and  the  council  shall  determine  the 
most  advantageous  bid  for  the  city  and  may  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  parties  submitting  the  bid  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  city  council  is  the  most  advantageous  for'  the  city.  In 
every  advertisement  of  public  work  or  contract  involving  as 
much  as  two  thousand  dollars  the  city  council  shall  reserve  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids.  Pending  advertisement  of  work 
or  contract  proposed,  specifications  therefor  shall  be  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  subject  to  inspection  of  all  parties 
desiring  to  bid:  Provided,  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  said  council  from  having  work  done  by  day 
labor  or  material  furnished  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
said  council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Kinston  and  all 
amendments  thereto  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  continued  in  full  force  and  effect  and  that  all  laws 
and  clauses  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  7.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  after  its 
ratification.

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CHAPTER  75 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  LIBERTY  GRADED  SCHOOL 
DISTRICT  IN  ROBESON  COUNTY;  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE 
BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  SAID  DISTRICT  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS  AND  LEVY  A  SPECIAL  TAX. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  upon  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  resid-  Establishment  of 
ing  in  the  territory  hereinafter  described  in  this  section  voting  distnct- 
in  favor  of  the  special  tax  and  bonds  hereinafter  provided  there 
shall  be  established,  and  is  hereby  created,  a  special  tax  dis- 
trict in  Robeson  County,  known  and  designated  as  the  Liberty  Designation. 
Graded  School  District,  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  the  Nathaniel  McNair  place  and  including  the  Boundaries, 
property  of  W.  F.  Bullock  and  the  upper  part  of  J.  P.  Robert- 
son's farm;  thence  with  A.  L.  McCallum  line,  N.  D.  McCallum 
and  R.  E.  Bridges  Est  Dosia  McLean  and  including  same; 
thence  with  the  Red  Banks-Alfordsville  road  to  Back  Swamp; 
thence  up  Back  Swamp  to  the  upper  line  of  G.  D.  Willard; 
thence  a  direct  line  to  Alma  Railroad;  thence  with  said  railroad 
and  including  same  to  the  lower  line  of  R.  L.  McLeod;  thence 
with  the  upper  line  of  the  D.  M.  McRae  Est.  to  the  run  of  Shoe 
Heel  Creek;  thence  down  the  creek  to  the  line  of  A.  C.  Mc- 
Farland;  thence  with  the  McFarland  line  to  the  A.  J.  Catting- 
ham  lands  and  including  same;  thence  including  the  Robert 
Caddell  lands;  thence  with  the  J.  L.  Bennette  line  and  including 
same  to  the  Maxton  Townshp  line  near  the  E.  F.  McRae  place; 
thence  with  the  Maxton  road  to  the  State  line;  thence  with 
State  line  to  the  J.  J.  McKay  place;  thence  a  direct  line  across 
Shoe  Heel  Creek  to  the  ford  of  Wilkerson  Swamp  on  public 
road  from  Rowland  to  Gaddy's  Mill;  thence  up  said  swamp  to 
the  M.  A.  &  S.  Railroad  thence  with  and  including  said  railroad 
to  the  J.  B.  McAllum  place;  thence  a  direct  line  including  the 
R.  J.  McLean,  Mrs.  B.  S.  McLean  and  T.  W.  Brake  lands  to  the 
beginning. 

Sec.  2.    That  upon  the  ratification  of  this  act  by  a  majority  Ratification  of 
of  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  the  above  described  territory,  actbyvoters- 
the  name  of  said  taxing  district  shall  be  changed  and  shall  be 
Liberty  Graded  School  District,  and  the  board  of  trustees  herein- 
after named,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  and  they  are  Name, 
hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  incorporation, 
the  "Board  of  Trustees  of  Liberty  Graded  School  District,"  and  Corporate  name, 
by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  Corporate  powers, 
contract  and  be  contracted   with,   acquire  by  gift,  purchase, 
devise,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  and  personal  property;  hold, 
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exchange,  mortgage,  or  sell  the  same,  and  exercise  such  other 
rights  and  privileges  as  are  incident  to  other  corporations,  and 
may  have  a  corporate  seal.  And  said  hoard  of  trustees  is  hereby 
fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  and  deliver  a  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust,  to  he  signed  by  its  chairman,  attested 
by  its  secretary,  and  having  its  corporate  seal  affixed  thereto, 
upon  any  real  estate  and  personal  property  title  to  which  is  or 
may  hereafter  be  vested  in  said  Liberty  Graded  School  District, 
or  in  said  board  of  trustees,  to  secure  the  bonds  herein  pro- 
vided for  and  the  interest  on  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  Liberty  Graded 
School  District  hereinafter  provided  for,  or  their  successors  in 
office,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  bonds  of  said  Liberty  Graded  School  District  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  in  such 
denominations  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem  advisable, 
bearing  interest  from  their  date  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  with  interest  coupons  attached,  payable 
semi-annually  at  such  time  or  times  and  at  such  place  or  places 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  said  board  of  trustees;  said 
bonds  to  be  in  such  form  and  tenor  and  transferable  in  such 
way,  and  the  principal  thereof  payable  or  redeemable  at  such 
time  or  times,  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  date  of  issue, 
and  at  such  place  or  places  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deter- 
mine: Provided,  that  said  board  of  trustees  may  issue  bonds 
required  to  meet  the  expenditures  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  4.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  expended  by  said 
board  of  trustees  in  providing,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  such 
graded  school  sites  as  may  be  necessary  and  in  constructing 
buildings  and  furnishing  the  said  buildings  with  all  necessary 
equipment.  The  said  trustees  out  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds 
may  also  construct,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  a  building  for 
the  use  of  the  teachers  in  said  district. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  and  of  defraying  the  ex- 
penses of  the  graded  schools  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  Robeson  County  shall  annually  and  at  the 
time  of  levying  the  county  taxes,  commencing  with  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  next  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  district  as  herein  provided, 
levy  a  special  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars  of  assessed  valuation  of  property  and  sixty  cents 
on  each  taxable  poll,  said  tax  to  be  collected  and  used  for  the 
exclusive  purpose  of  paying  the  teachers  and  other  running  ex- 
penses of  said  school,  and  shall  also  levy  an  additional  and  par- 
ticular special  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  one 
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hundred  dollars  of  assessed  valuation   of  property  and  sixty  Specific 
cents  on  each  taxable  poll  on  all  persons  subject  to  taxes  within  appropria  lon- 
the  above  described  boundary,  this  additional  and  particular 
special  tax  to  be  collected  and  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  Special  tax  for 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  herein  provided  for  and  of  creating  ^Sng  f und. 
a  sinking  fund  with  which  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  6.    That  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Collection  and 
Robeson  County  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  that  the  county  tax. 
taxes  are  collected,  and  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  Liberty  Graded  School  District: 
Provided,  that  said  treasurer  of  said  board  of  trustees  shall  first  Proviso :  school 
enter  into  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  payable  to  the  said  board  j^surer  to  give

It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  registrar  to  make  a  new  registration  of  all  New  registration, 
the  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly residing  in  the  territory  hereinbefore  described,  and  to 
this  end  he  shall,  commencing  on  the  fourth  Saturday  before  Registration  days, 
the  election,  attend  regularly,  at  some  fixed  place  within  the 
aforesaid  graded  school  district,  for  four  successive  Saturdays, 
between  the  hours  of  eight  a.  m.  and  sundown,  for  the  purpose 
of  registering  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  vote  for  members 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  said  territory,  and  only  those  per- 
sons who  are  duly  registered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  be  deemed  qualified  voters  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.    All  challenges  of  voters  may  be  entered  on  any  regis-  Challenges, 
tration  day  and  shall  be  passed  on  by  said  judges  of  election  and 
registrar  on  the  day  of  election.    Said  registrar  shall  receive  as  Pay  of  registrar, 
compensation  for  his  services  the  sum  of  five  cents  for  each 
voter  registered  by  him,  and  two  dollars  for  his  attendance 
upon  the  election,  and  the  judges  of  election  shall  receive  the 
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sum  of  two  dollars  each  for  their  services  on  election  day,  in- 
cluding making  up  the  returns.  Said  registrar  shall  post  in 
the  aforesaid  graded  school  district  and  at  at  least  five  other 
public  places  in  said  territory,  notice  of  the  days,  hours  and 
place  of  registration.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  polls  shall 
be  opened  at  Raemon  schoolhouse,  Alfordsville  Township,  at  the 
hour  of  seven  o'clock  a.  m.  and  shall  close  at  sundown.  All 
costs  in  connection  with  such  election  shall  be  paid  from  the 
funds  of  Robeson  County,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  thereof  to  pass  upon  and  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  At  said  election  those  who  are  in  favor  of  the  creation 
of  said  graded  school  district  and  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
herein  provided  for  shall  vote  a  written  or  printed  ballot  with 
the  word  'Approved"  upon  it,  and  those  opposed  to  creating  said 
graded  school  district  and  issuing  said  bonds  shall  vote  a  written 
or  printed  ballot  with  the  word  "Disapproved"  upon  it.  The 
number  of  voters  registered  and  the  number  of  ballots  cast  for 
and  against  the  creation  and  issuing  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
counted  and  the  result  of  said  election  certified  and  returned  to 
the  register  of  deeds  of  Robeson  County,  who  shall  furnish  to 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  graded  school  district  a  certified 
copy  of  said  returns  to  the  secretary  of  state,  which  he  shall 
file  in  his  office.  If  at  the  said  election  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  district  shall  vote  "Approved,"  then  the  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  at  once  qualify  by  first  taking  an  oath  to 
faithfully  perform  their  duties  as  such  trustees  and  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  bonds 
herein  provided  for,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  enjoined 
upon  them  by  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  members  of  the  board  of  education  of  Robe- 
son County  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  said  Liberty  Graded  School  District,  and  in  addition  thereto 
N.  J.  McRimmon,  J.  J.  McPhaul,  J.  P.  Sinclair,  K.  S.  Monroe 
and  Artemas  McLean,  Jr.,  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed 
as  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  said  Liberty  Graded  School  Dis- 
trict, N.  J.  McRimmon  and  J.  J.  McPhaul  shall  hold  their  office 
for  two  years;  J.  P.  Sinclair  and  K.  S.  Monroe  shall  hold  their 
office  for  four  years  and  Artemas  McLean,  Jr.,  shall  hold  his  office 
for  six  years;  and  each  trustee  shall  hold  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  and  shall  qualify  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  term  of  office  of  each 
trustee  shall  be  considered  as  beginning  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one. 

Sec.  10.  Whenever  the  term  of  office  of  any  class  of  trustees 
shall  expire,  as  above  provided,  their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  two  years  by  the  board  of  education  of 
Robeson  County,  the  persons  to  be  so  appointed  to  be  resident 
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and  qualified  voters  of  said  graded  school  district  hereby  cre- 
ated.    All  vacancies  from  said  board  of  trustees   caused  by  Other  vacancies, 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  district,  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  filled  by  the  board  of  education  of  Robeson  County,  and  the 
persons  so  chosen  shall  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  his  prede- 
cessor, and  at  the  end  of  such  unexpired  term  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  board  of  education  of  Robeson  County  as 
hereinbefore  provided.

Sec.  11.   That  after  the  ratification  of  this  act  by  a  majority  of  Organization  of 
the  qualified  voters  residing  in  said  territory  said  board  of  board- 
trustees,  at  their  first  regular  meeting,  and  annually  thereafter 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  each  year,  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a  chairman  and  secretary.

all  other  subjects  of  taxation,  as  may  be  recommended  by  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Elizabeth  City  Graded  School,  in  no  case, 
however,  to  exceed  thirty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
valuation  of  real  and  personal  property  and  not  more  than  ninety 
cents  on  each  taxable  poll.

of  this  section  shall  be  collected  by  the  tax  collector  of  the  town 
of  Elizabeth  City  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  that  the  mu- 
nicipal taxes  are  collected,  and  said  tax  collector  shall  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  trustees  and  the 
treasurer  of  said  board  shall  pay  out  said  funds  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  funds  of  the  said  graded  school  district  are 
now  paid  out.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  of  building,  furnishing  and  Purpose  of  bond 
equipping  high  school  buildings,  to  be  erected  in  Lockwoods  Folly  lssue> 
Township,  Brunswick  County,  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
Brunswick  County,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  have  the 
authority  and  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  if  so  authorized  Authority  for 
by  the  election  herein  provided  for,  to  prepare,  issue  and  sell  bond  lssue- 
bonds  of  the  Supply  High  School  District  (hereinafter  created) 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000).  Amount. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  interest-bearing  coupon  bonds,  bearing  in-

Said  bonds  shall  be  pre-  issue  of  bonds, 
pared  and  issued  by  order  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Brunswick  County,  for  and  in  behalf  of  Supply  High  School 
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District,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  and  attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  board. 
Said  bonds  shall  state  on  their  face  for  what  school  district  they 
are  issued,  and  that  they  are  public  school  bonds  issued  by 
authority  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  will  of  the 
voters  of  the  Supply  High  School  District  whether  bonds  as 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  issued  and 
sold,  and  a  sufficient  tax  shall  be  levied  to  meet  the  interest 
on  the  same  and  to  provide  for  their  payment  at  maturity,  and 
whether  a  tax  for  the  maintenance  of  said  school  shall  be  levied, 
the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall,  after  thirty  days' 
advertisement,  call  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  district.  At 
said  election  the  qualified  electors  favoring  the  issue  and  sale 
of  said  bonds  and  the  levy  of  said  taxes  shall  vote  a  ballot  upon 
which  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  words  "For  High  School 
Bonds,"  and  those  opposed  shall  vote  a  ballot  upon  which  shall 
be  written  or  printed  the  words  "Against  High  School  Bonds." 
That  said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  holding  elections  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly:  Provided,  however,  the  said  board 
of  county  commissioners  shall  appoint  the  registrar  or  registrars 
and  the  pollholders  for  said  election,  and  shall  designate  the 
polling  place  or  places,  and  the  registrar  or  registrars  and  the 
pollholders  of  said  election  shall  make,  on  the  next  Thursday 
following  said  election,  a  return  of  the  result  thereof  to  said 
board  of  county  commissioners,  who  shall  canvass  the  same  and 
declare  the  result  thereof,  and  cause  the  return  from  said  elec- 
tion and  the  result  thereof  to  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  said 
board  by  the  clerk  of  said  board.  The  expenses  of  holding  said 
election  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  school  funds  of  the 
county  of  Brunswick. 

Sec.  3.  If  at  said  election  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors 
shall  vote  "For  High  School  Bonds,"  then  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Brunswick  County,  before  issuing  and  selling 
said  bonds,  shall  advertise  the  sale  of  the  same  for  thirty  days 
immediately  preceding  the  date  of  such  sale  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  of  Brunswick,  and  in  some  financial 
journal  published  in  New  York  City,  giving  the  time  and  place 
when  bids  shall  be  opened  for  the  sale  of  said  bonds  and  the 
term  on  which  said  bonds  are  issued:  Provided,  the  said  county 
commissioners  shall  have  the  right  in  their  discretion  to  reject 
any  and  all  bids  for  said  bonds. 

Sec.  4.  That  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of  by  sale, 
exchange,  hypothecation  or  otherwise  for  less  price  than  theif 
par  value,  nor  shall  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  declared  in  section  one  of 
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this  act:    Provided,  that  the  purchasers  of  said  bonds  shall  not  Proviso:  obliga- 
be  required  to  see  to  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  devolvedUrChaSerS 
of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  in  the  district  Territory  created

Section  1.  That  whenever  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Wash- 
ington public  schools  of  the  city  of  Washington,  North  Carolina, 
shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  public 
schools  of  said  city  to  purchase  or  build,  equip,  maintain  and 
operate  a  home  for  white  teachers  for  the  said  schools,  and 
when  they  shall  so  certify  to  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city 
by  a  resolution  of  said  board  of  school  trustees  properly  passed, 
the  said  board  of  aldermen  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
for  said  purpose,  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Washington,  bonds 
for  such  amount  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  of  the  said  public 
school  shall  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  in  such  denomina- 
tions and  forms  as  the  said  board  of  aldermen  may  determine. 

Sec.  2.  The  time  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  these 
bonds  shall  be  such  time  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  desig- 
nate, not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  The 
bonds  shall  be  coupon  bonds  and  numbered  consecutively,  be-

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  BEREA  CHRISTIAN  CHURCH 
IN  MORTONS  TOWNSHIP,  ALAMANCE  COUNTY.

Section  1.  That  Berea  Christian  Church  of  Mortons  Township, 
Alamance  County,  together  with  the  territory  contiguous  there- 
to for  a  radius  of  three  miles,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  in- 
corporated as  hereinafter  specified. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  keep  open  on  Sunday  any  place  of  business,  or 
to  sell  or  to  offer  for  sale,  or  to  give  away  soft  drinks,  wares  or 
merchandise  of  any  kind  or  description  except  for  the  dead  or 
for  the  sick,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  within  the  territory 
designated  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  disturb 
the  peace  of  the  people  residing  or  worshipping  in  the  territory 
covered  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  gambling  or  indulging 
in  any  boisterous  language,  or  acting  in  a  rude  or  indecent 
manner  or  by  using  loud  and  vulgar  or  profane  language,  or 
singing  vulgar  songs,  or  by  keeping  a  disorderly  house  within 
said  territory  and  that  card  playing  is  also  hereby  forever  for- 
bidden within  the  territory  hereby  incorporated.  Any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  nor  imprisoned  more  than  thirty  days  for  each  offense. 

Sec  4.  That  the  high  sheriff  of  Alamance  county  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  two  competent  resident  depu- 
ties in  the  territory  hereby  incorporated.  The  said  deputies 
shall  see  that  the  laws  of  the  State  including  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  not  violated  within  the  aforesaid  incorporated  terri- 
tory. Said  deputies  are  hereby  empowered  to  arrest  without 
warrant  any  person  caught  in  the  act  of  violating  any  such 
law  and  immediately  to  carry  such  offender  or  offenders  before 
a  magistrate  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  Alamance  County  shall 
nave  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  pass  upon  any  case  arising  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

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CHAPTER  84 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  TOWN  OF  HOT  SPRINGS,

OTHER  PURPOSES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  aldermen  or  commissioners  for 
the  town  of  Hot  Springs,  Madison  County,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  taxable  property  in  said 
town  of  Hot  Springs  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  on  the  hundred, 
and  not  exceeding  two  dollars  on  the  poll. 

Sec.  2.  That  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  money  collected  as 
provided  in  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  a  sinking  fund  and  paying  off  the  outstanding  bonded 
Indebtedness  of  the  said  town  of  Hot  Springs,  and  to  pay  on  the 
interest  on  the  said  bonded  indebtedness,  if  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient funds  otherwise  to  pay  the  said  interest  as  it  falls  due.  The 
said  board  of  aldermen  shall  invest  such  money  as  is  set  aside 
for  the  sinking  fund  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  such  securities 
as  may  bear  the  highest  rate  of  interest  and  may  be  safe  invest- 
ment; the  remainder  of  the  money  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  used  for  general  purposes  of  maintaining  said 
town,  and  its  best  interest. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  ratification.

That  the  name  of  Greensboro  College  for  Women, 
a  corporation  created  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  Private  Laws  of  North 
Carolina,  under  the  name  of  Greensboro  Female  College  and 
afterwards  changed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirteen  to  Greensboro  College  for  Women, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  changed  to  Greensboro  College.

North  Carolina  and  of  the  United  States;  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  fix  the  time  of  holding  their  annual  and  other  meetings, 
and  shall  elect  the  president  and  teachers  for  said  college  and 
dependent  schools,  if  any,  and  shall  fix  their  salaries;  they 
shall  have  power  to  elect  an  executive  committee,  if  they  deem 
best,  consisting  of  five  or  more  members,  of  which  the  president 
of  the  college  may  be  ex  officio  a  member,  and  said  committee 
shall  have  such  power  and  perform  such  duties,  when  the  board 
of  trustees  is  not  in  session,  as  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
commit  or  entrust  to  them." 

Sec.  3.  That  all  the  laws  or  parts  of  laws  which  are  in  con- 
flict with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purposes  of  paying  said  bonds  and  the

Such  rate  of  taxes  shall  be  in  amount 
as  recommended  and  deemed  adequate  by  said  board  of  school 
trustees  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  provide  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  payment  thereof  at  maturity. 

Sec.  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  graded  school  district  at  a  special 
election  to  be  had  on  Monday,  April  eighteenth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  under  the  statutory  provisions 
governing  the  election  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly: 
Provided,  however,  that  a  new  registration  shall  be  had  for 
such  election,  the  registrar  and  judges  to  be  appointed  by  the 
board  of  elections  of  Caldwell  County. 

Sec.  5.  That  thirty  days'  notice  of  such  election,  containing 
a  copy  of  this  act,  shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  Caldwell  County,  and  in  all  other  respects  said  election  shall 
be  held  and  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  governing 
the  holding  of  general  elections.  Those  qualified  voters  approv- 
ing the  issue  of  bonds  herein  provided  for  the  levy  and  collec- 
tion of  the  particular  taxes  provided  for  in  section  three  of  this 
act  shall  deposit  a  ballot  containing  the  written  or  printed 
words,  "For  Bonds,"  and  those  disapproving  the  same  shall  de- 
posit a  ballot  containing  the  written  or  printed  words,  "Against 
Bonds."  If  a  majority  of  such  voters  shall  vote  "For  Bonds"  it 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  graded  school  district  are  in  favor  of  granting  the  afore- 
said board  of  graded  school  trustees  authority  to  issue  such  bonds, 
and  to  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  county  authority  to 
levy  such  particular  annual  tax,  and  said  board  of  trustees  and 
said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  such  authority;  but  if 
a  majority  of  such  qualified  voters  shall  vote  "Against  Bonds," 
then  said  board  of  trustees  and  said  board  of  commissioners  shall 
not  have  such  authority:     Provided,  that  the  result  of  such 
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election  duly  ascertained  in  accordance  with  law,  shall  be  en- 
rolled in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  Caldwell  County.  Proviso:  record 
After  thirty  days'  from  the  date  of  such  enrollment  such  record  ofresult- 
shall  not  be  open  to  attack,  but  shall  be  held  and  deemed 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  certified  and  recited.

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  TOWN  OF  MOCKSVILLE 
TO  ISSUE  BONDS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.   The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Mocks-  Bond  issue 
ville,  in  the  county  of  Davie,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  authorized, 
of  the  said  town  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  fifty-five 
thousand  dollars   ($55,000),  viz.: 

(1)  Thirty-seven  thousand  dollars  ($37,000)  of  bonds  for  the  Amount, 
purpose  of  constructing  or  improving  streets  and  sidewalks  of  street  and  side- 
said  town,  and  constructing  a  sewer  system  for  said  town,  and  walk  bonds. 

(2)  Eighteen  thousand   dollars    ($18,000)    of  bonds  for  the  water-works 
purpose  of  constructing  a  water  system  of  said  town.    The  said  k°^ds- 
bonds  shall  be  dated  March  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  Date  of  bonds, 
twenty-one,  and  shall  bear  interest  from  their  date  at  the  rate  of 

six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  on  March  Interest, 
first  and  September  first  of  each  year.    The  said  bonds  shall  be 
serial  bonds,  and  each  issue  thereof  shall  so  mature  that  the  Maturity, 
principal  amount  of  such  issues  shall  be  payable  in  annual  in- 
stallments or  series,  the  first  of  which  annual  installment  of 
principal  shall  be  payable  not  more  than  three  years  after  the 
elate  of  the  bonds,  and  the  last  not  more  than  thirty  years  after 
the  date  of  the  bonds.    The  said  annual  installments  may  be 
equal  or  unequal,  but  if  unequal  no  installment  shall  be  more 
than  two  and  one-half  times  as  great  as  any  prior  installment 
of  the  same  bond  issue.    The  said  bonds  shall  be  coupon  bonds 
and  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  clerk  of  the  town  of  Authentication. 
Mocksville,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  said  town  shall  be 
affixed  to  each  bond,  but  the  coupons  of  such  bonds  shall  be 
authenticated  by  fac  simile  signature  of  said  officers.    The  only 
procedure  necessary  for  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  shall  be  the 
passage  of  an  appropriate  resolution  or  resolutions  by  the  said  Procedure  for 
board  of  commissioners  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  said  issue  of  bonds, 
bonds  by  the  proper  officers. 

Sec.  2.    The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Mocksville 
is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  said  bonds  at  public  sale  at  not  less  gale  at  par  and 
than  par  and  interest,  after  due  advertisement  in  some  approved  accrued  Merest. 
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publication,  and  if  satisfactory  bids  are  not  obtained  from  such 
advertisement  then  said  commissioners  may  sell  said  bonds  at 
private  sale  and  not  less  than  par  and  interest. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Mocksville 
is  hereby  further  authorized  to  levy  annually  a  special  tax  ad 
valorem  on  all  taxable  property  in  said  town  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  as  such  principal 
and  interest  respectively  become  due,  which  tax  shall  be  sufficient 
for  said  purpose  and  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  authorized 
by  law  to  be  levied  in  said  town.  In  case  special  assessments 
shall  be  levied  on  account  of  street  or  sidewalk  improvements 
paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  means  of  the  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  said  special  assessments  shall  be  used  to  pay  said  bonds, 
thus  reducing  the  amount  of  ad  valorem  taxes  required  to  be 
levied  for  said  purpose.  All  taxes  heretofore  levied  for  the 
payment  of  bonds  of  the  town  of  Mocksville  proposed  to  be  is- 
sued for  the  same  purpose  as  bonds  hereby  authorized  but  not  in 
fact  issued,  shall  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  taxes  hereby 
required  to  be  levied. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  hereby  conferred  upon  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  the  town  of  Mocksville  are  in  addition  to  and  not  in 
substitution  for  existing  power,  and  are  not  subject  to  any  limita- 
tion or  restrictions  prescribed  by  any  other  law.  This  act  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  repealed  by  any  subsequent  law  enacted  at 
the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly  and  particularly  by 
any  law  amending  the  municipal  finance  act.

or  otherwise  real  and  personal  property  and  may  hold,  exchange, 
mortgage,  or  sell  the  same  in  any  manner  and  to  any  extent  the 
said  trustees  may  deem  advisable,  and  exercise  such  other  rights 
and  privileges  as  are  incident  to  other  corporations,  and  may 
have  a  corporate  seal,  which  it  may  break  and  change  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  school 
trustees  to  establish  separate  schools  for  the  white  and  colored 
children  of  said  school  district,  and  they  may  grade  the  schools 
for  either  race,  and  shall  appropriate  and  use  the  funds  from 
special  taxes  and  from  state  and  county  school  funds  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  deemed  just  to  both  races,  due  regard  being 
had  to  difference  in  cost  of  maintaining  and  the  requirement,  of 
said  schools:  Provided,  donation  and  income  for  benefit  of  any 
special  school  shall  be  so  applied. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  school  trustees  shall  prescribe  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  such  schools,  conduct  of 
pupils,  teachers  and  officers,  and  for  the  preservation,  control 
and  use  of  school  property;  may  provide  for  the  suspension  and 
expulsion  of  pupils  who  may  be  denied  the  privilege  of  said 
schools  until  reinstated  by  authority  of  said  trustees;  shall  em- 
ploy and  fix  the  compensation  of  all  teachers  and  officers  of 
such  schools;  may  require  examination  of  all  teachers  and  may 
dismiss  teachers;  shall  cause  to  be  taken,  in  accordance  with 
the  general  school  law  of  the  state,  an  accurate  census  of  the 
school  population  of  said  district  and  transmit  a  copy  thereof 
to  the  county  superintendent,  and  shall  exercise  any  and  all 
other  powers  they  may  deem  necessary  or  advantageous  for  the 
successful  control  and  operation  of  said  schools,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  school  property  in  the  said  district. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  trustees  may  admit  pupils  residing  outside 
the  limits  of  said  district,  or  those  under  or  over  the  public 
school  age,  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  may  deem  reasonable, 
and  may  erect,  repair,  alter,  and  improve  the  school  buildings 
and  grounds  and  may  purchase  furniture,  equipment  and  ap- 
pliances, including  fixtures  for  heating,  lighting,  water  supply, 
sewerage,  etc. 

Sec.  7.  That  said  trustees  shall,  as  soon  as  convenient  after 
their  election  and  qualification,  meet  and  organize  by  electing  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary  and  treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall 
give  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  trustees  may  require.  The  school 
authorities  of  special  tax  district  number  sixteen,  Harkers 
Island  Township,  as  at  present  constituted,  shall  carry  on  the 
schools  in  said  district  until  the  trustees  shall  organize  under 
this  act. 
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Sec.  8.    That  as  soon  as  said  trustees  shall  have  organized  and  Funds  to  be  paid

CONFER  EXTRA  JURISDICTION  UPON  MAYOR'S  COURT. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enacts 

Section  1.  All  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  town 
of  Mebane  now  in  force  or  that  may  hereafter  be  enacted  by  the 
governing  body  in  the  exercise  of  its  police  power  given  to  it 
for  the  protection  of  the  health  and  moral  conditions  of  its 
citizens,  or  for  the  protection  of  the  property  of  the  city,  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  the  governing  body,  shall,  in  addition  to 
applying  to  the  territory  within  the  city  limits,  apply  with  equal 
force  to  the  territory  outside  of  the  city  limits  within  one  mile 
in  all  directions  of  same,  and  to  the  rights  of  way  of  all  water, 
sewer,  and"  electric  light  lien  of  the  city  without  the  corporate 
limits,  and  upon  all  property  and  rights  of  way  of  the  city  out- 
side the  corporate  limits  and  the  above  mentioned  territorial 
limits,  wheresoever  the  same  may  be  located.  The  governing 
body  of  the  said  town  of  Mebane  are  hereby  authorized  to  enact 
ordinances  applying  with  equal  force  to  the  territory  outside  the 
corporate  limits  for  the  protection  of  the  morals  of  its  people 
particularly  in  regard  to  Sabbath  observance. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor  of  said  town  of 
Mebane  as  a  court  shall  extend  to  the  territory  outside  of  the 
corporate  limits  as  provided  in  section  one,  and  the  said  mayor 
shall  have  authority  to  issue  warrants  or  other  criminal  process 
and  to  cause  the  arrest  of  any  person,  firms  or  corporations 
offending  the  criminal  ordinances  of  said  town  of  the  criminal 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  said  mayor  shall 
sit  as  a  court  for  a  trial  of  all  such  cases  under  the  same  pro- 
cedure and  laws  as  is  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  police  of  the  town  of  Mebane  is  hereby  given 
authority  to  execute  all  criminal  process  as  may  come  into  its 
hands  within  the  territory  as  above  provided  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  shall  be  conferred  upon  it  by  the  proper 
authority  and  the  said  police  shall  police  said  territory  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  the  violation  of  any  ordinances  of  the 
town  of  Mebane  or  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  to  appre- 
hend under  proper  process  all  violators  of  such  laws. 

Sec.  4.  All  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and 
this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification.

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CHAPTER  98 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  128  OF  THE  PRIVATE  LAWS

The  General  Assembly  of  Norths  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  one,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  of  the  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-three  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
from  said  section  all  of  that  section  which  appears  after  the 
words  "Rich  Square"  in  line  three  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

"And  the  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  determined  by  a  line  Limits, 
beginning  at  a  point  on  the  road  from  Rich  Square  to  Eagletown 
near  William  Brown's  residence  (said  point  being  fourteen  hun- 
dred yards  south,  seventy  degrees  east  from  the  central  point  of 
the  town  of  Rich  Square,  determined  by  the  intersection  of  the 
road  to  Eagletown,  the  road  to  Woodland,  and  the  road  to  Jackson 
and  the  river  road),  and  running  as  follows:  From  said  point  of 
beginning  north  twenty  degrees  west  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  thirty  yards  to  a  stake,  thence  west  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy  yards  to  a  stake,  thence  south  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  to  a  stake,  thence  north  sixty-six 
degrees  east  two  thousand  five  hundred  yards  to  the  point  of 
beginning." 

Sec.  2.    That  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  the  Territory  to  con- 
limits  of  the  town  of  Rich  Square  shall  be  as  above  outlined  stitutetown.

Sec.  3.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  Repealing  clause, 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  99 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  WILLIAMSTON  GRADED 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  IN  MARTIN  COUNTY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS 
AND  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  295,  PUBLIC  LAWS  OF  1903. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North,  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  graded  school  trustees  of  Will-  Bond  issue  author- 
iamston  school  district  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  authorized,  ^ed. 
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and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  for  said  school  district  in  ths 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000),  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  and  improving  the 
present  school  building  and  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  nee 
essary  dormitory  for  said  school  district. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  whether  in  the  name  of 
"The  Williamston  Graded  School  District"  or  in  the  name  of 
"The  Board  of  Graded  School  Trustees  of  Williamson"  (as  created 
by  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  Public  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  three).  The  said  bonds  shall  be  in 
such  form  and  denominations  and  with  such  provision  as  to 
time,  place  and  medium  of  payment  of  principal  and  interest  as 
the  board  of  trustees  may  determine.  The  said  bonds  shall  mature 
at  such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  years  from  their 
date,  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  may  determine.  The  bonds 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman, 
president,  or  presiding  officer  of  said  board  of  trustees,  and  the 
seal  of  said  school  district  shall  be  affixed  to  or  impressed  on 
each  bond,  and  be  attested  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  said  board 
of  trustees;  and  the  coupons  of  such  bonds  shall  bear  the  printed 
lithographed  facsimile  signature  of  such  chairman,  president, 
or  presiding  officer  in  office  at  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  bonds. 
The  delivery  of  such  bonds,  signed  as  aforesaid  by  officers  in 
office  at  the  time  of  such  signing,  shall  be  valid  notwithstanding 
any  changes  in  office  occuring  after  such  signing. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  the  board  of  trustees 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  determine,  either  with  or  without 
advertisement,  and  at  either  public  or  private  sale. 

Sec.  4.  No  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  unless  author- 
ized by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  said  school 
district  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  <5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  school  trustees 
to  order  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  said  school  district  at 
such  time  as  said  board  may  designate  for  the  purpose  of  voting 
upon  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  and  levying  a  special  tax  to 
pay  the  same.  Said  election  shall  be  held  under  the  supervision 
of  said  board  of  trustees  and  in  all  particulars  other  than  those 
specifically  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  held  and  conducted, 
and  the  qualification  of  the  voters  at  the  election  determined  as 
nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  accordance  with  the  laws  rela- 
ting to  elections  for  municipal  offices  in  the  town  of  Williamston. 
The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  the  registrar  and  judges 
for  said  election,  and  may  designate  the  polling  place  or  places, 
and  may,  in  their  discretion,  order  a  new  registration  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  school  district.

That  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
Tabor  Supplemental  School  District,  Number  Eleven,  South  Wil- 
iams  Township,  Columbus  County,  as  determined  by  the  regis- 
tration ordered  by  section  two  of  this  act  shall  vote  "For  School 
tax"  then  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Columbus 
County  shall  levy  annually  on.  all  real  and  personal  property  in 
said  school  district  such  special  tax  as  shall  be  requested  in 
writing  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  school  district:  Provided, 
that  said  special  tax  shall  be  in  such  an  amount  that  when  added 
to  all  other  special  school  taxes  levied  in  the  said  Tabor  Supple- 
mental School  District,  Number  Eleven,  South  Williams  Town- 
ship, Columbus  County,  the  total  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  this  act  to  authorize,  after  an  election  by  the  people,  a  levy 
of  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  render  the  total  of  all  of  the  special 
school  taxes  in  said  school  district  not  greater  than  fifty  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property.  ■ 

Sec.  5.  The  said  special  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  county 
taxes  are  levied  and  collected  and  the  proceeds  arising  from 
such  collections  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  said  Tabor  Supplemental  School  District, 
number  eleven,  South  Williams  Township,  Columbus  County.  The 
said  treasurer  shall  keep  this  special  fund  separate  and  apart 
from  the  other  funds  in  his  hands  and  shall  pay  out  same  only 
upon  the  written  order  of  the  secretary  of  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  countersigned  by  the  president. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  said  Tabor  Supplemental 
School  District,  Number  Eleven,  South  Williams  Township,  Co- 
lumbus County,  shall  require  the  treasurer  of  said  board  to 
execute  an  official  bond  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  herein  imposed  and  payable  to  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  for  the  use  of  said  board  in  the  usual  manner 
and  in  such  amount  as  the  said  board  shall  direct. 

Sec.  7.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  levy  and  collection  of 
the  special  tax  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  be  used  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  public  school  of  Tabor  Supplemental  School 
District,  Number  Eleven,  South  Williams  Township,  Columbus 
County.

CHAPTER  111

by  striking  out  all  after  the  colon  in  line  two  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Beginning  at  the  branch  the  northwest  corner  of  J.  C.  Boundary. 
Pinnix's  land  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  running  with  said  branch 
to  a  spring  known  as  the  P.  P.  Clary  spring;  thence  south  on  a 
straight  line  to  a  point  on  the  branch  south  of  J.  C.  Everidge's 
down  said  branch  to  Cobb  Creek;  thence  down  Cobb  Creek  to 
Jonesville  Creek;  thence  down  Jonesville  Creek  to  Fall  Creek; 
thence  down  Fall  Creek  to  the  river,  as  they  meander;  thence 
up  said  river  to  the  beginning." 

Sec.  2.    That  section  five  of  said  chapter  be  amended  by  strik-  Elections, 
ing  out  the  word  "biennially"  in  line  one  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "annually". 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after   its  ratification.

Tyler  Lane  comes  into  the  said  road,  and  running  thence  with 
the  western  edge  of  said  road  in  a  southerly  direction  to  a 
point  even  with  the  northern  corner  of  Speight's  gin  house,  thence 
in  a  direct  line  to  the  eastern  end  of  Albemarle  street,  where 
said  street  strikes  the  railroad,  thence  southwardly  with  said 
railroad  and  including  same  to  Church  Street,  thence  with 
Church  Street  to  Okum  Street,  thence  northwardly  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  with  Okum  Street,  thence  westwardly  parallel  with 
Church  Street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  east  of 
Main  street,  thence  northwardly  parallel  with  Main  street  to  a 
point  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  south  of  Carteret  Street, 
thence  east,  parallel  with  Carteret  Street  one  hundred  feet, 
thence  north  crossing  Carteret  Street  to  the  Edenton  Graded 
School  District  line,  thence  eastwardly  with  said  line  to  a  point 
five  hundred  (500)  feet  east  of  Main  Street,  thence  northwardly 
with  said  line  two  hundred  (200)  feet,  thence  westwardly  with 
said  line  to  a  point  one  hundred  (100)  feet  east  of  Main  Street, 
thence  north,  parallel  with  said  street  to  a  point  one  hundred 
and  fifty  (150)  feet  south  of  Freemason  Street,  thence  east  par- 
allel with  Freemason  Street  to  the  eastern  edge  of  J.  M.  Jones' 
lot,  thence  with  said  Jones'  eastern  line  to  Freemason  Street, 
thence  westward  with  the  South  side  of  Freemason  Street  to 
the  western  edge  of  Main  Street,  thence  northward  following 
the  western  edge  of  Main  Street  to  the  south  side  of  Hicks 
Street,  thence  westward  with  the  south  side  of  said  Hicks  Street 
to  the  western  line  of  the  Edenton  hosiery  mills  property,  thence 
southward  with  the  said  hosiery  mills  line  to  Peterson  Street, 
thence  with  said  Peterson  Street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and 
thirty-two  (132)  feet  west  of  Main  Street,  thence  southward 
parallel  with  said  street  to  Freemason  Street,  thence  westwardly 
with  Freemason  Street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
feet  west  of  Main  Street,  being  the  corner  of  the  Edenton  Graded 
School  District,  thence  following  the  Edenton  Graded  School  Dis- 
trict line  to  point  on  Gale  Street,  the  western  line  of  W.  I. 
Cozzins  lot,  thence  with  said  street  to  Granville  Street,  thence 
northward  with  said  street  to  Carteret  Street,  thence  westward 
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with  Carteret  Street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
feet  west  of  Granville  Street,  thence  southward  to  the  western 
edge  of  W.  S.  Privott's  lot  on  Albemarle  Street,  thence  with  his 
western  line  and  with  Walter  S.  White's  western  line  to  Gale 
Street,  thence  southwardly  parallel  with  Granville  Street  to  a 
point  two  hundred  (200)  feet  north  of  Church  Street,  thence 
westwardly  to  Mosley  Street,  thence  northwardly  with  Mosley 
Street  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  north  of  Gale  Street, 
thence  in  a  direct  line  southwestwardly  to  the  northeast  corner 
of  Albania  Farm,  thence  westwardly  with  the  line  of  this  farm  to 
a  point  even  with  the  Albania  gate  on  Albemarle  Street  extended, 
thence  due  north  by  said  gate  to  the  edge  of  the  woods,  being 
Albania  line,  thence  eastwardly  following  this  line  to  the  ceme- 
tery property,  thence  following  the  line  of  this  property  back  to 
Albemarle  Street  extended,  thence  with  this  street  to  the  old 
Norfolk  Southern  Railroad,  then  northwardly  with  the  railroad 
to  the  north  side  of  Hicks  Street,  thence  eastwardly  with  the 
north  side  of  Hicks  Street  to  the  eastern  edge  of  Main  Street, 
thence  southwardly  with  the  eastern  edge  of  Main  Street  to  a 
point  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  north  of  Freemason  Street, 
thence  eastwardly  parallel  with  Freemason  Street  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet,  thence  southward  parallel  with  Main  Street  to 
Freemason  Street,  thence  eastward  with  said  street  to  Okum 
Street,  thence  with  Okum  Street  to  the  northern  limit  of  the 
town  of  Edenton,  thence  due  east  to  the  spur  track  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Southern  railroad  leading  to  the  cotton  mills,  thence 
northward  with  said  track  to  the  Tyler  Lane  extended,  thence 
with  said  Tyler  Lane  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.    That  for  the  purposes  and  benefits  of  this  act,  and  Laws  extended 
for  no  other  purpose,  the  provisions  of  all  laws  governing  the  t0  district, 
assessment  of  personal  and  real  property,  the  levy  and  collec- 
tion of  all  school  taxes,  and  the  holding  of  all  municipal  elections 
in  the  town  of  Edenton,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  extended  to 
all  portions  of  the  Edenton  Special-Tax  School  District  lying  with-  Extra  rural  dis- 
out  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  as  fully  as  if  the  same  trict  a  ward, 
lay  within  said  corporate  limits;  and  that  in  all  elections  which 
shall  be  held  under  this  act  that  portion   of  said  Edenton 
Special-Tax  School  District  lying  without  said  corporate  limits 
shall  be  deemed  a  ward  of  said  town.  The  place  of  voting  in  voting  place, 
said  district  is  to  be  designated  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of 
the  town  of  Edenton. 

Sec.  3.    The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Edenton  Graded  School  Trustees.

Sec.  4  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  town  of  Edenton 
are  hereby  required  to  call  an  election  in  the  Edenton  Special- 
Tax  School  District  on  April  eighteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  by  a  vote  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  whether  or  not  a  special  tax  shall  be  levied  for  main- 
taining a  public  graded  school  in  said  district  and  whether  or 
not  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  building  and  equipping  said 
school.  This  election  shall  be  called  under  the  general  laws 
governing  special  school  tax  elections,  with  this  exception:  The 
qualified  voters  in  this  election  shall  be  the  qualified  voters 
living  in  said  district  and  qualified  to  vote  in  the  last  general 
election  held  on  November  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  the  election  held  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  those  favoring  the  levying  of  a  special  maintenance 
and  bond  tax  shall  vote  a  ticket  on  which  shall  be  written  or 
printed  the  words  "For  Special  Maintenance  and  Bond  Tax,"  and 
those  opposed  to  the  levying  of  such  tax  shall  vote  a  ticket  on 
which  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  words  "Against  Special 
Maintenance  and  Bond  Tax."  The  said  election  shall  be  advertised 
for  thirty  days  prior  thereto  by  posting  said  notices  in  three 
public  places  in  said  district  and  at  the  courthouse  door  in  the 
town  of  Edenton. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  case  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in  sa,id 
school  district  shall  vote  for  such  taxes,  the  board  of  council- 
men  of  the  town  of  Edenton  shall,  in  addition  to  other  taxes 
levied  upon  said  district,  annually  compute  and  levy,  at  the 
time  of  levying  other  taxes,  a  sufficient  special  tax  upon  the 
property  and  polls  in  said  district  to  raise  such  a  sum  of 
money  as  the  trustees  heretofore  named  for  the  said  school  dis- 
trict shall  deem  necessary  to  support  and  maintain  a  public 
graded  school  in  said  district,  which  sum  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  (30)  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of 
property  and  ninety  (90)  cents  on  the  poll.  The  taxes  levied 
for  the  support  of  this  school  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes  of 
the  town  of  Edenton  and  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
town,  and  shall  be  kept  separate  from  other  taxes  by  the  said 
treasurer  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  levied  and 
collected.  The  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Edenton  shall  be  ex  officio 
treasurer  of  the  Edenton  Special-Tax  School  District  and  shall 
give  such  bond  for  the  faithful  handling  of  such  funds  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  direct. 

Sec  7.  That  in  case  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in 
said  school  district  shall  vote  for  the  maintenance  and  bond 
taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  councilmen  of  the  town  of 
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Edenton,  on  recommendation  in  writing  from  the  trustees  of  the 
Edenton  Graded  School,  to  issue  bonds  in  the  name  of  the  Eden- 
ton Special-Tax  School  District,  in  such  denominations,  form  and  Denominations, 
amount  as  shall  be  recommended  by  the  trustees  of  the  Edenton 
Graded  School,  payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  trustees  of 
the  Edenton  Graded  School  may  recommend:     Provided,  that  Proviso:  Amount, 
the  amount  of  said  bonds  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  thousand  Maturity, 
dollars;  that  the  time  of  payment  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five 
years;  that  the  rate  of  interest  shall  not  be  greater  than  six  Interest, 
per  cent  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semi-annually;  that 
the  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  the  town  of  Authentication. 
Edenton,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk,  and  sealed  with  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  said  town.  The  amount  realized  from  the  Specific  appropria- 
sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  construction  and  tlon" 
equipment  of  a  building  for  the  said  Edenton  Special-Tax  School

Section  1.    That  all  of  the  proceedings  heretofore  taken  by 
said  board  of  aldermen,  in  any  way  relating  to  the  ordinances, 
elections  or  other  proceedings  in  respect  to  said  bonds,  are  hereby 
fully  authorized,  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed;  and  the  said

CHAPTER  115 

AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  BONDS  OF  THE 
ASHEBORO  GRADED  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  IN  RANDOLPH 
COUNTY,  AND  THE  LEVY  OF  A  SPECIAL  TAX  TO  PAY  THE 
PRINCIPAL  AND  INTEREST  THEREOF. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  graded  school  trustees  of  Asheboro 
Graded  School  District,  in  Randolph  County,  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina, is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  district  from  time 
to  time  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  enlarging,  altering  and  equip- 
ping school  buildings,  including  a  teachers'  home,  and  acquiring 
land  for  school  purposes  in  said  district.  And  to  pay  off  and  dis- 
charge any  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  distirct,  or  for  any 
one  or  more  of  said  purposes  the  board  of  town  commissioners 
of  the  town  of  Asheboro,  N.  C,  the  boundaries  whereof  are 
identical  with  the  boundaries  of  said  graded  school  district, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  a  special  tax,  ad  valorem, 
on  all  taxable  property  in  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  issued  under  this  act  as 
such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due,  which  special  tax 
shall  be  in  an  amount  sufficient  for  said  purpose,  and  shall  be  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied  in  said  district. 
No  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  however,  nor  shall  such 
special  tax  be  levied  unless  and  until  the  question  of  such  issue 
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and  levy  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
district  at  a  special  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  and  a 
majority  of  said  qualified  voters  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  is- 
suing the  bonds  and  levying  the  tax,  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  the  corporate  name 
of  the  district.  They  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  and  denomi- 
nation and  with  such  provisions  as  to  the  time,  place  and  medium 
of  payment  of  principal  and  of  interest  as  the  board  of  graded 
school  trustees  of  said  district  may  determine,  subject  to  the  limi- 
tations and  restrictions  of  this  act.  They  may  be  issued  as  one 
issue  or  divided  into  two  or  more  separate  issues,  and  in  either 
case  may  be  issued  all  at  one  time  or  in  blocks  from  time  to 
time.  The  bonds  shall  mature  serially,  and  each  issue  thereof 
shall  so  mature  that  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  issue 
shall  be  payable  in  annual  installments  or  series,  beginning  not 
more  than  five  years  after  the  date  thereof,  and  ending  not  more 
than  thirty-five  years  after  such  date.  No  such  installment  shall 
be  more  than  three  times  as  great  in  amount  as  the  smallest 
prior  installment  of  the  same  bond  issue.  The  bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  said 
board  of  graded  school  trustees,  and  the  seal  of  the  said  graded 
school  district  shall  be  affixed  to  or  impressed  on  each  bond,  and 
the  same  shall  be  attested  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  said  board 
of  graded  school  trustees.  The  delivery  of  the  bonds,  signed  as 
aforesaid  by  the  officers  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  execution, 
shall  be  valid  notwithstanding  any  changes' in  office  occurring  af- 
ter such  execution.  The  bonds  may  have  coupons  attached  for  the 
interest  to  be  paid  thereon,  which  coupons  shall  bear  a  facsimile 
signature  of  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  graded  school  trustees 
in  office  at  the  date  of  the  execution  of  the  bonds. 

Sec.  3.  (1)  Bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  payable  to 
the  bearer  unless  they  be  registered  as  provided  in  this  section, 
and  each  coupon  appertaining  to  a  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the 
bearer  of  the  coupon.  It  shall  be  optional  with  the  board  of 
graded  school  trustees  to  issue  either  registered  or  coupon  bonds, 
and  it  shall  likewise  be  optional  with  said  board  whether  or  not 
the  bond  holders  shall  have  the  privilege  of  converting  coupon 
bonds  into  registered  bonds,  or  vice  versa,  though  any  such  op- 
tion shall  be  exercised  by  it  on  or  before  the  issuance  of  the  bonds, 
and  not  thereafter. 

(2)  The  board  of  graded  school  trustees  of  said  district  may 
keep  in  the  office  of  its  Treasurer,  or  in  the  office  of  a  bank  or 
trust  company,  appointed  by  it  as  bond  registrar  or  transfer 
agent,  a  register  or  registers  for  the  registration  and  transfer 
of  said  bonds  in  which  it  may  register  any  bond  at  the  time  of 
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its  issue,  or,  at  the  request  of  the  holder,  thereafter.  After  such 
registration  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bond  shall  be  pay- 
able to  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  except  in  case 
of  a  coupon  bond  registered  as  to  principal  only,  in  which  case 
the  principal  shall  be  payable  to  such  person  unless  the  bond  shall 
be  discharged  from  registry  by  being  registered  as  payable  to 
bearer.  After  registration  a  bond  may  be  transferred  on  such 
registry  by  such  owner  in  person,  or  by  attorney,  upon  presenta- 
tion to  the  bond  registrar,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  written 
instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  bond  registrar, 
executed  by  the  registered  owner. 

(3)  Upon  the  registration  or  transfer  of  bonds,  as  aforesaid,  Transfer  of  bonds, 
the  bond  registrar  shall  note  such  registration  or  transfer  on  the 

back  of  the  bond.  Upon  the  registration  of  a  coupon  bond  as  to 
both  principal  and  interest,  he  shall  also  cut  off  and  cancel  the 
coupons.

Within  the  limitation  in  this  act  prescribed,  the  board  Powers  of  trus- 
of  graded  school  trustees  of  said  district  shall  have  the  right  and  teGS- 
power  to  fix  and  determine  all  the  terms,  provisions,  forms  and 
details  of  said  bonds  and  interest  coupons. 

Sec.  5.    Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  the  board  of  graded  school  Sale  of  bonds, 
trustees  of  said  district  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  municipal 
finance  act  for  the  sale  of  bonds  of  cities  and  towns. 

Sec.  6.    The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  placed  Specific  appropria 
in  a  separate  fund  and  used  only  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  tum  o£  i)roceeds- 
bonds  shall  be  issued. 

Sec.  7.  The  full  faith  and  credit  of  said  Asheboro  Graded  School  Obligation  of 
District  is  hereby  irrevocably  pledged  to  the  full  and  punctual  bonds- 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  each  and  every  bond 
issued  hereunder. 

Sec.  8.    Upon  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  of  which  notice  shall  Levy  of  tax. 
be  given  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  district  to  the  clerk  of 
the  board  of  town  commissioners  of  Asheboro,  N.  C,  the  said 
board  of  town  commissioners  shall  annually  at  the  time  of  levy- 
ing other  taxes  levy  the  tax  hereinbefore  provided  for,  which 
shall  be  collected  by  the  tax  collector  of  said  town,  and  paid  Collection  and  set- 
over  by  him  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  to  be  applied  solely  to  * emen  ' 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds.

Whenever  the  board  of  graded  school  trustees  of  said 
Asheboro  Graded  School  District  shall  so  request,  the  board  of 
town  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Asheboro,  N.  €.,  shall  order 
a  special  election  to  be  held  in  said  district  at  such  time  and 
polling  place  or  polling  places  as  the  board  of  graded  school 
trustees  may  designate  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  will 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district,  upon  the  question  of  is- 
suing bonds  and  levying  a  tax  under  this  act.  In  its  request  for 
such  election  the  said  board  of  graded  school  trustees  shall  desig- 
nate the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  bonds,  the  issuance 
whereof  they  desire  to  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
district,  with  a  statement  of  the  purpose  or  purposes  to  which  the 
proceeds  shall  be  applied.  Said  election  shall  be  held  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board  of  town  commissioners  of  said  town,  and 
in  all  particulars,  other  than  those  specially  provided  for  in  this 
act,  shall  be  held  and  conducted,  and  the  qualifications  of  the 
voters  at  the  election  determined  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  in  force  at  the  time  of 
the  election  governing  the  registration  of  voters  for  regular  muni- 
cipal elections  in  the  town  of  Asheboro,  and  the  conducting  and 
canvassing  of  such  regular  municipal  elections.  For  said  election 
there  shall  be  a  new  registration  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
district.  A  notice  of  the  election  shall  be  published  two  times, 
a  week  apart,  in  some  newspaper  of  circulation  in  said  district, 
beginning  not  more  than  forty  days  and  not  less  than  thirty 
days  before  the  day  the  election  shall  be  held.  The  question  to 
be  voted  on  shall  be  stated  in  said  notice  as  follows:  "The  ques- 
tion of  issuing  not  exceeding  of  serial  bonds  of 

the  Asheboro  Graded  School  District,  in  Randolph  County,  North 
Carolina,  and  levying  a  sufficient  annual  tax  to  pay  the  same  with 
interest."  The  amount  stated  in  said  question  shall  be  such 
amount  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  determine  and  state  in  their 
request  for  the  election  as  hereinbefore  mentioned.  The  said 
board  of  town  commissioners  shall  appoint  a  registrar  or  regis- 
trars and  judges  of  election  for  said  election.  At  said  election 
the  voters  who  favor  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  and  the  levying 
of  said  special  tax  shall  vote  ballots  on  which  shall  be  written 
or  printed  the  words,  "For  Bond  and  Tax,"  and  the  voters  that 
oppose  shall  vote  ballots  on  which  there  shall  be  written  or 
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printed  the  words,  "Against  Bond  and  Tax."    At  the  close  of  the

In  case  the  results  at  such  election  shall  favor  the  Notice  of  result, 
issuance  of  the  bonds  and  the  levy  of  a  tax  as  herein  provided, 
the  said  board  of  town  commissioners  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the 
results  thereof  to  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  some  newspaper  in  circulation  in  the  district,  together 
with  a  statement  in  substantially  the  following  form:  "This  notice 
was  first  published  on  the  second  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one.  Any  action  or  proceeding  questioning 
the  validity  or  result,  as  above  set  forth,  of  said  election,  must 
be  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  its  first  publication."

By  an  ordinance  passed  January  eighteenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  bonds  in  the  amount  of  six  thousand 
dollars  for  improving  and  concreting  Depot  Street; 

By  an  ordinance  of  December  second,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  nineteen,  bonds  in  the  amount  of  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars  for  extending  and  increasing  the  water  main  and  electric 
lines  and  service  of  said  town; 

By  an  ordinance  of  December  second,  one  thousand  nine  hund- 
red and  nineteen,  bonds  in  the  amount  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  for  installing  a  proper  and  adequate  sewer  system;

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The  election  herein  provided  for  shall  be  held  under  the  rules  and  Law  governing 
regulations  provided  and  prescribed  in  article  three  of  chapter  e  ec  10n' 
fifty-six  of  the  consolidated  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
amendments  thereto  except  that  said  election  may  be  held  at  a 
time  other  than  that  prescribed  for  the  holding  of  the  regular 
municipal  election.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  "The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  Weldon'' 
shall  be  and  remain  a  body  corporate  under  that  name,  and  may 
adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  members  thereof  shall  be 
chosen  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  The  said  corporation 
shall  be  vested  with  title  to  all  of  the  property,  real  and 
personal,  choses  in  action,  rights  in  action  and  other  rights, 
privileges,  and  powers  now  owned,  held,  and  enjoyed  by,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of,  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  devolving  upon,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Weldon  Graded  School  District  by  existing  laws. 
Said  corporation  shall  be  capable  of  receiving  gifts  and  grants, 
or  purchasing  and  holding  real  and  personal  estate,  of  selling, 
mortgaging,  and  transferring  the  same  for  school  purposes,  and  of 
prosecuting  and  defending  suits  for  or  against  the  said  corpora- 
tion. Conveyances  to  said  board  of  school  trustees  shall  be  to 
them  and  their  successors  in  office;  and  all  deeds,  mortgages,  and 
other  agreements  affecting  real  estate  and  all  bonds  and  obliga- 
tions shall  be  deemed  sufficiently  executed  when  signed  by  the 
chairman  and  secretary  of  said  board  and  attested  by  the  seal  of 
said  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  Weldon  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  coupon 
bonds,  not  to  exceed  in  amount  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
($75,000)  dollars  and  in  denominations  of  one  thousand  ($1,000) 
dollars  or  multiples  thereof,  bearing  interest  from  the  date  of 
the  bonds  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  interest 
payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  the  first 
day  of  July  of  each  year,  at  such  place  as  said  trustees  may  desig- 
nate, until  the  said  bonds  are  paid;  that  the  said  bonds  shall  be 
made  payable  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  said  board  of 
school  trustees  and  named  therein,  not  to  be  less  than  fifteen  nor 
more  than  thirty  years  from  date  of  issuing.  The  said  bonds  and 
their  coupons  shall  be  numbered,  and  the  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  chairman  of  said  board  and  countersigned  by  its  secretary, 
and  have  the  corporate  seal  of  said  board  affixed  thereto,  and 
the  coupons  thereto  attached  shall  bear  a  facsimile  of  the  signa- 
ture of  the  chairman  of  said  board.  A  record  shall  be  kept  of 
the  said  bonds,  showing  the  numbers  and  denominations  thereof, 
and  to  whom  sold,  the  dates  of  issuing  thereof,  and  when  the  same

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received  from  the  sale  of  the  same,  and  the  date  of  the  payment 
of  the  proceeds  into  the  treasury,  and  such  other  data  in  relation 
to  the  same  as  the  board  may  direct  to  be  kept. 

Sec.  3.    That  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  Sale  below  par

That  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  school  trustees  shall  Funds  kept  sepa- 
keep  separate  from  all  other  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  the  rate- 
moneys  arising  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  the 
same  shall  be  expended  by  the  said  board  in  the  purchase  of  land  Appropriation, 
for  necessary  school  sites,  in  the  erection  of  suitable  new  build- 
ings, in  furnishing  the  same  with  necessary  equipments  and  fur- 
nishings, and  in  repairing,  furnishing,  and  equipping  old  buildings 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Weldon  Graded 
School  District,  and  for  such  other  school  purposes  as   the  trus- 
tees may  order  the  same  to  be  disbursed. 

Sec.  5.    That  the  board  of  school  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pay  of  treasurer, 
fix  the  compensation  of  the  treasurer  for  performing  the  duties 
conferred  upon  him  by  this  act. 

Sec.  ,6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  school  trus-  Sinking  fund, 
tees  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  for  that  purpose  to  set  apart  each 
year  from  the  taxes  collected  in  or  moneys  apportioned  to  the 
Weldon  Graded  School  District  for  public  schools,  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  the  said  bonds,  a  sum  which  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  retire  any  series  of  bonds  falling  due  by  the  time  of  their 
maturity. 

Sec.  7.    That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  school  trus-  Payment  of  in- 
tees  to  provide  each  year  for  the  payment  semi-annually  of  the  terest- 
interests  on  said  bonds,  and  for  that  purpose  to  set  apart  each 
year  from  the  taxes  collected  in  or  moneys  apportioned  to  the 
Weldon  Graded  School  District  for  public  schools  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  same. 
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Sec.  8.  That  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of  by  sale, 
exchange,  hypothecation  or  otherwise,  for  a  less  price  than  their 
par  value;  nor  shall  said  bonds  or  their  proceeds  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose  than  that  declared  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  said  bonds  and  their  coupons  shall  not  be  subject 
to  taxation  by  the  town  of  Weldon  until  they  become  due,  and 
tender  of  payment  shall  have  been  made,  and  such  coupons  shall 
b£  receivable  in  payment  of  all  taxes  and  other  dues  of  said  town 
for  any  fiscal  year  in  which  the  said  coupons  shall  become  due, 
or  thereafter;  and  if  the  holder  of  said  coupons  shall  fail  to 
present  the  same  for  payment  at  the  time  or  times  and  at  the 
place  or  places  therein  named,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  interest 
thereon  for  the  time  they  shall  be  outstanding  after  maturity. 

Sec.  10.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  the  town  of  Weldon  shall  annually  at  the  time  of  levying  the 
municipal  taxes,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  commencing 
with  the  fiscal  year  following  the  issuing  of  said  bonds,  levy  and 
lay  a  particular  tax  on  all  persons  and  subjects  of  taxation  within 
the  limits  of  said  school  district,  on  which  the  said  board  of  com-

That  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  tax  collector 
of  the  town  of  Weldon  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  that  the 
municipal  taxes  are  collected,  and  said  tax  collector  shall  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  town,  who  shall  keep  such 
moneys  separate  and  apart  from  the  municipal  funds.  And  said 
treasurer  shall  pay  out  said  taxes  and  other  funds  which  may 
come  into  his  hands  for  the  use  of  said  graded  schools,  only 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees:  Provided,  that  the  said  tax  collector  and  said  treasurer 
shall  enter  into  bond  in  such  amounts  as  said  board  of  trustees

Section  1.  The  board  of  trustees  of  Ramseur  Graded  School 
District  in  Randolph  County,  State  of  North  Carolina,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  district,  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  enlarging,  altering  and  equipping

The 
present  school  committee  of  Special  School  Tax  District,  Number 
Ten,  Salisbury  Township,  is  also  hereby  abolished,  and  all  powers 
and  duties  of  said  school  committees  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  city  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Salisbury,  which 
powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  said 
city  board  of  education  for  so  long  as  Special  School  Tax  District, 
Number  Ten,  Salisbury  Township,  shall  remain  in  existence,  and 
no  longer. 

Sec.  3.  A  body  to  be  known  as  the  city  board  of  education 
of  the  city  of  Salisbury  is  hereby  created.  The  said  board  shall 
consist  of  nine  members,  to  be  divided  into  three  classes  of 
three  members  each,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  aldermen 
of  the  city  of  Salisbury.

The  term  of  office  of  members  of 
the  first  class  shall  continue  for  a  term  of  two  years,  the 
term  of  office  of  members  of  the  second  class  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  and  the  term  of  office  of  members  of  the  third  class 
for  a  term  of  six  years  from  said  date.  At  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office  of  members  of  each  class  the  board  of  alder- 
men shall  appoint  their  successors  for  a  term  of  six  years 
and  shall  thereafter  appoint  the  successors  of  the  members 
of  all  three  classes,  as  herein  provided,  for  a  term  of  six 
years,  said  appointments  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  alder- 
men at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  June  of  each  year  when 
any  of  said  terms  shall  expire;  and  whenever  any  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  the  city  board  of  education  during  the  term  of  office 
of  any  member  thereof,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  immediately 
thereafter  appoint  a  successor  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  unexpired  term:  Provided,  that  the  members

At  said  election,  those  who  are 
in  favor  of  the  levy  and  collection  of  said  taxes  shall  vote  a 
ballot  on  which  shall  be  printed  or  written  the  words  "For 
Special  Tax"  and  those  who  are  opposed  shall  vote  a  ballot  on 
which  shall  he  written  or  printed  the  words  "Against  Special 
Tax."  In  case  a  majority  of  qualified  voters  at  said  election  shall

or  for  any  one  or  more  of  said  purposes,  and  is  hereby  further 
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authorized  to  levy  annually  on  all  taxable  property  in  said  city, 
a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds  as 
such  interest  and  principal  falls  due.  The  said  bonds  shall  be 
issued  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  municipal  finance  act  for 
the  issuance  of  bonds  of  cities  and  towns,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided.  Upon  the  request  of  the  city  board  of  education 
of  the  city  of  Salisbury,  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city  shall 
forthwith  adopt  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  said 
bonds  in  such  maximum  amount  as  may  be  stated  in  the  re- 
quest of  the  city  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Salisbury, 
and  for  such  purpose  or  purposes  as  shall  be  stated  in  said 
request,  which  ordinance  shall  also  authorize  the  levying  of  a 
sufficient  annual  tax  to  pay  said  bonds,  as  provided  in  the  munic- 
ipal finance  act,  and  shall  forthwith  submit  said  ordinance  to 
the  voters  of  the  city  of  Salisbury  at  an  election.  Such  election 
may  be  held  at  any  time,  notwithstanding  any  other  law  pre- 
scribing the  time  for  holding  such  elections.  Bonds  issued  under 
this  act  need  not  be  included  in  any  debt  statement  required  by 
the  municipal  finance  act  to  be  filed  prior  to  the  passage  of  any 
ordinance  authorizing  a  bond  issue.  If  any  ordinance  authorizing 
a  bond  issue  under  this  act  for  school  buildings,  does  not  state 
the  kind  of  construction  of  such  buildings,  the  city  board  of  edu- 
cation may  determine  by  resolution  the  kind  of  construction,  and 
such  determination  shall  be  conclusive  for  the  purpose  of  fixing 
the  period  for  which  the  bonds  shall  run. 

Sec.  25.  Upon  the  approval  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Salisbury  of  the  special  tax  authorized  by 
this  act,  the  county  board  of  education  of  Rowan  County  may 
abolish  Special  School  District,  Number  Ten,  Salisbury  Town- 
ship: Provided,  all  indebtedness  of  said  Special  School  District, 
Number  Ten,  is  assumed  by  the  city  board  of  education  of  the 
city  of  Salisbury. 

Sec.  26.  If  any  portion  of  this  act  shall  be  declared  unconstitu- 
tional, the  remainder  shall  stand. 

Sec.  27.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  28.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

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AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  THE  FINANCING  OF  THE  CURRENT 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Goldsboro 
is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  a  new  budget  for  said  city  for  the 
period  beginning  May  one,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty,  and  ending  on  May  thirty-one,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
drel  and  twenty-one,  which  budget  shall  take  the  place  of  the 
budget  heretofore  adopted  for  the  period  beginning  May  one, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  and  ending  April 
thirtieth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twety-one.  The  said 
new  budget  shall  be  adopted  in  the  form  and  manner  prescribed 
by  the  municipal  finance  act,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided. No  notice  or  hearing  upon  such  new  budget  shall  be 
necessary.  Said  new  budget  shall  include  an  item  to  be  known 
as  "estimated  deficit  for  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty," 
the  amount  of  which  item  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  part  \i  the 
estimated  revenue  of  the  city  for  the  period  for  which  said 
budget  is  adopted.  The  amount  of  said  item  shall  not  be  more 
than  the  amount  of  bonds  which  the  city  of  Goldsboro  is  author- 
ized to  issue  under  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  After  adopting  such  new  budget,  the  board  of  aldermen 
of  the  city  of  Goldsboro  shall  adopt  a  new  appropriation  ordinance 
for  the  period  covered  by  said  budget. 

Sec.  3.  The  city  of  Goldsboro  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  of  said  city  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding ninety-five  thousand  dollars  ($95,000.00),  the  proceeds  of 
which  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses  of 
said  city  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  during  the  period  for  which 
said  new  budget  is  adopted.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  styled 
"Funding  Bonds." 

Sec.  4.  The  only  proceedings  necessary  for  the  issuance  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  or  resolution  by 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Goldsboro  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  said  bonds,  and  the  execution,  sale  and  delivery 
of  said  bonds.  The  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable 
in  annual  installments  as  provided  in  the  municipal  finance 
act,  the  first  of  which  installment  shall  fall  due  not  more 
than  three  years  after  the  date  of  said  bonds  and  the  last  not 
more  than  fifteen  years  after  said  date.  The  bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  (6)  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually.  They  may  be  sold  at  public  or  private 
sale  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest:    Provided,  that  it 
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shall  be  lawful  for  said  city  to  pay  to  the  purchaser  of  said 
bonds,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  a  commission  or  allowance 
of  not  more  than  five  per  cent  (5%),  of  the  par  value  of  the  Commission  or 
bonds.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  town  of  Bond  issue  author- 
Marshall  in  the  county  of  Madison  are  hereby  empowered  and  lzed* 
authorized  to  issue  serial  interest-bearing  coupon  bonds  from  Amount, 
time  to  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  road  and  street  interest, 
improvements  in  said  town.   That  the  said  bonds  shall  bear  such 
rate  of  interest  and  shall  be  in  such  denominations  as  the  said  Denominations, 
board  of  aldermen  may  deem  best  and  advisable  and  whenever 
such  bonds  may  be  issued  the  said  commissioners  shall  make  such 
advertisement  for  the  sale  of  said  bonds  as  may  be  deemed  ex-  Advertisement  of 
pedient  and  that  may  result  in  obtaining  the  best  price  for  said  sale- 
bonds. 

Sec  2.  That  in  the  event  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  Special  tax.

That  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  said  town  of 
Marshall  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  if  the  said  board 
may  deem  expedient,  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  for 
road  and  street  improvements  from  time  to  time  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  said  town,  that  the  said  certificates 
of  indebtedness  shall  only  be  issued  whenever  in  the  judgment 
of  said  board  it  is  more  expedient  and  better  for  the  interest 
of  said  town  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  than  to  issue 
bonds,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  If  the  said  board  shall  issue 
certificates  of  indebtedness  in  lieu  of  bonds  it  shall  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  same  by  special  tax  levy,  the  same  as  herein 
provided  for  the  payment  of  bonds  and  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

Whereas,  The  said  town  desires  to  issue  its  bonds  in  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  said  outstanding  indebtedness  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  and  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
and  improvements  upon  the  said  streets  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
ninety-five  thousand  ($95,000)  dollars  and  has  passed  ordinances 
for  the  purpose  of  selling  bonds  for  the  said  purposes  which 
said  ordinances  have  heretofore  been  advertised:    Now,  therefore, 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  indebtedness  Purpose  of  bond 
in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  created  by  said  lssue"

That  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  ratification  of 
this  act  the  taxing  wards  of  the  city  of  Asheville  shall  be  the  same 
as  those  designated  by  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  county 
of  Buncombe  for  the  taxing  wards  of  said  county,  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Asheville. 

That  all  laws,  or  clauses  of  laws,  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  138 

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  TARBORO  SCHOOL  BOARD  BONDS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  Norths  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  L  That  the  Tarboro  school  board  shall  be  and  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  coupon  bonds  of  Number 
One  Township,  Edgecombe  County,  North  Carolina,  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  ($150,000), 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  school  building,  a  teacherage,  and 
applying  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  to  expenses  heretofore  incurred  in  erecting  and  equipping 
an  emergency  school  building  now  erected  and  situate  immedi- 
ately in  the  rear  of  the  present  school  building  in  the  town 
common. 

Sec.  2.  That  such  bonds  shall  be  payable  or  redeemable  thirty 
years  from  the  date  thereof,  at  such  place  or  places  as  the 
Tarboro  school  board  may  determine,  and  shall  bear  interest  from 
the  date  thereof  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January 
and  July  of  each  year,  at  such  place  or  places  as  said  school 
board  may  determine.  Such  bonds  shall  be  signed  by.  the  chair- 
man and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  said  school  board  and 
shall  have  the  corporate  seal  of  said  school  board  affixed  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  interest  thereof,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Edgecombe  County,  at  the  time  of  levying  taxes  for  the  fiscal 
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year  beginning  next  after  the  election  hereinafter  set  forth  shall 
be  carried  (if  such  election  shall  be  carried  in  favor  of  said 
bonds),  and  annually  thereafter,  shall  levy  and  lay  a  particular 
tax  on  all  subjects  of  taxation  within  the  limits  of  said  Number 
One  Township,  Edgecombe  County,  on  which  said  commissioners  Rate  of  tax. 
may  now  or  hereafter  be  authorized  to  levy  and  lay  taxes  for  any 
purposes  whatsoever;  said  particular  tax  to  be  such  percentage 
on  all  real  and  personal  property  and  all  other  subjects  of  tax- 
ation as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Tarboro  school  board,  the 
same  to  be  sufficient  to  pay  off  all  interest  on  said  bonds  as  the 
same  may  accrue  and  also  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  which  will 
pay  off  and  discharge  said  bonds  as  the  same  shall  hereafter  fall 
due. 

Sec.  4.    That  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Collection  and 

settlement 

Edgecombe  County  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  that  State  and 
county  taxes  are  now  collected,  and  the  said  sheriff  shall  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Tarboro  school  board  all  such  taxes  col- 
lected, and  said  treasurer  shall  pay  out  said  taxes  only  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  chairman  and  the  secretary  of  said  school  board.  Warrants.

and  said  board  shall  issue  said  bonds  without  unnecessary  delay. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  other  school  funds,  and  the 
said  board  may  elect  a  separate  treasurer  to  receive,  hold  and  dis- 
burse the  said  proceeds.  The  said  treasurer  shall  pay  out  the 
above-mentioned  funds  only  upon  the  warrant  of  the  chairman  and 
secretary  of  the  Tarboro  school  board.  He  shall  give  bond  agree- 
able to  said  school  board,  and  shall  serve  without  compensation: 
Provided,  the  school  board  may  reimburse  said  treasurer  for  such 
amount  as  he  is  required  to  pay  out  in  giving  proper  bond. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  Tarboro  school  board  shall  set  aside  from 
the  school  funds  thus  derived  and  from  taxes  as  above  set  out  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  said  bonds 
and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  which,  upon  accumulation,  will  be 
sufficient  to  redeem  said  bonds  at  their  maturity. 

Sec.  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tarboro  school  board 
to  invest  annually  the  amount  set  apart  for  a  sinking  fund  in 
purchasing  any  of  said  bonds,  at  a  price  deemed  advantageous  to 
said  schools  by  said  school  board;  but  in  case  the  bonds  cannot  be 
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purchased  as  provided  for,  then  the  said  school  board  may  lend 
said  sinking  fund  or  any  part  thereof  in  such  sums  as  they  may  Alternative  in- 
deem  proper,  for  a  length  of  time  not  exceeding  six  months  prior  vestments 
to  the  date  of  the  maturity  of  the  bonds,  taking  as  security  there- 
for and  for  the  payment  of  interest  thereon  mortgages  or  deeds 
of  trust,  on  sufficient  real  estate,  or  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act 
may  be  taken  as  collateral  security  for  such  loans.

That  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Durham  shall 
be,  and  continue  as  they  have  been,  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
and  henceforth  the  corporation  shall  continue  to  bear  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "City  of  Durham,"  and  under  such  name  and 
style  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  property  and  rights  of  pro- 
perty which  now  belong  to  the  corporation,  and  by  this  name 
may  acquire  and  hold  for  the  purpose  of  its  government,  wel- 
fare, and  improvement,  all  such  estate  as  may  be  devised,  be- 
queathed, conveyed  to,  or  otherwise  acquired  by  it,  and  may, 
from  time  to  time,  sell,  dispose  of,  and  invest  the  same,  as  shall 
be  deemed  advisable  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the  corporation, 
and  as  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter.

Sec.  18.  A  city  manager  shall  be  chosen  to  be  the  adminis- 
trative head  of  the  municipal  government.  He  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  council  without  regard  to  his  political  beliefs,  and 
solely  upon  the  basis  of  his  training,  and  executive  and  adminis- 
trative qualifications,  The  choice  shall  not  be  limited  to  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city  or  State.  The  city  manager  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  council  by  ordinance.

Sec.  39.  The  police  department  of  the  city  of  Durham,  shall 
be  under  the  general  control  and  supervision  of  the  city  man- 
ager. The  police  force  shall  be  composed  of  a  chief  of  police 
and  of  such  other  officers,  patrolmen,  and  employees  as  the 
city  manager  may  appoint.  The  number  of  such  officers  and 
patrolmen  and  other  employees  to  be  appointed  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  city  council.  The  persons  exercising  police  powers 
shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  now,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be,  invested  in  sheriffs  and  constables,  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  peace  of  the  city  and  for  suppressing  dis- 
turbances and  arresting  offenders.  Each  member  of  the  police 
force,  both  rank  and  file,  shall  have  issued  to  him  a  warrant 
of  appointment  signed  by  the  city  manager  in  which  the  date 
of  his  appointment  shall  be  stated,  and  such  warrant  shall  be 
his  commission.  Each  member  of  the  said  force  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  to  an 
oath  that  he  will  faithfully,  without  fear  or  favor,  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  such  oath  shall  be  filed  and  preserved 
with  the  records  of  said  department.  And  in  addition  the 
several  officers  of  the  said  force  shall,  if  so  required  by  the 
city  council,  give  bond  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  security 
as  the  council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe. 

No  person  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  general  law  or 
by  this  charter  shall  act  as  special  police,  special  detective  or 
other  special  police  officer  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  except 
upon  written  authority  from  the  city  manager.  Such  authority, 
when  conferred,  shall  be  exercised  only  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  chief  of  police  and  for  a  specified  time. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  officer  and  private  of  the  police 
force  to  use  his  best  endeavors  to  prevent  the  commission 
within  the  city  of  Durham  of  offenses  against  the  laws  of  North 
Carolina,  and  against  the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  said 
city;   to  observe  and  enforce  all  such  laws,  ordinances,  and

No  member  of  the  fire  force  shall  engage  in  electioneering, 
or  take  active  part  in  political  campaigns  or  attempt  to  influence 
the  result  of  National,  State,  county  or  city  elections,  except  by 
exercising  his  right  as  a  citizen  to  hold  his  own  political  views 
and  to  cast  his  own  vote.  Members  of  the  fire  force,  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  electioneering  or  improper  political  activity  or 
attempts  to  influence  the  results  of  elections  or  primaries  shall 
be  suspended  or  removed  from  office. 

Whenever  any  building  in  said  city  shall  be  on  fire,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  chief  of  the  fire  department  to  order  and 
direct  such  building  or  any  other  building,  which  he  may  deem 
hazardous  and  likely  to  communicate  fire  to  other  buildings, 
or  any  part  of  such  building,  to  be  pulled  down  or  destroyed; 
and  no  action  shall  be  maintained  against  said  chief  or  any 
person  under  his  authority,  or  against  the  city  therefor,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided.  But  any  person  interested  in  the  prop- 
erty so  destroyed  may,  within  one  year  thereafter,  apply  in 
writing  to  the  council  to  assess  and  pay  the  damages  he  has 
sustained.

The  superintendent  of  the  water-works  first  appointed  under 
this  charter,  shall  assume  the  duties  of  his  office  on  July  first, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  unless  some  other 
date  he  fixed  by  the  city  council.  The  city  manager  shall  have 
power  to  remove  the  superintendent  of  the  water-works,  for 
inefficiency,  incompetence  or  malfeasance  in  office,  and  to  appoint 
a  superintendent  of  the  water-works  to  fill  the  office  whenever 
it  is  vacant.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  superintendent  of 
the  water-works,  the  action  of  the  city  manager  shall  be  final. 
The  superintendent  of  the  water-works  shall  receive  such 
salary,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  city  council.  He  shall  give  such 
bond,  with  approved  security  and  in  such  amount  as  the  city 
council  may  demand,  said  bond  to  be  given  in  some  approved 
security  company,  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  State,  and 
the  premium  on  the  said  bond  may  be  paid  by  the  city  council 
from  the  funds  under  their  control. 

The  city  council  shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  all  rents, 
forfeitures  or  emoluments  arising  from  the  operation  of  said 
system  of  water-works  of  the  city  of  Durham.  They  shall  cause 
accurate  accounts  to  be  kept  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  money,  from  or  on  account  of  the  operation  of  the  municipal 
water-works,  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  city  of  Durham. 

The  city  council,  and  all  persons  acting  under  their  authority,

The  said  city  council  shall  regulate  the  distribution  and  use 
of  water  for  all  places  and  all  purposes,  where  the  same  may 
be  required,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  fix  a  price  for  the 
use  thereof  and  the  time  of  payment,  and  they  shall  erect  such 
a  number  of  public  hydrants  in  such  places,  as  they  shall  see 
fit,  and  shall  direct  in  what  manner  and  for  what  purpose  the 
same  shall  be  used,  and  they  shall  also  erect  any  and  all  such 
other  hydrants  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided  further,  that  the 
city  council  shall  have  the  power  to  make  ordinances,  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  erection,  installation  and  use  of 
hydrant  on  private  property,  and  to  fix  the  rate  of  charges

The  city  council  may  require  of  any  and  all  officers  or  em- 
ployees of  the  water  department  bond  or  bonds  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties,  as  provided  in  section  forty-four 
of  this  charter. 

The  superintendent  of  the  water-works  shall  cause  regular 
inspections  of  the  public  watershed  and  regular  examinations 
of  the  public  water  supply  to  be  made  at  frequent  intervals  as 
prescribed  by  the  city  manager,  and  the  results  of  such  in- 
spections and  examinations  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
city  manager. 

For  the  purpose  of  protecting  said  watershed  from  contamina- 
tion, whenever  it  is  reported  by  the  watershed  inspector  or  the 
superintendent  of  said  water-works  that  a  case  of  sickness  on 
said  watershed  may  produce  conditions  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  city  council  and  of  the 
city  manager  to  take  any  and  all  necessary  precaution  to  prevent 
said  public  water  supply  from  becoming  contaminated,  and  the 
said  city  council  and  the  said  city  manager,  upon  the  advice 
of  the  superintendent  of  health  that  said  sick  person  can  safely 
be  moved,  shall  be  empowered  to  order  the  removal  of  such 
persons  suffering  from  such  sickness  to  a  hospital  in  or  near  the 
city  of  Durham,  or  at  the  option  of  such  person  to  some  other 
place  beyond  the  limits  of  the  watershed,  and  to  cause  any 
constable  or  other  lawful  officer  to  make  such  removal:  Provided, 
that  all  the  expenses  for  care  and  attention  to  such  sick  per- 
son at  said  hospital  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  council  from 
the  revenues  of  the  water  department. 

All  persons  or  corporations  selling  water  for  drinking  pur- 
poses in  the  city  of  Durham,  shall  have  made  at  least  once  in 
every  month,  at  their  own  expense,  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  of  this  or  any  other  State,  or  by  the  meat  and  milk 
inspector  or  Durham,  a  chemical  analysis  of  a  sample  of  water 
of  the  kind  sold  by  them,  and  such  persons  or  corporation  shall 
file  with  the  superintendent  of  health  of  the  city  and  county  of 
Durham,  a  certificate  from  the  said  board  of  health,  or  from 
said  meat  and  milk  inspector,  showing  that  the  sample  of  water 
of  the  kind  sold  is  pure  and  unpolluted. 

The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Durham  shall  have  the  power 
to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  just  and  proper 
regulating  the  use  of  water  by  householders,  persons,  firms 
and  corporations,  and  in  order  to  conserve  the  water  supply 
of  the  city  of  Durham  in  case  of  any  drought  may  require 
reasonable  curtailment  in  the  use  of  water  by  the  adoption  of 
reasonable  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations;  and  all  persons, 
firms  and  corporations  in  the  city  are  required  to  observe  the 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  city  council, 
and  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  fail,  neglect,  or 
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refuse  to  observe  any  of  the  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  city  council  shall  be  subject  to  and  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty-  Penalty  for  viola- 
five  dollars  ($25.00)  for  each  offense,  said  penalty  to  be  recovered 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace.

Sec.  44.    The  city  council  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  City  council  to 
for  in  this  act,  fix  by  ordinance,  the  salary  and  compensation  fix  compensation, 
of  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  city.

To  open  new  streets,  change,  widen,  extend,  improve,  repair, 
and  close  any  street  that  is  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  opened.

property  belonging  to  the  city,  as  the  city  council  may  deem 
best  for  the  public  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  said  city. 

To  acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  lay  out,  establish, 
and  regulate  parks  and  public  playgrounds  within  or  without 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof.

SPECIAL  TAXES 

Sec  52.  In  addition  to  subjects  listed  for  taxation,  the  city 
council  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  impose  taxes 
on  trades,  professions,  franchises,  privileges,  licenses,  and  other 
subjects  of  taxation  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina.  The  city  council  shall  have  power 
to  graduate  any  of  the  license  taxes  on  trades,  professions, 
franchises,  privileges,  licenses,  or  businesses,  by  dividing  the 
same  into  classes  according  to  size,  patronage,  or  income:

Sec.  53.  The  city  council  may  regulate  and  license  plumbers

Sec.  60.  If  any  person  liable  to  taxes  on  subjects  directed  to 
be  listed  shall  fail  to  pay  them  within  the  time  prescribed  for 
tax  collection,  the  tax  collector  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  collect 
the  same  by  distress  and  sale,  after  public  advertisement  for 
the  space  of  ten  (10)  days  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the 
city  of  Durham  and  by  notice  posted  at  the  court  house  door  in 
said  city  if  the  property  be  personalty,  and  for  twenty  (20) 
days  if  the  property  be  realty.  Whenever  any  tax  in  said  city 
shall  be  due  and  unpaid,  the  tax  collector  therefor  shall  proceed 
to  collect  the  same  as  follows: 

(1)  If  any  person  charged  have  personal  property  anywhere 
in  the  county  of  Durham  of  value  as  great  as  the  tax  charged 
against  him,  or  against  his  property,  the  said  tax  collector  shall 
seize  and  sell  the  same  as  the  sheriff  is  required  to  sell  personal 
property  under  execution. 

(2)  If  a  person  charged  have  no  personal  property  to  be 
found  in  said  county  of  Durham  of  value  as  great  as  the  tax 
charged  against  him  or  against  his  property,  said  tax  collector 
shall  levy  upon  the  lands  of  the  delinquent  in  the  said  county  of 
Durham,  or  any  part  of  such  lands,  and  after  due  advertisement 
shall  sell  the  same  for  payment  of  said  taxes.  Such  advertise- 
ment shall  be  made  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  city 
of  Durham  for  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  immediately  preced- 
ing the  sale  and  posting  a  notice  of  such  sale  at  the  court  house 
door  in  the  city  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  before  such  sale, 
which  shall  contain  a  concise  description  of  the  real  estate  to 
be  sold,  the  name  of  the  person  who  appears  upon  the  tax  list 
as  owner  thereof,  the  amount  of  taxes  for  which  said  sale  is 
to  be  made,  and  the  day  and  place  of  such  sale;  the  said  tax 
collector  shall  divide  the  land  into  as  many  parts  as  may  be 
convenient  (for  which  purpose  he  is  authorized  to  employ  a 
surveyor),  and  shall  sell  as  many  parts  thereof  as  may  be  re- 
quired to  pay  said  taxes  and  all  expenses  attendant  thereou. 
If  the  same  cannot  be  conveniently  divided,  the  tax  collector 
shall  sell  the  whole;  and  if  no  person  shall  pay  the  whole  of 
the  taxes  and  expenses  for  the  whole  land,  the  same  shall  be

wise improve  for  travel  the  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks  of 
said  town,  and  put  down  crossings,  curbings,  and  cross-drains, 
and  sidewalks,  and  otherwise  properly  improve  the  streets  and 
sidewalks  of  said  town. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  order  to  more  fully  carry  out  the  duties  im- 
posed by  section  "One"  of  this  act  the  said  mayor  and  board 
of  aldermen  shall  assess  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  grading,  pav- 
ing, macadamizing,  constructing  cross-drains,  or  otherwise  im- 
proving the  said  streets,  on  the  real  estate  abutting  on  the 
streets,  or  roadway  so  improved,  and  that  when  any  sidewalk 
shall  be  constructed  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men and  mayor  to  assess  one-third  of  the  actual  cost  thereof 
against  the  abutting  property,  and  that  the  said  mayor  and 
board  of  aldermen  shall  make  such  improvements  as  they  may 
deem  advisable  in  the  way  of  laying  and  constructing  sidewalks 
and  streets. 

Sec.  3.  That  to  equalize  the  assessments  on  real  estate  for 
the  purposes  described  in  section  "Two"  of  this  act  the  said 
mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  shall  estimate  the  total  cost  of 
such  improvements  made  throughout  the  entire  length  of  such 
work  and  improvement,  and  shall  then  prorate  the  cost  thereof 
on  the  real  estate  abutting  thereon  in  proportion  to  the  frontage 
on  the  street,  or  a  portion  of  the  street  so  improved,  and  charge 
to  and  assess  upon  the  real  estate  adjacent  to  said  improvement 
its  pro-rata  share  of  one-third  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  amount  of  assessment  of  such  street  im- 
provement, as  hereinbefore  provided,  being  estimated  on  each 
piece  of  real  estate  as  above  described  shall  be  a  lien  on  such 
real  estate,  and  the  said  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  shall 
have  authority,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  collect  the  amount 
so  assessed  against  said  abutting  property,  one-third  upon  the 
completion  of  said  work,  one-third  in  ninety  days  thereafter, 
and  the  remaining  one-third  in  one  hundred  and  twenty  days 
thereafter.  Any  owner  of  lands  affected  by  said  liens  for  assess- 
ments shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  concerning  the  same  be- 
fore the  said  board  of  aldermen  by  filing  objections  thereto  in 
writing,  duly  certified  by  his  oath,  and  which  said  objections 
shall  be  filed  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board,  at  which  said  report  may  be  approved  and  confirmed,  but 
not  thereafter.

Sec.  5.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Hert- 
ford shall  annually,  after  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  aforesaid 
bonds,  levy  on  all  real  and  personal  property  situate  within  the 
said  Hertford  School  District  a  special  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  adequate 
to  retire  said  bonds  at  their  maturity.  The  said  special  taxes 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  other  taxes  of  the  town  of  Hertford  are  levied 
and  collected  and  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
this  section  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec.  6.  That  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  tax  collector 
of  the  town  of  Hertford  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  that 
the  municipal  taxes  are  collected;  and  said  tax  collector  shall 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  town  treasurer  of  said  town,  who 
shall  keep  such  moneys  separate  and  apart  from  the  municipal 
funds.  And  the  treasurer  shall  pay  out  said  taxes  and  other 
funds  which  may  come  into  his  hands  for  the  use  of  said 
graded  school  trustees  only  upon  the  warrant  of  the  secretary 
of  the  board  of  graded  school  trustees,  which  warrant  must  be 
countersigned  by  the  chairman  of  said  board,  and  must  bear, 
in  writing,  upon  its  face,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  issued: 
Provided,  that  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
require  from  the  tax  collector  and  the  town  treasurer  such

shall  be  allowed  greater  than  fifty  cents  for  each  one  hundred 
dollars  received,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  one  hundred  dollars 
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disbursed;  or  if  received  and  disbursed  in  amounts  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  the  same  proportion  shall  be  maintained: 
Provided  further,  that  no  commission,  compensation  or  emolu-  Proviso :  no  com- 
ment of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  be  allowed  or  paid  for  dis-  Sftobondso/^ 
posing  of  or  selling  the  bonds  provided  for  in  section  two  of  proceeds, 
this  act,  nor  for  receiving  or  disbursing  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Sec.  7.    That  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  five  ef  this  Provisions  sub- 
act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  Jecttovote- 
graded  school  district,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  a  day  to  Election, 
be  designated  by  the  board  of  town  commissioners  of  the  town 
of  Hertford,  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  this  act.  That 
thirty  days  notice  of  such  election,  containing  a  copy  of  the  Notice  of  elec- 
provisions  of  sections  one  and  five  of  this  act,  or  a  synopsis  tlon" 
of  the  same,  shall  be  given  in  a  notice  posted  at  the  door  of  the 
county  courthouse  and  two  other  public  places  in  the  town 
of  Hertford;  and  in  all  other  respects  said  election  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  governing  the 
holding  of  municipal  elections  in  said  town.

Provided  further,  that  no  commission,  compensation  or  emolu-  Proviso :  no  com- 
ment of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  be  allowed  or  paid  for  dis-  MtoiSndso/ 
posing  of  or  selling  the  bonds  provided  for  in  section  two  of  Proceeds, 
this  act,  nor  for  receiving  or  disbursing  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Sec.  7.    That  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  five  ef  this  Provisions  sub- 
act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  Jecttovote- 
graded  school  district,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  a  day  to  Election, 
be  designated  by  the  board  of  town  commissioners  of  the  town 
of  Hertford,  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  this  act.  That 
thirty  days  notice  of  such  election,  containing  a  copy  of  the  Notice  of  elec- 
provisions  of  sections  one  and  five  of  this  act,  or  a  synopsis  tl0n"

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  of  Nash  County,  to  order  an  election  to  be  held 
in  the  Bailey  White  School  District,  Number  Two,  of  Nash  County 
at  such  time,  not  later  than  four  months  after  the  ratification  of 
this  act,  as  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  may  desig- 
nate, to  determine  the  question:  "Shall  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Bailey  White  School  District,  Number  Two,  issue  bonds  of 
the  said  district  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  eight  thousand 
dollars,  to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of  an  adequate  build- 
ing to  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for  the  teachers  of  said  school 
districts,  and  shall  a  special  tax  be  levied  in  said  district  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  retire  same  at 
maturity."  The  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall,  at 
least  thirty  days  preceding  such  election,  give  notice  of  such 
election  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  having 
circulation  in  said  school  district  and  by  posting  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  said  school  district. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  requirements  of  law 
as  is  now  enforced  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  holding 
elections  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  near  as 
may  be.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Nash  County 
shall  provide,  prior  to  said  election,  a  new  registration  of  all 
qualified  voters  in  Bailey  White  School  District,  Number  Two, 
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and  for  this  purpose  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  is 
hereby  empowered  to  prescribe  and  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  opening  and  closing  of  said  registration  books  as  Registration, 
it  may  see  fit  and  proper,  conforming  as  near  as  possible  to 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  State,  regarding  registration 
of  voters. 

Sec.  3.    That  at  the  said  election,  all  qualified  electors  who 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  levy  of  taxes  as 
prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  act  shall  vote  a  ballot  on  which  Ballots, 
shall  be  written  or  printed  the  words  "For  School  Bonds  and 
Taxes,"  and  those  opposed  shall  vote  a  ballot  on  which  shall  be 
written  or  printed  the  words  "Against  School  Bonds  and  Taxes."

The  said  board  of  trustees    shall  determine  the 
amount  of  bonds  necessary  to  be  issued  in  order  to  carry  out  Determination 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  determine  the  date  of  issue  fsfSu^a°nd1sa?end  °f 
and  the  sale  of  said  bonds.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  in  such 
denominations  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  may  determine,  Denominations, 
shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  of  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  per  interest, 
annum,  payable  semi-annually  and  the  principal  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  payable  or  redeemable  not  later  than  thirty  years  from  Maturity, 
the  date  of  issue  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
said  hoard  of  trustees.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Authentication, 
chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees,  countersigned  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  said  board,  and  shall  have  upon  them  the  official 
seal  of  the  said  Bailey  White  School  District,  Number  Two.

The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  Deposit  of  pro- 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  trustees 
of  said  Bailey  White  School  District,  Number  Two,  and  shall  Warrants  for 
be  disbursed  by  said  treasurer  only  upon  the  order  of  the  sec-  payment' 
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retary  of  said  board  of  trustees,  countersigned  by  the  chairman. 
The  said  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
used  for  the  purchase  and  remodeling,  repairing  and  equipping 
of  a  building  in  the  town  of  Bailey  adequate  and  proper  for  the 
housing  of  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  aforesaid 
school  district,  and  said  building  when  so  purchased  and  re- 
modeled and  equipped  shall  be  used  as  a  dormitory  for  the  said 
public  school  teachers  of  said  district:  Provided,  that  the  pur- 
chasers of  the  said  bonds  shall  not  be  required  to  see  to  the 
proper  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
and  that  the  proper  expenses  incident,  to  the  issue  and  sale 
of  said  bonds  may  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  said  bonds. 

Sec.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Bailey  White  School 
District,  Number  Two,  shall  require  the  treasurer  of  said  board 
to  execute  an  official  bond  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  imposed  herein,  and  payable  to  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  for  the  use  of  said  board  in  the  usual 
manner  and  in  such  amount  as  the  said  board  shall  direct. 

Sec.  7.  That  if,  in  the  election  ordered  in  this  act,  the  ma- 
jority of  qualified  electors  of  said  district  shall  have  voted 
"For  School  Bonds  and  Taxes"  and  the  said  bonds  shall  have 
been  issued  and  sold  or  any  part  of  same  shall  have  been 
issued  and  sold,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Nash 
County  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  levy 
annually  upon  all  real  and  personal  property  situated  in  Bailey 
White  School  District,  Number  Two,  a  special  tax  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  create 
a  sinking  fund  adequate  to  retire  said  bonds  at  their  maturity. 
The  said  special  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  county  taxes  are  levied 
and  collected.  The  said  tax  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  officer 
collecting  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  school  district,  and  shall 
be  held  by  him  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  funds  of 
said  school  district  and  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  pur* 
pose  specified  in  this  section  and  for  no  other  purpose  what- 
soever: Provided,  that  all  or  any  part  of  the  sinking  fund  held 
for  the  retirement  of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity  may  be  in- 
vested on  interest  in  some  safe  security  which  must  be  approved 
by  the  said  board  of  trustees  and  by  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Nash  County. 

Sec.  8.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion.

That  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as 
same  becomes  due  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
ment of  said  bonds  at  their  maturity,  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  Chatham  County,  is  authorized  and  directed  to  levy 
and  collect  a  special  tax  on  all  polls  and  property  in  said  Siler 
City  School  District,  Chatham  County,  annually,  sufficient  to 
provide  a  fund  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  viz.  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  the  provision  of  the  sinking  fund  to 
retire  said  bonds;  the  constitutional  equation  to  be  at  all  times 
observed.  The  said  special-tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at 
the  same  time,  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  officers 
as  other  taxes  upon  the  polls  and  property  of  said  district  and 
same  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  Chatham  County, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatso- 
ever. 

Sec.  8.  That  before  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  the  taxes 
herein  provided  for  levied  and  collected,  the  question  of  issu- 
ing said  bonds  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
Siler  City  School  District,  Chatham  County,  as  herein  created. 
The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Chatham  County,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  call  an  election  within  the  next 
twelve  months  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  at  such  time 
as  shall  be  recommended  by  the  county  board  of  education  of 
.  Chatham  County,  at  which  election  there  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  said  qualified  voters  of  said  district  the  proposition  to  issue 
bonds  mentioned  in  this  act  and  to  levy  and  collect  the  tax.

The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Chatham  County  shall, 
at  the  time  of  ordering  such  election  under  this  act  appoint  one 
registrar  and  two  judges  of  election  in  said  Siler  City  School 
District,  Chatham  County.  The  books  shall  be  kept  open  for 
the  registration  of  voters  for  twenty  days  preceding  the  day  of 
election.  And  for  the  purpose  of  this  election  the  said  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  Chatham  County,  is  directed  to  order 
and  provide  for  a  new  registration  by  giving  thirty  days  notice 
of  such  new  registration,  by  a  notice  of  same  being  posted  at 
the  polling  place  and  at  one  other  public  place  within  the  said 
Siler  City  School  District.  Said  election  shall  be  held  after 
thirty  days  notice  thereof,  specifying  the  amount  of  the  pro- 
posed bond  issue,  rate  of  interest,  and  the  period  or  periods  for

Private  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  nine  of  section  one 
the  following  words:  "The  said  election  shall  be  held  on 
Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  May,"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following:  "The  said  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  March." 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  Repealing  clause, 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

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CHAPTER  148 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  AND  EMPOWER  THE  BOARD  OF 
TRUSTEES  OF  ANGIER  HIGH  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  TO 
CALL  AN  ELECTION  AND  TO  ISSUE  SCHOOL  BONDS. 
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The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  Angier 
high  school  building  and  equipping  the  same  with  necessary 
toilets',  a  lighting  plant  and  a  domestic  science  room  and  to 
pay  off  current  bills  which  have  heretofore  been  made  and 
expended  for  the  purpose  herein  set  out  the  board  of  trustees, 
of  the  Angier  High  School  District,  is  hereby  empowered  and 
authorized  to  call  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  said  district 
at  such  time  and  place  as  said  board  may  designate  after 
the  ratification  of  this  act,  of  which  election  said  board  shall 
give  due  notice  for  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  Harnett  County,  for  at  least  once  a  week  for  four  consecutive 
weeks  next  preceding  the  same,  and  it  may  give  such  other 
notice  thereof  as  said  board  may  deem  proper  and  necessary 
upon  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  in  the  sum  not  to  exceed,  ten 
thousand  dollars,  ($10,000.00),  and  of  levying  a  special  tax  on 
all  property  in  said  school  district,  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  at  maturity: 
Provided,  that  the  constitutional  equation  be  observed  in  the 
assessing  and  levying  of  such  tax. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Angier  High  School,  to  appoint  a  registrar  and  two  poll 
holders  to  conduct  said  election  and  to  cause  an  entirely  new 
registration  of  the  voters  of  said  district  prior  thereto;  that  at 
said  election  those  favoring  the  granting  of  authority  to  said 
board  to  issue  bonds  as  aforesaid  and  who  favor  the  levying 
of  the  special  tax  aforesaid,  shall  vote  a  ballot  containing  the 
words,  "For  School  Bonds  and  Special  Tax,"  and  those  opposed 
to  the  same  shall  vote  a  ballot  containing  the  words,  "Against 
School  Bonds  and  Special  Tax." 

Sec.  3.  That  said  election  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects 
as  near  as  may  be,  as  special  school  tax  elections  are  now 
authorized  to  be  held  by  law,  subject  to  the  modifications  set 
forth  in  this  act;  and  upon  the  close  of  said  election  the  regis- 
trar and  the  judges  of  election  shall  certify  over  their  hands, 
or  the  hands  of  either  two  cf  them,  the  results  thereof  including 
in  their  certificate  the  number  of  qualified  voters  registered 
for  said  election  and  the  number  of  ballots  cast,  "For  School 
Bonds  and  Special  Tax,"  and  the  number  cast  "Against  School 
Bonds  and  Special  Tax,"  and  shall  file  one  copy  of  such  certi- 
ficate with  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  dis- 
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trict,  one  copy  with  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of 
Harnett  County,  and  one  copy  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  Harnett  County,  and  said  officers  shall 
each  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  on  the  minutes  and  proper 
records  of  their  respective  boards. 

Sec.  4.    That  if  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  at  said  ^|gees  to  issue

aforesaid  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners 
of  Harnett  County,  annually  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected, 
when  and  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  a  special  tax 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property  within  the 
said  district  and  on  each  taxable  poll,  maintaining  the  con- 
stitutional equation,  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  provide  for  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  at  maturity. 

Sec  7.    That  said  special  tax  shall  be  kept  separate  from  all  Tax  kept  sepa- 
other  taxes,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  collecting  officer  to  rate' 
the  treasurer  of  said  district  and  the  same  shall  be  held  in 
trust  by  said  treasurer  and  invested  or  appropriated  under  the  investment  and 
order  of  said  board  for  the  following  purposes  and  none  other,  appropriation, 
to-wit: 
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First.  That  so  much  of  said  taxes  shall  be  set  apart  as  may 
be  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  upon  said  bonds  as  the  same 
may  become  due  and  payable. 

Second.  That  a  sufficient  amount  of  said  taxes  shall  be  set 
apart  to  pay  the  bonds  in  full  at  maturity,  and  the  same  may  be, 
by  a  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members  of  said  board,  in- 
vested from  time  to  time  in  solvent  security,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  six  per  cent  per  annum;  and  that 
amount  so  set  apart  shall  be  a  sinking  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
liquidating  said  bonds  at  maturity  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  the  event  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  district  shall  vote,  "Against  School  Bonds  and 
Special  Tax,"  as  herein  provided  and  authorized,  the  board  of

thereof  the  following: 

"Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Jacks  Creek  and  Pamlico 
River;  running  thence  up  Jacks  Creek  to  a  point  where  the 
same  crosses  the  Plymouth  road,  to  a  stake  in  said  road; 
thence  N.-0-20-E.  along  the  center  of  Jacks  Creek  four  hundred 
and  forty-one  and  six-tenths  feet  to  a  stake;  thence  N.-15-00-E. 
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one  hundred  feet  to  a  stake  on  the  north  bank  of  Jacks  Creek 
and  in  the  center  of  Nicholson  Street,  produced;  thence  N.-32- 
30-E.  six  hundred  and  fifty  feet  along  the  center  line  of  Nichol- 
son Street  to  the  north  line  of  Tenth  Street;  thence  continuing 
N.-32-30-E.  along  the  center  line  of  Nicholson  Street  six  hundred 
and  seventy-five  feet  to  the  center  line  of  Twelfth  Street;  thence 
N.-57-18-W.  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  feet  along  the  center 
line  of  Twelfth  Street  to  the  center  line  of  Nicholson  Street; 
thence  along  the  center  line  of  Nicholson  Street,  N-32-18-E. 
one  thousand  and  fifty  feet  to  the  center  line  of  Fifteenth 
Street;  thence  along  the  center  line  of  Fifteenth  Street  N -57-20- 
W.  seven  hundred  and  forty-six  and  six-tenths  feet  to  the  east  line 
of  Market  Street;  thence  still  along  the  center  line  of  Fifteenth 
Street,  produced,  N.-57-20-W.  six  hundred  and  ninety-five  and 
two-tenths  feet  to  the  center  line  of  Respass  Street,  produced; 
thence  S.-31-48-W.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  and

Sec.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  the  Corporate  limits, 
corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Washington,  North  Carolina, 
shall  be  as  described  in  section  one  of  this  act  and  that  all 
prior  legislation  affecting  such  corporate  limits  shall  be  and 
is  hereby  amended  in  such  manner  as  to  conform  with  the 
description  of  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.   That  all  the  territory  embraced  within  the  boundaries  Laws  extended 
hereinbefore  set  out,  which  was  not  formerly  a  part  of  the  city  t0  annexed 
of  Washington,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  as       1  * 
contained  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  Private 
Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  and  such  amend- 
ments as  have  been  made  to  the  same,  and  shall  also  be  subject 
to  all  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  passed  by  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  the  city  of  Washington,  or  which  may  be  hereafter 
passed  by  the  board  of  aldermen  for  said  city. 

Sec.  4.    That  the  said  city  of  Washington  may  be  made  party,  Drainage, 
oither  plaintiff  or  defendant,  in  any  proceeding  to  be  instituted, 
«r  now  pending  under  chapter  ninety-four,  Consolidated  Statutes, 
and  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  said  chapter  ninety-four,  shall 
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be  deemed  to  be  the  owner  of  so  much  of  the  land  as  is 
composed  or  to  be  composed,  within  any  such  drainage  dis- 
trict, as  lies  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  or  any 
other  land  or  cemetery  which  the  city  may  own  within  said 
drainage  district.  And  the  appraisers  shall  make  against  said 
city  such  assessments,  as  in  their  opinion,  the  city  is  benefited 
by  any  such  drainage  and  against  the  individual  owners  of 
land  within  the  incorporated  limits  of  said  city,  such  assess- 
ments as  the  individual  owners  are  directly  benefited,  and  the 
said  city  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter 
ninety-four  and  any  assessment  against  said  city  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  general  fund. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  ad  valorem  tax  shall  be  levied  against  any 
of  the  property,  or  property  holders,  or  residents  within  that 
part  of  the  territory  above  described  which  was  not  formerly 
included  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Washington  for 
the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one.

Section  1.  That  Wade  R.  Brooks,  Frank  M.  Yelverton,

the  present  school  committee  of  Black  Creek  Township,  Wilson 
County,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed  the  school  com- 
mittee of  said  township  from  July  one,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one  for  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five  years, 
in  the  order  named  above.  A  successor  to  each  of  the  afore- 
mentioned committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  county  board 
of  education  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  of  each  year  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  Black  Creek  Township.

Section  1.  That  section  50-64,  both  inclusive,  of  the  act  of  the  Act  amended.

Sec  2.    That  the  school  territory  or  district  created  and  School  district

provided  for  in  section  fifty-four,  of  said  act  of  the  General 

Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  be  and  the 

same  is  hereby  enlarged,  and  from  and  after  the  ratification  of 

this  act,  said  school  territory  or  district  shall  be  as  follows, 

to-wit:  A  territory  constituting  a  parallelogram  with  the  court-  Boundary. 

house,  in  the  town  of  Carthage,  in  the  center  thereof,  two  lines 

of  said  parallelogram  constituting  the  boundaries  thereof,  to  run 

in  a  direction  N.  45  W.  and  S.  45  E.  one  of  said  lines  at  its 
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center  to  be  two  miles  from  said  courthouse,  in  a  direction  S.  45  W 
therefrom,  and  the  other  line  at  its  center  two  miles'  from  said 
courthouse,  in  a  direction  N.  45  E.  therefrom,  said  two  parallel 
lines  constituting  the  southwest  and  northeast  boundaries  of  said 
territory,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  six  miles  long  each;  and  the  other 
two  lines  of  said  parallelogram  constituting  the  boundaries 
thereof,  to  run  in  a  direction  S.  45.  W.  and  N.  45  E.  one  of  said 
lines  at  its  center  to  be  three  miles  from  said  courthouse,  in  a 
direction  N.  45  W.  and  the  other  line  at  its  center  to  be  three 
miles  from  said  courthouse,  in  a  direction  S.  45  E.,  said  two  last 
described  parallel  lines  consituting  the  northwest  and  southeast 
boundaries  of  said  territory,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  four  miles  long 
each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  enlarged  district  aforesaid  described,  created 
by  the  provision  of  this  act,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
be  and  it  is  hereby  declared  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  ''Carthage  Graded  School  District,"  and  is  vested  with 
all  the  necessary  powers  and  authority  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
incidental  to  municipal  corporations  generally,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provision  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  passed  at  its  session  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seven,  as  amended  by  this  act.  For  the  purpose  and  benefits 
of  this  act,  the  said  territory  shall  be  and  constitute  a  public 
school  district  for  the  county  of  Moore.  The  school  commis- 
sioners of  the  town  of  Carthage,  created  by  the  provisions  of 
the  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  are  declared  to  be  the 
corporate  agents  of  said  public  school  district,  and  may  sue  in 
the  name  of  the  "Carthage  Graded  School  District,"  and  be 
sued  under  said  name,  and  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  provisions  of  sections  54-60,  both  inclusive, 
of  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  its  session  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  and  published  as  chapter  four 
hundred  and  eighty-two,  of  the  Private  Laws  of  North 
Carolina,  for  that  session,  shall,  as  amended  by  this  act,  be  in  full 
force  and  effect  as  to  the  enlarged  territory  or  school  district, 
described  and  set  forth  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  petition  and  request  of  the  school  commis- 
sioners of  the  town  of  Carthage,  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  the  town  of  Carthage  shall  submit  to  the  qualified  voters 
residing  in  the  territory  described  in  section  two  of  this  act, 
at  such  time  as  the  said  commissioners  may  prescribe,  within 
ninety  (90)  days  from  the  time  requested  by  said  school  com- 
mittee, whether  the  coupon  bonds  of  said  territory  or  school 
district  described  in  this  act,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
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erecting  an  additional   school  building  or  buildings,   in  said 
school  district,  and  repairing  and  adding  to  the  school  building 
already  situate  in  said  district,  one  or  both,  and  furnishing  and 
equipping   such   school   buildings   with   the   proper  furniture, 
fixtures  and  other  equipment  necessary  thereto,  requiting  ad- 
ditional land  for  such  purpose,  and  whether  the  additional  taxes 
prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  interest  accruing  on  said  bonds,  and  the 
principal  thereof,  when  due,  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  and 
whether  the  additional  taxes  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  be 
levied  and  collected* for  the  maintenance  of  public  schools  in 
said  district,  as  prescribed  by  this  act:  Provided  that  said  board  Proviso:  question 
of  commissioners  shall,  if  requested  by  said  school  committee  jiK5t!S.1B8Ue 
of  the  town  of  Carthage,  submit  to  the  qualified  voters,  at  said

of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Carthage,  the  results  of  said  sult- 
election,  and  the  findings  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  Findings  con- 
town  of  Carthage  shall  be  conclusive  of  the  results  of  said  elec-  clusive- 
tion.   For  the  purposes  of  said  election  no  new  registration  of 
voters  shall  be  required  but  the  registrar  shall,  for  the  purpose 
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of  said  election,  revise  the  registration  books  so  as  to  show  in 
the  registration  books  provided  for  said  election,  the  names  of 
all  qualified  electors  residing  in  said  territory  or  school  dis- 
trict, heretofore  registered,  and  shall-  register  as  provided  by- 
law, such  other  qualified  electors  as  may  apply  for  registration 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  6.  If,  at  the  election  aforesaid,  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  territory  or  school  district,  shall  have  voted 
"For  Schools  and  Bonds,"  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of 
Carthage  are  authorized  and  required  to  issue  coupon  bonds  of 
and  for  the  territory  or  school  district,  in  the  amount  submitted 
to  the  qualified  voters  at  said  election,  and  in  denominations  of 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  bearing  interest  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  at  a  rate 
not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  (6%)  per  annum,  and  payable  annually 
on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  until  said  bonds  are  paid, 
that  the  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  a  time  to  be  fixed 
by  the  said  board  of  commissioners  of  said  town  of  Carthage,  and 
named  therein  not  to  be  more  than  thirty  (30)  years  from  the 
date  thereof:  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  board  of  commis- 
sioners may  divide  the  bonds  into  classes  as  it  may  determine 
upon,  and  have  them  to  mature  at  different  convenient  dates 
between  the  limits  aforesaid.  Said  bonds  and  their  coupons  shall 
be  numbered  and  the  bonds  shall  be  signed  in  behalf  of  said 
school  district  or  territory  by  the  mayor  of  the  town  of  Car- 
thage, and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  said  town,  and  have  the  corporate  seal  of  the  said 
town  affixed  thereto,  and  the  interest  coupons  thereto  attached 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  said  town  or  have  his  litho- 
graphed signature  thereon;  that  a  record  shall  be  kept  of  said 
bonds  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  town,  showing 
the  numbers  and  denominations  thereof,  the  dates  of  issuing 
thereof,  and  when  the  same  will  mature,  and  the  interest-bear- 
ing rate  thereof,  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  the  same 
and  the  date  of  paying  the  proceeds  into  the  treasury  of  said 
town,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  such  other  data  in 
relation  to  the  same  as  said  board  of  commissioners  may  direct 
to  be  kept. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value,  and  the  mayor  of  the 
town  of  Carthage  shall  not  deliver  said  bonds  or  any  of  them  to 
the  purchaser  thereof  until  the  purchase  money  shall  be  paid  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  town,  for  the  benefit  of  said  school  dis- 
trict, as  provided  by  this  act,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of 
Carthage,  shall  receive  all  such  moneys  paid  in  the  purchase  of 
said  bonds  in  his  official  capacity  as  treasurer  of  said  town, 
and  he  and  the  sureties  on  his  official  bonds  shall  be  liable 
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therefor,  and  pay  over  the  same  as  is  provided  in  this  act;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  said  town 
to  see  to  it  that  the  bonds  of  said  treasurer  shall,  at  all  times,  Liability  on

be  sufficient  in  amount,  and  that  there  will  be  satisfactory  sure- 
ties to  provide  against  any  loss  of  moneys  arising  from  the 
sale  of  said  bonds,  and  to  that  end,  may  at  any  time,  require  Bondoftreas- 
said  treasurer  to  renew  his  official  bond,  in  such  sum  and  with  urer* 
such  sureties  as  may  be  required,  and  in  default  thereof,  remove  Renewal, 
him  from  his  office  as  treasurer. 

Sec.  8.     That  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Carthage  shall  Monies  kept  sepa- 
keep  separate  from  all  other  public  moneys  coming  into  his  rate' 
hands,  the  moneys  arising  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds,  and  the  same  shall  be  expended  by  the  school  committee  Use  of  proceeds 
of  the  town  of  Carthage,  provided  for  by  this  act,  for  the  re- 
pair of  any  public  school  building  in  said  school  district,  or 
the  erection  in  said  school  district,  of  such  suitable  building 
or  buildings,  as  they  may  determine  upon  for  the  teaching  of 
public  school  aforesaid  described  therein,  and  furnishing  said 
building  or  buildings  with  necessary  equipment,  furniture  and 
other  fixtures  required  and  deemed  necessary  for  said  purpose, 
and  the  purchasing  of  any  lands  required  by  said  school  com- 
mittee for  the  erection  thereon  of  any  such  school  building  or 
buildings. 

Sec.  9.    In  the  sale  of  the  bonds  aforesaid  provided  by  this  sale  of  bonds, 
act,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Carthage,  shall 
make  sale  thereof  in  the  manner,  and  by  giving  the  notice  re-  Notice  of  sale, 
quired  by  section  two  hundred  and  fifty-six,  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  of-  North  Carolina. 

Sec.  10.    That,  in  order  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  that 
may  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  approved  by 
a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  in  the  school  district,  under  the  Special  tax. 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the 
principal  of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  there  shall  be  levied  and  Rate  for  interest 
collected  annually  on  all  taxable  property  in  said  school  dis-  j^nd1?1110^16  °f 
trict  or  territory,  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  a  special 
tax,  not  exceeding  sixty-five  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  taxable  property,  in  said  school  district  or  territory;

erty in  said  school  district  or  territory,  in  the  manner  provided 
In  this  act,  a  special    tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  ($1.00)  on 
every  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  worth  of  taxable  property 
in  said  school  district  or  territory. 
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Sec.  11.  In  addition  to  the  special  taxes  levied  and  collected 
under  the  provision  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  apportioned  and 
paid  to  said  school  district  or  territory,  from  the  school  funds 
of  the  State,  and  the  school  funds  of  the  county  of  Moore,  and 
made  available  for  conducting  public  schools  in  said  school  dis- 
trict or  territory,  all  such  other  school  funds  as  said  school 
district  may  be  entitled  to,  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 
as  a  public  school  district,  or  a  graded  school  district,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  enacted  for  the 
promotion  and  maintenance  of  the  public  schools  of  the  State.

Sec.  13.  The  school  committee  of  the  town  of  Carthage, 
created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven, 
shall  annually  determine  the  amount  of  taxes  necessary  to  be 
levied  and  collected,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  sub- 
mit such  determination  and  findings  to  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  Moore  County  annually,  prior  to  the  time  fixed  by 
law  for  the  levy  of  taxes  for  said  county  of  Moore,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Moore  County 
shall  thereupon  annually,  at  the  time  of  levying  the  county  and 
other  taxes,  required  by  law  to  be  levied,  levy  the  special  taxes 
provided  for  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  accordance  with 
the  determination  and  findings  of  said  school  committee,  on  all 
persons  and  property  subject  to  taxation  within  the  limits  of 
said  school  district  or  territory,  defined  by  this  act,  and  the 
tax  so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Moore  County, 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  in  the  county  of  Moore, 
and  under  the  same  provisions  of  law,  and  shall  be  paid  over 
by  said  sheriff  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Carthage,  for 
the  benefit  of  said  school  district  or  territory,  to  be  held  and 
disbursed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  are  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven, 
but  none  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  seven,  with  reference  to  the  levy  and  collection  of 
the  school  taxes  of  said  district,  prior  to  the  tax  year  of 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  shall  be  construed 
as  repealed  by  this  act. 
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Sec.  14.    The  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Carthage  shall  receive  Compensation 
for  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  the  school  funds  of  said  0   re  su 
district  or  territory,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seven,  such  compensation  only  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Carthage,  and  in  no  event,  a 
sum  greater  than  one  per  cent  of  the  amount  disbursed  by  him 
under  the  provisions  of  this  acf.  The  board  of  commissioners 
of  said  town  of  Carthage  are  permitted,  however,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, to  allow  said  treasurer,  out  of  said  school  fund,  such  pre-  premiums  on 
miums  as  said  board  may  approve,  for  the  official  bond  of  said  treasurer's  bond, 
treasurer,  executed  pursuant  to  law  by  any  -bonding  company 
approved  by  said  board.

any  additional  acres  sought  to  be  condemned,  for  the  benefit 
of  said  school  district  or  territory  by  condemnation  thereof. 
The  procedure  for  condemnation  shall  be  as  provided  by  chapter  Procedure  for  con- 
thirty-three,  article  two  of  the  "Consolidated  Statutes  of  North  demnatlon- 
Carolina."  The  proceedings  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  Proceeding  in 
"Carthage  Graded  School  District,"  and  the  determination  by  Sfstrlct!  sch°o1 
the  school  committee  of  the  town  of  Carthage,  of  the  necessity  Declaration  of 
for  the  land  sought  to  be  condemned,  and  the  quantity  thereof  conclusrve.™11"66 
for  such  purpose  shall  be  conclusive. 

Sec.  16.   That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Repealing  clause, 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  but  otherwise  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued as  in  pari  materia  with  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven,  recited  in  this  act. 

Sec.  17.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  152 

AN  ACT  TO  REPEAL  CHAPTER  136,  PRIVATE  LAWS  OF 
1919,  AND  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  204,  PRIVATE  LAWS  OP 
1905,  RELATING  TO  ROBERSONVILLE  GRADED  SCHOOL 
DISTRICT,  MARTIN  COUNTY. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-six,  Private 
Laws  of  North  Carolina,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine-  Law  repealed, 
teen,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 
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Sec.  2.  That  section  six,  chapter  two  hundred  and  four, 
Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  five,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  lines  six  and  seven  thereof  the  words,  "thirty-three  and  a 
third  cents"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  "forty-three 
and  a  third  cents";  and  by  further  adding  in  line  eight,  be- 
tween the  words  "dollar"  and  "on,"  the  words  "and  thirty 
cents."  9 

Sec.  3.  That  section  eight  of  said  chapter  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  three  thereof  the 
words  and  figures  "three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000),"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  words  and  figures  "fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($50,000)." 

Sec.  4.  That  an  election  shall  be  called  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Robersonville  Graded  School  District  within  two 
years  after  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  and  such  election  shall  be  advertised,  conducted 
and  held  under  the  rules  and  segulations  set  out  in  said  chapter 
two  hundred  and  four  of  the  Private  Laws,  session  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  five,  and  at  such  election  all  electors  of  said 
district  who  wish  to  vote  for  this  amendment  shall  cast  a 
ballot  with  the  words  "For  New  School  Buildings"  written 
thereon,  and  all  the  electors  wishing  to  vote  against  this  amend- 
ment shall  cast  a  ballot  with  the  words  "Against  New  School 
Buildings"  written  thereon  and  if  a  majority  of  all  ballots  cast 
at  such  election  shall  be  "For  New  School  Buildings"  the  said 
chapter  two  hundred  and  four  of  said  Private  Laws  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  shall  be  amended  as  in  this 
act  provided,  and  in  case  of  a  majority  of  all  ballots  cast  at 
such  election  shall  be  "Against  New  School  Buildings"  this 
act  shall  be  null  and  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec  5.  That  in  case  this  act  becomes  operative  and  in  force 
as  provided  in  section  four  hereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Robersonville  School  District,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  to  set  apart  as  a  separate  fund  not  less  than 
ten  per  cent  of  all  moneys  levied  and  collected  under  this  act, 
and  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  four,  Private  Laws  of  North 
Carolina,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  and  same  shall 
be  and  constitute  a  sinking  fund  and  such  fund  shall  be  invested  by 
said  board  of  trustees  during  the  month  of  May  in  each  calen-

Whereas,  By  reason  if  its  water  frontage,  depth  of  water  Preamble, 
available  and  rail  connection  it  possesses  great  possibilities  as 
an  adjunct  for  the  port  Wilmington:

Section  1.    That  so  much  of  the  said  territory  of  the  city  of  Territory  with-

Section  1.  That  the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  of  the  town  Call  for  election 
of  Kings  Mountain  are  authorized  to  order  an  election  to  be  authorized- 
held  in  said  town,  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  in  said  order,  ' 
to  determine  the  question  whether  the    said  town  of    Kings  Question  to  be 
Mountain  in  Cleveland  County,  North  Carolina,  shall  issue  the  determmed- 
bonds  of  said  town  in  such  amount  as  may  be  determined  by  said 
board  and  fixed  in  said  order,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  erection  and

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Sec.  3.  That  at  said  election  all  qualified  electors  in  favor 
of  the  bond  issue  and  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  as  provided 
for  herein  shall  vote  a  ballot  on  which  is  written  or  printed 
the  words  "For  School  Bonds,"  and  all  qualified  voters  who 
are  opposed  to  same  shall  vote  a  ballot  on  which  is  written  or 
printed  the  words,  "Against  School  Bonds."  The  votes  cast  at 
said  election  shall  be  counted,  canvassed,  and  the  results  de- 
clared in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  count- 
ing, canvassing  and  declaring  the  results  of  elections  held  for 
municipal  officers  for  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  at  said  election  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town  shall  vote  "For  School  Bonds,"  then  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  said  town  shall  issue  and  sell  the  school 
bonds  of  said  town  of  Kings  Mountain  in  such  amount  as  was 
fixed  by  said  board  in  its  order  calling  said  election,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  of  such  denominations  as 
such  board  may  determine,  which  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at 
a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually or  annually  as  fixed  by  said  board,  and  the  principal 
thereof  to  become  due  at  the  time  or  times  not  exceeding  thirty 
years  from  date  of  issue,  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  board;  that  the 
said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  the  secretary  or 
treasurer  of  the  town  of  Kings  Mountain  and  shall  have  affixed 
thereto  the  official  seal  of  said  town.  The  interest  coupons  on 
said  bonds  may  have  the  signature  of  said  mayor  and  of  thl 
secretary  or  treasurer  printed  or  lithographed  thereon. 

That  upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds  by  said  board  of 
aldermen  the  funds  received  therefrom  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  town;  that  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
sold  for  less  than  their  par  value,  and  that  the  proceeds  derived 
therefrom  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building  or  buildings  thereon 
or  for  the  enlarging  and  equipment  of  the  present  school  build- 
ing or  buildings  in  the  town  of  Kings  Mountain  as  the  board 
may  determine  and  deem  best  for  the  accommodation  and  use  of 
the  public  schools  of  said  town. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  in  the  election  ordered  in  this  act  the  major-

Whereas,  By  a  deed  dated  May  first,  one  thousand  nine  preamble, 
hundred  and  twelve,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of 
deeds  of  New  Hanover  County,  Wilmington  Suburban  Company 
conveyed  to  the  city  of  Wilmington,  subject  to  certain  conditions 
and  requirements  as  in  said  deed  set  forth  and  contained,  cer- 
tain tracts  or  parcels  of  land  with  a  view  and  for  the  purpose

for.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  also  determine  the 
character  of  bond  to  be  issued,  whether  the  same  shall  be  serial 
or  otherwise,  and  the  length  of  time  the  bonds  are  to  run,  which 
shall  in  no  event  be  more  than  thirty  years,  and  the  maximum 
tax  that  may  be  levied  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest

with  the  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with  and  to  convey 
or  purchase  both  real  and  personal  property,  and  shall  have  all 
powers  and  rights  appertaining  to  the  municipal  welfare. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  town  of  Atkinson  shall  have  the  same  town  Town  limits, 
limits  as  laid  out  in  its  original  charter,  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nine,  except  that  the  said  town  shall  be  divided  up  into  four  Wards, 
wards  denominated,  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  located  as 
follows:

That  the  town  of  Atkinson  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  own  and  control,  purchase  or  sell,  operate  and 
contract  in,  all  modern  utilities  such  as  electric  power  plants, 
public  play-grounds,  parks,  hospitals,  water-works,  and  to  levy 
special  taxes  or  sell  bonds  taxable  against  the  property  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town,  to  improve  streets,  extend  streets,  con- 
demn land  of  private  persons  for  the  purpose  of  street  and  side- 
walk improvement,  raise  revenue  for  such  purposes,  to  buy,  take 
over  and  sell  any  telephone  system  for  the  benefit  and  con- 
venience of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to  call  elec- 
tions and  hold  elections  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  mayor  and 
board  of  aldermen  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  bonds  to  raise 
revenue  to  purchase  electric  power  plants,  telephone  systems, 
water-works,  public  play-grounds  and  parks  when  necessary  for 
the  welfare  and  improvement  of  the  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  That  no  part  of  the  former  charter  of  the  town  of 
Atkinson  is  repealed  or  destroyed  by  this  act,  but  the  same  is 
by  this  amendment  amended  and  revised.

and  for  the  further  purpose  of  funding  indebtedness  heretofore 
or  hereafter  incurred  for  necessary  expenses,  or  for  any  one  or 
more  of  said  purposes. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  town  council  of  the  said  town  of  Spencer  Specialtax. 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  annually  a  special 
ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  in  said  town  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  as  the  same 
becomes  due,  and  such  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  collected  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  levied,  Levy  and  coilec- 
and  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  authorized  to  be  tlon" 
levied  by  said  council.

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Spencer  who  is  in  office  at  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  such 
bonds.  The  delivery  of  said  bonds,  signed  as  aforesaid  by  the 
officers  in  office  at  the  time  of  such  signing  shall  be  valid 
notwithstanding  any  change  in  office  occurring  after  such  sign- 
ing. 

Sec.  5.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  upon  sealed  proposals  at  a 
price  not  less  than  par  and  any  interest  accrued  up  to  the 
delivery  of  the  bonds  sold.  Notice  of  any  sale  shall  be  published 
at  least  once  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  town  of  Spencer 
containing  a  description  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold,  the  place  of 
sale  and  the  time  limited  for  the  receipt  of  proposals,  which 
shall  be  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  first  publication  of 
such  notice. 

The  town  council  may  cause  such  further  publication  of  notice 
to  be  made  as  it  may  deem  expedient.  The  notice  of  sale  shall 
require  that  all  bids  be  accompained  by  a  certified  check,  drawn 
to  the  order  of  the  town  of  Spencer,  in  an  amount  as  much  as 
two  per  cent  (2%)  of  the  face  amount  of  bonds  to  be  sold,  to 
secure  the  town  against  loss  resulting  from  the  failure  of  the 
bidder  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  bid.  All  proposals 
submitted  pursuant  to  such  notice  shall  be  opened  in  public 
and  the  bonds  shall  be  awarded  to  the  highest  bidder,  unless  all 
bids  are  rejected.  The  town  council  shall  have  the  right  to  reject 
any  or  all  bids.

thence  southerly  along  said  line  between  said  lands  to  the 
northerly  side  of  the  Hickory  Nut  Gap  road;  thence  westerly 
along  the  northerly  side  of  said  road  to  a  locust  at  the  corner 
of  land  formerly  belonging  to  Samuel  H.  Reed;  thence  southerly 
and  westerly  along  the  line  of  land  belonging  to  Samuel  H. 
Reed,  and  along  the  line  of  the  Clarence  Barker  Memorial 
Hospital  property  to  the  eastern  margin  of  the  Hendersonville 
road  at  the  corner  of  land  conveyed  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Vanderbilt  estate  to  Appalachian  Realty  Company;  thence 
along  the  lines  between  the  lands  so  conveyed  to  the  Appalachian* 
Realty  Company  and  lands  belonging  to  the  trustees  of  the 
Vanderbilt  estate  five  courses,  as  follows:  (1)  north  sixteen 
degrees,  fifty-eight  minutes  west,  one  hundred  fourteen  and 
seven-tenths  feet;  (2)  thence  south  seventy-three  degrees,  two 
minutes  west,  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  feet;  (3)  thence 
in  a  north  course  along  said  dividing  line  between  the  lands 
conveyed  to  Appalachian  Realty  Company  and  the  lands  now 
owned  by  the  trustees  of  the  Vanderbilt  estate  one  thousand 
fifteen  and  four-tenths  feet  to  the  corner  of  said  lands;  (4)  thence 
south  seventy-three  degrees,  two  minutes  west,  two  hundred 
sixty-seven  and  six-tenths  feet  to  a  stake,  corner  of  said  lands

margin  of  said  Meadow  Road  and  the  city  limits  of  the  city  of 
Asheville  to  the  center  of  Biltmore  Road,  corner  of  said  city 
limits  of  the  city  of  Asheville;   then  in  a    northerly  course 
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about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  to  the  line  between  the  lands 
so  sold  to  Appalachian  Realty  Company  and  the  Swannanoa  Hill 
property;  thence  south  sixty-eight  degrees,  thirty  minutes  east, 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-two  feet  to  a  stake  in  a  rock  cliff; 
thence  south  ten  degrees  thirty  minutes  east,  one  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  to  the  northerly  side  of  the  Swannanoa  River; 
thence  up  and  along  the  northerly  side  of  said  river,  north 
sixty  degrees  east  two  hundred  and  three  and  eight-tenths  feet; 
thence  north  eighty  degrees'  east  four  hundred  feet,  to  a  water 
birch;  thence  south  fifteen  degrees  fifty  -four  minutes  east,  about 
one  hundred  and  ten  feet  to  the  beginning.

election  is  required  to  be  held  for  the  election  of  a  mayor, 
commissioners,  and  judge  of  police  court,  there  shall  be  held  in 
the  several  election  precincts  in  the  city  of  Asheville  a  party 
primary  election  for  each  political  party,  as  herein  defined,  for 
the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  each  and  every  political 
party,  as  herein  defined,  in  the  city  of  Asheville  for  such  offices 
as  hereinafter  provided.  The  judges,  registrars  and  other  officers 
of  elections  appointed  for  the  general  municipal  elections,  shall 
whenever  practicable  act  as  such  officers  of  the  primary  election 
and  said  primary  election  shall  be  held  at  the  same  places,  and 
the  polls  to  be  opened  and  closed  at  the  same  hours  and  said 
primary  election  shall  in  all  things  be  conducted  generally  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
and  subject  to  the  same  qualifications  as  now  provided  for 
under  the  general  election  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
and  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Asheville  not  inconsistent  therewith 
and  as  near  as  practicable  shall  be  held  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions,  requirements,  and  regulations  of  chapter  six  hundred 
and  six  of  the  Public  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventeen,  providing  the  Australian  ballot  system,  and  the 
act  amendatory  thereof  passed  at  the  special  session,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina,  the  same  being  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
Public-Local  Laws  of  said  session.

Section  1.  That  the  town  of  Rocky  Point,  Pender  County, 
is  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  and  style  "Rocky  Point." 

That  the  limits  of  the  said  incorporated  town  of 
Rocky  Point  shall  be  determined  by  two  lines  running  from 
north  to  south  and  drawn  three-fourths  of  a  mile  east  and  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  west  respectively  of  the  present  railroad  station 
at  Rocky  Point,  and  by  two  lines  running  from  east  to  west 
and  drawn  one-half  mile  north,  and  one-half  mile  south,  res- 
pectively of  the  said  railroad  station  at  Rocky  Point.

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  municipal  executive  committee 
for  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  primary  election  of  public 
officials,  now  existing  in  the  city  of  Fayetteville,  shall  hold  their 
offices,  as  members  of  such  committee,  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  said  executve  committee  shall  as- 
semble and  meet  on  the  second  Thursday  in  March,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  at

The 
said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall,  at  least  thirty  days 
preceding  such  election,  give  public  notice  of  such  election  by 
publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  having  circulation  in  said 
district,  and  by  posting  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said 
district. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  requirements  of  law 
as  are  now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law  for 
holding  elections  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly:  Provided, 
that  prior  to  said  election  there  may  be  a  new  registration  of 
all  qualified  voters  residing  in  said  district  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  board  of  county  commissioners  is  hereby  empowered 
and  directed  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
opening  and  closing  of  said  registration  books  as  it  may  seem 
fit  and  proper. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  said  election  the  ballot  tendered  and  cast 
shall  have  written  or  printed  thereon  "For  School  Bonds  and 
Taxes,"  or  "Against  School  Bonds  and  Taxes,"  and  all  qualified 
electors  in  favor  of  this  issue  of  bonds  and  the  levy  of  a 
special  tax  to  retire  same  shall  vote  a  ticket  upon  which  shall 
be  written  or  printed  the  words  "For  School  Bonds  and  Taxes," 
and  all  qualified  electors  who  may  oppose  the  issue  of  bonds  and 
levy  of  said  tax  shall  vote  a  ticket  on  which  shall  be  written 
or  printed  the  words  "Against  School  Bonds  and  Taxes."  The 
votes  cast  at  this  election  shall  be  counted  at  the  close  of  the

of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  or  redeemable  at  such  place 
and  at  such  time  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  determine.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per-  Acta  and  conduct 
sons  to  commit  a  breach  of  the  peace;   to  be  guilty  of  dis-  forbldden- 
orderly  conduct;  to  be  drunk  on  the  streets,  roads,  driveways, 
or  in  any  public  place;  or  to  use  loud  and  profane  language  or 
loud  and  obscene  language  in  the  village  of  Pinehurst,  Moore 
County,  North  Carolina. 
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Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  operate  upon  the  highways,  roads,  streets  or  drives  inside 
the  village  of  Finehurst,  any  motor  vehicle  with  muffler  cut-out 
open. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  community  known  as  Pinehurst,  in 
Moore  County,  North  Carolina,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  village 
within  the  meaning  of  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  and  is 
hereby  designated  to  be  that  territory  in  said  county  and 
State,  the  boundary  of  which  shall  be  a  circle,  every  point  of 
which  shall  be  one  mile  distant  from  the  public  fountain 
located  at  the  intersection  of  two  driveways,  and  near  the 
front  of  the  building  occupied  for  general  offices  by  Pinehurst, 
incorporated,  in  said  village. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or 
be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff, 
or  constable  in  Moore  County,  living  and  residing  at  or  near 
the  village  of  Pinehurst,  or  within  the  territory  above  pre- 
scribed, or  such  deputy  sheriffs  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
sheriff  of  Moore  County,  for  that  section  of  the  county  in 
which  the  said  village  of  Pinehurst  is  situate,  to  suppress  all 
disturbances  of  the  quiet  and  good  order  within  said  village 
and  with  said  territory;  -to  arrest  all  offenders  who  violate 
the  State  laws  and  who  violate  any  of  the  laws  herein  enacted; 
and  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  all  injury  to  property  in  said 
village  and  shall  have  the  rights  and  powers  now  given  such 
officers  of  the  State  to  summon  a  sufficient  number  of  men  to 
aid  him,  or  them  to  enforce  the  law,  and  shall  have  all  other 
rights  and  protection  now  furnished  by  the  laws  of  the  State. 
That  any  person  arrested  by  such  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff  or 
constable  for  any  offense,  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  taken 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  to  be  dealt 
with  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  and  in  the  meantime  and 
until  the  case  is  disposed  of,  and  until  committed  to  the  common 
jail  of  said  county,  such  person  so  arrested  may  be  confined  and 
detained  in  the  guardhouse  or  calaboose  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, unless  bail  be  given  according  to  law.

The  General  Assembly  of  Noi'th  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  Regular  meetings, 
of  the  New  Bern  Graded  Schools  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Friday  in  January  and  the  last  Friday  in  July  of  each  year. 
That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  as  soon  as  may  be 
practicable  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  which  meeting  Meeting  for 

organization. 
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shall  be  in*  lieu  of  the  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one  meeting,  and  at  said  meeting  shall  elect  a 
president  and  vice-president  and  shall  elect  a  committee  of 
seven  of  their  members  to  be  officially  known  as  the  board  of 
education  of  the  city  of  New  Bern.  The  seven  members  so  chosen 
shall  be  divided  into  three  classes:  Class  one  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members,  and  the  said  three  members  shall  hold 
office  until  February  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-three  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
class  two  shall  be  composed  of  two  members,  and  the  said 
members  shall  hold  office  until  February  first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified;  and  class  three  shall  be  composed  of 
two  members,  and  shall  hold  office  until  Feburary  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven  and  until  their  sue- 
sessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  At  its  regular  January  meeting 
in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  and 
each  two  years  thereafter  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect 
from  their  number  members  to  fill  the  vacancies  occurring  by 
the  expiring  terms  of  members  of  said  board  of  education.  In 
case  of  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  of  education  by  rea- 
son of  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  thereof,  the  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  said  board 
of  trustees  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  education  to 
provide  ample  modern  school  facilities  for  the  white  and  colored 
schools  of  the  city  of  New  Bern.  Said  board  shall  study  carefully 
the  school  needs  of  the  city  and  shall  also  make  careful  com- 
parison with  the  schools  of  other  towns  and  cities  of  the  State. 
It  may  employ  experts  to  make  surveys,  investigations,  reports, 
etc.  It  shall  be  its  duty  to  maintain  a  modern  well  equipped 
school  system. 

For  the  accomplishment  and  intent  and  purpose  of 
section  two,  the  use  of  school  property  now  held  by,  or  that 
may  hereafter  come  into  the  possession  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  New  Bern  Graded  Schools  is  hereby  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  New  Bern  for 
its  use,  in  providing  and  maintaining  good  free  public  schools. 
Furthermore  the  board  of  trustees  of  New  Bern  Graded  Schools 
authorize  the  board  of  education  to  receive  all  taxes  levied  for 
school  purposes,  also  to  receive  all  other  maintenance  funds 
of  every  kind.

That  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  will  of  the 
voters  of  the  city  of  Charlotte  upon  the  question  of  levying 
the  taxes  and  contracting  the  debts  authorized  in  this  act,  an 
election  shall  be  held  at  all  the  voting  precincts  in  said  city  on 
the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  May,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  it  being  the  third  day  of  May.  At 
said  election  all  voters  of  the  city  of  Charlotte  qualified  to  vote 
at  said  election  may  vote  a  written  or  printed  ticket.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act, 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  white  person  to  move  into  or  use  as 
a  residence  or  place  of  abode,  any  house,  building  or  structure, 
or  any  part  of  any  house,  building  or  structure  situated  or 
located  in  that  district  of  the  town  of  Ahoskie  lying  east  of 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  railway  and  north  of  Main  Street,  said 
district  being  hereby  declared  to  be  the  colored  district  of  said 
town.  The  houses,  buildings  and  structures  in  this  district, 
so  far  as  the  same  are  cccupied  as  residences  or  places  of 
abode  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  occupied  or  used  as  resi- 
dences or  places  of  abode  by  colored  persons. 

Sec.  2.  From  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  colored  person  to  move  into  or  use  as  a 
place  of  residence  any  house,  building  or  structure,  or  any 
part  of  any  house,  building  or  structure  situated  or  located  in 
the  remaining  part  of  said  town  of  Ahoskie  except  in  blocks 
numbers  three  and  four  on  north  side  of  Main  Street  in  said 
town,  and  so  far  as  said  houses  are  occupied  or  used  as  residences 
or  places  of  abode  in  whole  or  in  part,  they  shall  be  occupied 
or  used  as  residences  or  places  of  abode  by  white  people. 

Sec  3.  The  governing  authorities  of  the  town  of  Ahoskie  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enact  such  ordinances  and 
to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
and  convenient  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  said  ordinances, 
rules  or  regulations  so  enacted,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec  4.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  5.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

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CHAPTER  191 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  LEVY  OF  CERTAIN  SPECIAL 
TAX  IN  PROVIDENCE  AND  NEWLAND  SPECIAL-TAX 
SCHOOL  DISTRICTS  IN  PASQUOTANK  COUNTY. 

Whereas,  Providence  Special-Tax  School  District,  embracing  Preamble, 
portions  of  Providence  and  Mount  Herman  townships,  Pasquo- 
tank County,  organized  as  special-tax  school  districts  in  sec- 
tion four  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Revisal  of  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  which  is  now  section  five 
thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  and  an  election  was  held  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  law  and  the  result  of  such  election  was  for 
special  tax,  whereby  the  special  tax  of  thirty  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property  in  each  of  said  school 
districts  was  authorized;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  at  its  Preamble, 
extra  session  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty,  by  chapter  one  of  the  Public  Daws  of  this  extra  session, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  limited  and  reduced  the 
amount  which  could  be  levied  by  the  aforesaid  special-tax 
school  districts;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  now  desirable   and  necessary  for  the   said  Preamble, 
special-tax  school   districts   to   levy   a   special   tax   of  not  to 
exceed  thirty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of 
property  in  each  of  the  said  special-tax  school  districts':  Now, 
therefore. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North,  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.    That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Pas-  Special  tax 
quotank  County  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  autnorized- 
upon  all  real  and  personal  property  in  Providence  Special-Tax 
School  District,  embracing  portions  of  Providence  and  Mount  Territory  affected. 
Herman  townships,  Pasquotank  County,  and  Newland  Special- 
Tax  School  District,  embracing  Newland  Township,  Pasquotank 
County,  all  or  any  part  of  that  special  tax  authorized  in  each

Laws,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven  as  amended  by 
chapter  seventy-six  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fifteen  and  chapter  eighty-eight,  Private  Laws  of  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  ten  of  said  chapter  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  Board  of  trus- 

"Section  10.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  graded  schools  tees- 
shall  consist  of  seven  members  who  shall  be  qualified  voters  of 
Elizabeth  City,  and  who  shall  be  selected  as  follows:  At  the  Election, 
regular  meeting  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  Elizabeth  City  held 
the  first  Monday  in  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  the  aldermen  from  each  ward  shall  select  from  said  ward  one 
trustee  for  said  graded  schools,  who  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  of 
the  said  ward;  at  the  same  said  meeting  of  the  said  board  of  al- 
dermen the  said  board  sitting  as  a  body  shall  elect  two  members 
at  large  for  the  said  board  of  trustees'  of  the  said  graded  schools; 
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the  seventh  said  trustee  shall  be  the  mayor  of  Elizabeth  City  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  said  board  of  trustees  by  virtue  of  his  office 
as  mayor  and  his  successor  and  successors  in  office  shall  serve  as  a 
member  of  said  board  of  trustees.  The  said  two  trustees  elected 
as  members  at  large  by  the  said  board  of  aldermen  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  said  four  trustees  elected  by  the  aldermen  of 
the  respective  wards  shall  meet  after  their  election  and  determine 
by  lot  the  length  of  their  respective  terms,  two  of  the  said 
members  being  entitled  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  and  two  of  said  mem- 
bers being  entitled  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  successors  of 
each  of  the  aforesaid  members  of  the  said  board  so  elected  by 
the  aldermen  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  of 
the  year  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his  predecessor;  he 
shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  as  his  predecessor  was 
elected;  he  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified  and  he  shall  take  his  office  on 
the  second  Monday  in  July  next  succeeding  his  election.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  of  trustees  by  reason 
of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  member,  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  former  occupant  was  selected." 

Sec.  2.  That  the  trustees  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  one  of  this  act  shall  take  office  on  the  second  Monday 
in  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  upon 
their  qualification  and  organization,  the  existing  board  of  trus- 
tees for  said  graded  school  shall  be  automatically  discontinued 
and  all  their  powers,  rights  and  duties  shall  be  conferred  upon 
the  board  elected,  as  provided  in  this  act.

of  holding  the  election  for  municipal  officers  of  the  city  of 
Elizabeth  City.  The  said  election  shall  be  held  under  the  same 
laws  and  rules  and  regulations  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force 
regarding  the  election  of  municipal  officers  in  the  city  of  Elizabeth 
City,  as  near  as  may  be.  The  board  of  aldermen  of  Elizabeth 
City  shall  cause  notice  of  said  election  and  the  purposes  thereof 
to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Elizabeth  City 
at  least  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks  before  said 
election,  and  shall  cause  said  election  to  be  held  under  the 
supervision  of  inspectors  and  poll  holders  or  judges  of  election 
appointed  by  said  board  of  aldermen  and  shall  cause  returns  of 
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the  result  of  said  election  to  be  made  and  certified  in  like 
manner  as  other  elections  in  said  city;   in  like  manner  the 
returns  of  said  election  and  the  results  thereof  shall  be  can- 
vassed by  the  said  board  of  aldermen  and  the  results  published  Canvass  of  re- 
and  declared.

of  12.01  a.  m  Sunday  morning,  and  12:01  a.  m.  Monday  morning. 
Drug  stores  shall  be  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  within 
section  excepting  during  church  hours,  during  which  hours  it 
or  they  shall  be  amenable  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  to  operate  or  maintain  at  any  time  any  circus,  dog 
and  pony  show,  hobby  horses,  or  carnival,  or  any  place  be 
maintained  where  palmists,  fortune  tellers,  or  mind  readers  may 
operate  or  do  business  at  any  time  within  a  radius  of  one-half 
mile  of  the  above  named  churches. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court.

AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OP 
ABERDEEN  GRADED  SCHOOL  TO  ISSUE  BONDS  FOR  THE 
PURPOSE  OF  ENLARGING  AND  EQUIPPING  THE  GRADED 
SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AT  ABERDEEN,  NORTH'CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  enlarge 
and  equip  the  graded  school  buildings  and  grounds  for  the 
Aberdeen  Graded  School  District,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
said  Aberdeen  Graded  School  District  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-

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Sec.  3.    That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  Special  tax. 
the  same  at  their  maturity  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Moore  County,  shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  levying  other 
taxes,  levy  and  lay  a  special  tax  on  all  poll  and  property 
subject  to  taxation  within  the  said  graded  school  district,  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  annual  accruing  interest  on  said  bonds  and 
provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  same.  The  taxes  Collection  and 
provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  settlement- 
Moore  County,  and  be  by  him  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
graded  school  district,  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  collected. 

Sec.  4.    That  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  qualified  Order  for  eiec- 
voters  of  the  Aberdeen  Graded  School  District,  the  question  tlon" 
of  issuing  said  bonds  and  levying  and  collecting  the  taxes 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  county  board  of  election  for  the 
county  of  Moore,  upon  petition  of  the  board  of  trustees'  of  the 
Aberdeen  Graded  School  District,  shall  order  an  election  to  be 
held  in  said  district,  and  in  such  order  appoint  the  time  and 
place  for  holding  the  same  as  said  trustees  may  designate,  Election  officers, 
appoint  a  registrar  and  two  judges  of  election,  and  shall  give 
thirty  days  notice  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Moore  County, 
and  shall  order  an  entire  new  registration  of  voters  for  said  New  Registration, 
election. 

Sec.  5.  That  at  said  election  those  voting  for  issuing  said  Ballots, 
bonds  and  levying  and  collecting  the  taxes  herein  provided  for, 
shall  vote  a  written  or  printed  ballot,  containing  the  words

CHAPTER  208 

AN  ACT  DIRECTING  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  FAIR- 
MONT GRADED  SCHOOL  TRUSTEES  TO  PURCHASE  ADDI- 
TIONAL LAND  FOR  GRADED  SCHOOL  PURPOSES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Fairmont  Graded 
School  District,  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  required 
to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  about  two  acres  of 
land,  lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  present  school  property, 
being  all  the  land  lying  between  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
present  school  property  and  Trinity  Street,  and  between  Church 
Street  and  the  Mill  Branch,  known  as  the  "Baptist  Parsonage" 
property,  and  the  property  of  A.  N.  Mitchell. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  the  said  land  cannot  be  acquired  by  purchase 
at  a  reasonable  price,  then  the  said  board  of  trustees'  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  condemn  said  land  for  graded 
school  purposes,  and  in  case  of  condemnation,  the  procedure  shall 
be  the  same  as  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  condemnation 
of  school  sites  by  the  county  boards  of  education,  but  the 
proceedings  shall  be  conducted  in  the  name  of  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  board  of  trustees..  If  the  said  land  can  be 
purchased  at  a  reasonable  price,  then  the  purchase  price  shall 
be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  district,  or  in  case  of  condemna- 
tion, the  condemnation  price  shall  be  similarly  paid,  and  in  either 
case  the  title  to  the  property  so  acquired  shall  vest  in  fee  simple 
in  the  said  board  of  trustees,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Sec.  3.  The  purchase  or  condemnation  of  the  said  property 
shall  not  be  discretionary  with  said  board  of  trustees,  but  shall 
be  mandatory,  ahd  shall  be  proceeded  with  immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act;  and  as  soon  as  the  title  thereto  shall  have 
been  acquired,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of 
trustees  to   erect   the  new  school   building  or  buildings,  now 
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contemplated,  and  for  the  erection  of  which  bonds  have  been 
sold,  partly  upon  the  land  now  owned  and  partly  upon  that  part 
of  the  land  to  be  acquired  under  authority  of  this  act,  known 
as  the  "Parsonage  Property."  If  the  exact  location  of  said  build-  Location  of  build- 
ings or  building  so  to  be  erected  cannot  be  determined  by  the  ings" 
unanimous  vote  of  said  board  of  trustees,  then  the  same  shall  be 
referred  to  the  board  of  education  of  Robeson  County,  either  at 
a  general  or  special  meeting,  and  the  decision  of  said  board  of 
education  of  Robeson  County,  as  to  the  exact  site  for  said 
buildings  or  building,  shall  be  final  and  binding,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  said  buildings  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  accordance 
with  said  decision. 

The  brick  school  building  now  used  as  a  school  build-  ^ilding  now  in 
ing  by  said  graded  school  district  shall  not  be  torn  down  and 
demolished  but  shall  be  kept  for  future  school  purposes;  and  the  bunding^6  °f 
purposes  for  which  said  building,  and  also  the  wooden  build- 
ing known  as  the  "Baptist  Parsonage,"  shall  in  the  future  be 
used,  shall  be  determined  jointly  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fair- 
mont graded  school  and  the  board  of  education  of  Robeson 
County. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  Repealing  clause, 
this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.    That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Sub-Section  1.  That  Ellis'  Goldstein,  Dr.  J.  R.  Butler,  Mary 
Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  session  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  five,  and  acts  amendatory  thereof,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

Sub-section  1.    That  Ellis  Goldstein,  Dr.  J.  R.  Butler,  Mary  Cemetery  com- 
Tilghman  and  Sarah  M.  Wade  are  hereby  constituted  the  board  missioners- 
of  cemetery  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Dunn,  of  which  board 
the  mayor  of  the  town  of  Dunn  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman.  Mayor  ex  officio 
At  all  meetings  of  the  said  board  the  said  mayor  shall  preside,  chairman- 
but  he  shall  have  no  vote  except  in  case  of  a  tie.  Voting  power. 

That  the  two  commissioners  first  named  above  Terms  of  office, 
shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-three,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified,  and  the  two  commissioners  last  named 
above  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected  and  qualified. 
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Sub-Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of 
Dunn  at  their  last  regular  meeting  in  May,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-three,  shall  elect  two  cemetery  commis- 
sioners to  succeed  the  two  commissioners  first  above  named, 
and  the  two  commissioners  thus  elected  shall  hold  office  for  a 
term  of  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  That  every  two  years  thereafter  the  said  board  of 
commissioners  of  the  town  of  Dunn  shall,  at  their  last  regular 
meeting  in  May  elect  two  cemetery  commissioners  to  succeed 
the  commissioners  whose  terms  of  office  expire  in  June  following, 
and  the  commissioners  thus  elected  shall  hold  office  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
In  case  of  any  vacancy  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Dunn  shall  at 
its  next  regular  meeting  elect  a  commissioner  to  fill  the  un- 
expired term. 

Sub-Sec.  4.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  by  this  act  and 
their  successors  in  office  shall  take  oath  to  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  office.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  April, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  commissioners 
herein  appointed  shall  meet  and  organize,  and  the  mayor  of 
the  town  of  Dunn  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  board, 
and  when  so  organized  the  said  board  shall  be  known  as  "The 
Hoard  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Dunn,"  and 
shall  be  a  body  corporate  under  the  corporate  name  of  "The 
Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Dunn,"  and  as 
such  body  corporate  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
hold  real- estate  and  to  exercise  the  usual  powers  and  privileges 
of  a  corporation,  and  especially  to  create  a  trust  fund  to  be 
known  as  "Fund  for  Perpetual  Upkeep  of  Greenwood  Cemetery 
in  the  town  of  Dunn,"  and  with  power  to  appoint  or  select  a 
trust  company  or  banking  institution  doing  a  trust  business  as 
trustee  for  said  fund,  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  direct 
said  trust  company  to  loan  said  fund  on  first  mortgages  on  real 
estate  in  Harnett  County. 

Sub-Sec.  5.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  transaction  of  business.  The  said  board  shall  for  and  in  the 
name  of  the  town  of  Dunn  take  and  hold  all  the  land  included 
within  the  present  boundaries  of  Greenwood  Cemetery,  title  to 
which  is  now  in  the  town  of  Dunn,  and  title  to  said  land  is 
hereby  vested  in  said  board.  The  said  board  shall  also  have 
authority  to  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  other  lands  for 
cemetery  purposes  and  it  shall  have  and  exercise  exclusive 
control  and  management  over  all  such  lands  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses.

COMMISSIONER   OF   PUBLIC  WORKS 

Sec.  8.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  au- 
thority and  charge  over  all  the  public  works  not  herein  ex- 
pressly given  to  some  other  department;  the  construction, 
cleansing,  sprinkling,  and  repair  of  the  streets  and  public 
places,  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  city,  the  making  and 
construction  of  all  other  improvements,  paving,  curbing,  side- 
walks, bridges,  viaducts,  and  the  repair  thereof;  he  shall  approve 
all  estimates  of  the  city  engineer  of  the  cost  of  public  works, 
and  recommend  to  the  board  of  commissioners  the  acceptance 
of  the  work  done  or  improvement  made,  when  completed  ac- 
cording to  the  contract,  and  perfrom  such  other  duties  with 
reference  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be  required  by  law, 
ordinance  or  order  of  the  board  of  commissioners;  he  shall  have 
control,  management,  and  direction  of  all  public  grounds,  bridges, 
viaducts,  subways  and  buildings  not  otherwise  assigned  herein 
to  some  other  department;  he  shall  have  supervision  of  the 
enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  ordinances  relating 
to  streets,  public  squares  and  places,  cemeteries,  and  the  control 
of  the  placing  of  bill  boards  and  street  wastepaper  receptacles; 
he  shall  have  supervision  over  the  public-service  utilities  not 
otherwise  assigned  to  some  other  department  and  all  persons, 
firms  or  corporations  rendering  service  in  the  city  under  any 
franchise,  contracts,  or  grant  made  by  the  city  or  State,  not 
otherwise  assigned  to  some  other  department;  he  shall  have 
control  of  the  location  of  street-car  tracks,  telephone  and  tele- 
graph wires,  and  other  things  placed  by  public-service  corpora- 
tions in,  along,  under  or  over  the  streets  and  shall  report 
to  the  board  of  commissioners  or  city  officers  as  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  them  to  receive  his  reports  any  failure  of  such 
person  or  corporation  to  render  proper  service  under  a  fran- 
chise granted  by  the  city  or  State,  and  shall  report  any 
failure  on  the  part  of  such  firm,  or  corporation  to  observe  the 
requirements  or  conditions  of  such  franchise,  contract  or  grant.

employees  connected  therewith  and  of  all  apparatus  and  prop- 
erty used  therein;  he  shall  have  charge  and  supervision  and 
direction  over  all  officers  and  employees  in  his  department; 
he  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  all  ordinances 
and  resolutions  relating  to  traffic  in  the  public  streets, 
alleys  and  public  ways,  on  and  across  railway  lines  and 
through  and  over  the  cemetery  ways,  public  parks  and  other 
public  places;  he  shall,  to  the  extent  that  the  same  is  now 
committed  to  or  required  of  said  city,  subject  to  the  board  of 
health  of  the  county  and  city,  and  subject  to  all  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  board,  have  charge  of  the 
enforcement  of  all  matters  relating  to  health  and  sanitation 
within  the  city,  except  as  may  be  in  this  act  otherwise  pre- 
scribed. He  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  upon  private  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon 
him,  but  shall  not  have  the  right  to  enter  a  dwelling  house 
over  objection  of  the  owner  or  tenant  except  when  authorized 
by  legal  process.  He  shall  have  supervision  and  control  over  the 
lighting  system  of  the  city,  and  the  management  and  direction 
of  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and  all  other  public  places 
where  city  lights  are  placed;  he  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty 
of  seeing  that  all  persons,  firms  and  corporations  charged  with 
the  duty  of  supplying  lights  or  water  or  power,  perform  the 
obligation  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  ordinance,  or  order  of 
the  board  of  commissioners;  be  shall  have  the  direction  of  all 
employees  of  the  city  connected  with  and  under  his  depart- 
ment; he  shall  perform  all  other  services  ordered  by  the  board 
of  commissioners,  or  that  may  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, not  herein  expressly  conferred  upon  some  other  depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  commissioner  to  recom- 
mend to  the  city  purchasing  agent  the  purchase  of  goods  and 
the  contract  for  all  things  necessary  to  be  contracted  for  in 
his  department,  and  these  recommendations  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  board  of  commissioners  for  its  orders  with  respect  thereto. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  of  commissioners  has  and  shall  exercise 
all  legislative  powers,  functions,  and  duties  conferred  upon 
the  city  or  its  officers.  It  shall  make  all  orders  for  the  doing  of 
work  or  the  making  or  construction  of  any  improvements, 
bridges,  or  buildings.  It  shall  levy  all  taxes,  apportion  and 
appropriate  all  funds,  audit  and  allow  all  bills  and  accounts, 
pay-rolls  and  claims,  and  order  payment  thereof.  It  shall  make 
all  assessments  for  the  cost  of  street  improvements,  sidewalks, 
sewers,  and  other  work,  improvements,  or  repairs  which  may 
be  specially  assessed.  It  shall  make  or  authorize  the  making  of 
all  contracts  and  no  contracts  shall  bind  or  be  obligatory  upon 
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the  city  unless  either  made  by  ordinance  or  resolution  adopted  Contracts, 
by  the  board  of  commissioners  or  reduced  to  writing  and  ap-  Contracts  made 
proved  by  said  board  or  expressly  authorized  by  ordinance  or  resolution?06  01 
resolution  adopted  by  the  board.  All  contracts  and  all  ordinances 
and  resolutions  making  contracts  or  authorizing  the  making  of  Contracts,  ordi- 
contracts  shall  be  drawn  by  the  city  attorney  or  submitted  to  J^ns  drawn^by 
such  officer  before  the  same  are  made  or  passed.  All  heads  of  city  attorney, 
departments,  agents,  and  employees  are  the  agents  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  only,  and  all  their  acts  shall  be  subject  to  Agents  of  board, 
review  and  to  approval  or  revocation  by  the  board  of  commis-  Acts  subject  to 
sioners.  Every  head  of  department,  superintendent,  agent,  em-  review- 
ployee,  or  officer  shall  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  law  or

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voters  at  a  spacial  election  called  for  that  purpose,  or  to  a 
general  election  occurring  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of 
the  clerk's  certificate.  If  the  petition  is  signed  hy  not  less  than  ten 
and  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  electors  as  above  de- 
fined, then  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  within  twenty  days 
pass  said  ordinance  without  change  or  submit  the  same  at  the 
next  general  city  election.  The  ballots  used  when  voting  upon 
said  ordinance  shall  contain  these  words:  "For  the  Ordinance" 
(stating  the  nature  of  the  proposed  ordinance)  and  "Against 
the  Ordinance"  (stating  the  nature  of  the  proposed  ordinance). 
If  the  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  voting  on  the  proposed 
ordinance  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof,  such  ordinance  shall 
thereupon  become  a  valid  and  binding  ordinance  of  the  city;  and 
the  ordinance  proposed  by  petition,  or  which  shall  be  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  the  people,  cannot  be  repealed  or  amended  except 
by  a  vote  of  the  people.  Any  number  of  proposed  ordinances 
may  be  voted  upon  at  the  same  election,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  but  there  shall  not  be  more  than 
one  special  election  in  any  period  of  six  months  for  such 
purpose.  The  board  of  commissioners  may  submit  a  proposition 
for  the  repeal  of  any  such  ordinance,  or  for  amendments  thereto, 
to  be  voted  upon  at  any  succeeding  general  election;  and  should 
any  such  proposition  so  submitted  receive  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  thereon  at  such  election,  such  ordinance  shall  thereby 
be  repealed  or  amended  accordingly.  Whenever  any  ordinance 
or  proposition  is  required  by  this  act  to  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  city  at  any  election,  the  city  shall  cause  such 
ordinance  or  proposition  to  be  published  once  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  said  city,  such  publication  to  be  not 
more  than  twenty  nor  less  than  five  days  before  the  submission 
of  such  proposition  or  ordinance  to  be  voted  on.  No  ordinance 
passed  by  the  board  of  commissioners,  unless  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided,  except  an  ordinance  for  the  immediate  pre- 
servation of  the  public  peace,  health  or  safety,  which  contains 
a  statement  of  its  urgency  and  is  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  go  into  effect  before 
twenty  days  from  the  time  of  its  final  passage  and  publication, 
as  herein  provided;  and  if  during  said  twenty  days  a  petition, 
signed  by  electors  of  said  city  equal  to  the  number  prescribed 
herein  to  be  signed  to  a  petition  for  the  recall  of  any  official, 
protesting  against  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  be  presented 
to  the  board  of  commissioners,  the  operation  of  such  ordinance 
shall  thereupon  be  suspended,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  to  consider  such  ordinance,  and  if  the 
same  is  not  entirely  repealed,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall 
submit  to  the  qualified  voters  the  question  of  the  repeal  of 
such  ordinance  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose  in 
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the  manner  and  under  the  conditions  herein  provided  for  re- 
ference to  voters  of  the  question  of  recall  of  an  official. 

NOMINATION  OF  CANDIDATES 

Section  1.    All  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  all  general  Nomination  by 
municipal  elections,  at  which  time  a  mayor,  commissioners,  or  ijrimar^  election, 
any  other  detective  officer,  are  to  be  elected  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  be  nominated  by  a  primary  election,  and 
no  other  names  shall  be  placed  upon  the  general  ballot  except  Names  placed  on 
those  nominated  in  such  primary  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  general  ballot, 
law. 

EECALL  OF  OFFICIALS  BY  THE  PEOPLE 

Section  1.    The  holder  of  any  elective  office  may  be  removed 
for  misfeasance  or  malfeasance  in  office  or  for  immoral  conduct  Causes  for  recall, 
or  for  having  become  mentally  unfit  to  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office,  at  any  time  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  a 
successor  of  such  incumbent.  The  procedure  to  effect  the  removal  Procedure, 
of  an  incumbent  of  an  elective  office  shall  be  as  follows:  A 
petition  signed  by  electors  entitled  to  vote  for  a  successor  to  Petition, 
the  incumbent  sought  to  be  removed,  equal  in  number  to  at  Number  of

petition  shall  contain  a  specific  statement  of  the  ground  for  statement  of 
which  the  removal  is  sought.  The  signatures  to  the  petition  grounds, 
need  not  all  be  appended  to  one  paper,  but  each  signer  shall  add 
to  his  signature  his  place  of  residence,  giving  the  street  and  Requisites  as  to 
number.  One  of  the  signers  of  each  such  paper  shall  make  oath  sisnatures- 
before  an  officer  competent  to  administer  oaths  that  the  state-  Verification, 
ments  therein  made  are  true,  as  he  believes,  and  that  each 
signature  to  the  paper  appended  is  the  genuine  signature  of  the 
person  whose  name  it  purports  to  be.    Within  ten  days  from

The  board  of  commissioners  shall  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  publications  for  ten  days  of  notice  and  all  arrange- 
ments for  holding  such  election  and  the  same  shall  be  conducted, 
returned,  and  the  results  thereof  declared  in  all  respects  as 
other  city  elections.  The  successor  of  any  officer  so  removed 
shall  hold  office  during  the  unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor. 
Any  person  sought  to  be  removed  may  be  a  candidate  to  suc- 
ceed himself,  and  unless  he  requests  otherwise  in  writing,  his 
name  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  without  nomination. 
At  such  election,  if  some  other  person  than  the  incumbent  is 
elected,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  removed 
from  the  office  upon  qualification  of  his  successor.  In  case  the 
party  elected  should  fail  to  qualify  within  ten  days  after  re- 
ceiving notification  of  election,  the  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant, 
and  in  that  event  the  .unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  election 
of  the  board,  but  the  commissioner  removed  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  election  by  the  board,  and  the  person  so  elected  by  the 
board  shall  be  subject  to  recall  as  other  commissioners.

CHAPTER  225 

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  A  PRIMARY  FOR  THE  NOMINATION

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  biennially  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  held,  in  the  various  wards  of  the  town  of  Wilson,  a 
primary  election  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  of 
each  and  every  political  party  for  such  offices  as  are  here- 
after provided  for. 

Sec  2.  That  said  primary  elections  shall  be  conducted,  as 
far  as  practicable,  in  all  things  and  in  all  details  in  accordance 
with  the  general  election  laws  of  the  State,  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  this  act,  and  all  general  laws  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  relating  generally  to  elections,  now  in  force  or  here- 
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after  enacted   which   govern   elections,  not   inconsistent  with 

this  act,  shall  apply  as  fully  to  such  primary  election  and  the 

acts  and  things  done  thereunder,  as  to  general  elections,  unless  Acts  made 

different  provision  is  made  in  this  act;    and  all  acts   made  crimmal- 

criminal,  if  committed  in  connection  with  a  general  election, 

shall  likewise  be  criminal,  with  the  same  punishment,  when 

committed  on  a  primary  election  held  hereunder.

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not  declared  himself  or  herself  to  be  a  member  as  defined  by 
this  act;  but  anyone  may,  at  any  time  any  elector  proposes  to 
vote,  challange  his  or  her  right  to  vote  in  the  primary  of  any 
party  upon  the  ground  that  he  or  she  does  not  affiliate  with 
such  party,  or  does  not,  in  good  faith,  intend  to  support  the 
candidates  nominated  in  primary  of  such  party,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  registrar  and  judges  of  elections,  upon  such 
challenge,  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  elector  has  the 
right  to  vote  in  said  primary:  Provided,  that  such  elector  may 
vote  for  candidates  for  all  or  any  of  the  offices  printed  on  such 
ballot,  as  he  shall  elect,  and  shall  be  required  to  disclose  the 
name  of  the  political  party  printed  thereon  and  no  more.  Such 
elector  may,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  mark  such 
names  as  he  desires,  and  these,  and  only  these,  shall  be  counted 
as  being  voted  for  by  such  elector,  and  such  elector  shall  have 
the  right  to  so  vote  for  only  one  candidate  as  his  or  her  choice 
for  each  office.  If  he  or  she  is  a  qualified  elector,  and  has 
elected  to  vote  in  the  primary  of  a  party  of  which  he  or  she  has 
declared  himself  or  herself  to  be  a  member,  as  provided  in 
this  act,  he  or  she  may  deposit  his  or  her  ballot  in  the  proper 
boxes,  or  may  permit  the  registrar  or  judge  of  election  to  deposit 
the  ballot  for  him  or  her. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person  who  has  become  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  between  the  time  when  the  books  closed  for  registration 
and  the  day  of  the  primary  election,  and  who  is  otherwise  a 
qualified  voter,  and  who  desires  to  register  and  vote  as  a 
member  of  a  political  party,  may  do  so  in  the  manner  herein 
provided. 

Sec.  14.  At  the  time  of  voting,  the  name  of  the  voter  shall 
be  entered  on  a  primary  polling  book,  to  be  provided  and  kept 
for  the  purpose,  and  in  said  book  shall  be  entered,  opposite

shall  be  especially  assessed  against  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land 
abutting  on  that  side  of  the  street  upon  which  the  improvement 
is  made  and  directly  on  the  improvement,  according  to  their 
respective  frontages  thereon  by  an  equal  rate  per  foot  of  such 
frontage. 

Sec.  2.    That  upon  the  completion  of  any  such  improvement,  Computation  of 
the  governing  body  shall  compute  and  ascertain  the  total  cost  cost 
thereof.  In  the  total  cost  shall  be  included  the  interest  paid  or  interest  on  notes, 
to  be  paid  on  notes  issued  by  the  municipality  to  pay  the  expense 
of  such  improvement  and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  doing  of  said  work.  The  governing  body  must,  thereupon, 
examine  into  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  improvement  and 
have  made  out  an  assessment  roll  and  ascertain  the  amount  to  Assessment, 
be  assessed  against  each  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  with  a  brief 
description  thereof,  and  cause  said  assessment  roll  to  be  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  municipality  for  inspection  by  Deposit  for  in- 
parties  interested  and  also  have  the  clerk  mail  statements  to  sPectl(>n- 
the  owners  of  said  property  showing  the  amount  that  has  been 
assessed  against  the  property  for  said  improvement.  When  any
